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INTRODUCTION 

Despite  increasing  concern  for  world  events  of  alarming  proportions,  or 
perhaps  because  of  an  increasing  awareness  of  the  involvement  of  the  United 
States  in  international  matters,  the  XII  Seminar  on  the  Acquisition  of  Latin 
American  Library  Materials  drew  a  record  number  of  persons  interested  in  the 
problems  encountered  by  libraries  and  library  users  in  obtaining  research  ma- 
terials from  Latin  America,  A  new  dimension,  however,  was  seen  in  the  picture 
~  how  to  supply  educational  and  popular  reading  materials  to  the  Spanish  speak- 
i.ng   population  of  the  United  States,  estimated  at  between  5  and  9  million,  or 
more  than  that  of  12  of  the  Latin  American  countries. 

Invitations  to  participate  in  the  XII  SALALM  were  sent  not  only  to  those 
persons  and  institutions  in  the  U.S.  and  Latin  America  taking  part  in  earlier 
meetings  or  who  had  displayed  an  interest  in  SALALM,  but  to  institutions  con- 
ducting Latin  American  research  in  Canada,  Great  Britain,  and  Europe,  and  a 
scattering  of  other  countries  such  as  Australia.   Los  Angeles  helped  to  attract 
the  largest  number  yet  of  participants  -«  some  121,  with  9  others  who  register- 
ed but  did  not  attend.  From  outside  Continental  United  States  1  participant 
cajne  from  Europe,  2  from  Mexico,  6  from  Puerto  Rico  and  the  Caribbean  islands 
and  ^  from  other  Latin  American  countries.  Fifty- three  of  the  participants 
attended  for  the  first  time,  and  sixteen  new  institutions  were  represented. 
This  brought  to  a  total  of  k39   the  number  of  persons  attending  SALALM  meetings 
and  to  153  the  number  of  institutions  represented. 

Another  record  was  set  in  the  documentation  prepared  for  the  meeting. 
The  Progress  Report  itself  (Working  Paper  no.   1)  was  twice  the  size  of  the 
report  for  XI  SALALM  attesting  to  greater  activity  in  relation  to  Latin  Ameri- 
can publications.  The  number  of  working  papers  totaled  30,  including  the  annual 
reports  on  Significant  New  Acquisitions,  but  excluding  the  semi-annual  Micro- 
film  r^ewsletter  (bringing  to  1«2  the  number  of  working  papers  prepared  for  the 
tv/elve  seminars).  The  annual  report  on  bibliographic  activities, not  completed 
in  time  for  the  meeting,  will  be  combined  with  information  for  the  XIII  SAIiALM 
in  1968c  The  remaining  working  papers  dealt  chiefly  with  the  multi- face ted 
problem  of  the  Development  of  Collections  of  Latin  American  Materials.  The 
amount  of  documentation  taxed  the  facilities  of  the  university  press,  the  pa- 
tience of  representatives  of  the  host  institution,  the  energies  of  the  Steering 
Committee  pressed  into  service  the  night  before  the  meeting  began  to  assemble 
the  last-minute  documents/  as  well  as  the  absorption  capacity  of  the  partici- 
pants . 


The  reproduction  of  pre-prints  of  the  working  paper,  responsibility  of  the 
host  institution,  even  in  time  for  the  meeting  itself,  continues  to  be  a  se- 
rious problem  ,   Despite  the  fact  that  specific  detailed  instructions  are  given, 
duplimats  provided  for  the  authors  who  do  not  have  access  to  them  locally, 
and  a  dead-line  date  set  for  them  to  be  in  the  possession  of  the  host  insti- 
tution, many  of  the  papers  arrived  late,  one  came  on  legal  paper  instead  of 
duplimats  of  letter-size,  copies  of  one  paper  were  sent  rather  than  the  du- 
plimats and  did  not  arrive  until  after  the  conference,  and  one  was  submitted 
several  months  later.  Most  of  the  authors  are  busy  people  with  many  other 

commitments.  We  all  wish  that  they  could  be  provided  long  before  the  meeting.

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The  three  days  of  the  annual  meeting  of  SALALM  were  spent,  as  usual,  in 
meetings  of  the  Steering  Committee,  the  SALALM  Committees  and  Subcommittees, 
general  sessions  devoted  to  reports  and  discussion,  one  day  to  discussion 
groups,  one  general  session  devoted  to  a  specific  topic,  and  the  final  session 
at  which  recommendations  of  the  meeting  were  adopted. 

Few  of  the  members  of  the  Committees  and  Subcommittees  of  SALALM  have  the 
opportunity  to  meet  together  for  the  purpose  of  completing  certain  projects  or 
to  determine  what  recurring  or  new  needs  might  be  met  by  SALALM  activities, 
sponsorship,  or  recommendation.  Therefore,  an  opportunity  for  meetings  of 
these  units  of  SALALM  was  given,  as  usual,  on  the  first  morning  of  the  confer- 
ence o  Other  participants  in  SALALM  were  also  invited  to  attend  even  though  they 
were  not  members  of  the  Committees. 

Reports  of  the  Committees  were  given  in  the  subsequent  two  general  sessions 
to-ether  with  reports  on  the  regular  activities  carried  on  by  SALALM,  regular 
activities  sponsored  or  encouraged  by  SAL.LM  but  carried  on  ^^Y  others,  regular 
publications  issued  by  SALALM  and  sponsored  or  encouraged  by  SALALM,  current 
activities,  new  developments,  and  on  topics  of  particular  interest  to  SALaLM. 
Highlights  of  the  reports  and  the  discussion  concerning  them  included  publica- 
tions by  Cuban  exiles  and  writers  living  in  Cuba;  possibilities  of  the  programs 
funded  principally  by  the  Federal  government  through  the  Higher  Education  Act, 
the  International  Education  Act,  and  the  Elementary  and  Secondary  Education 
Act;  cataloging  of  Latin  Am.erican  materials  by  cooperative  means  and  through 
"shared  cataloging"  of  the  Library  of  Congress;  bibliographic  activities  o. 
the  Library  of  Congress  and  others;  statistics  needed  on  library  schools  and 
information  on  surveys  of  Latin  American  libraries;  the  listing  '"^-^^-^^^PJ'^^'f  " 
tion,  and  reprinting  of  official  serials,  census  and  statistical  publications, 
and  other  important  works;  progress  on  the  Ra.s-^c  List  of  Latin  American  Ma- 
terials  for  college  libraries  (BALLAM) ;  study  of  research  needed  on  the  prob- 
l^iT^FLatin  American  materials  and  program  planning  for  ^^^ure  SALALM  activ- 
ities; the  latin  -merican  Cooperative  Acquisitions  Project  (LACAP);  the  prog- 
ress on  certain  publications  either  directly  or  indirectly  attributable  to 
SALALM  such  as  the  Index  to  Latin  American  Periodicals,  the  ^^^^^^^  and  index- 
ing of  OAS  Official  Records  (and  their  reproduction  D:n  microform) ,  the  Ficheio 
b^bliogrdficoMspanoa^iericano  and  Libros  en  venta;  and  progress  on  eventual 
creation  of  a  Pilot  Bibliographic  Center  in  the  Caribbean  Regional  Library  of 
CODECA  in  Puerto  Rico. 

New  developments  reported  at  XII  SALALM  included  the  activities  of  the  new- 
U-  created  Latin  A„>erican  Studies  Association  (USA)  with  secretariat  at  .he 
Library  of  Congress;  the  LC  office  in  Rio  de  Janeiro  and  its  cooperation  with 
MCAP;'^probability  of  a  program  in  cooperation  with  the  Pan  An,erican  Union  and 

on  th;  tasis  of  an  agreement  between  the  Bro-Dart  F°""f  *^°"  ^f  g^nish  stefking 
the  People  Fund,  Inc.,  to  help  satisfy  the  reading  needs  of  the  Spanish- speaking 
re^id^ts  of  th;  Unit;d  States;  U.  S.  government  ^f — *  ^^^^tHta?^  and 
and  library  programs  and  in  satisfying  library  needs  m  the  United  States,  and 
Sans  to  e^ori  the  interest  on  the  part  of  H.  S.  libraries  to  cooperate  in 
a  project  to  microfilm  the  archives  of  Mexico. 
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Discussion  groups  met  on  Friday  afternoon  to  discuss  acquisitions,  bib- 
liography, library  organization  and  Inter- American  library  relations,  and  to 
pinpoint  topics  or  problems  not  previously  discussed  or  resolved. 

Preliminary  consideration  of  the  topic  of  Latin  American  collections  and 
Latin  American  libraries  at  the  XI  SALALM  in  1966,  led  to  the  decision  that 
at  the  1967  meeting  special  attention  should  be  given  to  the  Development  of 
Latin  American  Collections  of  Varying  Sizes.  Most  of  the  working  papers  pre- 
pared for  consideration  dealt  with  aspects  of  the  topic.  On  Saturday  morning 
an  8-raan  panel  summarized  the  working  papers  and  commented  upon  them.  A 
summary  of  panel  highlights  was  given  by  Dr»  Luther  Ho  Evans,  and  comments 
were  made  by  Felix  Reichmann  on  the  discussions  in  respect  to  potential  ac- 
tivities of  the  Ad  hoc  Sub-committee  on  Developing  Latin  American  Collections. 

At  its  Friday  evening  session  the  participants  adopted  kh   resolutions 
aimed  at  expressing  its  pleasure  and  encouragement  of  new  and  continuing 
programs  and  publications,  appreciation  to  "veterans"  of  SALALM  giving  up  theii 
chairmanship  of  standing  committees  and  to  those  persons  making  XII  SALALM 
possible,  and  pointing  out  certain  activities  and  publications  which  should 
be  pursued.   It  determined  that  the  principal  topic  for  XIII  SALALM  should  be 
"Retrospective  Collections"  and  that  for  XIV  SALALM  the  "Acquisition  of 
Scientific  and  Technical  Materials."  Plans  were  laid  for  the  eventual  incor- 
poration of  SALALM  as  a  nonprofit  association  rather  than  the  informal  opera- 
tion it  has  been  up  to  the  present,  and  for  an  open  meeting  of  SALALM  at  Mid- 
winter ALA  especially  to  make  it  possible  for  committees  and  their  subcommit- 
tees to  meeto 

SALALM  created  a  new  Ad  hoc  Subcommittee  on  Bibliographic  and  Information 
Services  on  Latin  America  to  make  a  more  thorough  study  of  the  proposals  of 
Arnulfo  Trejo  for  an  information  network  uxi  jjaoin  America;  a  similar  one  on 
Scientific  and  Technological  Materials  to  plan  the  program  of  the  XIV  SALALM 
to  be  held  in  Puerto  Rico,  June  l8-20,  I969;  and  another  to  review  the  pro- 
posal for  filming  Mexican  archives  as  it  was  to  be  discussed  at  the  meeting 
of  "Mexico  on  Mici'ofilm"  to  be  held  at  the  International  Studies  and  World 
Affairs  Center  at  Oyster  Bay  on  October  5-6,  196? • 

In  addition  to  the  "task  force"  operation  of  assembling  the  working 
papers  of  the  meeting,  the  Steering  Committee  of  SALALM  dedicated  two  sessions 
to  discussing  procedural  matters,  the  incorporation  process  and  the  continuing 
topic  of  research  studies  needed  and  the  issuance  of  SALALM  publicatioD^. 

An  opportunity  for  conviviality  was  provided  by  Microcard  Editions  on 
Thursday  evening.  Together  with  the  coffee  breaks  each  morning  and  afternoon, 
it  provided  a  means  of  permitting  participants  attending  for  the  first  time 
to  meet  and  talk  informally  with  more  experienced  "seminariar-s « " 
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To  the  expression  of  thanks  on  the  part  of  all  the  participants  to  be 
found  in  their  resolutions,  the  Permanent  Secretary  of  SALALM  wishes  to  add 
her  thanks  to  those  at  home  base  without  whom  this  Final  Report  and  Working 
Papers  would  not  have  been  possible:  Ings  Castrill6n  of  the  Columbus  Memorial 
Library  and  Elena  de  la  Torre  of  the  Library  Development  Program  of  the  Pan

Dr.    Robert  Vosper,    Director  of  Libraries  of  the  University  of  California 
at  Los  Angeles,    welcomed  the  participants  in  the  Twelfth  Seminar  by  paying 
tribute  to  SALALM' s  pioneering  role  in  helping  bring  about  a  coherent  relation- 
ship between  libraries  and  the  needs  of  scholars  and  the  university  community 
at  large  in  the  field  of  Latin  American  affairs.      The  tremendous  acceleration 
within  the  past  few  years  in  area  studies  programs  in  American  universities 
has  made  coordinated  activity  essential,    and  SALALM  has  been  one  of  the 
most  productive  groups  in  providing  leadership  and  carrying  out  an  effective 
prograra  of  work.     Dr.    Vosper  observed  that  his  own  connection  with  Latin 
American  materials  dated  back  of  the  Second  Seminar  held  at  Austin,    Texas, 
in  1957,    and  that  his  contacts  in  the  field  since  that  time  had  been  numerous.

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He  expressed  his  gratification  at  the  choice  of  UCLA  as  the  site  of  the  Twelfth 
Seminar,    and  pledged  the  fullest  cooperation  on  the  part  of  the  Library's   staff. 

Dr,    Kenneth  L.    Kerst,    Associate  Director  of  the  Latin  American  Center 
at  UCLA,    seconded  Dr.    Vosper's  welcome,    and  added  his  own  thanks     as     a 
practicing  Latin  Americanist  for  SALALM' s  work  in  helping  to  put  hard-to-get 
materials  into  the  scholar's  hands.      The  Center  carries  on  a  variety  of  activi- 
ties in  research  services  and  teaching.     Although  it  is  not  in  the  strict  sense 
a  research  organization,    it  does  seek  to  provide  services  to  the  research 
community,    particularly  in  securing  funds  to  support  field  research,    and  to 
establish  communication  between  researchers.      It  is  assisted  by  the  Dean's 
Advisory  Committee  coraprising  representatives  appointed  by  the  Dean  from 
the  various  colleges  and  professional  schools  whose  interests  impinge  on 
Latin  America.      The  Committee's  purpose  is  to  keep  the  university  commu- 
nity informed  and  to  generate  field  research  activity  in  Latin  America.      Cur- 
rently the  Center's  Summer  program  has  sonae    100   participants.      Three    re- 
gional centers  are  maintained  in  Mexico  City,    Caracas  and  Fortaleza,    Brazil. 
These  provide  services  of  a  logistical  nature,    such  as  arranging  for  housing 
and  transportation,    obtaining  permission  to  use  facilities  and  research  mate- 
rials,   and  cutting  through  bureaucratic  red-tape  where  possible. 

The  Center  also  carries  on  cultural  programs,    frequently  with  the    co- 
operation of  Latin  American  diplomatic  and  consular  officials,    for  the  ex- 
change of  ideas  and  materials.     It  sponsors  lectures  by  visiting  Latin  Ameri- 
canists,   and  cooperates  in  presenting  art  exhibitions,    concerts,    etc.      Finally, 
the  Center  is  responsible  for  coordinating  the  University's  curriculum  for 
Latin  American  studies,    and  maintains  close  liaison  with   the  Latin  Arnerican 
Studies  Association. 

Mr.    Kurth  thanked  Drs.    VosDer  and  Kerst  for  their  remarks  of  welcome, 
and  declared  the  Twelfth  Seminar  officially  in  session.

Preliminary  to  the  reports,   Mrs.    Shepard  noted  that  the  Progress  Report 
(WP  No.    1)  this  year  has  a  format  slightly  changed  from  that  of  its  predeces- 
sors;    it  is  divided  into    Part  A,    comprising  general  information  on  books  and 
libraries,    and     Part  B,    the  Progress  Report  proper.     In  the  interest  of  saving 
time,    she  asked  that  the  oral  summaries  be  directed  toward  explaining  or  sup- 
plementing the  information  given  in  the  Working  Paper,    rather  than  in  repeat- 
ing it.

Mrs.   Keller  observed  that  the  basic  functions  of  the  Committee  are  to  pin- 
point problems,  to  initiate  projects  for  which  there  is  a  need  and  which  seem  to 
lie  within  the  Committee's  ability  to  execute,    and  to  coordinate  the  activities 
of  the  working  Sub-Committees,    whose  chairmen  will  report  individually  on 
the  progress  of  their  projects.

Working  Paper:     No.    6      "Significant  Acquisitions  of  Latin  American  Material 

by  U.S.  Libraries,    1966-67"    by  Jane  Garner 

Although  the  title  of  the  paper  says  "U.S.  ",    the  report  also  includes 
information  submitted  by  a  few  libraries  in  Puerto  Rico,    the  Canal  Zone  and 
Canada  as  well;     a  total  of  84  institutions  replied.     Except  for  what  seems  to 
be  an  increased  tempo    of    acquisition,    the  lack  of  comparability  in  the  data 
submitted  for  this  report  with  those  given  in  earlier  ones  makes  it  difficult  to 
identify  a.ny  noteworthy  trends.     Several  institutions  report  that  the  securing 
of  NDEA  funds  has  given  impetus  to  their  acquisition  of  Latin  American  mate- 
rial.    Many  libraries  report  the  acquisition  of  long  runs  of  periodicals. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  division  of  the  report  into  six  sections  will  m.ake  the 
information  more  accessible.  For  next  year's  report,    the  questionnaire  will 
be  revised,    in  the  hope  of  obtaining  fuller  and  more  precise  data,    especially 
as  to  country. 

ARL    Farmington  Plan  Subcommittee  on  Latin  America      (Final  Report  CH; 
B-3;     W-2;     NY-3;     CG-19,  21,  22  and  24;    M-7;    St.L-5;    D-5) 

In  the  absence  of  the  Chairman,    and  of  any  significant  new  developments 
on  this  topic,    no  report  was  raade. 

Latin  American  Cooperative  Acquisitions  Project     (LACAP)        (CH-3;     B-2; 
W-1;     Ca-2-4;     CG-15-18;     M-9,  10,18;    St.L-6,  31;     D-4;    CU-8)      Dominick 
Coppola 

There  has  been  relatively  little  change  in  the  number  of  titles  acquired 
each  year  under  the  LACAP  program;  except  for  1964,    when  the  total  passed 
5,  000,    the  annual  range  has  been  between  3,  000  and  4,  000.     Currently  there 
are  3  8  participating    institutions,    20    of  them  buying  on  a  fairly  broad  front. 
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and  the  rest  collecting  on  a  more  narrowly-defined  geographic  or  subject 
basis.      To  help  libraries  coordinate  their  buying  and  cataloging  operations, 
since  February  1947  each  title  purchased  is  assigned  a  distinctive  LACAP 
number,    which  appears  in  the  L.CAP  lists  and  catalogs  and  also  on  the  LC 
printed  card  for  that  title.      The  informal  arrangement  whereby  nine  libraries 
exchange  catalog  copy  of  LACAP  titles  continues,    but  this  will  probably  be 
affected  in  the  near  future  by  the  Shared  Cataloging  program  currently  being 
developed  by  the  Library  of  Congress.      Partly  in  response  to  that  program, 
Stechert-Hafner  is  opening  a  new  regional  office  in  Rio  de  Janeiro;  there  will 
be  close  liaison  with  the  LC  office  in  order  to  enable  LACAP  to  take  the  fullest 
possible  advantage  of  the  bibliographic  information  which  LC   obtains  through 
its  own  program  of  Brazilian  acquisitions. 

In  reply  to  Miss  Abella' s  question,   Mr„    Coppola  said  that  in  ordering 
books  from  Stechert-Hafner,    the  LACAP  number  would  be  sufficient,    although 
the  addition  of  author  and  brief  title  will  help  to  catch  any  clerical  errors  in 
transcribing  the  numbers. 

National  Acquisitions  Plan  for  Latin  Anaerican  Research  Materials       (St.  L-1; 
D-1,  2)      Donald  F.    Wisdom 

Because  of  rapidly-changing  developments,    Mr,   Stanley  West  was  obliged 
to  revise  three  times  his  report  to  the  Hispanic  Foundation  on  the  proposed 
National  Acquisitions  Plan.     Since  the  reports  were  being  made  almost  con- 
currently with  the  initiation  and  expansion  of  the  Title  II    NDEA  acquisitions 
and  cataloging  program,    which  really  has  a  much  broader  scope  than  the  NAP, 
certain  aspects  of  the  reports  were  quickly  out-dated.     In  consequence,    LC 
recently  decided  that  the  Plan  should  be  shelved  for  the  time  being.       Mr. 
West  is  preparing  a  scholarly  article  on  the  Plan's  history  in  order  to  clarify 
some  of  the  problems  it  sought  to  deal  with,    and  the  difficulties  which  were 
encountered  in  developing  it. 

Mr.    Wisdora  proposed  that  the  next  item  on  the  agenda- -LC's  expanded 
Latin  American  Program- -be  postponed  until  the  Saturday  morning  session. 

Latin  American  Studies  Association  and  its  Committee  on  Scholarly  Resources 
(CU-4)      Donald  F«    Wisdom 

The  Latin  Araerican  Studies  Association    (LASA)    appointed  a  Committee 
on  Scholarly  Resources,    of  which  Dr.    Howard  Cline  is  Chairman.     The  Com- 
mittee is  presently  considering  a  number  of  projects.      One  of  its  first  con- 
cerns has  been  to  start  a  program  for  the  reprinting  of  important  out-of-print 
materials  needed  for  Latin  American  collections.      Lists  of  desiderata  are 
being  drawn  up,    and  discussions  have  been  held  with  the  Xerox  Corporation 
with  a  view  toward  having  the  most  urgent  items  made  available  as  soon  as

Acquisitions  Problems  from  Certain  Countries 

Ad  hoc  Subcommittee  on  Developing  of  Latin  American  Collections 

Discussion  of  these  two  topics  was  postponed  until  a  later  session. 

Ad  hoc  Subcommittee  on  a  Basic  List  of  Latin  American  Materials  for  New 
Collections     (BALLAM)        (D-7)      Hensley  Woodbridge 

The  Subcommittee  has  made  substantial  progress  since  the  meeting  which 
it  held  in  December  1966  at  Cleveland,    made  possible  by  the  support  of  the 
World  Publishing  Corapany.     The  guidelines  for  the  compilation  of  the  list 
were  reviewed,    and  specific  assignments  were  made  to  members  of  the  Sub- 
committee for    various  subject  areas.     Mr.    Daniel  Newberry  will  be  the 
General  Editor.     A  preliminary  draft  list  is  scheduled  for  completion  by 
September  of  1967,    and  the  final  draft  by  the  end  of  the  year.     It  is  hoped  that 
some  way  will  be  devised  to  keep  the  list  up  to  date  with  supplements. 

In  reply  to  various  questions,    Dr.    Woodbridge  noted  that    BALLAM 
complements  the  American  Universities  Field  Staff  bibliography  in  that  it 
comprises  Spanish,    Portuguese  and  French  language  materials  whereas 
AUFS  is  almost  entirely  a  list  of  titles  in  English;  that  the  World  Publishing 
Company  has  not  committed  itself  in  any  way  to  the  publication  of  BALLAM 
or  to  reprinting  the  titles  which  it  will  include;  and  that  French  was  chosen 
to  permit  the  inclusion  of  materials  published  in  Haiti. 

Ad  hoc  Subcomraittee  on  Current  Non- Governmental  Periodicals      (D-8,  10; 
CU-12)        Peter  de  la  Garza 

Since  the  report  submitted  to  SALALM    XI,    the  Subcommittee  has  made 
no  further  progress  in  drawing  up  the  master  exchange  and  periodicals  list. 
It  is  hoped  that  within  the  next  few  months  it  will  be  possible  to  begin  incorpo- 
rating into  the  basic  list  compiled  by  Mrs.    Greene  the  new  exchanges  devel- 
oped by  the  Pan  American  Union  and  the  Library  of  Congress,    as  well  as 
entries  for  commercial  periodicals,    which  the  Eleventh  Seminar  recommended 
for  inclusion  in  the  list. 

Centro  Interamericano  de  Libros  Academicos     (CILA) 

No  CILA  representative  being  present,    no  report  was  made. 
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Other  Booktrade  and  Related  Matters  Marietta  Daniels  Shepard 

The  Progress  Report  (Part  I)    contains  a  summary  review  of  recent  de- 
velopments related  to  the  production  and  distribution  of  Latin  American  mate- 
rials.    Of  special  interest  are  the  numerous  programs  for  aiding  the  com- 
mercial book  industry  in  Latin  America.      One  of  the  most  encouraging  develop- 
raents  is  the  shift  in  emphasis  in  AID' s  book  programs.     In  the  past  AID  has 
been  concerned  primarily  with  the  extension  of  U.S.    publishing  into  Latin 
America- -through  the  dissemination  of  books  in  English  and  the  hit-or-miss 
promotion  of  translations  and  adaptations  into  Spanish  and  Portuguese.     There 
is  now  a  growing  awareness  that  other  kinds  of  books  are  required,    e.g.  , 
elementary  materials.     The  new  approach  is  to  survey  and  evaluate  the  state 
of  book  production,    distribution  and  use  in  Latin  American  countries,    and  in 
various  ways  to  help  those  countries  to  develop  their  own  book  industries. 
Experienced  U.S.    specialists  have  been  contracted  by,    and  made  reports  to, 
AID     on  Brazil,    Chile  and  Peru. 

Mr.   Kurth,   who  assisted  in  the  initial  survey  on  Brazil,    confirmed  that 
AID  seems  to  be  making  a  greater  effort  than  before  to  attune  the  book  to  the 
need,    and  cited  the  translation  into  Portuguese  of  basic  library  science  texts. 

Dr.    William  V,    Jackson,   who  also  reported  on  Brazil,    described  a  far- 
reaching  program,    financed  by  AID  loans  and  adrainistered  by  the  Ministry  of 
Education's     Comissao  do  Livro  Tecnico  e  o  Livro  Didatico    (COLTED). 
Details  of  the  program  are  given  on  pp.    16-17  of  the  Progress  Report.     An 
important  point  to  note  is  that  the  millions  of  books  involved  in  the  COLTED 
project  will  be  distributed  through  commercial  rather  than  government 
channels. 

Dr.    Benson   observed  that  some  of  this  material  might  be  of  considerable 
value  to  U.S.    research  libraries.     Would  it  be  possible  to  get  it,    or  would  it 
parallel  the  case  of  textbooks  produced  by  the  Mexican  government,   which 
are  not  legally  exportable?     Mrs.   de  Gerez  added  that  texts  of  this  kind  can- 
not be  obtained  even  by  the  public  library  of  Guanajuato  or  her  own  library  in 
San  Miguel  de  AUende  except  by  subterfuge. 

Dr.    Jackson  said  he  assumed  that  the  books  might  be  obtainable  through 
the  AID  office  in  Brazil. 
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B.     EXCHANGE    OF    PUBLICATIONS 

United  States  Book  Exchange      (CH-2;     A-2;     St.  L-11;     D-12;     CU-11)      Alice 
D.    Ball 

The  special  program,   whereby  USBE  offers  L.C  discards  of  Latin  Araeri- 
can  monographs  to  Farmington  Plan  on  a  priority  basis,    is  still  functioning, 
but  in  a  rather  low  key.     The  volume  of  available  material  has  not  been  as 
great  as  had  been  expected  when  the  program  was  initiated,    and  in  1966  only 
800-odd  books  were  distributed;  at  present  the  residue  is  some  700  titles. 
Journals  are  being  distributed  in  far  greater  amounts  than  monographs. 

USBE's  main  service  to  SALALM  participants  is  in  making  available  a 
large  number  of  books  which  have  been  received  from  Latin  American  librar- 
ies,   although  it  continues  to  distribute  much  material  abroad  in  order  to    re- 
ceive in  exchange  books  and  periodicals  which  can  be  sold  to  U.S.  institutions. 
There  has  been  a  substantial  internal  reorganization,  and  an  increase  in  person- 
nel;   there  are  several  Spanish- speaking  employees  on  the  staff.     Mainly  be- 
cause of  its  long-standing  association  with  SALALM,    USBE  has  specialized 
more  heavily  in  Latin  America  than  in  almost  any  other  foreign  area. 

There  were  no  other  exchange  matters  to  discuss.

Although  no  list  of  avail- 
able runs  has  been  issued  for  several  years,    the  latest  ones  completed  are 
noted  in  the  list  of  "New  York  Public  Library  Publications  in  Print.  "    NYPL 
is  now  beginning  a  program  for  the  filming  of  retrospective  files. 
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statistical  and  Census  Publications      (St,  L-20,  21;     D-16,  19;     CU-15)      John 
G.    Veenstra 

The  University  of  Florida  Library  is  still  working  on  the  compilation  of 
the  holdings  list  of  statistical  and  census  publications  which  was  begun  three 
years  ago   by  Charlotte  Ford.       In  accordance  with  a  decision  reached  by  the 
Photoduplication  Subcommittee  at  its  morning  meeting,  it.  will  iSicliidb  indiii>«^CbF 
holdings.     A  more  selective  list  will  be  prepared  and  circulated  to  SAL.ALM 
participants  for  review,     recommendation  and  possible  commitments  to  pur- 
chase raicroform  runs.     It  is  hoped    that  on  the  basis  of  this  review,   negotia- 
tions can  begin  for  the  reproduction  of  the  material  which  seems  to  be  most 
needed.

Microcard  Editions  issued  the  OAS  Official  Records  for  1965  late  last 
year;    the  1966  documents  should  appear  routinely  in  the  Fall  of  1967.      A  new 
project  is  the  filming  of  vols.    1-88    (1893-1948)    of  the  Bulletin  of  the  Pan 
American  Union,    also  scheduled  for  completion  in  1967.     Microcard  is  also 
investigating  the  feasibility  of  issuing  the  OAS  Official  records  for  I960,    the 
year  immediately  preceding  the  adoption  of  the  OAS  documents  classification. 

Reproduction  of  Periodicals  and  Monographs     (CH-U;     A-6;     B-10;     NY-21; 
CU-17)       Donald  F.    Wisdom 

Supplementing  his  report  on  LASA' s  program    (see  above),    Mr.    Wisdom 
described  the  forthcoraing  Latin  American  Newspapers  in  Selected  U.S. 
Libraries;  a  Union  List,    an  up-dating  and  expansion  of  the  union  list  com- 
piled by  Arthur  Gropp  in  1953.     It  was  compiled  in  the  Library  of  Congress, 
and  will  be  published  within  a  few  months  by  the  University  of  Texas  Press 
as  Publication  No.    1  of  the  Conference  on  Latin  American  History.     The  list 
comprises   5,500  titles  held  by  67  reporting  institutions.     LC  hopes  to  begin 
filming  the  more  important  ones,    and  will  also  lend  issues  which  LC  holds 
to  other  institutions  who  wish  to  do  filming.      LC  would  like  to  undertake  a 
three-to  five  year  program  on  the  most  important  newspapers  from  1810  on; 
scholars  are  being  asked  to  suggest  which  titles  are  prime  sources  for  re- 
search purposes.     This  project  would  complement  LC's  present  program  of 
filming  current  titles;  up  to  now,    retrospective  runs  have  been  filmed  on  a 
somewhat  haphazard  basis  as  time  and  staff  have  been  available. 

Mexico  on  Microfilm  Otto  Wierer 

Dr.    Wierer  described  briefly  the  background  on  this  project  for  putting 
on  microfilm  the  rich  and  voluminous  archival  collections  spantiing  the  I6th 
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to  19th  centuries  which  exist  in  various  public  and  private  institutions  in 
Mexico,      The  Mexican  Academy  of  Genealogy  and  Heraldics  is   seeking  the 
support  and  cooperation  of  a  consortium  of  U.S.    libraries  who  would  be 
willing  to  share  in  the  costs  of  producing  the  film  in  exchange  for  a  positive 
copy.     The  State  University  of  New  York  at  Oyster  Bay  has  offered  to  act  as 
a  liaison  body  to  promote  such  cooperation  and  hopes  to  hold  a  meeting  to 
discuss  the  topic  at  some  time  in  September, 

Mrs.    Shepard  recommended  the  SALAIjM' s  Committee  on  Acquisitions 
review  the  proposal  and  make  a  report  to  SALALM' s  next  mid- Winter 
meeting. 

ALiA/RTSD    Policy  Statement  on  Lending  Materials  for  Reproduction 
William  H.    Kurth 

For  a  summary  of  this  topic,    see  B,  V,  6      (pp.    41-42)  of  the  Progress 
Report.     The  two  RTSD  Committees  which  are  studying  the  problem  will  raeet 
next  week  at  the  ALA  Conference  to  decide  on  what  steps  should  be  taken  to 
formulate  and  implement  the  proposed  policy.     In  view  of  SALALM' s  concern 
with  reproduction  of  scarce  materials,    it  would  be  appropriate  that  the  Semi- 
nar   give  an  expression  of  support  for  the  formulation  of  criteria  for  the  lend- 
ing of  materials.

Mr.     Ranheim    spoke  briefly  on  the  recently-concluded  arrangement  with 
the  CODECA    Library  in  Puerto  Rico,    whereby  University  Microfilms  will 
provide  a  camera  and  Xerox  machine  for  the  purpose  of  reproducing    on   de- 
mand non-commercial  current  Caribbean  raaterials  received  by    or  reported 
to    the  Library  and  not  available  from  the  issuing  source.

Mr.    de  la  Garza  noted  that  the  Johnson  Reprint  Corporation  has  con- 
tracted with  the  Division  of  Philosophy  and  Letters  of  the  Pan  American 
Union  for  permission  to  reissue  on  paper  the  Inter-American  Review  of  Bib- 
liography,   of  which  all  of  the  original  editions  prior  to  1967  are  out  of  print.

In  the  past  year  the  Caribbean-area  members  of    Committee    held    two 
meetings;     in  addition,    the  other  members  kept  in  touch  via  three  circular 
letters  sent  out  by  the  Chairman.     A  number  of  activities  were  under  way  and 
would  be  reported  on  by  the  Subcommittee  Chairmen  at  the  appropriate  place 
in  the  summary  of  the  Progress  Report.

ILAP  is  appearing  regularly;  the  number  of  periodicals  indexed  remains 
stabilized  at  around  200  of  the  most  important  titles  in  the  Humanities  and 
Social  Sciences.      Thought  is  still  being  given  to  the  possibility  of  a  two-  to 
five-year  cumulation,    or  a  cumulative  index. 

ILALP,    the  index  comprising  periodical  articles  indexed  in  the  Columbus 
Memorial  Library  for  1929-60,    will  soon  be  supplemented  by  a  compilation 
covering  1961-1965,    also  to  be  published  by  G.K.  Hall.     It  is  worth  noting 
--since  there  seems  to  be  some  confusion  on  the  point- -that  the  Library  for 
its  own  needs  indexes  a  far  wider  range  of  periodical  materials  than  can  be 
accomodated  by  ILAP;     among  the  types  are  Latin  American  titles  of  a  more 
specialized  or  ephemeral  nature,    Latin  American  official  gazettes     (for  im- 
portant new  legislation),    and  hundreds  of  journals  published  in  the  United 
States  and  Europe.     Except  for  occasional  inadvertences,   ILALP  will  not 
include  articles  which  have  been  indexed  in  ILAP.

(a)      Vol.    28  of  the  Handbook  of  Latin  American  Studies     (HLAS)    on  the 
Huraanities  appeared  late  last  year.     Vol.    29,    on  the  Social  Sciences,   is  in 
preparation.      The  biennial  alternation  of  the  two  broad  fields  has  made  it

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possible  to  index  material  on  a  more  current  basis,    with  a  more  restricted 
period  of  coverage- -i.  e.  ,    two  or  three  rather  than  five  or  six  years. 

(b)  The  cumulative  author  index  to  the  first  28  volumes  of  the  Handbook 
has  been  completed  and  will  appear  in  late  1967;     it  will  comprise  52,  000 
author  entries.      The  subject  index  for  the  same  volumes  is  in  preparation, 
and  is  scheduled  for  1968. 

(c)  Next  week  the  GPO  will  issue  an  up-dated  edition  of  Latin  America; 
an  annotated  bibliography  of  paperbacks. 

(d)  A  calendar  of  the  papers  of  Emilio  Prados  will  be  issued  by  the 
Johns  Hopkins  Press  shortly. 

(e)  Work  is  in  progress  on  a  second  edition  of  the  National  Directory 
of  Latin  Americanists;     it  will  include  more  librarians  than  did  the  first 
edition. 

(f)  Latin  America;  a  Guide  to  its  Historical  Literature     is  proceeding 
on  schedule,    and  should  appear  in  1969. 

(g)  Dr.    Howard  Cline's    Historians  of  Latin  America  in  the  United 
States      1965    was  published  in  late  1966  by  the  Duke  University  Press. 

(h)      As  noted  in  the  report  on  Photoduplication  above,    the  union  list  of 
Latin  American  newspapers  held  in  U.S.    libraries  is  due  out    soon. 

(i)      Professor  Gregory  Oswald's  compilation,  The  Soviet  Image  of   Latin 
America     is  nearing  completion. 

(j)      Planning  is  under  way  for  a  new  guide  to  Hispanic  prose  and  poetry 
on  tape  in  the  Library  of  Congress. 

(k)      A  comprehensive  calendar  of  the  papers  of  Gabriela  Mistral  is  being 
made,    but  will  probably  take  three  years  to  complete. 

(1)      Thought  is  being  given  to  the  preparation  of  a  guide  atlas  to  Latin 
American  history. 

(m)      Discussions  have  been  held  with  the  new  director  of  the  University 
of  Florida  Press  about  reprinting  out-of-print  volumes  of  the  Handbook  of 
Latin  American  Studies,    including  those  that  were  issued  by  Harvard.     The 
Press  owns  the  copyright  to  all  volumes,    and  plans  to  reprint  in  the  near 
future. 
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Caribbean  Regional  Library,     and     Regional  Bibliographic  Center  for  the 
Caribbean      (Ca-7;     CG-13;     W-12;    St.L-27?     D-21;     CU-21)      Paulita 
Maldonado  de  la  Torre 

The  long-discussed  Pilot  Bibliographic  Center  for  the  Caribbean  has 
developed  into  the  Center  for  the  Caribbean  and  seems  to  be  making  more 
progress  than  before.     Since  last  SALAL.M  there  have  been  frequent  discus- 
sions and  planning  sessions  among  Puerto  Rican  Librarians  on  ways  and 
means  of  getting  a  Center  going.     A  circular ization  of  publishers  and  pointers 
throughout  the  Caribbean  has  had  encouraging  results.     Almost  all  appear  to 
be  sympathetic  to  the  aims  of  the  Center  and  have  indicated  their  willingness 
to  cooperate. 

In  order  better  to  have  a  realistic  basis  for  an  action  program,    a  con- 
tract was   signed  with  the  Systems  Development  Corporation  for  a  detailed 
feasibility  study,    which  was  made  in  December  1966- -  February  1967.     The 
report  was  circulated  to  22  participants  in  a  conference  on  the  Center  held 
in  Puerto  Rico  in  March:  copies  have  also  been  distributed  at  the  present 
Serainar.     It  is  hoped  the  SDC's  favorable  report  will  improve  the  prospects 
for  obtaining  the  necessary  funding  to  put  the  project  in  operation. 

Even  if  the  Center  as  proposed  is  not  established,    the  SDC  study  has 
prompted  the  Caribbean  Regional  Library    (CRL)    to  revise  its  procedures  in 
the  direction  of  increased  use  of  machine  methods  in  its  bibliographic  and 
processing  activities,    enabling  it  to  provide  some  services  that  were  not  pos- 
sible before.     Beginning  in  July,   SDC  personnel  will  be  assigned  to  the  Li- 
brary to   train  the  staff  in  the  new  methods.       The  Computer  Center  at  the 
University  of  Puerto  Rico  is  doing  key-punching  for  the  CRL  and  giving  it 
machine  time  for  producing  its  bimonthly  bibliographic  lists.     The  lists  will 
include  not  only  what  CRL  itself  has  received,    but  any  new  publications  for 
which  information  is  received.       CRL   is  less  concerned  with  complete  accu- 
racy and  exhaustive  detail  than  with  getting  the  information  into  the  user's 
hands  as  quickly  as  possible.       An  annual  cumulation  with  indexes  is  planned, 
and  this  will  in  effect  continue  the  Current  Caribbean  Bibliography. 

In  reply  to  Dr.    Alraa  Jordan's  question  on  how  one  locates  new  materials, 
Sra.    de  la  Torre  noted  that  this  is  a  difficult  problem  in  view  of  the  diversity 
of  issuing  bodies,    located  in  numerous  national  governmental  jurisdictions, 
and  in  an  area  where  there    are  no  well-established  procedures  and  channels 
for  the  distribution  of  publications  and  information.     As  happens  in  other 
Latin  American  countries,    some  items  are  out  of  print  by  the  time  one  first 
hears  of  them.      One  of  the  recommendations  of  the  March  conference  was 
that  an  acquisitions  survey  be  made- -perhaps  limited  on  a  pilot  basis  to  the 
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British  Caribbean- -to  identify  some  of  the  chief  probleras  and  suggest  ways  of 
solving  them.     Possibly  SDC  could  then  set  up  procedures  to  be  followed    for 
reporting  new  publications  in  the  various  areas. 

Mr,    Breen  of  the  Systems  Development  Corporation  commented  on  the 
similarity  between  the  problems  SDC   encountered  in  its   survey  for  CRL  and 
those  it  found  in  the  U.S.       Any  system  that  has  to  serve  a  large  and  varied 
body  of  users  must  of  necessity  be  a  compromise.     It  takes  a  great  deal  of 
time  and  study  to  develop  a  system  that  will  do  the  required  job  economically 
and  effectively. 

Mr.    Veenstra  suggested  the  possibility  of  transmission  of  information 
from   island    to   island    by  visual  means,    as  has  been  done  in  Hawaii  with  cer- 
tain applications  of  Dictograph  equipment. 

Mrs.    Shepard  noted  that,    in  planning  for  the  Center,    the  possibility  of  a 
tie-in  with  LC's    MARC  and  Shared  Cataloging  programs  has  been  kept  in 
mind.     It  might  be  feasible  to  adopt  a  compatible  storage  and  retrieval  system 
that  would  enable  the  Center  to  act  as  a  regional  agency  for  gathering  and  dis- 
seininating  bibliographic  information  within  the  framework  of  these  programs. 
Other  functions  which  the  Center  might  serve  are  the  provision  of  special 
bibliographies  on  tape,    the  making  of  copies  of  new  publications  which  are 
not  otherwise  available  to  libraries  in  the  Caribbean,    the  provision  of  on- 
demand  bibliographic  services  to  foreign  institutions  on  a  fee  basis,    and  the 
maintenance  of  a  union  catalog  of  holdings  in  Caribbean  libraries     (See  Prog- 
ress Report,    Appendix  1,    pp.    49-51),

University  of  Florida  Cooperation  with  the  Caribbean  and  Ad  hoc  Subcommittee 
on  Pilot  Bibliographic  Center  Irene  Zimmerman 

Florida  is  anxious  to  assist  in  any  way  that  it  can  in  the  developm.ent  of 
the  various  projects  and  programs  that  are  being  carried  out  or  are  being 
planned  in  the  Caribbean.      Regrettably,    the  help  it  can  lend  is  limited,    espe- 
cially as  to  funding.     At  present,    the  University  of  Florida  Library  is  sending 
to  CODECA's  Caribbean  Regional  Library  the  bibliographic  information  on  its 
own  acquisitions  in  the  area.     It  could  also  make  its  shelflist  from  1959  on 
available  to  the  compilers  of  the  retrospective  annuals  of  the  Current  Carib- 
bean Bibliography. 
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Dr.    Zimmerman  thought  that  special  tribute  should  be  paid    to   CODECA, 
to  Sra,    de  la  Torre,    Luisa  Vigo-Cepeda,   Sra,    Albertina  Perez    de    Rosa    and 
the  many  other  Caribbean  librarians  who  have  worked  so  hard  for  the  improve- 
ment of  library  and  bibliographic  services.       She    was    especially    gratified  to 
have  among  the  participants  at  the  present  Seminar    Dr.  Alma  Jordan,    Deputy 
Librarian  of  the  University  of  the  West  Indies  at  St.  Augustine,  Trinidad,    and 
Miss  Judith  Richards,    Acting    Deputy   Chief    Librarian    of   the    West   Indies 
Reference  Library  at  Kingston,    Jaraaica, 

Mr.  Coppola  proposed  that  Dr.  Zimmerman's  suggestion  be  the  substance 
of  a   SALALM    resolution    expressing    appreciation    and    commendation    of   the, 
work  of  our  Caribbean  colleagues.

Working  Paper:     No.    12      "Electronic  Information  Systems  to  Advance  Latin 

American  Research"    by    Arnulfo  Trejo 

With  the  fine  work  being  done  in  Puerto  Rico  as  an  illustration  of  the  pos- 
sibilities.   Dr.  Trejo  anticipated  a  warmer  reception  of  the  proposal  which  he 
initiated  in  a  Working  Paper  for  the  last  Serainar,     and  which  has  been  elabo- 
rated in  his  Paper  for  the  present  one. 

The  problem  is  the  urgent  need  to  develop  a  regional,    national  and  inter- 
national  program   to    systematize    procurement,     organization,     storage,     re- 
trieval and     dissemination    of   information   to    support    Latin   American   area 
studies  in  the  U.  S.      The  solution  is  the  creation  of  a  Center  which  would  take 
advantage  of  machine  technology  to  accomplish  these  objectives.      The  Center 
would  function  as  an  affiliate  of  a  large  university  library,    since  the    Center 
must  have  access  to  a  large  reference  collection;    it  would  be  buttressed    by 
a  network  of  associated  libraries,    and  would  work  closely  with  the  Associa- 
tion of  Research  Libraries,    the  Center  for  Research  Libraries,    the  Council 
on  Library  Resources^    the  Library  of  Congress,    the  Pan  American  Union, 
the  Caribbean  Center,    etc.        A  coraprehensive  system  could  provide  prompt 
inforraation  on  books  and  periodical  articles,    maintain  a  union    catalog    of 
Latin  American  holdings  in  U.  S.    libraries,    and  eventually  might  extend  its 
operations  to  cover  other  geographical  areas- -Africa,    Asia,    etc.       It  is  ob- 
vious that  the  problems  to  be  met  with  in  creating  such  a  Center  will  be  for- 
midable,   but  recent  developraents  such  as  EDUCOM,    MEDLARS,    etc.,  demon- 
strate some  of  the  possibilities,    and  the  urgent  need  for  centralization  and 
coordination  will  do  not  permit  a  timid  or  halfhearted  approach. 
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In  the  discussion  which  followed,  Mr,  Henry  Adams  suggested  that  some 
of  the  things  which  Dr,    Trejo  recommends  are  already  taking  place,  with  or 
without  machines.     In  Brazil  there  is  talk  of  using  teletypes  to  transmit  bib- 
liographic inforraation  throughout  the  country.       In  view  of  the  vast  implica- 
tions of  Dr.  Trejo' s  proposal,    a  searching  study  would  have  to  be  made  of 
ito     Dr.    Trejo  agreed  that  further  study  would  be  necessary,    especially  as 
to  the  location  and  institutional  affiliation  of  the  proposed  Center,     Dr.  Zim- 
merman informed  Dr,  Trejo  that  at  its  meeting  the  previous  day  the  Com- 
mittee on  Bibliography  recomraended  that  the  incoming  Chairman  appoint  a 
subcommittee  to  study  and  report  on  his  proposal. 


Inter-American  Book  Institute  Marietta  Daniels  Shepard 

In  the  planning  for  the  Hemisfair  to  be  held  at  San  Antonio  in  1968,    one 
of  the  early  ideas  was  to  create  an  inter-American  book  institute  of  some 
kind.     A  proposal  drawn  up  by  Joseph  Becker  was  studied  and  rejected. 
Meanwhile,    the.  planners  of  Miami's  Interama  had  also  been  thinking  on 
similar  lines,    and  a  revision  of  Mr.    Becker's  Hemisfair  proposal  was  sub- 
mitted to  them  and  is  still  under  review.     Among  its  recommendations  is  a 
bilingual  children's  book  center.     Concurrently,    a  number  of  projects  con- 
cerned with  the  instructional  and  library  needs  of  the  large  Spanish- speaking 
minority  in  the  U,  S.    have  been  thrown  into  the  congressional  hopper  and  are 
in  varying  stages  of  discussion,    review  and  implementation.     Another  topic 
of  current  concern  is  the  availability  of  U.S.     books  abroad,    and  of  foreign 
books  in  the  U,  S, 

With  a  view  toward  coordinating  these  various  proposals  and  concerns, 
SALALM' s  Permanent  Secretary  prepared  for  the  Expositions  Staff  of  the 
U.  S.    Department  of  Commerce  a  memorandum  proposing  the  establishment 
at  Interama  of  an  Inter-American  Book  Institute  whose  chief  elements  would 
be:     a  biiingual  library  for  children  and  young  people  and  an  information 
service  on  Latin  America    using  machine  methods;    a  permanent  exhibition 
for  the  new  books  of  the  Hemisphere;     an  inter-American  bibliographic 
institute  to  compile  and  disseminate  bibliographic  information;  and  a  book 
distribution  center  to  supply  U,  S.    books  to  Latin  America  and  Latin  Ameri- 
can books  to  the  U.  S.       After  the  two-year  exposition,    the  Institute    would 
continue  as  a  permanent  facility.      The  proposal  is  under  consideration    by 
the  Department.     Senator  Claude    Pepper    has  also  indicated  its  interest, 
and  has  suggested  that  if  the  U.  S.    government  does  not  follow  through  on 
it,    the  State  of  Florida  might  do  so  on  its  own.

Comprehensive,    National,   Specialized  and  Selective  Bibliographies 

See  Progress  Report,    Part  B.II,    passim,     for  a  review  of  recent  devel- 
opments.    Mr.  Woods'   annual  report  on  bibliographic  activities  will  contain 
a  detailed  listing  of  the  significant  titles  published  in  the  past  year. 

Noting  the  presence  of  Dr.  Ernesto  de  la  Torre  Villar,    Director    of    the 
Biblioteca  Nacional  de  Mexico,   Mr,  Coppola  asked  Dr.    de  la  Torre  if  he 
would  give  the  Seminar  a  first-hand  report  on  recent  bibliographic  activities 
in  his  country.       Speaking  in  Spanish,    Dr.  de  la  Torre  opened  his  presenta- 
tion by  emphasizing  his  own  conviction  as  to  the  great  value  to  Latin  Ameri- 
cans of  engaging  in  professional  encounters  with  U.  S.    specialists  in  the 
Latin  American  field.     He  then  outlined  the  formidable  handicaps  under  which 
the  Biblioteca  Nacional  found  itself  when  it  began  five  years  ago  a  new  pro- 
gram of  bibliographic  development.      For  many  years  previous,    the  library 
had  been  closed  "for  repairs.  "    In  consequence,    there  was  an  accumulation 
of  over  half  a  million  books  which  were  uncataloged  or  under  imperfect  bib- 
liographic control.      Before  anything  else  could  be  done     it  was  necessary  to 
get  this  vast  arrearage  into  the  catalog,    and  the  Institute  Bibliografico  Mexi- 
cano  was  established  for  the  purpose.      Upon  the  successful  completion    of 
this  task,    the  Institute  was  able  to  proceed  with  the  compilation  of  informa- 
tion for  the  Anuario  Bibliografico  Mexicano  from  1958  to  date.        The    1958 
volume  has  just  been  published,    the  1959  one  has  been  completed  and  is  in 
press,    and  those  for  I960  and  1961   are  so  far  along  that  they  will  likely  be 
ready  before  the  end  of  this  year.     The  volumes  for  19  62-1966  will  be  done 
in  1968,       The  national  bibliography  will  be  kept  up  to  date  through  the     bi- 
monthly Bibliograffa  Mexicana,    which  began  with  the  issue  for  January/ 
February  of  1967.     The  six  yearly  issues  will  be  replaced  each  year  by   an 
c;.nnual  cumulation. 

The  Institute  early  recognized  the  need  to  compile  guides  and  catalogs 
for  specialized  groups  of  materials  in  the  library.      These  are  being  published 
in  the  Boletm  de  la  Biblioteca  Nacional.       The  latest  issue  contains  a  "Gufa 
de  las  obras  en  lenguas  indfgenas"     (comprising  books  and  MSS),    frora  the 
I6th   century  to  the  present.      The  next  number  will  carry  a  "Gufa  de  fondos 
orientes"     (the  Philippines,    etc.  };  a  catalog  of  the  library's  scientific  works 
will  follow. 
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Another  project  resulted    in   the  publication  of  a  basic  bibliography  of 
about    1  500   titles  on  Mexican  history   for    university-level    students    in   the 
Humanities. 

In  collaboration  with  the  Instituto  de  Investigaciones  Sociales  y  Politicas 
of  the  Universidad  Autonoma  de  Mexico,  the  Institute  is  planning  a  new  cata- 
log of  retrospective  and  current  official  publications  of  Mexico.  The  biblio- 
graphic work  will  be  done  by  advanced  students  working  under  training  grants. 
The  project,  which  is  scheduled  to  begin  in  August  1967,  will  have  the  double 
purpose  of  getting  the  catalog  compiled  and  of  training  the  students  in  docu- 
ment techniques. 

With  respect  to  the  Mexico  on  Microfilm  proposal,    it  should  be  noted 
that  several  Mexican  institutions  and  agencies  are  doing  similar  work.     Sev- 
eral public  and  private  archives  have  been  copied  and  the  film  deposited     in 
the  Instituto  Nacional  de  Geograffa  e  Historia,   which  has  published  guides  to 
some  of  the  material. 

The  Instituto  Bibliografico  Mexicano- -which,    by  the  way,    is  soon  to  be- 
come the  Instituto  de  Investigaciones  Bibliotecologicas  (IIB)  is  also  planning 
to  undertake  an  index  to  periodicals  in  the  social  sciences.      This  will  take  as 
its  point  of  departure  a  card-index  of  some  25,  000  entries  which  was  initiated 
by  a  group  of  various  professors  in  UNAM' s  Escuela  de  Ci^^cias  PolTticas  y 
Sociales.     The  Institute  hopes  to  organize  and  publish  this  information,    and 
keep  it  current  with  a  regularly-issued  publication  indexing  all  articles  in 
approximately  100  journals,    both  Mexican  and  foreign. 

Finally,    the  IIB  has  formalized  an  agreement  with  A,    Millares  Carlo  for 
a  second  edition  of  Bibliograffa  de  bibliograffas  mexicanas.     In  reply  to  ques- 
tions from  the  floor.    Dr.    de  la  Torre  said  that  the  Anuarios  are  being  issued 
in  printings  of    1,  000  copies  and  will  be  sent  free  to  interested  institutions, 
and  that  the  Biblioteca  Nacional,    as  Mexico's  legal  depository,    does  receive 
children's  books  and  includes  these  in  its  national  bibliography. 

After  Mrs.    Shepard  summarized  Dr.    de  la  Torre's  address  in  English, 
the  Seminar  recognized  the  Institute's  great  accomplishments  with  a  standing 
vote  of  applause. 

Dr.    Zimmerman  asked  if  any  of  the  librarians  from  the  Caribbean  had 
any  items  of  bibliographic  interest  to  report  froin  this  area.        Miss    Judith 
Richards  called  attention  to  Jamaican  Accessions,    an  accessions  list  issued 
by  the  West  India  Reference  Library  for  two  years,    and  which  will  be  expanded 
to  include  materials  received  at  the  University  of  the  West  Indies  as  well.     The 
WIRL  hopes  to  issue  a  five-year  cumulation  in  1970.     The  list  is  distributed 
free.       Miss  Richards  took  the  opportunity  to  note  that  on  p.    34  of  the  Progress 
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Report  ,    the  author  of  the  Guide  to  Reference  Materials  in  the  Institute  of 
Jamaica  is  not  herself,    but  Rae  Delattre. 

Dr.    Alma  Jordan  mentioned  the  Classified  List  of  Accessions  compiled 
monthly  by  the  Central  Library  of  Trinidad  and  Tobago,    and  also  distributed 
free. 

Mrs.    de  Rosa  reported  gratifying  progress  by  Gonzalo  Velazquez  on  the 
Anuario  Bibliografico  Puertorriqueno;      the  1958-60  cumulation  is  finished, 
and  subsequent  years  are  almost  ready  for  the  press. 

Mr.    de  la  Garza  called  attention  to  the  new  Boletm  Bibliografico  Ecua- 
toriano  ,    whose  first  number  for  January-March  1967  has  just  appeared.     It 
is  being  compiled  on  their  own  initiative  by  a  small  group  of  graduates  of 
the  Inter-American  Library  School  with  a  small  subvention  from  AID,    and 
under  the  supervision  of  Eleanor  Mitchell.

In  commenting  on  the  Supplement  to  her    SALALM    XI    Working  Paper, 
Miss  Abella  said  that  the  compilation  has  become  routine  and  more  in  the 
nature  of  a  hobby  than  a  job.      Nevertheless,    a  good  deal    of  initiative    and 
persistence  is  still  required  to  track  some  of  the  material  down,    given  the 
somewhat  unorthodox  methods  by  which  many  of  the  publications  are  distrib- 
uted.    Grocery  stores  and  news-stands  are  prime  sources  of  supply;  the  pub- 
lishers themselves  are  sometimes  uncooperative,    suspecting  some  ulterior 
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motive.     The.re  has  been  a  significant  change  in  the  character  of  the  publica- 
tions;    where  formerly  their  content  was  raainly  political,    the  major  empha- 
sis now  seems  to  be  social,    religious  and  commercial- -les  concerned  with 
the  situation  in  Cuba  itself,    and  more  with  the  daily  life  and  interests  of  the 
exiled  Cuban  community. 

In  reply  to  Dr.  Zimmerman's  call  for  suggestions  on  or  additions  to 
Miss  Abella' s  report,  Mrs.  Shepard  recomraended  the  inclusion  of  mono- 
graphs, and  perhaps  the  compiling  of  information  on  terminations,  suspen- 
sions, changes  of  titles,  etc.  ,  for  Cuban  periodicals  since  1959  so  that  li- 
braries can  put  their  serial  records  in  order.  Miss  Abella  said  that  infor- 
mation of  this  kind  is  difficult  to  get,  but  that  she  and  her  colleagues  would 
be  disposed  to  try  to  see  what  can  be  done. 


Unpublished  Bibliographies      (D-23,    CU-22)         Irene  Zimraerman 

Dr.    Zimmerraan  noted  that  this  matter  had  been  tabled  by  Resolution  of 
SAL.ALM    XI,    but  that  the  rapid  improvement  in  the  prospects  for  the  Carib- 
bean Bibliographic  Center  had  made  a  reconsideration  of  the  proposal  advis- 
able.    In  discussing  the  possibilities  with  Mrs.    de  la  Torre,    it  was  agreed 
that  while  it  is  probably  not  feasible  to  reactivate  the  proposal  as  a  formal 
action  project,    an  open  option  could  be  entertained  insofar  as  unpublished 
bibliographies  on  the  Caribbean  might  be  made  available  within  the  context 
of  the  services  the  Center  is  planning  to  provide. 

Miss  Judith  Richards  observed  that  often  the  publications  of  a  biblio- 
graphic nature  compiled  by  libraries,    government  agencies,    etc.  ,    are  issued 
in  very  small  quantities,    are    not  sold,    and  cannot  be  given  free  to  commercial 
book  suppliers. 

Mrs,  Shepard  reported  that  at  the  meeting  yesterday  of  the  Committee 
on  Bibliography  it  was  suggested  that  an  Ad  hoc  Subcommittee  be  named  to 
study  this  matter,  to  be  composed  of  Henry  Adams,  Solena  V,  Bryant  and 
Arnulfo  Trejo. 

Mr.    de  la  Garza  cited  as  examples  of  useful  recent  bibliographies  that 
are  presently  impossible  or  difficult  of  acquisition  the  compilations  of 
Carolyn  Dearnaley     (Colombian  Booktrade  and  Bibliography,    1966,    59  p.  ), 
Alice  Gayle  Watson    (A  Guide  to  Reference  Materials  of  Colombia,    Ecuador 
and  Venezuela,    1967,    179  p.  )    and  Lora  Jeanne  Wheeler     (Latin  American 
Political  Parties;     a  bibliography,    1966,    97  1.  ) 
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Mrs»   Shepard  said  that  Dr.    Bork,    Chairraan  of  the  Ad  hoc  Subcommittee 
on  the  Publication  of  Bibliographic  Research  Material,   had  been  unsuccess- 
ful so  far  in  promoting  a  reproducing  and  distribution  center  at  Southern 
Illinois  University,    but  that  efforts  would  be  continued. 

Dr.    Zimmerman  proposed  making  a  test  case    of  the  Dearnaley,    Watson 
and  Wheeler  bibliographies,    and  seeing  how  many  of  the  participants  would 
be  interested  in  acquiring  copies  if  the  Caribbean  Regional  Library  were  to 
reproduce  these  compilations.     She  suggested  that  anyone  so  disposed  should 
sign  up  on  a  list  to  be  drawn  up  by  Mr.    de  la  Garza. 

Dr.    Reichman  noted  that  he  has  been  trying  to  persuade  the  Microfiche 
Committee  of  ACRL    to  undertake  reproduction  of  raaterials  of  this  type, 
even  though  microfiche  is  a  less  desirable  form  for  reference  works.

Indice  Bibliografico  Edith  Wise 

Mrs.    Wise  described  summarily  the  archive  of  information  on  Latin 
America  which  has  been  gathered  over  a  thirty-year  period  by  Norman 
Arbaiza,    a  Peruvian  journalist  resident  for  many  years  in  New  York  City. 
Mr.    Arbaiza  has  indexed  much  of  the  material- -some  of  it  of  an  ephemeral 
nature- -but  the  great  growth  of  the  collection  has  exceeded  his  capacity  to 
service  it  as  adequately  as  he  would  like.     He  hopes  that  some  institution, 
preferably  a  university,    might  be  interested  in  giving  the  archive  space  and 
in  letting  him  train  personnel  in  its  use.     With  the  title    Indice  Bibliografico, 
Mr.    Arbaiza  has  issued  two  extensive  annotated  lists  of  U.  S.    books  on  Latin 
America    issued  from  about  the  late  fifties  to  the  end  of  1966.

Mr.  Gilberto  Fort  reported  that  he  is  compiling  a  bibliography  of  books 
on  the  Cuban  revolution  issued  in  the  U.  S.  and  Latin  America,  and  hopes  to 
have  it  ready  for  publication  in  early  1968. 


C.      LIBRARY    ORGANIZATION    AND    PERSONNEL 
Committee  on  Library  Organization  and  Personnel  William  V.    Jackson 

The  Committee  has  continued  to  have  trouble  in  getting  enough  of  its  mem- 
bers together  to  meet  and  draw  up  an  action  prograra.     Nevertheless,    several 
proposals  are  being  considered,    and  will  be  taken  up  later.      At  present,  it  can 
be  reported  that  the  responses  to  the  questionnaire  on  library  school  enroll- 
ment in  Latin  America  have  been  received  and  are  being  tabulated.

The  informal  arrangement  by  which  SALALM-participating  institutions 
exchange  catalog  copy  on  new  materials  received  is  now  in  its  third     year. 
Of  the  twelve  original  participants,    ten  are  still  cooperating.     It  is  expected 
that  as  LC's  Title  II  program  becomes  more  comprehensive,    the  need  for 
the  present  arrangement  will  diminish.      For  the  time  being,    the  libraries 
will  continue  to  exchange  copy. 

Dr.  William  Jackson  announced  that  he  has  a  personal  file  of  5,  000  LC 
printed  cards  for  Brazilian  imprints  since  1963,    arranged  by  class  number, 
and  would  be  happy  to  lend  it  to  any  library  that  might  want    to    copy   it   by 
Xerox  of  other  means. 

Mr.    Coppola  suggested  that  the  report  on  the  Library  of  Congress'   Title 
II   cataloging  program  be  deferred  until  a  later  session,    at  which  Mr.  Don 
Jay  of  LC  was  expected    to  be  in  attendance. 


Library  and  Bibliographic  Activities  in  the  Caribbean    (CU-24)        Luisa  VigO' 
Cepeda 
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The  past  year  has  seen  an  encouraging  ferment  of  activity  in  the  Carib- 
bean in  library  and  bibliographic  matters.  In  brief,  the  following  are  spe- 
cially worthy  of  note: 

a)  Barbados.     A  bibliography  titled  Barbadiana    was    issued     in    1966 

by  the  Public  Library  at  Bridgetown  and  is  available  free  on  request. 

b)  Cuba,     The  Library  of  the  Museo  Historico  de  las  Ciencias  "Carlos 
Finlay"    is  preparing  an  analytical  index  to  the  Anales  of  the  Acade- 
mia  de  Ciencias  Medicas,    Ffsicas    y   Naturales  de  La  Habana.       A 
weekly  edition  of  the  official  daily    Granraa   was  recently  initiated, 
Cuba  Socialista  ceased  publication  in  early  1967. 

c)  Curaqao.     Mrs,    Daphne  Labega   van  Schendel,     Director     of    the 
Public  Library,     is  preparing    a   bibliography  of  the  Netherlands 
Antilles,    and  is  working  on  several  articles  for  the  Encyclopedia 
of  the  Netherlands  Antilles  for  1967/68. 

d)  Guyana.     The  Public  Free  Library  issued  in  1966  several  items  of 
bibliographic  interest,   viz,  :    A  Selective  list  of  books  on  countries 
which  have  gained  their  independence  during  I96O-I966;     Additions 
to  the  Guyana  Collection  in  the  Reference  Library,   vol.    2,    no.    2, 
Sept.    1966;     Guyanese  and  West  Indies  authors,    a  select  listing  with 
some  of  their  works;     Golden  Jubilee  of  the  Public  Library,    1909- 
1959. 

e)  Haiti  .     M.    Maurice  Lubin  has   submitted  to  the  Caribbean  Regional 
Library  a  bibliography  of  Haitian  literature,    which  will  appear  as 

a  special  feature  of  the  current  supplement  to  the  Current  Carib- 
bean Bibliography. 

f)  Jaraaica.      The  Library  of  UWI    is  preparing  a  new  edition  of  its 
Selected  list  of  "West  Indian  Literature     (1964),     Mr.    Kenneth 
Ingrain  is  continuing  his  research  for  the  Guide  to  manuscripts  for 
the  British  Caribbean.      A  reissue  of    Rae  Delattre' s    Guide  to 
Jaraaican  Reference  Material  (1965)    is  under  study.      Judith 
Richards  is  working  on  a  directory  of  Jamaican  libraries.     Due  to 
lack  of  staff  in  the  participating  libraries,    the  Jamaica  Library 
Association  has  had  to  discontinue  the  subject  index  to  West  Indian 
periodicals.      The  Institute  of  Social  and  Economic  Research  at 
UWI  has  expanded  its  research  library,    and  is  issuing  a  number 

of  useful  technical  studies  a,nd  reports  related  to  Caribbean  eco- 
nomic integration. 
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g)       Puerto  Rico  .     The  Institute  of  Caribbean  Studies  at  the  University 
of  Puerto  Rico  continues  the  "Current  bibliography"  in  Caribbean 
Studies.       It  also  submitted  to  CODFCA    the  1965  Current  Carib- 
bean  T3ibli  og  rap.iy.  iii'd  will  r.nvc  fi.7ii:'ioc'    the  1966  co  )    >ilc.  tio-i 
before  the  end  of  the  year.     It  has  also  begun  a  series  of  special 
bibliographies,    the  first  being  Tneses  on  Caribbean  Topics  by 
Enid  Baa,    edited  by  Luisa  Vigo-Cepeda.       The  Puerto  Rican  gov- 
ernment has  approved  tiie  budget  for  a  new  general  library  for 
Puerto  Rico,    and  allocated  substantial  amounts  to  restore  the  old 
Carnegie  Library  at  San  Juan,        The  University  of  Puerto  Rico  is 
planning  to  begin  a  program  of  advanced  studies  in  librariar.'^hip  , 
beginning  with  two  graduate  courses  in  Fall  of  1967.     The  Library  s 
union  catalog  program  is  being  expanded.      Construction  will  begin 
on  UPR' s  new  general    library    in  August,     The  Inter-American 
University  at  San  German  has  been  granted  federal  funds  to  build 
a  new  general  library. 

h)       Dominican  Republic.     A  concerted  effort  is  being  made  at  the  Uni- 
versidad  Autonoma  de  Santo  Domingo  to  strengthen  library  serv- 
ices.      A  comprehensive  development  piaxi  has  been  approved  by 
the  University  Council,      and  further  studies  are  being  made  to 
determine  future  library  needs.     Seven  Dominicans  have  been 
given  grants  to  study  librarianship   at  the  liter-American  Scnool 
in  Medellm.      Funds  have  been  allocated    for  the  purchase  of  books 
and  journals,    and  the  exchange  of  all  University  publications  has 
been  put  under  the  control  of  the  Library. 

Miss  Margaret  Hall,    formerly  Director  of  the  Law  Library  at 
UPR,    is  head  of  the  library  at  the  newly-created  Universidad 
Catolica  "Madre  y  Maestra,  "  which  is  also  sending  personnel  to 
study  at  Medellm. 

The  Asociacion  para  el  DesarroUo  in  Santiago  de  los  Caballeros 
will  soon  issue  the  Bibliografra  de  .^.suntos  Dominicanos       It    re- 
cently   published  a  directory  of  scxiolars  on  Dominican  affairs. 

i)       Trinidad  and  Tobago  .     Mrs.    Alma  Jordan,    Librarian  of  the 
University  of  the  West  Indies  at  St.    Augustine  has  earned  the 
'  DLS     degree  fromi  Columbia  University,    her  dissertation  is 
titled  Library  Development  in  the  "West  Indies  through  Library 
Cooperation. 

j)       Virgin  Islands  of  the  U.S.     The  College  of  the  Virgin  Islands  is 
constructing  a  new    general    library.     The  Library  plans  to  con- 
tinue its  reprint  program;  the  first  in  the  series   is  John  Knox'  s 
Historical  accoiint  of  St,    Thomas. 
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Training  of  Latin  American  Library  Specialists      (CU-30)      Nettie  Lee 
Benson    and    Carl  Deal 

For  details  on  the  history  of  the  University  of  Texas  program,    Dr. 
Benson  referred  to  previous   SALALM    reports  and  Working  Paper  No.    1, 
p.    43.     The    hoped-for  continuation  of  Ford  Foundation  support  has  not 
materialized,   but  the  University  will  continue  the  program  on  its  own. 

Daniel  Newberry  noted  that  the  State  University  of  New  York  at  Albany 
is  planning  a  5th-  and  6th-year  program  in  international  librarianship,  the 
sixth  year  including  intensive  courses  on  area  studies,    acquisitions,    etc, 

Carl  Deal  described  the  NDEA  Sum.mer  Institute  in  Spanish  and  Latin 
American  Librarianship  held  at  the  University  of  Illinois  in  Summer  of  1966. 
The  eight-week  course  seems  to  have  been  a  success,    but  it  was  conceived 
as  a  one-time  project  and  will  not  be  continued.     It  is  worth  noting  that  three 
of  the  participants  in  the  Institute  are  attending  SALALM    XII. 


Professional  Training  of  Latin  American  Librarians  Marietta  Daniels 

Shepard     and     William  V.    Jackson 

Within  the  past  year  Dr.    Jackson  was  able  to  visit  library  schools  in 
ten  Latin  American  countries.     Although  the  general  situation  has  not 
changed  much,    there  does  seem  to  be  a  trend  toward  higher  enrollments, 
closer  ties  with  the  universities,    and  a  larger  number  of  full-time  faculty 
members;  the  library  school  book  and  journal  collections  are  generally  still 
very  poor.         There  are  now  sixteen  schools  in  Brazil,    a  new  one  just  having 
opened  in  Sao  Paulo.     A  beginning  will  soon  be  made  at  the  University  of  the 
West  Indies  in  Jamaica  if  adequate  funding  can  be  obtained.     An  International 
Conference  on  Education  for  Librarianship  was  held  at  the  University  of 
Illinois  last  week. 

Mrs.    Shepard  described  efforts  to  encourage  the  creation  of  a  third 
library  school  in  Mexico    at  the  graduate  level,    aimed  at  preparing  students 
for  work  in  university  libraries.     She  noted  that  the  impact  of  the  Inter- 
American  School  at  Medellm  has  already  been  felt  in  many  parts  of  Latin 
America.     There  is  a  new  concern  with  minimum  professional  standards  for 
libraries  and  librarians,    modernized  library  school  curricula,    and  the  organ- 
izational structure  of  library  schools,    whether  autonomous  or  as  part  of 
existing  institutions.     At  the  Illinois     seminar    last  week,    the  need  for  an 
association  of  Latin  American  library  schools  was  discussed.     It  was  agreed 
that  before  such  an  association  could  function  effectively  it  would  be  neces- 
sary to  set  standards  first,    and  then  form  an  association  of  those  schools 
that  can  meet  them. 
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Surveys  of  Latin  American  Libraries  (D-28)      William  V.    Jackson 

The  growing  concern  on  the  part  of  Latin  American  governmental  and 
university  authorities  with  the  quality  of  university  libraries  has  been  re- 
flected in  the  number  of  surveys  that  have  recently  been  made  of  individual 
libraries  and  of  library  systems.     Some  have  been  self- surveys,    but  most 
of  them  have  been  done  by  foreign  experts  under  varying  auspices.      The 
resulting  reports  and  recommendations  are  sometimes  filed,    sometimes 
acted  on.      Unfortunately,    it  is  difficult  to  know  what  surveys  have  been 
made  and  by  whom,    and  to  obtain  the  reports.      Often  the  sponsoring  agency, 
for  reasons  of  politics,    is  reluctant  to  have  the  report  disseminated.      The 
Pan  American  Union  and  Pittsburgh's  International  Library  Information 
Center  have  made  strenuous  efforts  to  obtain  the  reports  and  have  had  some 
success.      A  list  of  recent  surveys  is  in  the  PAU' s  Cuadernos  Bibliotecologi- 
cos     No.    35.       Pittsburgh  has  also  been  collecting  the  annual  reports  of 
libraries,    but  there  has  not  been  tirae  to  analyze  and  summarize  the  status 
and  development  trends  of  libraries  in  Latin  America.      Dr.    Jackson  hopes 
to  prepare  a  working  paper  along  these  lines  for  a  future  Seminar. 


Other  Matters  Marietta  Daniels  Shepard 

In  view  of  the  press  of  time,    Mrs.    Shepard  referred  the  participants 
to  Part  A  of  the  Progress  Report  for  a  summary  review  of  other  recent 
developments  related  to  library  organization  and  personnel.      Of  particular 
interest  are  the  U.  S.    governments  changing  policy  on  international  book 
and  library  programs  (section  A.  II),      the  activities  of  foundations  and  the 
ALA  in  Latin  American  matters  (section  A.  Ill,  IV)    and  the  impact  of  federal 
legislation  on  the  development  of  Latin  American  collections  in  the  U.    S. 
(section  A.  V,  VI). 


D        SALALM    ORGANIZATIONAL    MATTERS 

Participation  in  SALALM      (B-13,    Ca-52,   St.  L-35,    CU-38-39) 
Marietta  Daniels  Shepard 

The  continuing  effort  to  encourage  participation  in  SALALM  by  foreign 
and  particularly  Latin  American  librarians  has  met  with  little  success. 
The  problem  is  that  librarians  cannot  afford  to  make  the  long  trip  on  their 
own,    and  no  agency  seems  to  be  disposed  to  assist  them  with  the  needed 
funds.     An  appeal  through    the   U.  S.    embassies  in  Latin  America  was  un- 
availing.    Invitations  were  sent  out  to  Latin  American  book  dealers,    and 
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here  at  least  SAL.AL.M   ;XII    is  fortunate  in  having  present  Dr.    GarcTa  Cam- 
beiro  from  Argentina  and  Sr.    Leon  Sternberg  from.  Uruguay.      As  always,    it 
is  a  pleasure  to  have  with  us  our  colleagues  from  the  Caribbean,    and  the 
librarians  from  Chile,   Mexico  and  Peru  who  have  been  able  to  attend. 


Incorporation  of  SALALM      {CU-37)       Marietta  Daniels  Shepard 

The  Steering  Committee  has  been  working  on  the  revised  draft  of  the 
constitution,    by-laws  and  articles  of  incorporation,    and  it  is  expected  that 
the  incorporation  of  SALALM  will  be  an  accomplished  fact  before  ALA' s 
Mid-Winter  Meeting. 


SALALM    XIII         Marietta  Daniels  Shepard 

The  Steering  Comraitte^e,,  in  its  prelirainary  discussions  on  the  next 
Seminar,    decided,  that,    in  view  of  the  problems  encountered  by  many  insti- 
tutions in  having  quickly  to  develop  Latin  American  research  collections,    an 
appropriate  topic  for  SALALM    XIII  would  be  the  place  of  retrospective  ma- 
terials in  various  types  of  libraries,    and  the  problems  of  their  acquisition 
and  controlL     The  University  of  Kansas  at  Lawrence  has  already  indicated 
its  willingness  to  serve  as  host  for  the  Seminar. 

By  way  of  concluding  the  review  of  the  past  year's  developments  in 
matters  of  interest  to  SALALM,    Dr.    Jackson  proposed  a  vote  of  applause  to 
Mrs.    Shepard  for  having  prepared  such  a  thorough  and  informative  Progress 
Report.

Book  trade  problems  .       Mrs.    Keller  called  on  Dr.    Fernando  GarcTa 
Carabeiro  for  a  first-hand  report  on  the  book  trade  in  Argentina,      Dr.  GarcTa 
began  by  observing  that  the  problems  were  still  substantially  those  that    ex- 
isted last  year  when  he  spoke  at  SALALM,       The  governmental  controls  on 
the  export  of  books  remain,    even  though  the  reasons  for  their  iraposition  no 
longer  exist.      The  black  market  exchange  has  disappeared;  only  the  official 
rate  is  operatingo     As  the  result  of  pressure  from  publishers  and  book- 
sellers,   a  new  draft  law  on  book  export  is  being  drawn  up,    but  there  has 
been  no  definite  governmental  action  as  yet. 

The  restrictions  are  so  severe  and  onerous  that  there  are  probably 
fewer  than  a  dozen  persons  exporting  books  by  the  unit  in  all  of  Argentina, 
Especially  difficult  are  the  regulations  on  the  export  of  non- Argentine  books 
out  of  Argentina,       Dr„    Garcfa  was  not  very  optimistic  about  the  prospects 
for  an  improvement  in  the  situation  at  present;     there  seems  to  be  no-solu- 
tion in  the  offing.      Perhaps  a  SALALM- sponsored  expression  of  concern  to 
the  Argentine  ambassador  to  the  U,  S,    might  have  some  small  effect. 

Sr.    Leon  Sternberg,    director  of  the  Librerfa  Orfeo   in  Montevideo, 
reported  that  the  situation  in  Uruguay  is  not  as  bad  as  that  in  Argentina.     In 
tiis  country,    the  biggest  problem  is  a  political  one,    stemming  from  the  fact 
that  Uruguay  is  the  biggest  center  in  Latin  America  for  the  distribution  of 
leftist  literature.      The  export  of  this  material  is   subject  to  rigid  government 
control,    with  different  regulations  in  effect  depending  on  the  destination  of 
the  exports.       The  U.  S.      is  not  one  of  the  countries  to  v;hich  export  is    for- 
bidden,   but  individual  eraployees  and  officials  of  the  government  are  zealous 
nevertheless.     If  a  postal  examiner  finds  one  leftist  item  in  a  package,     he 
i.Tiay  hold  up  the  shipment  and  subject  the  sender  to  much  inconvenience. 
The  shipper's  problem  is  not  m.ade  easier  by  the  fact  that  there  is  no  officisl 
list  or  index  of  what  is  prohibited  for  export.      The  decision  seems  to  rest 
entirely  on  the  judgement  of  the  exarainer.      Dr.    Garcfa  confirmed  that  in 
addition  to  their  other  problems,    the  Argentine  booksellers  have  the  politi- 
cal one  as  well;  as  he  put  it,    al  perro  flaco  no  le  faltan  pulgas  . 
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Cuban  materials  .      Mrs.    Keller  announced  that  the  Committees  on 
Acquisitions  and  Bibliography  approved  the  creation  of  a  new  joint  Ad  hoc 
Subcommittee  on  Current  Cuban  Library  Materials,    to  be  composed  of  Rosa 
Abella  (Chairman),      Gilberto  Fort,     Hilda  Labrada,      Fermm  Peraza    and 
Irene  Zimmerman.     Its  responsibility  will  be  to  coordinate  current  projects 
and  reports  relating  to  Cuban  materials,    and  to  develop  such  new  programs 
as  may  be  needed  and  capable  of  execution. 

Scientific  materials,     Mrs.    Harriet  Smith,    Geology  Librarian    at    the 
University  of  Illinois,    introduced  the  topic  of  scientific  materials,    with  which 
SALALM  has  been  very  little  concerned  in  the  past.      There  seems  to  be  a 
growing  need  for  current  and  retrospective  materials  in  a  number  of  scien- 
tific fields.     Mrs.    Keller  asked  Mr.    Coppola  to  comment  on  Stechert' s    ex- 
perience in  this  regard.       Mr.    Coppola  said  that  the  LACAP  program   does 
include  some  scientific  materials  for  a  few  participating  libraries- -mainly 
in  Medicine  and  Agriculture.     Miss  Schactman  confirmed  that  the  National 
Agricultural  Library  is  constantly  trying  to  increase  the  quality  and  quantity 
of  current  materials  from  Latin  America  in  its  subject  field.     Dr.    Benson 
said  that  science  materials  are  very  important  to  the  University  of  Texas, 
and  noted  that  acquisitions  of  them  is  frequently  a  matter  of  exchange,    since 
so  many  of  the  publications  are  issued  by  institutions  in  the  form  of  periodi- 
cals or  monographic  series. 

Mr.     Wisdom  noted  that  Dr.    Ronald  Hilton  is  making  a  survey  of  scien- 
tific research  in  La.tin  America  under  a  grant  from  the  National  Science 
Foundation.      His  report  will  provide  much  useful   information. 

Dr.    Garcfa  noted  that  scientific  publications  in  Latin  America  present 
the  bookseller  and  subscription  agent  with  serious  problems,    viz.  ,      the 
print  run  of  journal  issi!ies:may  be  as  small  as  500  copies,    the  periodicity  is 
very  irregular- -lapses  of  years  not  being  uncommon,    and  the  institutions 
and  societies  that  issue  the  material  are  not  geared  to  a  commercial  system 
of  distribution. 

Mrs.    Shepard  suggested  that  in  view  of  the  demonstrated  interest  in 
scientific  materials,    this  topic  might  be  the  theme  of  SALALM    XIV. 

Exchange  of  publications.     Ana  Guerra,    Exchange  Librarian  at  UCLA, 
described  briefly  the  UCLA  program  which  she  treated  at  greater  length  iru 
her  Working  Paper     (No.    21),    emphasizing  the  effectiveness  of  exchange 
arrangements  in  obtaining  valuable  material  difficult  to  acquire  otherwise. 
In    the  past  year,    UCLA  received  over  300  titles  on  exchange  from  the 
National  Library  of  Cuba.     In  addition  to  its  practical  benefits  in  building  a 
collection,    exchange  also  has  value  as  an  exercise  in  international  relations. 
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Mrs.    Keller  called  attention  to  an  aspect  of  exchange  that  some  libraries 
in  the  U.  S.    have  not  considered  sufficiently,    i.  e.  ,    the  use  of  library  funds 
to  buy  current  U.  S.    materials  which  can  be  sent  out  on  exchange.      This  is  a 
good  strategem  for  institutions  that  do  not  have  enough    or    the     right    kind 
of  publications  of  their  own  to  use  as  the  basis  for  exchange.      The  Univer- 
sity of  California  at  Berkeley  has  used  this  barter  system  with  excellent 
results.     Dr.    Benson  reported  that  the  University  of  Texas  has  also  used 
this  method  with  good  success.     Dr.    Jordan  noted  that  the  University  of  the 
West  Indies  issues  numerous  scientific  publications  as  part  of  its  research 
programs,    and  that  tJieiEhe  liave  been  used  for  exchange  purposes  by  the  UWI 
libraries. 


B.      BIBLIOGRAPHIC     MATTERS

The  short  time  remaining  for  the  present  session  unfortunately  not 
permitting  any  extended  discussion,    Dr.    Zimmerman  asked  for  suggestions 
regarding  bibliographic  matters  that  seem  to  need  further  attention,    and 
which  the  Committee  might  consider  at  its  next  meeting.     One  aspect  that 
merits  mention  is  the  problem  of  Spanish-language  publications  being  issued 
in  the  U.  S.     These  usually  escape  the  reporting  net  of  CBI,    Publishers 
Weekly,    etc.       Is  there  any  feasible  way  of  getting  bibliographic  control  over 
this  material? 

Mrs.   Shepard  said  that  Bro-Dart  Industries  has  shown  interest  in  this, 
and  will  include  such  raaterials  in  its  survey  of  books  that  might  be  suitable 
for  library  and  teaching  use.     Dr.    Martha  Tome  has  already  begun  the 
gathering  of  bibliographic  information  for  this  purpose. 

Mr,    Read  inquired  as  to  the  status  of    SALALM    XI   Resolution  21  on  the 
Ad  hoc  Subcommittee  on  the  Pilot  Bibliographic  Center  for  the  Caribbean. 
In  the  light  of  recent  developments,    should  we  consider  disolving  the  Sub- 
committee and  let  Mrs.    de  la  Torre  and  her  associates  assume  responsi- 
bility from  now  on?       Mrs.    Shepard  suggested  that  the  Subcommittee    be 
retained  for  the  tirae  being;  if  it  later  seems     appropriate,    the  present  sub- 
committee might  metamorphose  into  a    SALALM    advisory  or  liaison  com- 
mittee to  the  Regional  Bibliographic  Center. 
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C.      LIBRARY    ORGANIZATION    AND    INTER.- AMERICAN 

LIBRARY    RELATIONS 

Chairman:  William  V.    Jackson 

Rapporteur:        Jane  Garner 

Dr.    Jackson  observed  that  the  Committee  on  Library  Organization  and 
Personnel  was  formed  primarily  to  encourage  closer  cooperation  with    the 
library  profession  in  Latin  America.     Although    SALALM    traditionally  has 
devoted    its  efforts  to  matters  of  acquisitions,    across  the  years  the   Semi- 
nars have  become  one  of  the  principal  channels  of  communication   between 
U.  S.    and  Latin  American   librarians     in  many  fields  of  professional  interest 
other  than  acquisitions.        Up  to  now  the  Committee  has  not  been  able  to  carry 
out  any  concerted  action  program,    largely  due  to  lack  of  time  and  the    oppor- 
tunity to  meet  together  as  often  as  it  ought.      Thought  should  be  given  to 
strenthening  the  Committee  with  the  addition  of  more  working  Latin  Ameri- 
can librarians.      Meanwhile,    any  suggestions  as  to  how  our  Latin  American 
colleagues  can  participate  in  SALALM  programs,    or  lend  assistance  to  U.S. 
libraries,    will  be  appreciated. 

Mrs.    Keller  inquired  whether  they  might  not  be  able  to  help  the  flow  of 
books  out  of  countries  where  there  are  government  restrictions  on  export 
through  comraercial  channels.       Dr.    Jackson  thought  it  might  be  possible, 
inasmuch  as  regulations  regarding  libraries  are  less  severe.  However,  this 
would  require  some  looking  into. 

In  reply  to  a  question  on  what  are  the  possibilities  for  U.S.    librarians 
to  work  in  Latin  America,    Dr.    Jackson  said  that  they  are  very  good  if  they 
go  as  contracted  consultants  or  advisors.      As  employees  of  Latin  American 
libraries    the  situation  is  quite  different;  by  U.S.    standards,    salaries     are 
very  low.      Further,    some  countries  prohibit  or  restrict  the  employment  of 
foreigners  in  national  institutions.      There  are  also  occasional  psychological 
problems,    partly  due  to  differences  in  cultural  background  and  professional 
orientation,    and  also  to  some  regrettable  mistakes  in  the  use  of  Peace  Corps 
volunteers  who  were  inadequately-prepared  to  carry  out  the  professional 
tasks  to  which  they  were  assigned. 

Dr.    Benson  cited  the  internships  at  the  University  of  the  Americas  in 
Mexico  as  a  practical  and  effective  way  for  U.  S.    librarians  to  get  some 
experience  in  Latin  America.     They  are  offered  during  the  Summer  session; 
the  intern  receives  board,    lodging  and  tuition  in  exchange  for  20  hours 
weekly  of  work  in  the  library. 
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Mrs.    Shepard  observed  that  it  is  difficult  to  find  qualified  U,  S.    librari- 
ans who  are  free  to  accept  long-term  appointments  in  Latin  Am.erica.       The 
Inter -American  Library  School  has  always  had  trouble  recruiting  faculty. 
Both  the  ALA  and  the  Pan  American  Union  maintain  files  of  openings  and  of 
possible  candidates  to  fill  jobs  in  Latin  America;     both  would  like  to  know 
of  any  U.  S.    librarians  who  are  interested  and  would  be  free  to  accept  ap- 
pointments.    Dr.  Jackson  mentioned  that  the  IRT' s  new  edition  of  its   I"'oreign 
Service  Directory  of  American  Librarians     is  complete  and   should  be  out  in 
a  few  months  „ 

Dr.    Jordan  inquired  as  to  whether  the  Committee  cou.ld  give  attention 
to  library  training  in,    and  possible  financial  assistance  to,     the  English- 
speaking  islands  of  the  West  Indies.       Dr.    Jackson  confirraed  the  CoinrQit- 
tee's  interest,    but  said  that  SALALM  has  no  funds  to  dispense. 

Mrs.    Shepard  asked  for  opinions  on  a  suggestion  that  SALALM  affiliate 
with  ALA  as  a  subject-specialists  section  of  RTSD.     Mrs.   Keller  and    Dr. 
Zimmerman  felt  that  it  would  be  unwise.     As  an  independent  association, 
SALALM  can  set  its  ov/n  policies  and  programs,    and  also  avoid  many  pro- 
blems in  coordinating  its  sessions  and  organizational  structure  with  those 
of  ALA.     SALALM  can  be  proud  of  its  accomplishments,    and  should  continue 
to  go  its  own  v/ay.

The  draft  of  resolutions  having  been  distributed  to  the  participants, 
Miss  Ball  asked  that  the  Rapporteur  read  thein  in  groups  by  topic.     Amend- 
ments,   corrections,    additions  and  motions  for  adoption  from  the  floor  v/ould 
be  considered  on  the  reading  of  each  section.*

Acquisitions.       Approved  as  read. 
Exchange.       Approved  as  read. 
Photoduplication.       Approved  as  read. 

Bibliography  .       Mrs,    Keller  recommended  the  revision  of  R,  19,    since 
there  seemed  to  be  some  confusion  as  to  where  the  responsibility  for  this 
and  other  matters  relating  to  Cuban  materials  should  lie.     After  some    dis- 
cussion,   it  was  agreed  that  the  Permanent  Secretary  and  the  Chairmen  of  ': 
the  Committees  on  Acquisitions  and  Bibliography  should  clarify  the  matter 
and  rephrase  the  resolutions  as  deemed  advisable     (  ci.    R.  18,    19,    20).     Sra, 
de  Rosa  suggested  including  the  names  of  the  University  of  Puerto  Rico  and 
the  Institute  of  Caribbean  Studies  in  the  text  of  R.13.      Dr.    Jackson  noted  that 
in  the  draft  of  several  resolutions  on  reproduction  of  research  materials, 
mention  is  made  of  printing,   xerography,    microform,    etc.  ;     it  does  not 
seem  necessary  to  specify  the  medium,    inasmuch  as  SALALM' s  concern  is 
with  availability,    by  whatever  means.     There  also  seems  to  be  some  ambi- 
guity about  the  relation  between  various  proposals  on  means  of  getting  the 
materials  reproduced.     Miss  Ball  asked  Dr.    Jackson  and  Dr.  Zimmerman 
to  confer  with  the  Perraanent  Secretary  and  clarify  the  text  of  the  resolutions 
to  express  the  intent  of  the  proposals     (cf.    R.  21,    22,    23),     Dr.    Zimmerman 
raised  a  question  on  the  phrasing  and  place  of  the  resolution    (R.  39)     regard- 
ing the  possibility  of  obtaining  federal  funds  for  SALALM  projects.     Miss 
Ball  said  that  the  text  would  be  reviewed  and  the  final  resolution  relocated 
to  the  section  on  SALALM    Organizational  Matters.      The  resolutions  on 
bibliography  were  then  approved  as  amended. 

Library  Organization  and  Personnel  .     Minor  corrections  were  recom- 
mended in  R.  32  by  Miss  Ball  and  Mr.    Read,    in  R.  30  by  Dr.    Jackson,    and 
in   R.  27  by  Dr.    Benson  and  Dr.  Reichmann.     Dr.    Jackson  recommended  a 
new  resolution  urging  that  consultants  and  surveyors  of  Latin  American 
libraries  make  their  reports  available  to  the  Committee  on  Library  Organi- 
zation and  Personnel    (R.  29).     The  resolutions  were  approved  with  the 
corrections  and  additions. 

SALALM    Orgariizational  Matters.     Mrs.    Shepard  suggested  amplifying 
R,  35  to  authorize  the  appointment  of  a  new  Subcommittee  to  study  problems 
of  scientific  materials,    and  that  a  new  resolution  provide    for    regular  open 
meetings  of  SALALM  at  the  ALA  Midwinter  Meeting.     Dr.    Benson  and  Dr. 
Reichmann  urged  the  inclusion  of  a  new  resolution  expressing  SALALM' s 
gratitude  for  the  energetic  and  effective  labor  of  the  Permanent  Secretary 
and  the  Rapporteur-General  in  SALALM' s  behalf  (R.  44).     Mrs.   Shepard 
demurred  at  the  corapliment,    and  suggested  instead  that  SALALM  express 
its  appreciation  to  the  U.  S.    Delegation  before  the  Council  of    the  OAS  for 
its  continuing  support  ofvthe  Pan  American  Ujiion' s  Library  Develppment 
Program    (R.  33).     She  further  recommended  a  formal  acceptance  of  the 
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University  of  Pittsburgh    International  Library  Information    Center's    offer 
to    compile     an  up-dated  cumulative  list  and  index  of  all    SALALM    Working 
Papers    (R,  38),      The  resolutions  were  approved  as  corrected  and  amplified,

COLLECTIONS    OF   VARYING  SIZES:    A    PANEL

1.        Long-range     planning     for    the     Development    of 
Comprehensive     Collections     on     Latin    America 

Panelist:      Nettie  Lee  Benson

The  effective  development  of  any  large  research  collection  must  be 
based  on  an  intelligent  perception  of  the  purposes  the  collection  is  intended 
to  serve,    a  point  emphasized  in  Papers  23  and  29,    which  discuss  the  crite- 
ria of  scope  and  the  manner  of  development  for  different  levels  of  collec- 
tions.     The  varying  needs  of  faculty,    graduate  researchers  and  undergradu- 
ates must  all  be  considered  and  evaluated  if  the  collection  is  to  serve  present 
needs  and  grow  in  a  direction  compatible  with  the  objectives  of  the  parent 
institution.      Once  a  policy  has  been  defined,    and  adequate  funding  assured, 
a  library  is  in  a  much  better  position  to  undertake  a  comprehensive  develop- 
ment program  proceeding  from  an  accurate  appraisal  of  the  existing  collec- 
tion.     Papers  5  and   26  describe  and  evaluate  some  of  the  techniques  for  ac- 
quiring material  on  a  large  scale,    and  discuss  the  considerable  problems 
of  processing  it  once  it  is  received.     It  is  a  sad  fact  that  university  adminis- 
trations are  generally  unsympathetic  to  the  personnel  and  space  factors 
necessary  to  make  a  research  collection  available  to  the  user;  too  often 
there  is  a  shortage  of  acquisitions  personnel,    catalogers  and  reference  and 
circulation  librarians,    and  inadequate  working  and  shelf  space.      Far  frora 
being  mere  "housekeeping"  matters,    these  are  essential  elements     in    any 
effective  program. 
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Dr.    Evans  observed  that  the  difficulty  of  predicting  precise  cost  figures 
for  processing  operations  does  not  excuse  the  librarian  from  making  strenu- 
ous efforts  to  obtain  the  necessary  support  for  them.     It  is  a  part  of  his  job 
to  be  able  to  provide  the  most  accurate  statistics  possible  of  production, 
man-hours,    costs,    space  needs  and  the  like. 

2.       Developing  General  Research  Collections 
of  Latin  American  Materials

Most  of  Dr.    Benson's  observations  on  comprehensive  collections  apply 
to  general  research  collections  as  well.     Defining  a  policy  is  more  complex 
for  a  library  such  as  New  York  Public  which  serves  a  heterogeneous    clien- 
tele,   ranging  from  school  children  to  the  most  professional  area  specialist, 
which  is  constantly  changing.     A  university  such  as  California  or  a  special 
library  like  the  Pan  American  Union's  is     has  raore-easily-defined  needs, 
NYPL' s  main  interests  are  in  general  reference,    history,    economics,    and 
the  fine  and  performing  arts.     It  does  not  have  a  separate  Latin  American 
collection  or  staff,   which  raises  problems  that  other  libraries  do  not  have 
in  processing  and  servicing.      Being  unable  to  collect  comprehensively  across 
the  whole  range  of  its  general  interests,    NYPL  is  gradually  developing  a 
policy  based  on  three  levels  of  acquisition- -comprehensive,    general  and 
selective;     further  refinements  will  also  be  raade  in  terms  of  form  of  mate- 
rial and  for  certain  specific  subject  or  geographical  areas. 

In  building  a  collection,  the  Ibjig- established  institutions  have  an  advant- 
age in  that  they  usually  have    a  large  accumulation  of  the  retrospective  mate- 
rials which  they  need,    and  can  therefore  devote  most  of  their  activity  to 
current  publications.      These  are  becoming  increasingly  expensive,    even 
when  they  are  acquired  by  gift  or  exchange,    since  these  "free"  methods 
entail  a  considerable  expenditure  of  personnal  time.     A  few  libraries   such 
as  the  Library  of  Congress  and  the  Pan  American  Union  acquire  a  large  part 
of  their  current  material  by  gift,    exchange  or  depository    arrangements  that 
are  not  possible  for  libraries  like  NYPL, 

3.       Developing  Caribbean  Collections

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It  is  assumed  by  the  authors  of  the    Working    Papers    on   the    Caribbean 
that  questions  of  collection  policy  are  not  at  issue.     They  therefore  are  either 
descriptions  of  problems  encountered  in  developing  a  specific  collection,     or 
are  of  a  bibliographic  or    reference    nature.       Miss  Richards'     compilation 
demonstrates  the  wide  range  of  selection  sources  needed  for  building  a  col- 
lection in  the  fairly  narrow  area  of  the  British  Caribbean  alone;  it  is    inter- 
esting to  note  how  many  of  the  sources  are  library  accessions  lists.       Mr. 
Cocking' s  group  of  holdings  lists  gives  a  good  picture  of  the  kind     of    mate- 
rials,   particularly  in  the  field  of  history,    that  go  to  make  up  a  collection-in- 
depth  on  the  same  area. 

4.       Consortium  Planning  for  Developing 
Latin  American  Collections

Mr.    Bixler  described  consortium  planning  as  a  form  of  group  dynamics 
in  developing  libraries,    or  put  more  colloquially,    as  a  pooling  of  your    own 
and  anybody  else's  resources  you  can  get  your  hands  on. 

Paper  No.    17  describes  the  history  and  operation  of  the  Foreign  Area 
Materials  Center,    a  cooperative  effort  to  assist  libraries  in  building     col- 
lections    to    suppoKt  .undergraduate -teaching   programs    in   non-European 
or  North  American  area  studies.     It  is  a  good  way  for  the  college  library  to 
make  its  money  go  farther,    but  in  the  long  run  cannot  take  the  place     of  a 
college's  doing  the  job  for  itself.     Aside  from  the  actual  acquisition  of  books, 
etc.  ,    the  Center  is  on  its   own  or  through  sponsorship  making  a  useful  contri- 
bution through  the  compilation  of  selection  aids,    syllabi,    guides  and  the  like. 

Mrs.    Dearnaley  summarized  Antioch  College's  participation  in  the 
Great  Lakes  Colleges  Association  consortium  for  area  studies.     The  responsi- 
bility for  Latin  America  was  assigned  to  Antioch,    whose  initial  resources  for 
the  area  were  at  best    meagre.       Spared  the  need  to  cover  other  large  areas 
as  well,   Antioch  has  been  able  to  allocate  a  larger  proportion  of  its  available 
funds  to  developing  a  solid  Latin  American  collection  for  undergraduate  study. 
Title  n    funds    have  been  of  great  help,    but  even  so,    Antioch  has  had  to  run 
fast  to  catch  up.      Out-of-print  materials  have  been  a  considerable  problein, 
since  even  when  you  have  the  money  it  often  takes  time  to  locate  thera.     Miss 
Dearnaley  observed  that  Dr.    Benson's  minimum  estimate  of  800,  000  volumes 
for  a  comprehensive  Latin  American  collection  is  five  times  the  total  holdings 
of  Antioch'  s  whole  library 
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5o       Faculty  and  Library  Collaboration 
for  Latin  American  Collections

Dr.    Johnson  felt  that  Mr.    Dudley's  Paper  outlined   succintly  the  ques- 
tions a  library  administrator     should     ask  in  relation  to  area  studies  collec- 
tions,   and  gave  some  very  good  answers  that  faculty  members  should  be 
aware  of.      Too  often  there  is  a  tendency  to  rush  in  and  buy  anything  avail- 
able without  careful  consideration  of  the  desirable  scope  of  a  collection,    or 
the  place  of  a  given  area-studies  prograra  in  the  context  of  the  institution's 
goals  or  available  resources.      Close  coordination  is  essential  between  the 
administration,    the  faculty  and  the  librarian  to  assure  that  the  library  is  not 
asked  to  do  more  than  it  is  able  to.      The    faculty    can  be  of  great  assistance 
to  the  library  in  formulating  policy,    determining  lacunae,    selecting  titles 
for  acquisition,    and  exploring  the  possibilities  of  purchasing  bloc  collections. 
Professor  Woodbridge  gives  a  good  example  of  this  last  in  his  account  of  the 
purchase  of  the  Mogrovejo  Carrion    Ecuadorian    collection    by    Southern 
Illinois   University,    largely  through  the  resourcefulness  and  energy  of  Dr. 
A.    W.    Bork.      Whether  as  a  meraber  of  the  faculty  or  of  the  library  staff,    a 
capable  subject  specialist  is  an  essential  ingredient  in  the  development  and 
execution  of  an  effective     Latin  Araerican  program. 

6.       Collections  for  Library  Service  to  the 
Bilingual  Community

Srao    de  Gerez  observed  that  recently  there  has  been  a  dramatic  surge 
of  interest  in  Spanish-language  books  in    U.  S.    schools  and  libraries,     par- 
ticularly for  children.      The  reason  is  that  it  is  finally  being     realized  what 
a  great  human  loss  it  is  that  people  whose  first  language  is  not  English 
grow  up  considering  themselves  - -and  being  considered  by  their  society-- 
as  somehow  "second-class".      We  are  coming  to  realize,    too,    that    token 
gestures  such  as  pifiata  parties,    "Mexican  week"  and  the  like  are  not  the 
answers  to  the  problem  of  integrating  these  people     into    a  free  society  and 
still  enabling  them  to  enjoy  with  pride  what  is  uniquely  Spanish  in  their  back- 
ground and  character.     If  we  can  convince  ourselves  that  this  fundamental  -, 
problem  exists,    we  will  be  on  the  way  to  solving  some  of  the  others,    such 
as  getting  the  right  kind  of  books  written  and  published,    putting  them  in 
libraries,    and  getting  the  people  who  need  them  to  corae  into  the  library. 
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Mr.    Ramfrez  in  his  paper  has  touched  on  this  last  point,    how  difficult  it  is 
to  get  across  to  a  Spanish- speaking  community  what  a  library  is  and  what  it 
can  do  for  them.     It  is  encouraging  to  see  how  at  Oakland,    in    New    York, 
in  Texas  and  other  places,    new  programs  are  being  developed    for  providing 
library  services  to  the  Spanish- speaking  community,    for,    as  Don  Vasco  de 
Quiroga  wisely  knew  as  long  ago  as  1540,    a  people's  own  language  is  the 
only  bridge  over  which  one  can  reach  its  heart. 

7.       Development  of  Legal  Collections   on 

Latin  America  and  International  Relations

Dr.   Stern  remarked  that  the  tenor  of  the  SALALM  discussions  in  the 
past  two  days  has  often  been  one  of  frustration,    and  questioned  whether  this 
was  proper.     He  did  not  believe  that  it  is  impossible  to  know  how  much  things 
cost  to  purchase,    to  obtain  on  gift  or  exchange,    or  to  process;  to  determine 
what  a  library  should  have  and  then  to  get  it;  to  select  and  buy  wisely.     It  is 
the  responsibility  of  the  librarian  to  have  a  wide  range  of  interests,    to    de- 
velop a  professional  and  business  knowledge  adequate  to  his  work,    and  to 
depend  on  his  own  resources.      Faculty  assistance  and  bibliographic  expert- 
ise   is    not  enough,    as  the  Latin  American  accessions  lists  of  many  librar- 
ies demonstrate.     The  Los  Angeles  County  Law  Library's  shelf  list  of  its 
Latin  American  holdings  was  purchased  only  by  a  few  law  libraries,    and  it 
is  a  well-known  and  regrettable  fact  that  the  New  York  Public  Library'  s 
official  gazettes  microfilming  program  has  only  a  handful  of  subscribers. 
If  we  really  know  our  responsibilities,    these  things   should  not  be. 

8.       Building  Latin  American  Collection 

in  Latin  America:     Plans  and  Problems 


Panelist:      John  Veenstra 
Working  Paper:     No,    9,    Veenstra 


In  describing  the  reorganization  and  building-up  of  the  library  collec- 
tions   at  the  Univer.sidad  del  Valle  in  Call,   Mr.    Veenstra  contrasted  the 
attitudes  of  library  users  in  Colombia  and  the  U.  S.     In  a  country  where 
library  service  has  traditionally  been  poor  or  non-existent,    it  comes  as  a 
surprise  to  both  faculty  members  and  students  to  discover  that  they  have 
easy  access  to  the  books  they  need.      Once  you  have  got  thera  into  the  library 
and  shown  them  what  you  have,    they  become  faithful  users.      At  Cali  the 
library's  promotional  activities  were  so  successful  that  the  business-men 
and  high- school  students  soon  filled  the  library  and  caused  the  university 
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students  to  complain.     The  demonstrated  utility  of  the  library  had  the  benefi- 
cial result  of  persuading  the  administration  to  increase  its  financial  support. 

Because  books,      especially    foreign  ones,    are    so    expensive  in  Latin 
America,    students  are  obliged  to  use  library  copies  for  their  work.      Fur- 
ther, most  of  them  do  not  have  any  place  at  home  in  which  to  study,    so  that 
the    university   library  had  to  provide  seats  and  study  rooms  to  accomodate 
at  one  time     50%  of  the  enrollment. 

To  meet  the  new  demands     the  library  initiated  an  aggressive  acquisi- 
tions program,    emphasizing  national  materials  as  much  as  possible.      With 
foundation  funds  many  foreign  books  were  purchased.    Most  of  the  books  pub- 
lished in  Cali  area  it  was  possible  to  obtain  by  gift.     Assistance  was  given  to 
both    faculty  and  students     in  purchasing  foreign  books  for  themselves. 

One  problem  comraon  to  many  Latin  American  libraries  is  the  lack  of 
trained  personnel,    though  Colombia  is  better  off  in  this  regard  because     of 
the  Inter-American  School  in  Medellm,       But  even  in  Colombia,    the  new 
professionals  go  abroad  for  specialized  training,    get  better-paying  jobs, 
and  never  come  back.     It  is  essential  that  more  librarians  be  turned  out  and 
that  they  be  given  responsibilities,    status  and  salaries  commensurate    with 
their  ability.     Foreign  assistance  is  needed  and  welcome,    but  not  until  Latin 
Americans  can  fend  for  themselves  will  we  be  able  to  say  that  the  profession 
has  come  of  age. 


Dr.    Evans  thanked  the  panelists  for  their  presentations,    and  asked 
leave  to  echo  Dr.    Benson  and  Dr.    Stern  in  their  comraents  on  the  lack  of  a 
managerial  orientation  by  too  many  librarians.      They  often  aren't  prepared 
with  the  facts  that  administrators  need  and  demand;  they  allocate  funds 
badly  among  various  library  operations;  in  acquisitions,    they  are  too  much 
the  victims  of  what  happens  to  come  along,    rather  than  getting  what  is  really 
needed. 

As  to  faculty  cooperation,  he  tHought  the  faculty's  role  in  selecting  books 
and  other  materials  is  less  important  than  the  part    it    can  and  should  play 
in  helping  formulate  general  policy,    and  in  keeping  the  library  informed  on 
what  are  its  current  research  interests,    changes  in  emphasis  in  the  teaching 
curriculum  and  new  research  project  commitments.

On  cooperation  among  libraries  by  the  designation  of  fields  of  responsi- 
bility,   he  expressed  some  doubts,    except  as  a  short-range  expedient,     and 
among  institutions  where  the  teaching  programs  and  the  area  assignments 
are  in  close  harmony.        A  Brazilian  collection  a  hundred  miles  away  is  not 
of  much  use  if  any  substantial  amount  of  Brazilian  material  is  needed  in 
your  own  situation.      Further,    assuming  that  the  teaching  program  at  the 
lending  institution  requires  the  availability  of  this  material,    extensive  bor- 
rowing by  a  cooperating  library  can  be  detrimental  to  the  lender. 

Mr,    Don  Jay    was  asked  for  the  latest  news  on  LC's     Title    II  acquisi- 
tions program  for  Latin  America.     Mr.    Jay    referred  to  the  Progress 
Report  (p.  24)  for  details  as  of  last  April,    but  called  attention  to  an  error 
in  the  last  paragraph:      the  amount  recommended  for  allocation  to  Title  II-C 
by  the  House  Subcommittee  on  Appropriations  for  HEW    was  $4.m,    not  $3.m, 
an  increase  of  $1.  m  over  last  year.     Inasmuch  as  current  costs  for  the  pro- 
gram are  running  at  $3«  2  m  annually,    at  least  $4.m  is  needed  if  there  is  to 
be  any  expansion  of  the  program. 

In  his  May  report.    Earl  Pariseau  has  provided  up-dated  figures  on  the 
work  of  the  Rio  Office.      A  total  of  2,405  titles  have  been  acquired  by  the 
office  since  it  opened,    compared  with  537  titles  in  1966  via  LACAP;  this 
total  includes  gift  and  exchange  materials.     The  Title  II-C  and  LACAP 
offices  in  Rio  are  working  in  close  collaboration.     Although  at  present  al- 
most all  of  the  program  has  been  concentrated  on  publications  available  in 
Rio  and  Sao  Paulo,    plans  are  being  raade  to  expand  activities  to  cities  such 
as  Recife,    Salvador,    Fortaleza  and  Porto  Alegre,    perhaps  by  contracting 
local  librarians  to  act  as  agents.     It  is  hoped  also  that  an  office  can  be  set 
up  in  Buenos  Aires  in  the  near  future.     At   present     the    Rio  office  staff 
comprises   six  posts- -the  Director,    a  senior  advisor  in  bibliography,    two 
library  assistants,    a  clerk  and  a  messenger. 

Mrs.    Keller  recommended  a  resolution  of  appreciation  to  the  Library 
of  Congress  and  Mr.    Pariseau  for  the  effective  results  of  the  Title  II-C 
program  in  Latin  America. 

There  being  no  further  discussion,    the  Twelfth  Serainar  on  the  Acquisi- 
tin  of  Latin  American  Library  Materials  adjourned  sine  die  .

PART  Ao  BOOKS  AND  LIBRARIES 

I.  The  Alliance  for  Progress  and  the  OAS 

The  Charter  of  the  Organization  of  American  States,  adopted  in  1946  at 
the  Ninth  International  Conference  of  American  States,  58  years  after  the 
regional  American  organization  was  established,  was  amended  by  the  "Protocol 
of  Buenos  Aires, "'  at  the  Third  Special  Inter-American  Conference  in  Buenos 
Aires,  February  15  to  27,  1967..  It  will  go  into  force  among  those  states  that 
ratify  it  when  two  thirds  of  the  signatory  states  of  the  Charter  have  deposited 
their  instruments  of  ratification.  At  that  time  the  name  of  the  Inter-American 
Cultural  Council  will  be  changed  to  Inter-American  Council  for  Education,  Science, 
and  Culture. 

Trinidad  and  Tobago  has  become  a  member  of  the  Organization  of  American 
States,  bringing  the  number  back  to  21  (with  the  expulsion  of  Cuba). 

Educational,  technological,  and  scientific  development  was  accorded 
recognition  at  the  meeting  of  the  Presidents  in  Punta  del  Este,  Uruguay,  April 
12  to  14,  although  libraries  were  not  specifically  mentioned  in  respect  to 
educational  and  cultural  matters.  However,  the  Presidents  called  for  "the 
establishment  or  expansion  of  extension  services  and  services  for  preserving 
the  cultural  heritage  and  encouraging  intellectual  and  artistic  activity." 

The  Inter-American  Cultural  Council  (lACC)  met  in  a  2-day  Extraordinary 
Meeting  May  25  and  26  in  Washington  to  select  and  invite  high  ranking  experts 
on  science,  technology  and  education  to  meet  and  make  recommendations  to  the 
forthcoming  Fifth  Meeting  of  the  lACC  in  November  1967  in  Caracas  on  the  establish- 
ment of  multinational  technological  and  scientific  training  and  research  in- 
stitutions for  graduate  students,  and  the  strengthening  of  suc^  institutions 
already  existing  in  Latin  America.  Before  that  time  a  meeting  on  the  preservation 
of  historical  monuments  including  archival  records  will  be  held  in  Peru  under 
the  auspices  of  the  OAS  and  the  Peruvian  government. 

I.lo  Library  Development  Program  of  the  Pan  American  Union 

Activities  of  the  program  have  been  especially  directed  toward  the 
promotion  of  the  administrative  centralization  of  university  libraries,  national 
pl^inning  for  library  services,  the  production  of  elementary  reading  materials 
in  Spanish  and  Portuguese  for  children  and  new  adult  literates  and  collaboration 
with  Books  for  the  People  Fund,  Inc.,  and  Laubach  Literacy,  Inc.  toward  this 
end^  the  ia^rovement  of  library  science  training  and  improvement  of  bibliog- 
raphy and  the  booktrade.  As  for  library  services  in  the  U.  S,,  much  attention 
during  this  year  has  been  given  to  the  problem  of  reading  materials  in  Spanish 
for  Spanish-speaking  population  of  the  U.  S,,  in  schools  and  public  libraries. 
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I.l   (Cont.)  Efforts  have  been  made  to  seek  funds  for  the  compilation  of  a 
list  of  books  for  Latin  American  university  libraries.  Letters  have  been  sent 
to  the  rectors  of  universities  in  Latin  America  to  accompany  the  various  recent 
publications  of  the  PAU  on  university  libraries  and  research  and  to  call  atten- 
tion to  the  need  for  them  to  adopt  certain  standards  of  financial  aid  to  uni- 
versity libraries  and  a  better  administrative  structure. 

The  list  of  subject  headings  in  Spanish  has  been  sent  to  press.  Among  the 
publications  which  have  come  off  press  and  been  distributed  are:  Milczewski, 
Marion 5  La  estructura  de  la  biblioteca  universitaria  en  la  America  Latina; 
Rovira^  Carmen,  Los  epjgrafes  en  el  catllogo  diccionario:  Library  Legislation: 
Guidelines  ...  (English  and  Spanish);  Deal^  Carl  W,^  Jackson,  William  V,;  y 
Shepard,  Marietta  D.,  La  universidad  y  sus  bibliotecas;  and  A  Selected  List  of 
Books  for  Latin  American  University  Libraries?  ProTX>sal  for  Its  Compilation. 
Ready  to  go  to  press  is  a  Spanish  edition  of  Dewey  translated  for  small  public 
and  school  libraries  and  adapted  by  Josefina  Mayol. 

The  Department  of  Educational  Affairs  of  the  PAU  is  engaged  in  compiling 
a  list  of  grants  and  loans  which  have  been  made  by  governments,  international 
agencies,  foundations,  etc.,  to  assist  universities  in  Latin  America  directly 
or  through  U,  S.  institutions. 

1,2.  Inter-American  Program  for  the  Development  of  Agricultural  Libraries. 

The  Inter- American  Institute  of  Agricultural  Sciences  at  Turrialba,  Costa 
Rica,  has  announced  the  initiation  of  a  new  Inter-American  Program  for  the 
Development  of  Agricultural  Libraries  in  Latin  America.  The  general  objectives 
of  PIDBA  will  be:  l)  carry  out  a  hemispheric  program  for  the  improveinent  of  li- 
brary and  information  services  in  agriculture  in  Latin  America;  2)  integrate 
the  objectives  of  PIDBA  with  the  process  of  national  planning  for  economic  and 
social  development;  3)  promote  the  best  use  of  human  and  economic  resources  of 
Latin  America  and  of  external  aid  by  means  of  coordination  and  cooperation  in 
agricultural  library  programs;  4)  make  possible  agricultural  scientific  research, 
helping  to  develop  methods  for  better  storage,  dissemination  and  use  of  the 
bibliographic  resources  available  in  Latin  America  and  of  the  literature  of  the 
specialty;  5)  raise  the  standards  of  agricultural  libraries  so  that  they  may 
occupy  the  place  which  corresponds  to  them  in  programs  of  education  and  research; 
6)  conduct  studies  to  aid  in  analyzing  and  evaluating  the  basic  problems  which 
affect  the  progress  of  agricultural  library  services  in  Latin  America,  and  to 
seek  and  apply  the  procedures  to  give  them  adequate  solution.  Use  will  be  made 
of  the  Zone  offices  of  the  Institute  and  certain  designated  libraries  as  regional 
centers . 

A  grant  from  Rockefeller  Foundation  has  made  it  possible  to  resuscitate 
the  Inter-American  Association  of  Agricultural  Librarians  and  Documentalists, 
with  headquarters  at  Turrialba,  with  the  assistance  of  Ana  Maria  Paz  de  Erickson 
as  executive  secretary.  The  association  has  embarked  upon  various  activities 
of  a  bibliographic  nature.  (See  ix.  Library  Associations.) 
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1,3  Pan  American  Health  Organization  and  Medical  Libraries 

PAHO  has  continued  to  provide  scholarships  for  Latin  American  librarians 
to  take  the  special  courses  offered  by  the  Inter- American  Library  School  in 
Medellln^  (Solombiav  for  medical  librarianship.  It  has  under  study  a  plan  for 
the  publication  in  Spanish  of  texts  in  basic  sciences  for  pre-medical  students 
and  for  that  purpose  is  seeking  a  grant  from  the  Inter-American  Development 
Bank.  (See XII o3o Book  Publishing,  and  Distribution.) 

A  regional  medical  library  is  being  created  at  the  University  of  Sao 
Paulo  under  an  agreement  between  PAHO  and  the  government  of  Brazil,  and  with 
the  cooperation  of  the  National  Library  of  Medicine  i^ich  will  deposit  its 
MEDLARS  tapes  there.  Mr.  Robert  Newbum  of  NI24  staff  will  spend  some  tiae 
in  Sao  Paulo  assisting  in  its  organization.  Sao  Paulo  was  selected  after 
a  survey  had  been  made  in  South  America  by  PAHO  of  existing  facilities  and 
collections  on  urtiich  to  depend  for  collaboration  with  the  new  regional  library,

11. 1  Interagency  Book  Committee 

One  of  the  direct  results  of  the  famed  speech  of  President  Johnson  at 

the  Smithsonian  Institution  in  1965  was  the  formation  of  an  Interagency  Book 
CoBHnittee^  to  be  affiliated  with  the  Interagency  Council  on  International 
Educational  and  Cultural  Affairs  under  the  direction  of  the  Assistant  Secretary 
of  State  for  Educational  and  Cultural  Affairs,  The  Committee  is  composed  of 
representatives  of  State^  USIA^  AID^  the  Library  of  Congress,  Health,  Education 
and  Welfare,  the  Smithsonian  Institution,  and  the  Peace  Corps.  Paxton  Price 
represents  HEW  and  John  Lorenz  the  Library  of  Congress.  Its  first  task  was 
to  review  the  present  activities  of  the  Government  with  respect  to  book  and 
library  development  programs  o  Its  first  result  was  a  National  Policy  State- 
ment on  International  Book  and  Library  Activities  vrtiich  was  si  gned  by  Pre- 
sident Johnson  in  January  1967. 

At  the  same  time  a  directive  to  government  agencies  for  implementation 
of  the  national  policy  statement  was  issued.  Among  the  activities  set  forth 
Jor  the  government  agencies,  in  addition  to  assisting  in  book  publishing 
programs  was  support  for  "a  program  of  library  development,  in  cooperation 
with  the  Uo  S.  publishing  industry,  Uo  So  libraries,  library  organizations 
and  institutions o  to  includes  (a)  assistance  in  adapting  to  local  conditions 
and  needs  the  most  advanced  library  technologyi  (b)  overall  "collection  develop- 
ment' programs  by  cooperating  institutions  in  the  U.  S.j  (c)  counseling  on 
library  developmenti  (d)  sizeable  expansion  of  the  present  Smithsonian  program 
to  provide  core  libraries  overseas  with  U,  S.  journals  and  serial  publications." 

11.2  Government  Advisory  Committee  on  International  Book  Programs. 

Representatives  of  the  publishing  industry  which  are  members  of  the 
Government  Advisory  Committee  on  International  Book  Prograons  vdiich  meets 
regularly  with  government  officials  were  asked  to  review  library  needs  abroad 
as  well  as  problems  of  book'  publishing.  Therefore,  at  its  meeting  on  April 
12,  1967 i>  GAC  received  reports  on  Latin  American  bibliography  in  the  morning 
from  Marietta  Daniels  Shepard,  Howard  Cline,  and  Daniel  Melcher,  and  on 
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II. 2  (Conta)  library  development  in  Latin  America  from  Marietta  Daniels  Shepardj 
William  Vc  Jackson;,  Thomas  Buckman,  and  officials  of  USIA,  AID,  State,  and  other 
book  publishing  programs  for  Latin  America »  Mr.  William  Dlx  of  Princeton  is  the 
one  librarian  member  of  GAC  at  the  present  time,  Thomas  Buckman,  Acting  Directo] 
of  the  ALA  International  Relations  Office,  has  attended  GAC  recent  meetings  as 
an  observer  for  ALAo 

IIo3»  Other  Book  and  Library  Matters. 

AID  set  out  to  revise  its  book  and  library  policies.  As  a  result,  a 
contract  was  signed  with  the  American  Library  Association  for  advisory  services. 
(See  JXo   Library  Associations  and  Inter-American  Relations,  and  XII.  1, Book 
Publishing  and  Distributiono) 

The  policy  statement  on  book  programs  was^  furthermore ^  related  to  the 
creation  for  the  Center  for  Educational  Cooperation  in  the  U,  S.  Office  of 
Education^  provided  for  in  the  International  Education  Act  of  1966,  (See  V. 
on  Library  Legislation  in  the  United  States.) 

AID'S  Resources  Inventory  Center  in  Washington  has  issued  a  study  en- 
titled Costa  Ricag  andlisis  regional  de  recursos  fisicos,  Centroam^rica  y  Panam^. 
(Washington,  D.  C,  1965^  AID/RIC.  GIPR  no.  4)  ^ 

A  National  Association  of  the  Partners  of  the  Alliance  has  recently  been 
formed  under  the  presidency  of  Edward  Marcus  of  Dallas  who  is  also  Chairman  of 
the  Texas  Partners  of  the  Alliance,  The  Texas  association  has  collaborated 
with  AID  in  creating  about  120  small  rural  libraries  in  Peru,  In  the  plan- 
ning stage  now  is  a  program  for  the  National  Association  to  create  an  eventual 
total  of  1500  to  2000  small  rural  libraries  principally  in  Peru,  Bolivia, 
Panama,  and  Ecuador  0 

The  Review  of  United  States  Government  Operations  in  Latin  America,  1966^ 
a  report  of  Senator  Allen  J,  Ellender  to  the  Committee  on  Appropriations, 
United  States  Senate  (Senate  Document  no,  18,  90th  Congress,  First  Session, 
Washington^  D,  C.  196?)  cites  many  of  the  programs  involving  libraries  and 
recommends  giving  to  the  countries  where  they  are  located  the  U«  S,  Inform- 
ation Libraries  such  as  the  Benjamin  Franklin  Library  in  Mexico 0  A  descript- 
ion of  the  rursLl  libraries  project  of  a  self-help  nature,  under  the  Alliance, 
augmenting  the  Government  of  Panama's  educational  program  which  receives  27%. 
of  the  national  budget  is  given  on  p,  139* 

"The  national  rural  library  special  development  fund  project  illustrates 
how  the  principle  is  carried  out  in  small  projects.  The  USAID  provides  a 
fund  firom  which  $125  is  drawn  to  purchase  books  for  each  community  library* 
The  USAID  representatives  of  the  GOP  National  Library  and  a  Peace  Corps  Volunteer 
handle  the  purchase  of  the  books  and  the  development  of  this  project.  Each 
community  desiring  a  library  must  form  a  library  committee,  provide  a  librar- 
iaJi  Who  is  trained  by  the  GOP  National  Library,  a  place  for  the  library 
(usually  a  school  room),  $25  for  initial  book  purchase,  $15  per  year  for  new 
books  and  agree  to  open  the  library  at  times  convenient  for  adult  use," 

Under  the  Special  Development  Fund  of  AID  78  rural  libraries  have  been 
established  in  Panama  under  the  program  requiring  the  community  to  finance 
a  minimum  of  50%  and  preferably  75%of  the  cost  of  the  project.

IIIol»  Ford  Foimdation 

Ford  Foundation  grants  for  library  development  or  the  purchase  of  library 
materials  have  been  given  as  followss  Federal  Technical  School  of  Guanabara 
in  Brazil^  University  of  Buenos  Aires  for  the  further  development  of  its  Semi- 
conductors Laboratoryi  National  Council  for  Scientific  and  Technical  Research 
of  Argentina  to  assist  in  efforts  to  improve  scientific  instruction  in  secon- 
dary schoolsi  Catholic  University  of  Valparaiso^  Chile,  for  teaching  materials 
and  journals  for  the  library  of  the  School  of  Business |  University  of  Andes  in 
BogotI  for  engineering  programs.  A  recent  grant  provides  assistance  in  the 
construction  of  a  central  library  building  for  the  National  University  in  Bo- 
got5  and  for  the  provision  of  consultants  John  Veenstra  and  Oliver  Dunn.  Ac- 
tion for  Education  and  Culture^  Inc.,  in  the  Dominican  Republic  has  received 
Ford  funds  for  the  development  of  postsecondary  schools  in  administration  and 
commerce J  including  library  and  teaching  materials.  Basic  library  materials 
are  included  in  the  provisions  of  a  grant  to  the  Pontifical  Catholic  University 
of  Chile  to  help  organize  research  and  teaching  in  urban  development.  The 
University  of  Costa  Rica  received  funds  for  library  materials  for  programs  to 
strejigthen  teachers  education^  especially  in  science  and  mathematics |  the  A- 
grarian  University  of  Peru  for  the  Faculty  of  Sciences |  and  the  Voluntary 
Dividend  for  the  Community  in  Venezuela,  to  help  programs  of  prevocational 
education  in  industrial  artso  Strengthening  library  resources  was  the  purpose 
of  a  grant  to  the  Monterrey  Institute  of  Technology  and  Advanced  Studies  in 
Mexico  0  Ford  grants  were  given  also  to  the  Institute  of  International  Educa- 
tion in  Chile ^  ^lo5  million  for  educational  collaboration  between  the  Univer- 
sity of  Chile  and  UCLA,  including  library  services,  and  $579,650  to  assist  a 
program  of  the  Chilean  government  to  inqsrove  education  at  the  secondary  school 
level  and  including  teaching  materials.  An  additional  grant  was  made  the  Uni- 
versity of  Chile  partially  for  library  and  teaching  materials  for  its  Institute 
of  Organization  and  Administration.  The  National  Engineering  University  of 
Peni  received  a  grant  for  its  library  for  the  Institute  of  Pure  and  Applied 
Mathematics . 

III,2o  ALA  Advisory  Comm.ittee  for  the  University  of  Brasilia 

The  ALA  Advisory  Committee  for  the  University  of  Brasilia  Library  Develop- 
ment Project,  under  the  chairmanship  of  Charles  F,  Gosnell,  will  return  to 
Brasilia  the  latter  part  of  July,  Other  members  of  the  Committee  are  David  H. 

Clift,  Morris  Gelfand,  Neal  Harlow,  and  Marion  A«  Milczewski.  With  funds  from 
Ford  Foundation  the  Committee  is  advising  the  University  of  Brasilia  on  its  li- 
brary and  library  school „ 

Mro  Frazer  Poole  went  to  Brasilia  for  two  weeks  in  March  to  help  the  Uni- 
versity draw  up  plans  for  a  new  library  building.  This  building  is  presumably 
to  be  built  with  a  loan  from  the  Inter-American  Development  Bank  (BID)  of 
$1  1/2  million.  This  loan  is  a  result  of  a  visit  to  Brasilia  last  August  made 
by  a  team  of  educators  and  including  Mr,  Gosnell,  This  team  visited  some  15 
\iniversities  in  a  month,  and  approved  loans  for  about  half  of  them. 
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111.2.  (Conto)  Late  in  1966  a  group  from  Brasilia  including  the  Rector,  the 
deans  of  several  schools  and  other  university  administrators  and  their  wives, 
was  brought  to  the  United  States  by  Ford  for  a  visit  principally  to  libraries 

to  observe  the  role  of  the  library  in  university  affairs,  Mr.  Donald  J.  Yucht, 
Associate  Librarian,  General  Library,  New  York  University,  accompanied  them  on 
their  trip  across  the  coimtry. 

111. 3.  Rockefeller  and  Kellogg  Foundations 

In  addition  to  the  $30^000  grant  from  Rockefeller  for  a  Permanent  secre- 
tariat for  the  Inter-American  Association  of  Agricultural  Librarians  and  Docu- 
mentalists  and  for  a  conference  of  the  association,  a  grant  of  $200,000  was 
roade  to  the  University  of  Antioquia,  in  Medellln,  Colombia  to  expand  its  li- 
brary school  services  and  training  for  the  coming  years. 

Kellogg  Foundation  grants  provided  for  library  and  microbiology  equipment 
for  a  Peruvian  university |  for  pediatrics  equipment  and  books  for  the  University 
of  Bahia^  Brazilj  for  the  central  library  at  the  National  University  of  Colom- 
biaj  and  for  research  in  political  science  at  the  University  of  the  Andes  in 
Bogota o 

III, 4*  Franklin  BooJc  Programs,  Inc. 

Franklin  Book  Programs,  Inc.,  created  a  pilot  program  in  Argentina  in  1964 
with  the  organization  of  a  binational  Fundacidn  Interamericana  de  Bibliotecolo- 
gla  Franklin,  directed  by  Alberto  Mo  Salas,  executive  director,  and  Roberto 
Couture  de  Troismonts,  director  for  library  science.  The  Franklin  Newsletter 
No.  37^  August,  1966,  describes  its  Latin  American  program  under  the  direction 
of  Wilbur  A,  Knerr,  (See  also  Noticiero  Franklin ^  a  newsletter  issued  by  FIBF.) 
In  the  organization  of  libraries,  FIBF  has  assumed  responsibility  for  assistance 
to  5  libraries  and  technical  assistance  to  7  others.  It  aided  in  planning  the 
reactivation  of  library  services  for  the  Province  of  Santiago  de  Estero,  at 
the  request  of  the  ComisicJn  Nacional  de  Al'fabetizacidn  y  Bducaci(5n  Escolar,  and 
prepared  a  plan  for  library  services  for  the  province  of  Rfo  Negro.  A  4-page 
report  entitled  "Principales  tareas  cumplidas  per  la  Fundaci(5n  Interamericana 
de  Bibliotecolog£a  Franklin"  lists  alsos  l)  an  index  to  35  years  of  Sur,  to  be 
published  by  the  end  of  the  year^  2)  a  Hispanic-American  bibliography  of  me- 
dicine (19OO-I965)  to  appear  in  1967 |  3)  a  guide  to  Argentine  libraries,  in 
press 5  4)  a  guide  to  readings  for  children  and  adolescents,  for  parents  and 
teachers,  compiled  by  Sra^  Fryda  Schultz  de  Mantovanij  and  5)  a  published  list 
of  Argentine  official  government  authors. 

Various  studies  have  been  done  also  by  FIBF  regarding  bibliography,  the 
booktrade,  and  library  services  in  Argentina.  A  course  on  hospital  libraries 
will  be  offered  in  the  Hospital  de  ^'inos  de  La  Plata,  September  5  to  December  5> 
1967.  Nonetheless,  because  of  the  lack  of  support  for  the  library  development 
aspects  of  the  FIBF,  this  activity  will  cease  on  June  3O,  1967. 

In  Rio,  the  Instituto  de  Pesquisas  e  Estudos  Sociais  (IPES)  created  the 
Centre  de  Bibliotecnia  to  function  in  affiliation  with  Franklin.  Among  its  ac- 
tivities has  been  the  creation  in  I965  of  a  Biblioteca  Infantil  de  Campo  Grande, 
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III, 4.  (Cont.)  and  the  promotion  of  other  new  children's  libraries.  A  bib- 
liography of  children's  literature  was  distributed  free  to  librarians  and  tea- 
chers. The  Center  is  sponsoring  the  translation  and  adaptation  of  Nancy 
Larrick's  A  Parent's  Guide  to  Children's  Reading.  A  Relatdrio  anual  for  1966 
describes  the  program  of  the  Center, (See  also  XI, 4,  for  its  book  programs.) 

IV,  American  Librarians  Serving  as  Consultants 

American  librarians  presently  serving  as  consultants  to  Latin  American 
libraries  includes  Eleanor  Mitchell  who  is  directing  the  library  of  the  Catho- 
lic University  in  Quito  and  Margaret  Hall  the  Universidad  "Madre  y  Maestra" 
library  in  Santiago,  Dominican  Republic,  under  AID  contracts  with  St,  Louis 
University;  Edward  Fremd  who  makes  regular  trips  to  Guatemala  to  advise  the 
Universidad  de  San  Carlos  in  planning  for  a  general  studies  library;  William  V, 
Jackson,  serving  as  an  AID  consultant  for  the  distribution  aspect  of  the  text- 
book program  in  Brazil(S©e  XI.l.d.Bobk  Publising  Distribution) |  John  Veenstra 
and  Oliver  Dunn  vjho   are  advising  the  National  University  in  Bogota  on  its  li- 
brary program  and  the  construction  of  a  new  central  library;  and  Robert  Newbum, 
sent  by  the  Pan  American  ^ealth  Organization  to  advise  on  a  new  regional  medical 
library  being  created  by  PAHO  at  the  University  of  Sao  PaUlo.  The  Ford/ALA  com- 
mittee to  advise  the  University  of  Brasilia  on  its  library  system,  composed  of 
Charles  Gosnell,  Marion  Milczewski,  David  Clift  and  Morris  Gelfand,makes  regular 
trips  to  Brasilia.  Paul  Miles  is  advising  the  University  of  Chile  on  a  reor- 
ganization of  its  library  system  on  a  Ford  grant  trough  UCLA;  and  James  Kingsley 
is  spending  two  years  assisting  in  organizing  the  library  of  the  University  of 
Concepcidn  in  Chile.  Mary  Phippeny  gave  a  course  in  cataloging  and  classifica- 
tion at  the  university  through  an  AID  University  of  Minnesota  contract.  James 
Andrews  advised  the  University  of  El  Salvador  on  a  Ford  grant,  Carl  Deal  was 
sent  as  an  OAS  consultant  to  advise  the  Colegio  de  Mexico  on  the  reorganization 
of  its  library.  Carl  White  and  Paul  Miles  are  serving  as  consultants  to  Ford 
on  a  survey  of  Latin  American  library  needs. 

William  Kurth,  Harold  Lancour,  and  Jay  Daily  served  on  the  missions  sent 
by  AID  to  Brazil,  Chile  and  Peru  reapectively^Vv  '(See  XLI.l.b.  Book  Publishing 
and  Distribution.)  Glen  Read  was  sent  on  a  purchasing  mission  to  Latin  American 
countries  for  Cornell  University  libraries,  William  Woods  of  UCLA  will  leave 
in  July  1967  on  a  similar  mission.  Permission  was  obtained  for  Lewis  Morgan  of 
the  University  of  Miami  to  visit  Cuba  to  purchase  research  materials,  Tamara 
Brunnschweiler  will  return  in  mid-July  from  an  extensive  Amazon  and  Colombian 
trip  for  Michigan  State  University  Library*  Carl  Deal  and  Arnulfo  Trejo  plan  trips, 

Vo  Library  and  Educational  Legislation  in  the  U.  S. 

V.l,  International  Education  Act  of  1966. 

The  International  Education  Act  of  I966  would  provide  grants  to  strengthen 
both  undergraduate  and  graduate  programs  in  international  studies.  Funds  speci- 
fically for  research  materials  are  mentioned  as  needed  for  graduate  area  study 
programs,  ^his  act  was  passed  in  response  to  President  Johnson's  promise  to  aid 
developing  countries  in  their  educational  programs  and  intended  to  strengthen 
the  agencies  in  this  country  which  would  prepare  U.  S.  citizens  to  serve  as  ad- 
visors. However,  no  appropriation  has  been  made  in  the  supplemental  budget  for 
1967  and  the  House  has  thus  far  disallowed  funds  for  1968 »

Vo2.  Higher  Education  Act  of  1965?  Research 

Library  research  and  development  is  being  financed  by  provisions  of  the 
Higher  Education  Act  of  1965 ,  Title  II-  B  "for  research  and  demonstration  pro- 
jects to  develop  new  techniques,  systems,  and  equipment  of  handling  and  dis- 
tributing the  information;  and  to  disseminate  information  derived  from  such 
research  and  demonstrations . "  The  Library  and  Information  Services  Research 
Office  of  the  Bureau  of  Research  of  the  U.  S.  Office  of  Education  is  headed 
by  Eugene  Kennedy,  Both  research  projects  and  programs  and  small  research  pro- 
jects are  acceptable.  The  Educational  Research  Information  Center  (ERIC)  is 
in  effect  a  comprehensive  national  informational  system  composed  of  13  clearing- 
houses by  the  end  of  1966,  coordinated  through  Central  EEIIC  in  USOE,  designed 
to  make  available  reliable,  current  educational  research  and  research-related 
materials. 

Discussions  were  held  with  %.  Kennedy  by  the  SALALM  Secretary  on  possible 
research  projects  all  of  which  he  considered  feasible,  including  the  following: 
l)  state-of-the-art  study  on  Latin  American  bibliography  for  area  studies  pro- 
grams,—  perhaps  between  SALA12I  and  S  university;  2)  state-of-the-art  study 
of  Latin  American  book  publishing  (up-dating  SALAIii  reports) —  SALADI  and  a  uni- 
versity; 3)  study  of  agencies,  firms,  organizations,  etc.,  in  U.  S,  engaged 
in  producing  books,  periodicals,  pamphlets  and  other  materials  in  Spanish, — 
SALAIM,  Books  for  the  People  Fund,,  and  others:  4)  unpublished  bibliographies 
in  Latin  America—  SALADS  and  a  university;  5)  easy-to-read  materials  in  Spanish 
for  public  and  school  libraries  in  the  United  States —  BPF  with  a  state  library;; 
6)  plans  for  a  Pilot  Bibliographic  Center  in  Puerto  Rico  —  SALADl  and  CODECA; 
and  7)  study  of  library  school  curricula  in  the  U.  S,  in  terms  of  effectiveness 
for  preparation  of  beginning  librarians  (or  advanced  librarians)  from  developing 
countries^  with  recommendations  for  complementing  the  instruction  or  bridging 
the  gap  — ■  Association  of  American  Library  Schools,  ALA/LED,  or  a  library  school 
such  as  Texas o

V,3»  Elementary  and  Secondary  School  Act  Amendment  for  Bilingual  Schools. 

Federal  funds  for  library  services  to  the  children  of  migrant  agricultural 
workers  as  well  as  for  the  teaching  of  English  as  a  second,  language,  have  been 
made  possible  by  the  Elementary  and  Secondary  Education  Act  of  I965.  ^ending  be- 
fore Congress  now  are  Senate  Bill  S.  428  introduced  by  Senator  Yarborough  of 
Texas,  entitled  Bilingual  American  Education  Programs  and  H,  R.  8000  and  identi- 
cal bills  H.  R.  8177,  8729,  and  8730,  to  amend  the  ESEA  to  provide  further  funds 
to  establish  "bilingual  educational  opportunity  programs,  and  to  provide  certain 
other  assistance  to  promote  such  programs."  More  than  2  million  bilingual  and 
bicultural  children  of  non-English-speaking  ethnic  or  nationality  background  are 
reported  to  live  in  the  U.  S, 

Libraries  are  included  among  the  cultural  resources  which  can  receive  funds 
to  remedy  the  situation  "that  little  headway  has  been  made  in  finding  adequate 
and  constructive  solutions  to  this  unique  and  perplexing  educational  situation

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V,4»  Library  Services  and  Construction  Act.--  Spanish- speaking  Public. 

Public  library  services  for  the  Spanish- speaking  population  of  the  U.  S. 
can  be  provided  through  terms  of  the  Library  Services  and  Construction  Act  for 
services  to  the  culturally  disadvantaged.  Many  of  these  are  Mexican  migrant 
agricultural  workers  found  not  only  in  the  Southwest  but  in  such  states  as 
Wisconsin,  Michigan  and  Minnesota.  Cuban  refugees  and  Puerto  Ricans  are  found 
in  great  quantities  especially  in  the  Eastern  and  Southern  cities.  Some  800,000 
Spanish-speaking  children  are  to  be  found  in  New  York  schools,  and  about  a  half 
million  in  Texas. 

With  a  2-year  grant  of  $300,000  through  LSCA,  the  Oakland,  Calif.  Public 
Library  has  created  a  Latin  American  Library,  now  under  the  direction  of  Miss 
Barbara  L.  Wynn.  Mr.  William  Ramirez  is  serving  as  a  consultant  and  is  organiz- 
ing a  nation-wide  selection  committee  to  assist  in  the  selection  of  materials 
for  all  levels  of  the  40^000  Spanish- speaking  population  of  Oakland,  with  en^Dha- 
sis  on  elementary  reading  materials  in  Spanish  and  English,  (See  also  the  work- 
shop on  library  materials  for  the  Spanish-^ speaking  population  proposed  by  the 
Texas  State  Library^  under  Meetings  of  Librarians*  X) .

VI,2,  Ford  Foundation  Grants 

Latin  American  area  studies  programs  have  benefited  over  a  3-year  period 
from  Ford  Foundation  grants  to  some  11  universities,  including  the  following? 
Indiana  University,  $3  million  and  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology,

A  &  M  University  $185,000,  and  University  of  Kansas  $200,000,  for  research  relat- 
ed to  Latin  American  studies;  Tulane  University,  $575>000  and  University  of  New 
Mexico,  $275 J) 000  for  Latin  American  studies  programs;  University  of  Chicago, 
$400^000  for  graduate  research  and  training  and  a  Center  of  Latin  American  eco- 
nomic studies;  Vanderbilt  University,  $375^000  to  support  the  xiniversity's  gra- 
duate center  for  Latin  American  studies,  including  library  acquisitions.  Grants 
were  made  also  tos  Cornell  University,  $208,000  for  an  overseas  professorship 
service  fellowships  for  Latin  America;  Georgetown  University,  $275^000  to  assist 
English  teacher-training  programs  in  Spain;  Harvard  University  $170,000  for  a 
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VI,2.  (Cont.)  bibliography  on  business  teaching  materials  for  use  in  under- 
developed countries,  $760^000  for  research  and  evaluation  of  educational  devel- 
opment in  Latin  America,  and  $260,000  for  research  on  multinational  corporate 
groups  I  and  University  of  Texas,  $40,000  for  the  publication  of  Latin  American 
Research  Review. 

The  Hispanic  Foundation  of  the  Library  of  Congress  received  a  Ford  grant  ' 
of  1266*000  for  a  bibliography  of  law  and  legal  literature  of  Brazil  and  other 
projects.  Other  Ford  grants  include:  Inter-American  Press  Association, 
$450,000  to  assist  in  establishment  of  Graphic  Arts  Training  Center  and  Press 
Institute^  and  Social  Science  Research  Council,  $1  million  for  research  fellow- 
ships and  conferences  pertaining  to  Latin  America,  to  help  identify  research 
needs  relating  to  Latin  America  and  to  improve  Latin  American  studies  in  the 
U.  S. 

Ford's  publication  Context  the  World  (1966)  reported  that: 
"In  ten  years,  foreign  area  programs  stressing  training  and  research 
on  the  languages  and  cultures  of  Non-Western  regions  more  than  doubled 
and  by  1964  there  were  153  of  them  at  universities  across  the  nation, 

"Some  seventy  universities  conducted  technical-assistance  projects 
overseas  under  United  States  government  contracts  amounting  to  about 
$170,5  minion^  and  many  others  trained  Peace  Corps  Volunteers  for 
service  abroad," 

Under  its  International  Training  and  Research  program  Ford  has  financed 
44  foreign  area  studies  programs,  assisted  24  universities  in  placing  graduate 
international  studies  programs  on  a  permanent,  competitive  basis  with  other 
academic  subjects;  and  helped  more  than  135  liberal  arts  colleges  bring  teaching" 
on  Asia,  Africa,  and  Latin  America  into  regular  academic  programs. 

VI, 3,  Other  Grants 

A  Carnegie  Sidowment  of  International  Peace  grant  of  $30,000  went  to  the 
University  of  Denver  to  develop  an  International  Studies  Association.  Kellogg 
Foundation  gave  Columbia  University  $1,511^573  for  an  education  center  for 
international  diplomacy  and  activities,  and  for  facilities  for  the  Institute 
of  Latin  American  Studies.  Old  Dominion  Foundation  granted  $25,000  to  Franklin 
Book  Projjrams  to  assist  emerging  nations  and  publish  books  for  educational  and 
economic  development.  Rockefeller  Foundation's  grant  of  $90,000  to  the  Center 
for  Educational  Television  Overseas  will  permit  the  training  of  personnel  from 
underdeveloped  countries  in  the  production  of  educational  television  programs, 
A  Russell  Sage  Foundation  grant  of  $18,590  will  permit  the  Pan  American  Develop- 
ment Foundation  to  prepare  a  directory  of  Latin  American  foundations,

VIo5<»  Individual  Libraries 

The  first  graduate  research  library  in  Southeastern  U.  S.  was  dedicated 
at  the  University  of  Florida  on  April  21,  1967.  The  Latin  American  Collection 
remains  in  the  present  General  Library  building.  Plans  are  moving  forward  for 
the  construction  of  a  new  library  building  at  the  University  of  Texas  which 
will  house  the  Latin  -American  Collection » 

Washington  University  in  St.  Louis,  Missouri,  in  accepting  a  5-year  grant 
from  Ford  Foundation^,  expanded  its  Latin  America  studies  program  and  its  facil- 
ities for  research  by  increasing  its  holdings  of  Latin  American  materials  and 
appointing  a  librarian  with  special  interest  in  Latin  America  to  its  staff 
(William  H.  Kurth). 

A  unique  area  studies  program  is  carried  out  on  a  university-wide  basis 
at  the  University  of  the  Pacific  in  Stockton^  Calif.  Its  Elbert  Covell  College 
is  a  Spanish- speaking  liberal  arts  college. 

The  College  of  Wooster^  Ohio,  is  attempting  to  build  up  itB  collection  of" 
Latin  American  materials  as  part  of  the  Great  Lakes  Colleges  Association's  Latin 
American  Program  in  Guanajuato^  Mexico 5,  and  Bogota,  Colombia. 

Michigan  State  University  Library  has  developed  a  collection  of  reports  of 
technical  assistance  and  developmental  projects  with  vdiich  they  have  been  in- 
volved in  Latin  America. 

The  State  University  of  New  York^  under  the  guidance  of  Lee  H,  Williams, 
Assistant  Director  for  Technical  Services,  has  recently  acq\iired  two  large  col- 
lections of  Argentine  and  Brazilian  materials,,  It  has  issued  a  list  of  "Brazi- 
lian periodicals'*  comprising  121  titles  of  leading  revistas  and  anais  as  well 
as  some  boletim  and  colecao  titles. 

The  State  University  of  New  York  at  Oyster  Bay  is  developing  its  collections 
for  research  related  to  the  activities  of  its  International  Studies  and  World 
Affairs  program.  The  Director  of  International  Librarianship,  Learning  Resources, 
and  Information  Services,  Dr.  Nasser  Sharify^  has  scheduled  a  meeting  for  univei>- 
sity  library  directors  on  the  subject  of  book  collecting  for  international  stud- 
ies programs. 
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VI, 5.  (Cont.)  Yale  University  is  building  a  collection  of  materials  related 
to  economic  growth  in  developing  countries. 

The  Land  Tenure  Center  of  the  University  of  Wisconsin  has  a  special  library 
on  land  tenure  and  rural  development  containing  many  non-book  items,  and  issues 
a  regular  accessions  list  as  well  as  a  newsletter.  Its  films  developed  in  Bo- 
livia, Colombia,  and  Chile  can  be  rented  or  purchased.  Over  60  publications 
are  available  in  6  series. 

Oral  archives  of  the  Mexican  Revolution  from  1910  to  present  were  the  first 
items  received  after  the  establishment  in  January  1966  of  an  Oral  History  Cen- 
ter for  Latin  America  at  Ohio  State  University. 

An  International  Trade  Library  is  being  created  at  the  New  International 
Trade  Center  in  Mobile,  Alabama,  as  a  part  of  the  Mobile  Public  Library  system. 
Esso  Chemical  in  Coral  Gables,  Florida,  is  attempting  to  assemble  a  library  on 
Latin  American  economics,  government,  and  statistics. 

The  Center  for  Inter-American  Relations  has  moved  into  new  quarters  at 
680  Park  Avenue,  ^ew  York,  Director,  William  MacLeish;  Librarian,  Mrs,  Kama 
Wilgus. 

The  University  of  Pittsburgh  received  grants  from  a  local  Pittsburgh  foun- 
dation and  Ford  for  the  enlargement  of  its  International  Library  Information 
Center  (William  V,  Jackson,  I)irector),  established  in  1964  as  a  special  unit 
within  the  Graduate  School  of  Library  and  Information  Sciences,  The  new  grant 
will  permit  the  sponsorship  of  research  and  a  new  publications  program  as  well 
as  an  eaqpansion  of  its  resources  on  libraries  and  book  publishing  abroad. 

VII.  Latin  American  Research  Institutions  Outside  the  U.  S. 

Of  the  i|Q  leading  colleges  and  universities  in  Canada,  some  35  offer  courses 
in  Spanish,  10  in  the  history  of  Latin  America,  5  in  anthropology,  8  in  geography 
and  2  in  political  science,  according  to  J,  C,  M,  Ogelsby  of  the  University  of 
Victoria  in  "Latin  American  Studies  in  Canada,"  in  Latin  American  Research  Reviewi 


The  University  of  Western  Ontario  has  received  grants  totalling  $24^500  fro» 
the  Canada  Council  for  the  acquisition  of  Latin  American  materials,  and  in  ad- 
dition to  the  acquisition  of  maps,  is  attempting  to  collect  especially  in  the 
fields  of  history,  geography,  politics,  languages,  literature. 

The  University  of  the  West  Indies  opened  its  Institute  of  International 
Relations  at  St.  Augustine,  Trinidad,  as  a  joint  undertaking  of  the  governments 
of  Switzerland  and  Trinidad  and  Tobago.  The  Institute  today  serves  17  students 
from  Trinidad  and  Tobago,  Jamaica,  Barbados,  and  Guyana. 


St.  Antony's  Centre  for  Latin  American  Studies  at  St.  Mitony's  College, 
Oxford  was  created  with  Ford  funds  in  1965  for  graduate  studies  for  students 
from  Latin  ^erica  and  Great  Britain,  ^t  eventually  hopes  to  offer  a  Ph.D.  in 
lAtin  American  studies. 
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VII o  (Cent a)  A  union  catalogue  of  all  books  and  paiiq>hleta  relating  to  Latin 
America  in  London  libraries  is  being  compiled  at  the  Institute  of  Latin  Ameri- 
can Studies  of  the  University  of  London. 

A  Centre  de  Informacidn  y  Documentaci<5n  para  America  Latina  has  been 
created  in  Caracas,  Venezuela,  for  research  on  Latin  America.

IXo  Library  Associations  and  Inter-American  Relations 

The  International  Relations  Office  of  the  American  Library  Association 
vrill  soon  move  to  Washington  so  as  to  facilitate  its  advisory  services  to  the 
Federal  Government  made  possible  by  an  AID  contract.  The  Association  of  College 
and  llesearch  Libraries  continues  work  through  its  Committee  on  Non-Western 
Studies.  ALA's  Adult  Services  Division  has  a  Reading  Inqjrovement  Committee 
whose  Subcommittee  on  Materials  for  the  Spanish-Speaking  Adult  is  headed  by 
Fern  Long  of  the  Cleveland  Public  Library, 

A  Secretariat  for  the  revived  Inter-American  Association  of  Agriciiltural 
Librarians  and  Documentalists  (AIBDA)  has  been  set  up  at  the  Inter-American 
Institute  of  Agricultural  Sciences  in  Turrialba,  Costa  Rica,  with  Ana  Marfa 
Paz  de  Erickson  as  Executive  Secretary,  by  means  of  a  grant  from  Rockefeller 
Foundation.  The  Executive  Board  of  AJBDA  met  in  Turrialba  in  November  1966  to 
plan  the  program  of  the  association  which  has  already  embarked  upon  an  exten- 
sive publications  program  in  the  fields  of  agricultural  bibliography  and  pro- 
fessional services  of  aid  to  agricultural  libraries  in  Latin  America.  President 
of  the  AIBDA  is  Hans  Graverhorst  of  Argentina « 

As  the  result  of  a  Conference  on  Visiting  Foreign  Librarians  in  the  United 
States  held  at  the  State  University  of  New  York,  Oyster  Bay,  March  30-31,  196?, 
tentative  agreement  was  reached  whereby  SUNY's  International  Studies  and  World 
Affairs  program  through  its  Office  of  International  Librarianship,  Learning 
Resources,  and  Information  Services  will  render  orientation  services  along  the 
lines  set  forth  by  the  Committee  on  Visiting  Foreign  Librarians  of  the  Council 
of  National  Library  Associations. 

The  Jamaica  Library  Association  is  engaged  in  compiling  a  guide  to  the 
libraries  in  Jamaica,

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!♦   Meetings  of  Librarians 

An  International  Conference  on  Education  for  Librarianship,  made  possible 
by  a  grant  from  the  CJouncil  on  Library  Resources,  vdll  be  held  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  Illinois^  June  12-16,  196?. 

The  next  meeting  of  the  International  Federation  of  Library  Associations 
will  be  held  in  Toronto,  Canada,  August  15-19,  1967.  This  will  be  its  first 
meeting  in  the  Western  Hemisphere. 

The  meeting  of  the  Latin  American  Commission  of  the  International  Feder- 
ation of  Documentation  (FID/CLA)  is  scheduled  to  be  held  at  the  National  Univer- 
sity of  Mexico,  August  29  to  September  2,  196?. 

A  workshop  on  library  materials  for  the  Spanish- speaking  population  is 
being  planned  by  the  Texas  State  Library,  with  a  tentative  date  of  September 
1967. 

XI.  Latin  American  Studies  Association 

The  Latin  American  Studies  Association  which  was  established  in  May  1966 
has  undertaken  a  number  of  activities  to  promote  and  strengthen  Latin  American 
studies  in  the  United  States.  Of  special  interest  to  librarians  is  its  Com- 
mittee on  Scholarly  Resources.  It  is  chaired  by  the  Director  of  the  Hispanic 
Foundation,  and  includes  Dr.  Luther  Evans,  former  Librarian  of  Congress, 
Dr,  Charles  Griffin,  Editor  of  Latin  America:  A  Guide  to  its  Historical  Liter- 
atvire«  Mr.  Stanley  West,  Director  of  Libraries  at  the  University  of  Florida, 
and  Dr.  George  Kubler,  Historian  of  Art  at  Yale.  This  Committee  currently  has 
two  main  programs,  which  are  interrelated. 

The  first  and  longer  range  one  is  to  develop  for  librarians  of  college 
and  university  libraries  a  technical  acquisitions  manual  listing  the  basic 
works  which  such  libraries  have  to  obtain  in  order  to  provide  adequate  teach- 
ing and  research  materials  for  Latin  American  studies.  This  will  basically 
be  an  annotated  bibliography,  by  fields  and  disciplines,  with  indication  of 
priorities  that  the  Committee  suggests.  This  project  has  not  yet  been  fully 
funded . 

Related  to  the  acquisitions  manual  is  a  program  to  bring  into  availability 
various  works  long  out  of  print,  but  needed  for  teaching  and  research  on  Latin 
America,  It  was  thought  that  to  recommend  works  with  high  priority  that  were 
unavailable  would  be  unwise  and  frustrating,  hence  all  items  that  will  appear 
in  the  manual  will  be  available  either  from  publishers  or  through  the  LASA  Out- 
of-Print  Program.  Arrangements  were  recentl^  concluded  with  the  Xerox  Corpora- 
tion whereby  the  former  University  Microfilm  unit  will  issue  a  series  of  lis- 
tings prepared  by  the  Committee  under  joint  imprint  of  LASA  and  Xerox,  provid- 
ing notice  of  availability  in  microreproduction  of  such  works.  The  first  lis- 
ting, outlining  basic  reference  works,  is  expected  to  appear  shortly.  Further 
such  listings  will  include  sets  of  printed  historical  documents,  literary  an- 
thologies, basic  historical  monogrAphs,  and  other  classes  of  materials.

XII, 1.  AID  Book  Programs 

XII. 1. a.  Miscellaneous  AID  Book  Programs 

Mr.  Richard  Berg,  formerly  responsible  for  the  AID  book  program  in  Latin 
America  with  offices  in  Mexico,  has  returned  to  Washington  and  is  now  Acting 
Director  of  Human  Resources  Development  of  AID.   Mr.  Robert  Cross  has  been 
named  Regional  Book  Coordinator  for  Latin  America  in  HRD. 

The  operations  of  the  AID/ROCAP  project  to  create  and  provide  elementary 
school  textbooks  free  to  the  school  children  of  Central  America  and  Panama  has 
been  transferred  to  ODECA  (The  Organization  of  Central  American  States)  with 
headquarters  in  San  Salvador.   (See  SALALM,  Progress  Report;   I966  for  a  des- 
cription of  the  program) .   Further  assistance  has  been  given  by  AID  to  Central 
American  countries  in  training  teachers  in  the  use  of  the  textbooks, 

RTAC  has  announced  a  new  program  for  the  production  of  a  series  of  comic 
books  in  Spanish  for  community  development  projects,  focusing  on  the  problems 
of  "La  Familia  G6mez."  The  director  of  RTAC  (Regional  Technical  Aids  Center 
of  AID)  is  John  F.  Wood.  (See  also  XII. 8, Miscellaneous  Booktrade  Information) 

Xllol.b.  AID  Book  Missions 

Three  book  missions  were  sent  by  AID  to  Brazil,  Peru  and  Chile  in  I966  to 
study  book  publishing  and  distribution  as  well  as  use  in  libraries,  under  con- 
tract with  the  National  Book  Committee  for  Brazil  and  with  the  University  of 
Pittsburgh  for  Peru  and  Chile.  In  each  mission  one  librarian  accompanied  three 
representatives  of  the  UcS.  book  industry:   William  H.  Kurth,  Jay  Daily  and 
Harold  Lancour,  respectively. 

XIIoloC.  AID  Textbook  Rental  Library  Programs. 

AID  missions  in  Latin  America  were  informed  of  a  new  textbook  rental  li- 
brary program,  and  guidelines  for  establishing  university  textbook  rental  li- 
braries were  distributed  to  them  in  September  I966.  AID/RTAC  (Regional  Tech- 
nical Aids  Center  in  Mexico)  has  contracted  for  the  publication  in  FY  6?  of 
100  high-priority  science  and  engineering  texts  selected  by  the  National  Science 
Foundation,  with  funds  in  FY  68  to  help  carry  out  the  program.  AID's  first 
pilot  textbook  rental  library  was  inaugurated  January  9»  1967,  at  the  Universi- 
ty of  Guanajuato,  Mexico,  with  more  than  5,000  textbooks  being  provided  under 
a  USAID/M§xico  grant  of  $10,000,  An  addition  $5,000  in  RTAC  titles  will  be 
furnished  to  the  library.  Rental  proceeds  will  go  into  a  revolving  fund  for 
the  purchase  of  even  more  textbooks.  The  collection  is  located  in  the  main 
reading  room  of  the  university  library.   Textbooks  will  be  available  to  the 
8,000  students  at  a  fraction  of  their  selling  price. 

.By  mid-May  the  following  textbook  rental  library  projects  were  in  the  making 
under  USAID  programs:  Mexico,  University  of  Guanajuato  in  full  operation; 
Dominican  Republic,  four  libraries  launched,  2  more  to  be  opened  soon;  Honduras, 
agreement  signed  with  University  of  Honduras  including  a  $5,000  mission  grant 
and  $5,000  in  RTAC  titles;  Venezuela,  RTAC  personnel  has  gone  to  Venezuela  to 
aid  in  establishing  the  first  library  project;  Panama,  a  rental  library  program

with  the  new  Universidad  Santa  Maria  La  Antigua;  and  Costa  Rica,  agreement  now 
being  drafted  for  textbook  library  at  the  University  of  Costa  Rica,  and  dis- 
cussions being  held  on  similar  programs  at  3  normal  schools. 

Xlloltd.   AID- Brazilian  Textbook  Program. 

The  Brazilian  Ministry  of  Education  and  Culture  has  created  a  ComissSo  do 
Livro  T6cnico  e  do  Livro  Diddtico   (COLTED)  whose  objective  is  to  intensify  the 
production  amd  improve  the  quality  of  textbooks,  reduce  their  cost,  and  assure 
wider  distribution,  stimulating  the  works  of  native  authors  and  of  scientific 
and  technical  nature.  An  integral  part  of  the  plan  is  the  increase  in  libraries. 

In  order  to  make  this  10-year  program  possible,  Brazil  requested  and  re- 
ceived an  AID  loan  of  $15  billion  cruzeiros  for  the  production  and  distribution 
of  51  million  books.   This  amounts  to  $1^  million  (U.S.)  for  fiscal  196?  and  I968. 
During  a  3-year  period  the  Ministry  of  Education  of  Brazil  was  to  contribute 
the  remainder,  or  the  equivalent  of  $19  million  to  bring  the  total  project  to  a 
cost  of  $33  million  (U.S.)  in  cruzeiros.  Parties  to  the  MEC-SNEL-USAID  agreement 
were  the  Ministry  of  Education  and  Culture,  the  Sindicato  Nacional  dos  Editores 
de  LivTOs  and  USAID  under  the  terms  of  the  Alliance  for  Progress.  Various  steps 
have  been  taken  to  put  the  program  into  effect  including  a  Tsxtbook  Publishers 
Workshop  conducted  for  a  group  of  visiting  Brazilian  publishers  and  educators 
in  the  U.  S.  in  January  196?. 

COLTED  planned  for  the  week  of  May  2,  I967,  a  I  Semana  de  Estudos  da  COLTED 
whose  participants  included  teachers,  authors,  publishers  and  book  dealers,  edu- 
cators and  authorities,  in  order  to  draw  up  the  guidelines  for  a  policy  for  tech- 
nical books  and  textbooks,  in  relation  to  their  production,  publication,  and 
distribution.  Delegates  included  representatives  invited  from  all  the  state 
Secretaries  of  Education  and  the  universities.  Among  the  speakers  were  William 
Jackson,  speaking  on  the  need  for  school  libraries,'  Emerson  Brown  on  secondary 
school  textbooks  and  their  relationship  to  the  curriculum;  Claude  Boyd  on  ele- 
mentary school  texts  and  the  curriculum;  and  Kenneth  Hurst  on  improving  the  dis- 
tribution of  school  books. 

A  Library  Committee  which  met  as  part  of  the  Semana  de  Estudos  da  COLTED 
called  attention  to  the  fact  that  a  collection  of  textbooks  does  not  constitute 
a  library,  and  pointed  out  the  kinds  of  books  which  are  necessary  in  a  school 
library.  It  suggested,  furthermore,  in  its  16  recommendations,  that  technicsil 
processing  centers  be  established,  that  minimum  standards  for  school  libraries 
should  be  developed,  that  COLTED  organize  a  technical  assistance  service  to 
schools  with  the  aid  of  FEBAB  and  the  Confederagfio  Brasileira  de  Professores, 
that  means  be  found  for  teachers  to  take  courses  in  school  library  organization, 
that  COLTED  publish  "cataloging- in- source"  information  in  its  books,  that  there 
be  coordination  among  the  various  national,  state,  and  municipal  agencies  dealing 
with  school  libraries,  with  library  associations,  and  COLTED,  and  that  Central 
Libraries  be  maintained  in  all  universities  for  the  centralization  of  acquisi- 
tions, technical  processes,  reprography,  etc. 

COLTED  will  be  lesponsible  for  projects  involving  the  purchase  and  immediate 
distribution  of  titles  already  published,  the  selection  of  titles  in  the  process 
of  publication,  and  the  screening  of  new  titles.  The  distribution  according  to 
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XII, l.d,  (cont.)   educational  needs  will  involve  1,800,000  copies  for  elemen- 
tary schools,  585,000  for  middle  level,  and  80,000  copies  for  university  level. 
Some  6,000  elementary  school  "standard"  libraries  and  1,000  libraries  of  the 
Supervisao  do  DNE  —  Departamento  Nacional  de  Educagao  — i.  will  fecfeive  3OO  volumes, 
or  from  200  to  250  titles  of  the  2,^65,000  copies  for  the  purpose  of  organizing 
nuclei  of  rental  school  libraries  or  strengthening  the  ones  already  in  exis- 
tence.  About  1,000  high  schools,  100  industrial  schools,  3OO  commercial  schools, 
and  100  agricultural  schools  will  receive  400  volumes  including  250-300  titles. 
No  number  of  titles  has  been  set  for  the  5$0  universities.   Titles  will  include 
textbooks  and  children's  literature,  didactic  books  for  teachers,  and  reference 
works.  Distribution  will  be  made  in  collaboration  with  the  Institute  Nacional 
do  Livro.   COLTED,  with  Arnaldo  Miskier  as  Coordenador-Geral,  has  published  its 
Noticias  I, 

The  Governor  of  the  State  of  Sao  Paulo  has  proposed  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  the  formation  of  FELEME  -  Fundagao  Estadual  para  o  Livro  Escolar  e 
Material  de  Ensino,  for  research  and  development  of  textbooks  and  teaching  ma- 
terials . 

X II. I.e.  AID- Ecuadorian  Textbook  Program. 

In  the  $6  million  loan  for  educational  purposes  -given  by  USAID  to  Ecuador 
is  the  amount  of  $800,000  for  the  production  of  2  million  textbooks  and  teaching 
aids.  The  Ministry  of  Education  will  prepare  a  plan  for  the  production  of  ma- 
nuscripts, the  publication  and  distribution  of  the  books.  The  U.  S,  under  the 
Alliance  for  Progress  has  also  allocated  $6l6.000  for  the  educational  program, 
a  portion  of  which  was  used  for  a  workshop  on  the  writing  of  educational  mate- 
rials held  early  this  year  at  the  University  of  New  Mexico. 

XII. l.f.  AID  Textbook  Depository  Libraries  Project 

A  textbook  Depository  Libraries  Project  was  developed  by  the  University 
of  Pittsburgh  under  the  direction  of  Seth  Spaulding,  under  an  AID  contract. 
Lists  were  developed  in  the  form  of  7  Modules:   1)  elementary  education; 
2)  secondary  education;  3)  natural  sciences,  higher  education;  k)   mathematics, 
higher  education;   5)  social  studies,  higher  education;   6)  humanities,  higher 
education;   and  7)   professional  and  technical  fields,  higher  education.   Only 
basic  textbooks,  defined  as  appropriate  for  giving  instruction  in  the  princi- 
ples of  a  subject  or  used  as  a  basic  part  of  a  course  of  study,  are  listed, 
excluding  programed  texts,  etc.   The  purpose  of  the  lists  is  to  "aid  develop- 
ing nations  to  understand  criteria  involved  in  formulating  a  good  textbook, 
and  through  good  example,  stimulate  educators  and  writers  of  textbooks  to 
strengthen  their  background,  knowledge,  and  skill  in  the  production  of  good 
textbooks  oriented  to  their  own  cultures  and  to  the  needs  of  their  people." 

XII, 2.  Literacy  Materials  Center  in  the  University  of  Antioquia. 

A  literacy  materials  center  has  been  created  as  a  part  of  the  program  of 
the  new  Centre  T^cnico  de  Alfabetizaci6n  of  the  University  of  Antioquia  in 
Medellln,  Colombia,  by  Laubach  Literacy,  Inc.  In  the  production  of  a  "ladder 
series"  of  booklets  for  literacy  purposes  it  was  aided  by  a  grant  of  120,000 
Colombian  pesos  and  a  gift  of  paper  from  Printers  for  Freedom,  Inc.,  and  the 
advisory  services  of  the  Books  for  the  People  Fund,  Inc.  (For  full  report,  see 
Wilson  Library  Bulletin.  April  196?.) 
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XII,3.  PAHO  Medical  Textbooks  Pro.ject 

The  Pan  American  Health  Organization  is  seeking  a  loan  of  $2  million  from 
the  Inter-American  Development  Bank  for  the  purpose  of  producing  640,000  copies 
of  Spanish  translations  of  22.   textbooks  in  low-cost  editions  especially  in  the 
basic  sciences  for  pre-medic  students  in  Latin  America,  to  be  distributed 
through  the  medical  schools. 

XII. 4.  Franklin  Book  Programs,  Inc> 

A  grant  of  $250,000  from  the  W.  W.  Kellogg  Foundation  will  permit  Franklin 
Book  Programs,  Inc.  to  engage  in  an  effort  to  develop  a  more  effective  book 
publishing  industry  in  Latin  America  and  to  provide  more  textbooks  in  Spanish 
and  Portuguese  for  less  money  to  medical  students. 

A  3-year  grant  from  the  McGregor  Fund  will  help  finance  the  translation 
of  American  children's  books  into  languages  of  the  countries  where  Franklin 
works.  A  Guide  to  Book  Publishing  written  by  Datus  Smith,  Director  of  Franklin, 
designed  for  use  in  developing  countries,  was  published  in  1966  by  R.  R.  Bowker. 

A  Centre  de  Bibliotecnia  .  para  o  Desenvolvimento,  affiliated  with  Franklin 
and  supported  by  the  FundagSo  Roberto  Simonsen,  was  established  in  I966  in  Sao 
Paulo.  A  training  seminar  for  book-publishing  personnel  was  sponsored  by  the 
Centres  and  held  in  Rio  and  SSo  Paulo.   (See  also  III. 4)  The  Center  in  Rio 
is  promoting  the  production  of  children's  books  in  Portuguese,  and  has  offered 
to  provide  films  for  reproduction  of  colored  plates  for  translations  of  U.  S, 
children's  books.  Many  books  on  book  publishing  have  been  issued  or  are  con- 
templated by  the  Center. 

XII. 5«  International  Book  Institute 

An  International  Book  Institute  has  been  organized  as  "an  independent, 
nonprofit  corporation,  created  by  private  initiative  and  private  funds,  with 
the  purpose  of  increasing  in  every  possible  way  the  flow  of  books  ajid  related 
educational  and  cultural  materials  between  the  United  States  and  foreign  coun- 
tries." At  a  meeting  held  in  September  I966  at  the  invitation  of  the  National 
Academy  of  Sciences  an  organizing  committee  was  formed  under  the  chairmanship 
of  Curtis  Benjamin.  It  is  anticipated  that  a^  much  as  $5  to  10  million  will  be 
contributed  by  foundations,  commercial  and  private  donors,  including  book- 
publishing  and  associated  industries,  and  that  contracts  will  be  made  by  the 
governement  with  the  new  organization.  Membership  in  the  Board  of  Directors 
includes  Marion  Ab  Milczewski  and  William  Dix. 

XII. 6.  Inter-American  Center  for  Scholarly  Books. 

The  first  meeting  of  the  Directors  of  CILA  (Centre  Interamericano  de  Libros 
AcadSmicos)  was  held  in  October  to  discuss  increasing  the  distribution  of  works 
by  university  presses  and  non-commercial  publishers.  In  attendance  were:  Chester 
Kerr,  Frsmk  Wardlaw,  August  Fruge,  Dana  J.  Pratt,  Ram6n  de  Zubiria,  Jos^  Honorio 
Rodrigues,  Alberto  M.  Salas  and  Rub^n  Bonifaz  Nuiio.  Carlos  Bosch  Garcia  is 
director  of  CILA, 
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XII, ?•  The  Booktrade  in  Latin  America 

A  new  work  entitled  La  empresa  del  libro  en  America  Latina.  Editores  v 
libreros  (300p.)   is  being  distributed  by  Bowker  Editores  Argentina. 

.  Book  importation  into  Argentina  has  been  further  complicated  by  circular 
R.  C,  no.  2^6  of  August  13,  1965i  of  the  Banco  Central,  requiring  that  foreign 
bookdealers  must  wait  until  the  book  is  received  in  Argentina  and  a  customs 
certificate  verifying  its  receipt  provided  before  payment  caji  be  made. 

Mrs.  Hilde  Cohn  of  the  Livraria  Peter  Pan  Ltda,  Caiia  Postal  ^136,  SSo 
Paulo,  announces  that  her  firm  is  the  exclusive  export  agent  for  the  Brazilian 
publishing  house  Difusao  Kacional  do  Livro  which  has  issued  a  10  voliime  series 
entitled  Documentos  Hist6ricos<>  This  dealer  can  supply  books  in  print  published 
in  S9.0   Paulo,  Curitiba,  Belo  Horizonte,  and  Rio,  but  not  for  the  northern  pairt 
of  Brazil. 

Colombian  booktrade  and  bibliography:  a  survey  with  bibliographical  ap- 
pendices (39Po) was  submitted  by  Carolyn  DearnAley  at  the  NDEA  Summer  Institute 
in  Spanish  and  Latin  American  Librarianship  at  the  University  of  Illinois  in 
1966.  A  photocopy  can  be  procured  from  Miss  Dearnaley,  Antioch  College  Library, 
Yellow  Spring,  Ohio. 

Mexico's  Secretaria  de  Educaci6n  Pftblica,  Departamento  de  Bibliotecas,  has 
issued  a  Directorio  de  editoriales  y  editores  mexicanos,  I966  (4A-p.).  The 
Fichero  bibliogr&fico  hispajioamericajio,  vol.  6,  no.  1,  octubre  I966,  reports  on 
the  "Comercio  exterior  del  libro"  of  Mexico,  by  Julio  Sanz  Sainz,  revealing  that 
in  1965  Mexico  imported  k6*S%   of  its  books  from  Spain  and  29.^51^  from  the  U.  S., 
for  a  total  of  7^  million  pesos.  Mexico  exported  6?  million  pesos  to  countries 
in  this  order  of  purchase:  Argentina,  Chile,  Venezuela,  Peru,  Colombia,  Spain, 
the  U.  S.,  Costa  Rica,  and  Panama. 

The  Addison-Wesley  Publishing  Company  has  initiated  the  publication  of 
bilingual  editions  of  scientific  and  technical  books  and  expects  to  issue  10  to 
15  in  the  next  year.  Illustrations,  equations,  etc.,  appear  on  the  right  hand 
pages  with  the  English  text,  but  only  the  Spanish  translation  of  the  text  is 
given  on  the  left  pages. 

The  Da vies  Book  Company  Ltd,  3^68  Melrose  Avenue,  Montreal,  Canada,  is  pre- 
pared to  supply  especially  noncurrent  books  from  Latin  America  and  Cuba.  List 
66:66  is  of  rare  books  on  Cuba. 

The  Bolivar  Bookshop,  1  Grove  Road,  P.O.  Box  ^13,  Kingston  10,  Jamaica, 
began  in  196?  to  issue  monthly  basic  lists  of  new  Caribbean  publications,  and 
will  accept  standing  orders  for  all  new  publications.  They  also  offer  a  binding 
service,  and  the  cost  is  indicated  on  the  monthly  lists. 

Donald  G.  Bryan,  17  East  8th  Street,  Erie,  Pennsylvania  I65OI,  has  issued 
his  Catalog  no.  1,  Latin  American  books  —  new,  used,  out-of-print,  rare.  Most 
of  the  titles  are  in  English. 
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XII,7»   (cont.)   The  Joseph  S.  Werlin  Collection  of  Mexicana,  consisting  of 
some  1,500  items  in  Spanish  and  English,  has  been  offered  for  sale  by  Mrs.  J.S, 
Werlin,  23^0  Underwood,  Houston,  Texas.  This  personal  collection  of  a  faculty 
member  of  the  University  of  Houston  contains  books,  government  documents,  and 
journals,  ranging  principally  from  the  1950 's  to  date.

It  is  still  too  early  to  submit  the  figures  for  I966  imprints  but  all 
indications  are  that  the  1965  total  will  be  surpassed. 

The  institutions  which  are  participating  1ft  LACAP  have  increased  to  thirty- 
eight.

Titles  acquired  by  LACAP  beginning  February  1967,  are  now  identified  by 
a  distinctive  LACAP  xtnmber.  This  number  appears  on  the  catalog  cards  of  the 
Library  of  Congress  for  publications  which  it  acquires  under  this  program, 
^t  also  appears  on  each  title  mentioned  in  the  Monthly  "New  Latin  American 
Books"  list. 

The  Library  of  Congress  is  now  receivini^  all  of  the  LACAP  materials  by 
air  mall.  Nonetheless,  LACAP  contintieei  to  send  weekly  shipnents  for  cooperat- 
ive cataloguing  to  eight  of  the  participating  libraries.  It  may  be  appropriate 
at  this  time  to  Inquire,  Iq  view  of  the  speeded  up  cataloguing  at  I/!,  whether  the 
cooperative  cataloguing  of  LACAP  materials  is  any  longer  necessary. 
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1.3  (Cont»)  The  increased  demands  for  Brazilian  punlications  have  made  it 
imperative  to  establish  a  second  Stechert-Hafner  office  in  Latin  America,  this 
time  in  Rio  de  Janeiro.  By  maintaining  a  staff  the  year  round  in  Brazil  LACAP 
hopes  to  be  in  a  better  position  to  solve  the  manifold  problems  of  obtaining 
books  froD  all  parts  of  that  country.  It  is  expected  that  LACAP  will  acquire 
Brazilian  materials  on  a  much  wider  scale  and  much  more  efficiently  than  in 
the  past. 

Close  liason  has  been  established  with  the  Library  of  Congress  office  in 
Brazil,  so  that  participating  libraries  may  profit  from  the  results  which  the 
Library  of  Congress  has  been  able  to  achieve  through  its  own  operation. 

We  expect  that  the  Stechert-Hafner  office  in  Rio  will  be  in  operation  by 
the  time  the  twelfth  Seminar  convenes.

During  the  relatively  brief  period  that  the  office  has 
been  in  operation  approximately  1,800  Brazilian  titles  have  been  identified, 
purchfiised,  and  shipped  to  the  Library  of  Congress,  During  this  time  Mr.  Pariseau 
has  also  been  in  contact  with  publishing  sources  in  other  parts  of  Brajsil  and 
arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  transmittal  of  noncommercial  publications 
on  a  wider  scale  than  had  been  possible  heretofore.  Commercial  publishers  outside 
Rio  and  SSo  Paulo  have  also  been  informed  of  the  program  and  an  effort  has  been 
made  to  insure  regular  and  continued  receipt  of  any  publications  from  these 
areas  falling  within  its  scope. 

With  the  establishment  of  a  LACAP  office  in  Rio,  under  the  direction  of 
Guillermo  Baraya  Borda,  LC  acquisitions  are  coordinated  with  those  of  LACAP. 
The  Library  of  Congress  copy  is  transmitted  via  APO  to  Stechert-Hafner  in  New 
York,  where  it  is  listed,  assigned  a  LACAP  number  and  immediately  forwarded 
to  LC.  It  is  then  given  "Rush"  cataloging  treatment  by  the  Library  of  Congress, 
and  the  LACAP  number  is  included  on  the  printed  card. 

Extension  of  the  Title  II  program  to  Argentina  next  fiscal  year,  while 
recognized  by  the  Library  of  Congress  as   desirable,  will  depend  upon  the  a- 
vailability  of  funds.  Although  the  authorized  amount  imder  the  Higher  Education 
Act  is  $7,700,000,  it  appears  that  the  amount  of  the  actual  appropriation  next 
year  will  be  only  $4,000,000.  If  so,  very  little  in  the  way  of  expansion  can 
be  contemplated.  In  the  mesmtime,  however,  Mr.  Pariseau  is  investigating  the 
possibility  of  establishing  a  small  local  office  in  Buenos  Aires,  throu^  which 
Argentine  publications  could  be  acquired  on  a  wider  scale  then  in  now  possible. 

In  addition  to  seeking  out  official  and  privately  published  works  in  the 
principal  publishing  centers  of  Rio  amd  S&o   Paulo,  Mro  Pariseau  has  visited 
Salvador,  Recife,  Belo  Horizonte  and  Porto  Alegre.  His  report  of  the  V  Congresso 
Brasileiro  de  Biblioteconomia  e  Documentagao  which  he  attended  in  January  is 
given  in  the  LC  Information  Bulletin,  February  9,  1967.  (See  also  1.3  for  LC 
relations  with  LACAP) 

On  May  25,  a  report  of  the  Subcommittee  oh  Appropriations  for  HEW  was  made 
to  the  House  and  passed  without  change.  They  direct  that  $4  million  be  allocat- 
ed to  LC  to  carry  out  Title  II-C  objetives.  This  is  the  same  as  the  amount  for 
last  yearo

If  the  Regional  Bibliographic  Center  for  the  Caribbean 
develops  as  anticipated ^  and  data  is  sent  from  the  University  of  Florida  tp  it, 
consideration  will  then  be  given  to  discontinuing  this  annual  listing.

The  problem  continues  in  regard  to  the  export  of  books  from  Argentina. 
CILA  in  Mexico  is  trying  to  conclude  an  agreement  with  EUDEBA  but  has  not  yet 
been  successful.

In  accordance  with  the  request  of  XI  SALALM  a  special  panel  dleeusBion  of 
the  developnent  of  various  kinds  and  sizes  of  Latin  American  collections  has 
been  planned  for  XII  SALALM.  The  topics  and  authors  of  working  papers  were  se- 
lected to  give  a  wide  view  of  the  diversity  of  the  problem. 

Two  activities  are  proposed  by  the  Subcommittee  for  the  coming  year,  1)  the 
definition  of  a  collection;  and  2)  a  collection  of  the  reserve  reading  lists  at 
universities  having  Latin  American  area  studies  programs.

In  order  to  speed  up  the  completion  of  the  compilation  of  Latin  American 
Area  Studies?  A  Basic  List  in  Spanish,  Portuguese^,  and  French  the  members  of 
the  Ad  hoc  Subcommitttee  met  with  the  SALALM  Secretary  and  staff  members  of  the 
World  Publishing  Company  in  Cleveland,  Ohio,  DecMiber  9-10,  1966.  A  ^-page 
report  of  the  meeting  was  subsequently  issued. 

For  maximum  usefulness  it  was  agreed  that  the  list  should  be  compiled  so 
as  to  be  not  only  of  use  to  colleges  and  under- graduate  area  studies  programs 
in  the  U.  S,  and  in  Europe,  but  also  as  a  buying  guide  for  institutions  in  Latin 
America.  Some  1,000  titles,  exclusive  of  periodicals,  will  be  included,  whether 
in  print  or  not.  By  September  it  is  anticipated  that  all  of  the  entries  will 
have  been  sutoitted  to  the  chairman  who  will  draft  the  introductory  material. 
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I.lOo   (Contc)   Daniel  Newberry  will  edit  the  sections*  Copy  is  to  be  ready 
for  publication  by  December  196?. 

It  was  suggested  that  the  list  might  be  kept  up-to-date  by  a  5-year  sup- 
plement or  revision,  and  that  that  interval  was  necessary  in  order  to  be  able 
to  evaluate  new  material » 

Some  discussion  took  place  as  to  the  marketability  of  microfiche  reproduc- 
tions of  the  titles  listed  for  the  various  purposes  of  teaching,  research  and 
preservation* 

I.llo  Ad  hoc  Subcommittee  on  the  Acquisition  of  Current  Nongovernmental  Period-

Mrso  Charity  Greene  of  the  Ad  hoc  Subc(Mmiiittee  on  the  Acquisition  of 
Current  Nongovernmental  Periodicals  has  completed  the  preliminary  checking  of 
exchange  sources,  based  on  the  lists  issued  as  Working  Papers  of  previous 
Seminars.  The  list  comprises  some  3»500  addresses.  In  accordance  with  Res.

Peter  de  la  Garza  (PAU)  has  begun  the  re^ 
vision  of  the  basic  list,  adding  to  it  new  exchange  sources  developed  by  the 
Library  of  Congress  and  the  Columbus  Memorial  Library.

II. 1. a.  Bibliographic  Centers  (Ca-7,  CG-13.  W-12.  St.L.-27,  D-21,  CU-21) 

Il.l.aol.  Pilot  Bibliographic  Center  for  the  Caribbean 

Ilol.a.l.a.  Caribbean  Regional  Library 

The  Caribbean  Regional  Library,  under  the  direction  of  Sra.  Paulita  C. 
Maldonado  de  la  Torre,  has  striven  to  carry  out  its  functions  as  a  library  of 
the  Caribbean  Economic  Development  Corporation  (CODECA) ,  as  a  regional  library 
for  the  Caribbean  area,  as  a  bibliographic  center,  and  as  a  reprographic  center 
f f or  Caribbean  materials.  Below  is  a  description  of  its  efforts.  (For  Current 
Caribbean  Bibliography,  see  11.^. a;  for  a  description  of  CODBCJL,  see  SALALM 
Progress  Reports  1966;  and  for  copying  materials,  see  Il.l.a.l.d.)  In  I966  the 
CRL  began  the  monthly  publication  of  a  Selective  List  of  Recent  Publications 
Catalogued. 

Il.l.a.lab.  Regional  Bibliographic  Center  for  the  Caribbean. 

The  Caribbean  Regional  Library  has  continued  to  work  toweurd  the  establish- 
ment of  a  Regional  Bibliographic  Center  for  the  Caribbean.  To  that  effect  it 
contracted  the  services  of  System  Development  Corporation  to  survey  present  li- 
brary operations  keeping  in  mind  the  library  as  the  possible  place  for  the 
center.  The  survey  indicated  areas  where  changes  were  desirable  and  the  need 
to  change  certain  procedures  to  streamline  operations.  The  use  of  computers 
was  envisaged  smd  the  cooperation  of  the  Tabulation  Office  of  the  University 
of  Puerto  Rico  was  obtained.  A  test  run  was  scheduled  and  the  product,  together 
with  the  design  of  the  center,  was  presented  to  the  delegates- to  the  Conference 
on  the  Establishment  of  a  Regional  Bibliographic  Center  for  the  Caribbean. 
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Il.l.a.l.b.  (Cont.)  The  needs  for  the  center,  the  efforts  undertaken,  the 
design  itself  and  examples  of  other  centers  were  the  theme  of  the  papers  pres- 
ented. These  were  discussed  later  in  small  groups  and  were  amended,  criticized 
but  accepted  in  general  terras,  by  the  delegates.  The  resulting  resolutions 
were  favorable  to  the  center  and  the  Caribbesm  Regional  Librairy  with  the  help 
of  interested  individuals  and  institutions,  plajis  to  continue  in  its  efforts  to 
bring  about  its  establishment. 

Iloloa.l.c.  Conference  for  the  Establishment  of  a  Regional  Bibliographic  Center 

The  Conference  for  the  Establishment  of  a  Regional  Bibliographic  Center 
for  the  Caribbean  was  held  at  CODECA,  March  28-29,  196?  at  the  invitation  of 
the  Executive  Secretary,  Dr.  Luis  A.  Passalacqua  and  the  Director  of  the  Library, 
Mrs.  de  la  Torre.  Some  22  delegates  from  the  Caribbean  and  7  frcxn  institutions 
in  the  U.  S.  attended  the  meeting  under  the  chairmanship  of  Miss  Enid  Baa,  for- 
mer librarian  of  the  CRL  under  the  Caribbean  Organization. 

Proposed  aB  services  for  the  Center  were:  1)  dissemination  of  bibliogra- 
phic information  on  material  published  in  the  Caribbean  or  about  the  region; 
2)  location  of  materials  needed  by  students  and  researchers;  3)  preparation  of 
subject  bibliographies;  k)   up-dating  of  the  Current  Caribbean  Bibliography 
promised  by  the  Government  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Puerto  Rico  upon  accepting 
the  trusteeship  of  the  Caribbean  Regional  Library. 

Papers  presented  to  the  Conference  were  the  following:  1)  the  need  for  the 
center,  by  Mrs.  Marietta  Daniels  Shepard;  2)  the  efforts  made  by  the  CHL  to 
bring  about  its  establishment,  by  Mrs.  Paulita  Maldonado  de  la  Torre;  3)  design 
of  the  proposed  center,  by  Mr.  Joseph  Breen  of  the  System  Development  Corpora- 
tion; k)    the  experiences  of  other  centers  which  provide  the  services  envision- 
ed as  part  of  the  Caribbean  center,  by  Mr.  Raymond  Barret  of  SDC ;  and  5)  eval- 
uation of  needs  wJvi-ch  might  be  met  by  the  center,  by  Sr.  Luis  Passalacqua. 

Round  tables  were  formed  to  discuss  the  proposal  of  SDC  to  ensure  partici- 
pation of  all  present,  and  their  reports  were  given  to  the  plenary  session. 
The  full  support  and  collaboration  of  those  present  from  the  Caribbean  area  in 
supplying  bibliographic  information  was  promised.   (See  Annex  1  for  the  reso- 
lutions of  the  Conference.) 

Prior  to  the  meeting  itself,  Mrs.  de  la  Torre  had  visited  Trinidad  and 
Guyana.  An  Ad  hoc  Committee  for  the  Establishment  of  a  Bibliographic  Center 
in  the  Caribbean  was  constituted  in  Puerto  Rico  to  discuss  the  draft  proposals 
of  the  CRL.  Seven  persons  participated  in  the  two  meetings  of  the  Committee, 
and  their  decisions  were  incorporated  into  the  planning  for  the  Conference 
itself. 
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Ilol.aol.d.  Reproduction  of  Holdings  of  Caribbean  Regional  Library 

For  the  dual  purpose  of  making  Caribbean  publications  more  vrLdely  available 
to  libraries  and  satisfying  better  the  needs  of  researchers  for  materials  not 
easily  procured  through  commercial  channels,  as  well  as  to  ease  the  requests 
for  inter-library  loans  difficult  to  mail  from  the  islands,  it  has  been  thought 
desirable  that  photocopying  services  should  be  a  major  activity  of  the  Caribbean 
Regional  Library. 

An  attempt  was  made  by  the  Committee  on  Bibliography,  the  Caribbean  Regional 
Libraryj  and  University  Microfilms,  Inc.,  a  Xerox  Company,  to  determine  the 
extent  of  the  use  which  would  be  made  of  photocopying  facilities  if  installed 
at  CODECAo  As  a  test  case,  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Bibliography  check- 
ed Lists  I-  IV,  March-Sept,,  1966,  of  the  CRL's  Selective  List  of  Recent  Pub- 
lications Catalogued  against  the  holdings  of  the  University  of  Florida  Libraries. 
The  list  of  selected  items  found  to  be  lacking  and  needed  by  Florida  contained 
11  titles  from  Cuba  and  Puerto  Rico,  27  from  the  English-speaking  islands  and 
Guayana,  3  from  the  French  West  Indies,  and  1  from  the  Netherlands  West  Indies, 
These  k2   titles  the  University  of  Florida  would  be  willing  to  acquire  in  re- 
print form  from  CODECA  if  the  prices  were  satisfactory, 

A  study  also  made  to  determine  the  types  of  Latin  American  materials  most 
needed  for  inter-library  loan  at  the  University  of  Florida  found  the  following 
(not  necessarily  in  order  of  demand) :  1)  current  documents  beauring  on  social, 
economic  J  and  political  development  (including  gazeteers) ;  2)  historical  clas- 
sics of  the  various  countries,  including  the  leading  journals,  literary  and 
political,  during  the  national  periods;  3)  documents, especially  from  early 
colonial  and  early  national  period,  needed  because  new  studies  to  find  bases 
for  national  development  are  in  the  offing;  k)   bibliographical  materials; 
5)  bibliographic  and  reference  materials;  6)  documents  from  military  services, 
from  colonial  period  to  the  present;  and  7)  materials  on  developing  political 
parties  from  1930 's  to  date,  including  election  returns o  There  is  an  increas- 
ing need  also  for  various  editions  of  literacy  and  other  works. 

In  order  to  ascertain  the  potential  market  for  these  items  on  microfilm 
or  in  reprint  form,  the  list  of  Selected  Items...  was  sent  to  some  500  persons 
and  institutions  in  the  mailing  of  invitations  to  XII  SALADi.  A  note  read,  "For 
prices  on  microfilm  or  Xeroxed  copies  of  these  items,  write  to  Sra.  Paulita  Mal- 
donado  de  la  Torre,  Library,  CODECA,  Apartado  IO58,  Hato  Rey,  Puerto  Rico  OO919.' 

UMI  indicated  its  willingness  to  collaborate  and  held  conferences  with 
many  persons  concerned  with  Caribbean  acquisitions »  In  exchange  for  the  avail- 
ability of  materials  for  filming  and  working  space  in  which  to  put  the  equipment, 
UMI  proposed  to  set  up  necessary  Xerox  and  microfilming  equipment  at  CODECA. 
It  will  supply  a  person  to  duplicate  material  not  available  for  distribution 
through  trade  channels,  which  it  will  duplicate  at  normal  library  photo- 
duplication  rates.  All  requests  will  be  channeled  through  the  Library  and  the 
firm  will  not  do  any  bookkeeping.  It  will,  however,  take  care  of  any  copyright 
problems  that  may  arise.  The  project  will  be  set  up  on  a  6-months  trial  basis 
to  see  what  demand  there  is  for  the  service. 
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Il.l.a.l.d.  (Cont.)  Some  worke  of  Caribbean  origin  are  known  to  be  in  need  of 
reproduction,  periodical  sets  as  well  as  monographs*  The  facilities  at  CODSCA 
will  be  able  to  provide  this  service*  It  is  proposed  that  the  SALALM  Subcom- 
mittee on  Caribbean  Bibliographic  and  Library  Activities  be  extended  to  include 
some  corresponding  members  to  work  with  CODECA  in  identifying  these  works,  or 
that  a  joint  committee  with  Acquisitions  be  appointed  for  this  purpose.   (See 
also  II.   Committee  on  Bibliography) 

The  Conference  on  the  regional  center  provided  an  opportunity  for  discus- 
sions on  the  feasibility  of  a  copying  service  at  the  CRL.   (See  also  II.l.a.l*e, 
below) 

11*1. a. I.e.  Ad  hoc  Subcommittee  on  Pilot  Bibliographic  Center  for  the  Caribbean 

The  members  of  the  Ad  hoc  Subcommittee  met  together  with  Miss  Zimmerman 
and  Mrs.  Shepard  on  March  30,  following  the  close  of  the  conference  on  a 
bibliographic  center  for  the  Caribbean.  Present  were  all  the  members;  Paulita 
Maldonado  de  la  Torre,  Luisa  Vigo  Cepeda,  Sra.  Albertina  PSrez  de  Rosa,  and 
Kenneth  Ingram.  Discussions  centered  principally  around  the  potential  use  of 
Xerox  equipment  to  be  placed  at  the  Caribbean  Regional  library  and  practical 
means  of  collaboration  of  Caribbeeui  librarians  in  supplying  bibliographical 
data  on  cards  as  well  as  on  programmed  work  sheets  for  the  proposed  new  Re- 
gional Bibliographic  Center  for  the  Caribbean.  A  compromise  in  respect  to 
retrospective  material  before  1950  was  achieved  with  the  idea  that  libraries 
submitting  data  on  work  sheets  would  give  only  those  titles  issued  since  1950 
(the  date  at  which  Current  Caribbean  Bibliography  was  begun),  and  those  send- 
ing cards  for  their  new  acquisitions  would  also  send  cards  for  titles  publish- 
ed before  1950  as  well  as  for  those  published  thereafter.  This  would  be  a 
first-step  measure,  looking  forward  to  the  time  when  it  might  be  possible  to 
develop  a  union  catalog  of  holdings  of  Caribbean  libraries.  The  University 
of  the  West  Indies  already  has  a  union  catalog  of  10-12,000  titlfea  on  th6 
British  West  Indies.  Reports  of  significant  acquisitions  of  older  materials 
can  also  form  part  of  the  annual  report  made  by  SALALM  and  can  appear  in 
Caribbean  Studies  as  well* 

It  was  further  suggested  that  if  Xerox  facilities  at  the  Caribbean  Re- 
gional Librai'y   could  be  used  to  issue  unpublished  bibliographies,  the  Ins- 
titute of  Caribbean  Studies  could  do  a  survey  of  the  unpublished  bibliogra- 
phies which  exist  in  the  area*   (See  II*l*g.)  The  ICS  might  also  be  an  ap- 
propriate agency  for  state-of-the  art  surveys  of  bibliography  and  publishing 
at  least  of  the  Caribbean  area. 

.  .Consideration  was  also  given  as  to  how  financial  assistance  might  be 
given  to  facilitate  the  cooperation  of  Caribbean  librarisins  in  supplying  bib- 
liographic information  to  the  pilot  center.  It  was  suggested  that  a  flexible 
arrangement  might  be  made  with  Stechert-Hafner,  Inc.,  and  LACAP  so  that  bibliog- 
graphic  infdrmatioil  might  b6  provided  as  well  as  copies  of  books  the  cost  of 
which  would  be  met  by  the  regular  service  charge. 

The  need  for  an  acquisitions  survey  was  also  mentioned  with  the  sugges- 
tion that  a  sample  survey  be  made  of  British  West  Indies  materiaiLs. 
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Iloloa.l.fo  Cooperation  of  the  University  of  Florida 

The  University  of  Florida  Libraries  have  a  Farmington  Plan  commitment 
for  supplying  catalog  information  for  materials  from  the  Caribbeaji  area.  Fur- 
thermore 5  it  has  maintained  a  "Caribbean  Shelf  List"  covering  its  Caribbean 
acquisitions  from  1950  on,  and  has  published  an  annual  list  of  Caribbean  Ac- 
quisitions at  the  request  of  SALA.LM. 

At  a  staff  meeting  on  their  FP  responsibilites ,  there  was  agreement  that 
Florida  should  cooperate  fully  in  the  creation  of  a  Regional  Bibliographic 
Center  at  the  CRL  and  that  the  Ceuribbean  Shelf  List  should  be  used  by  the  Sys- 
tem Development  Corporation  as  a  source  of  data  concerning  retrospective  and 
current  publications  in  and  about  the  area.  As  for  new  materials,  it  was  a- 
greed  that  an  extra  card  for  Farmingtoh  Plan  acquisitions  could  be  made  to 
send  to  the  CRL. 

As  for  the  reproduction  of  Caribbean  materials  held  by  Florida  and  re- 
quested on  interlibrary  loan  by  the  CRL,  it  was  thought  that  it  would  be  best 
for  the  University  to  provide  a  Xeroxed  copy  for  CRL,  with  a  possible  credit 
being  allowed  the  University  for  it. 

When  the  plans  for  the  bibliographic  center  are  put  into  effect  smd 
Current  Caribbean  Bibliography  is  issued  on  a  current,  regular  basis,  giving 
location  for  new  titles,  the  University  of  Florida  will  consider  terminating 
the  publication  of  Caribbean  Acquisitions  to  devote  the  amount  currently  spent 
toward  the  assembling  of  retrospective  data  on  their  collection. 

II»l,ao2«  Inter-Americam  Book  Institute  (Proposed) 

In  the  planning  for  a  permanent  U.S.  installation  for  Inter ama  being 
developed  now  in  Miami  is  the  idea  of  a  library- type  operation  which  would  give 
information  on  Latin  America,  using  modern  information  retrieval  methods. 
Some  7  firms  have  been  asked  to  bid  on  the  installation  and  they  submitted 
their  plans  in  May.  One  of  the  firms  suggested  that  something  similar  to  the 
Inter-American  Bibliographic  Institute  recommended  by  SALAD!  be  created.  It 
wsLs  also  considered  pertinent  to  provide  book  distribution  services  which 
would  make  it  possible  for  Latin  Americans  to  acquire  U.  S.  books  more  easily 
and  for  North  Americans  to  acquire  books  from  Latin  America,  especially  those 
of  a  popular  nature » 

A  memorandum  was  prepared  by  the  SALALM  Secretary  proposing  an  Inter- 
American  Book  Institute  for  consideration  by  the  Department  of  Commerce's  U.  S, 
Expositions  Staff.  A  permanent  service  facility  would  provide  the  following: 
1)  a  bilingual  library  especially  for  children  and  yoimg  people  and  an  in- 
formation service  on  Latin  America  using  automated  information  retrieval 
methods;  2)  a  permanent  exhibition  facility  for  new  books  of  the  Hemisphere; 

3)  an  inter-American  bibliographical  institue  to  facilitate  bibliographic  com- 
pilation for  Latin  America  and  to  supply  rapid  bibliographic  information;  suid 

4)  a  book  distribution  center  to  supply  U.  S»  books  to  l4tin  America  and  Latin 
American  books  to  the  U.  S.

Letters  were  sent  to  12,000  persons  and 
organizations  in  the  U.  S,,  Canada,  Puerto  Rico  and  Latin  America^  seeking 
information.  Approximately  25O  institutions  are  involved  in  the  research.

Under  the  sponsorship  of  the  Pan  American  Union  and  with  a  grant  from  the 
Council  on  Library  Resources,  a  meeting  was  held  in  San  Jos6  Purua,  Mexico- 
June  18-20,  1966,  to  discuss  the  feasibility  of  compiling  a  list  of  boolcs  for 
Latin  American  University  libraries  (LILIBU) ,  the  probable  cost,  and  to  draft 
guidelines  for  its  compilation.  Participating  in  the  Meeting  of  Consultation 
were?  Nettie  Lee  Benson  and  A.  G,  Dale  (U,  Texas);  Sra,  Nadia  de  Levi  (UDUAL) , 
Pedro  Zaraora  (Asoc»  Mex.  Bibliotecarios) ;  Armando  Sandoval  (UNAM) ,  and  Marietta 
Daniels  Shepard  (PAU) .   (See  A  Selected  List  of  Books  for  Latin  American  Uni- 
versity Libraries?  Proposal  for  Its  Compilation.  Washington,  D.  C,  Pan  Americaji 
Union,  I9660   Its  Cuadernos  Bibliotecol6gicos  no,  38,  6p.) 

The  Pan  American  Union  has   assumed  the  responsibility  for  seeking  the 
funds  —  approximately  $200,000  —  considered  essential  for  the  compilation 
which  will  be  the  responsibility  of  the  Union  of  Latin  American  Universities, 
with  headquarters  in  Mexico.  Computers  will  be  used  in  the  storage  of  bibliog- 
raphic information  and  in  the  print- out  of  provisional  and  the  final  text  of 
the  lists. 

At  the  suggestion  of  the  Council  on  Library  Resources  a  pilot  project  to 
test  the  efficacy  of  the  plan  was  drafted  by  the  Paji  American  Union  as  a  "Fea- 
sibility Study  and  Experimentation  in  the  Compilation  of  a  Selected  List  of 
Books  for  Latin  American  University  Libraries:  First  Phase  of  the  Proposed 
Project  'LILIBU«  ",  and  submitted  in  March  I967  to  CLR.  This  calls  for  "the 
compilation  and  publication  of  a  selected  list  of  reference  works  and  period- 
icals recommended  for  a  general  university  library  collection  in  Latin  America, 
as  the  first  phase  of  a  project  for  the  compilation  of  a  selected  list  of  books 
for  Latin  American  university  libraries..," 

Because  of  the  doubt  which  exists  in  the  minds  of  some  foundation  officers 
that  the  list  would  be  used,  a  questionnaire  was  sent  to  the  rectors  said  li- 
brarians of  some  70  institutions  in  Latin  America  that  have  received  grants  or 
loans  in  recent  years  containing  some  provisions  for  improved  library  services 
and/or  collections,  to  inquire  as  to  its  potential  use  and  as  to  whether  there 
would  be  any  likelihood  of  the  university's  budgeting  a  minimum  of  3%   of  the 
university's  budget  for  the  library  if  such  a  list  were  available.  Replies 
have  been  received  from  about  10  administrators  and  20  librarians  to  date* 
The  same  questionnaire  was  sent  to  20  U.  S«  librarians  who  have  recently  been 
engaged  in  advj-sory  or  administrative  work  in  Latin  American  university  librar- 
ies, and  replies  have  been  received  from  19  of  them.  The  replies  have  been 
overwhelmingly  in  support  of  the  need  for  the  list  and  even  optimistic  about 
increased  budgets  for  libraries.   In  many  instances,  lengthy  explanatory  replies 
were  sent  in  addition  to  the  questionnaire  and  in  support  of  the  compilation. 

An  analysis  of  the  replies  will  be  made  in  the  near  future  and  a  report 
made  on  the  survey.

Members  of  the  subcommittee  ares  Carl  Deal  (Uolllo),  Chairman;  Dominick 
Coppola  (S-H) ,  Errana  Montgomery  (LC) ,  Felix  Reichmann  (Cornell) ,  and  William 
Woods  (UCLA), 

Pending  the  outcome  of  the  progrsun  of  cataloging  foreign  materials  with 
funds  from  Title  II-C  of  the  Higher  Education  Act  at  the  Library  of  Congress, 
the  Ad  hoc  Subcommittee  on  Cataloging  of  Latin  American  Library  Materials 
agreed  that  cooperating  libraries  should  continue  their  exchange  of  cards. 
Although  two  of  the  original  cooperating  libraries  (Florida  and  Texas)  have 
pulled  out  of  the  agreement 5  their  responsibilities  have  been  assumed  by  Cornell 
and  Illinois.

VI, 3.  Surveys  of  University  Libraries  in  Latin  America  (D-28) 

The  SALAIM  Committee  on  Library  Organization  and  Personnel  was  charged 
with  the  task  of  analyzing  new  reports  of  surveys  made  of  libraries  in  Latin 
America  and  preparing  annual  summaries  for  SALALM,  Copies  of  reports  of  such 
surveys  are  collected  both  by  the  PAU  and  by  the  International  Library  Informa-

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ORGANIZATIONAL  MATTERS 

VII. 1.  SALALM  Steering  Committee 

The  present  composition  of  the  SALAD!  Steering  Committee  is:  Mrs.  Marietta 
Daniels  Shepard,  Secretary  and  representative  of  the  Pa»  American  Union;  A,  Curtis 
Wilgus,  representative  of  the  Inter- American  Bibliographical  euid  Library  Asso- 
ciation; Alice  Ball  and  A.  W.  Bork  as  member s-at- large;  Peter  de  la  Garza,  Rap- 
porteur General;  and  Dr.  Luther  H.  Evans,  and  William  Woods,  representatives 
of  past  and  present  host  insitutions  respectively.  Ad  hoc  members  are  the 
chairmen  of  SALAUf  committees  and  subcommittees. 

The  Steering  Committee  met  at  Midwinter  on  January  10,  to  discuss  especial- 
ly the  following  topics  in  addition  to  ccwraiittee  reports:  1)  the  national  ac- 
quisitions plan  and  its  relationship  to  LC  program  under  Title  II-C  for  Latin 
America;  2)  the  meeting  in  December  of  the  subcommittee  on  a  list  of  Latin 
American  works  for  new  collections;  3)  photoreproduction  and  reprinting  of  ma- 
terials; k)   planning  for  the  proposed  Pilot  Bibliographic  Center  in  Puerto 
Rico;  5)  federal  legislation  and  library  programs.  Time  did  not  permit  a  re- 
view of  steps  taken  to  incorporate  SALAD!  (see  below) . 

VII. 2.  Financing  the  Seminars  (D-53) 

Financing  the  activities  of  SALAD!,  including  the  costs  of  the  annual  meet- 
ings, the  publication  of  bibliographies  and  other  works  sponsored  by  SALAIJH, 
and  other  projects  has  long  been  the  concern  of  participants  in  SALAD!.  Part 
of  the  cost  is  defrayed  by  the  registration  fees  charged  to  pairticipants.  Dur- 
ing the  year   an  effort  was  made  to  seek  financing  for  scsne  projects  from  the 
Social  Science  Research  Council,  which  reported  that  they  had  the  policy  of  not 
supporting  bibliography.  A  discussion  was  held  with  the  president  of  the  Danforth 
Foundation  of  St.  Louis,  and  it  renaias  to  "follow  up  on  the  possibility  of  sup- 
port from  it. 

VII. 3.  Incorporation  of  SALAD!  (CU-37) 

The  Idea  of  an  incorporation  of  SALAD!  has  been  discussed  for  many  years 
by  the  members  of  the  Steering  Committee  as  a  means  of  financing  its  activities. 
The  possibility  of  sfcov.xliig  funds  from  some  of  the  present  FedereG.  legislation 
proved  to  be  a  deciding  factor  in  the  matter,  iand  XI  SALALM  recommended  that  the 
Steering  Committee  explore  it  further  and  take  such  action  as  is  deemed  advisable. 

An  ad  hoc  subcommittee  composed  of  Peter  de  la  Garza,  Luther  Evans,  and 
Nettie  Lee  Benson  volunteered  to  help  the  Secretary  draft  a  definitive  text. 
In  August  1966  a  first  draft  of  Articles  of  Incorporation  and  Bylaws  was  sent 
by  the  Secretary  to  the  members  of  the  Steering  Coamittee,  ajid  comments  on  the 
drafts  were  received  from  many  of  them,  as  well  as  from  Howsird  Cline  who  had 
had  experience  in  the  incorporation  of  LASA  and  similar  organizations.  An  an- 
alysis was  made  of  the  recommendations  and  little  remains  to  complete  another 
version  for  consideration  by  the  Steering  Committee.

Once  again  letters  have  been  sent  to  Cultural  Affairs  Officers  in  American 
Snbassies  in  Latin  America  and  to  the  State  Department's  Bureau  of  Educational 
and  Cultural  Affairs  to  ask  them  to  assist  in  assuring  the  attendance  of  Latin 
American  librarians  at  SALALM  meetings o   Invitations  were  again  sent  to  Latin 
Americans  and  Puerto  Ricans  enrolled  in  U»  S,  library  schools.  At  the  sugges- 
tion of  Emma  Simonson  a  number  of  invitations  were  sent  to  book  dealers  in 
Latin  America, 

VIII . S  Invitations  to  Latin  American  Specialists  and  Librarians  in  Other 
Countries  (CU^38-39)  —

In  accordance  with  Reso  ^1  of  XI  SALAUl^  a  panel  discussion  on  "the  desir- 
able scope,  extent  and  content  of  Latin  American  collections  of  varying  sizes 
for  study  and  research  purposes"  will  take  place  at  XII  SALAD!,  The  above- 
named  committee  was  appointed  to  plan  the  panel  discussion  and  working  papers 
needed  for  background  information.

Resolution  40  of  XI  SALAD!  called  for  special  efforts  to  be  made  to  re- 
quest working  papers  fr<Mn  recent  Latin  American  graduates  of  library  schools 
and  those  engaged  in  observation  visits  to  the  U,  S.  to  stimulate  their  profes- 
sional activity.  Although  the  topic  of  developing  Latin  American  collections 
did  not  lend  itself  very  well  to  authorship  by  young  graduates,  one  recent 
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VIII08.  (Conto)  graduate  of  a  school  in  the  U.  S,  has  prepared  the  report  on 
"Significant  New  Acquisitions."  No  reply  was  received  from  the  one  librarian 
in  Latin  America  asked  to  prepare  a  paper  on  "Latin  American  Collections  in 
Latin  American  Libraries,"  but  it  is  not  known  whether  or  not  the  letter  of 
invitation  was  receivedo  Time  did  not  permit  the  preparation  of  another  paper 
requested  on  "Beginning  a  New  Collection  in  Latin  America."

1.  That  congratulations  be  extended  to  CODECA  and  to  the  Systems  Development 
Corporation  for  the  report  on  "The  Establishment  of  a  Bibliographic  Center 
for  the  Caribbean",  especially  for  the  range  of  the  possible  bibliographical 
services  envisaged  in  the  report  which  seems  to  cover  almost  every  import- 
ant aspect  of  bibliographical  needs  of  the  area, 

2.  That  the  promise  of  continued  co-operation  be  made  to  the  Caribbean  Re- 
gional Library  on  the  part  of  participants  at  their  present  level  of  co- 
operation, as  well  as  of  the  intention  to  make  every  effort  to  enlist  of- 
ficial, institutional,  and  professional  assistance  to  increase  both  bi- 
bliographical and  financial  assistance  to  the  total  project. 

Note:  All  participants  representing  institutions  in  the  Caribbean 
region  promised  their  efforts  to  give  moral  and  practical  support 
to  the  project o  The  official  promise  of  support  came  from  the  U.  S. 
Virgin  Islands  in  announcing  its  intention  to  utilize  funds  for  co- 
operative efforts  which  come  from  the  Library  Services  and  Construc- 
tion Act  of  the  Uo  S.  Government  to  strenghten  its  collaboration 
with  the  Caribbean  Regional  Library. 

3.  That  a  small  steering  ccanmittee  be  appointed  by  the  Caribbean  Regional 
Library  to  further  elaborate  cooperative  efforts  needed,  and  to  direct 
attention  to  the  selection  and  training  of  personnel  at  the  local  level, 
to  meeting  costs  of  the  project,  and  for  making  further  cooperation  pos- 
sible on  the  part  of  professional  associations  and  regional  institutions.

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ACQUISITIONS  PROGRAM  OF  AN  INTER-AMERICAN  ORGANIZATION 
The  Columbus  Memorial  Library  of  the  Pan  American  Union 

by  Arthur  £•  Gropp,  Librarian 


The  Pan  American  Union  is  the  General  Secretariat  of  the  Organization 
of  American  States.  Its  charter,  adopted  in  19^8,  affirms  the  purposes 
along  which  the  Organization  has  been  working  since  its  creation  in  l890. 
These  purposes  1/  are  enumerated  as  follows: 

a*  To  strengthen  the  peace  and  security  of  the  continent 

b#  To  prevent  possible  causes  of  difficulties  and  to 
ensure  the  pacific  settlement  of  disputes  that  may 
arise  among  the  Member  States 

c.  To  provide  for  common  action  on  the  part  of  those 
States  in  the  event  of  aggression 

d.  To  seek  the  solution  of  political,  juridical  and 
economic  problems  that  may  arise  among  them 

e*  To  promote,  by  cooperative  action,  their  economic, 
social  and  cultural  development. 

The  objectives  are  broad,  in  fact  very  broad,  encompassing  the  whole 
of  human  activity.  Subjects  that  come  within  the  scope  of  these  objectives 
are:  national  and  international  law,  particularly  the  jurisprudence  that 
is  inter-American  in  character,  such  as  treaties,  proposed  at  inter- American 
conferences  and  ratified  by  the  Member  States;  politics  and  government  in 
each  of  the  countries  of  the  Americas;  economic  development  and  progress; 
social  affairs,  comprising  all  topics  related  to  the  study  of  human  society 
from  anthropology  to  welfare;  cultural  affairs,  a  subject  somewhat  elusive 
and  difficult  to  define,  nevertheless  concerning  accomplishments  attained 
through  intellectual  and  aesthetic  training,  such  as  art,  music,  letters, 
history,  education,  etc.;  and  scientific  affairs,  a  subject  not  specifically 
mentioned  in  the  objectives  of  the  Organization,  nevertheless  a  field  that 
plays  a  prominent  part  in  the  life  and  well-being  of  any  nation,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  degree  of  development. 

The  prevailing  trend  of  the  Organization,  regarding  the  implementation 
of  its  objectives,  has  been  to  develop  programs  of  action  that  are  aimed  to 
assist  the  Member  States  in  their  development.  For  the  purpose  of  furnish- 
ing support  in  carrying  out  the  objectives,  it  is  necessary  to  provide  in- 
formation, not  only  as  it  pertains  to  the  Member  States  themselves,  but  also 
information  that  concerns  happenings  elsewhere  in  the  world  that  might  be 
useful  in  furthering  development  in  Member  States. 


1,  Organization  of  American  States,  Charter.  Washington,  D.C.,  1962, 
2,  (Treaty  ser,,  no.  1;  OEA/Ser.A/2-English), 
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Against  this  broad  spectroscope  of  objectives  to  which  the  OAS  has 
subscribed,  the  Columbus  Memorial  Library  must  be  prepared  to  obtain  publi- 
cations related  to  the  whole  field  of  human  knowledge  and  endeavor,  and  use- 
ful in  the  implementation  of  the  objectives.  Succintly  stated,  the  Library 
of  the  General  Secretariat  of  the  OAS  must  proceed  with  its  acquisitions 
program  in  accordance  with  the  objectives  of  the  Organization  and  obtain 
publications  that  are  1)  concerned  with  Latin  America,  whether  published  in 
Latin  America  or  elsewhere  and  2)  published  elsewhere  in  the  world  and  con- 
sidered useful  to  the  Organization  in  the  development  of  programs  of  action. 

Certain  fields  of  knowledge,  however,  are  not  included  in  the  acquisitions 
program.   In  the  main  they  are  the  ones  that  have  been  made  the  responsibility 
of  the  specialized  organizations  of  the  OAS,  Technical  agriculture  is  the 
responsibility  of  the  Inter-American  Institute  of  Agricultural  Sciences,  lo- 
cated in  Turrialba,  Costa  Rica.  The  Library  would,  however,  acquire  publi- 
cations concerning  the  economic  and  social  aspects  in  relation  to  agriculture. 
The  fields  of  medicine,  public  health  and  sanitation  are  the  responsibility 
of  the  Pan  American  Health  Organization  in  Washington,  D,C,  Child  welfare 
is  the  responsibility  of  the  Inter-American  Children's  Institute  in  Monte- 
video, Uruguay,  Another  large  block  of  publications  that  does  not  form  a 
part  of  the  acquisitions  program  concerns  the  United  States,  except  for 
necessary  reference  tools  and  materials  needed  for  activating  programs. 
The  General  Secretariat,  located  in  Washington  is  in  the  midst  of,  undoubtedly, 
one  of  the  largest  concentration  of  bibliographic  information  in  the  world. 
Furthermore,  because  of  the  generous  inter-library  loan  policy,  reciprocal 
on  the  part  of  the  Columbus  Memorial  Library,  publications  in  other  libraries 
in  the  United  States  Eire  accessible  for  service  purposes. 

Historically,  the  Columbus  Memorial  Library  was  established  by  resolu- 
tion of  the  first  Inter- American  Conference,  The  resolution  read  as  follows: 

"That  there  be  established  at  such  location  in  the  city  of 
Washington  as  the  Government  of  the  United  States  may  desig- 
nate, to  commemorate  the  meeting  of  the  International  American 
Conference,  a  Latin  American  Memorial  Library,  to  be  formed 
by  contributions  from  all  the  Governments  represented  in  this 
Conference,  wherein  shall  be  collected  all  the  historical, 
geographical,  and  literary  works,  maps,  manuscripts,  and 
official  docunients  relating  to  the  history  and  civilization 
of  America,  such  library  to  be  solemnly  dedicated  on  the  day 
on  which  the  United  States  celebrates  the  Fourth  Centennial 
of  the  Discovery  of  America."  2/ 

The  Second  Inter-American  Conference,  held  in  Mexico  City,  reiterated 
the  resolution  of  the  First  Conference,  and  in  the  discussion  referred  to  the 
fact  that  over  6,000  volumes  had  been  collected^,  and  that  the  Library,  in 
giving  it  deserving  attention,  would  in  a  few  years  become  a  center  of  great 
importance,  ^

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In  order  to  assure  security  and  permanence  to  the  Library  it  was  placed 
within  the  structure  of  the  International  Bureau  of  American  Republics,  as 
indicated  in  Art.  13  of  the  resolution  on  the  reorganization  of  the  Bureau. 
The  resolution  reads  as  follows: 

"In  order  to  commemorate  the  First  and  Second  International 
American  Conferences,  of  Washington  and  Mexico,  a  Spanish 
Library  shall  be  established  under  the  authority  of  the 
Governing  Board  of  the  International  Union  of  American 
Republics,  and  as  a  part  of  the  Bureau  of  the  same,  which 
Library  shall  be  designated  by  the  name  of  "Columbus 
Ubrary'."  k/ 

A  further  resolution  adopted  at  the  Second  Inter- American  Conference, 
one  which  definitely  influenced  acquisition  policies  in  the  Columbus  Memo- 
rial Library,  concerned  the  exchange  of  official,  scientific,  literary  and 
industrial  publications.  ^     Each  signatory  nation  agreed  to  provide  5 
copies  of  official  publications  to  each  of  the  others.  Some  legislatures 
even  went  so  far  as  to  name  the  Columbus  Memorial  Library  a  depository  of 
a  copy  of  all  publications  made  available  for  exchange  purposes. 

In  1929  the  Library  promoted  a  campaign  by  which  it  should  be  desig- 
nated an  official  depository  6/  by  each  of  the  Member  States,  It  suggested 
model  decrees,  patterned  after  those  adopted  by  Chile,  February  28,  1925» 
and  Guatemala,  January  1^,  1929»  In  justifying  the  campaign,  the  Library 
argued  that  without  legislative  backing  in  each  country,  experience  showed 
that  offices  of  governments  responsible  for  the  distribution  of  publications 
soon  lapse  into  forge tfulness. 

Even  though  the  Columbus  Memorial  Library  became  the  depository  for  all 
official  publications  and  such  other  publications  made  available  for  exchan- 
ge,. Member  States  with  very  few  exceptions  are  not  sending  all  publications. 
There  are  plausible  reasons,  chiefly  because  all  countries  have  not  establish- 
ed a  centralized  exchange  agency;  changes  in  administrations  occur  which 
disturb  continuity  of  shipments;  government  offices  undergo  reorganization 
or  regrouping,  and  new  offices  are  created.  Consequently,  the  acquisitions 
librarian  finds  it  necessary  to  constantly  examine  the  record  of.  incoming 
publications,  and  follow  through  with  reminders  regarding  publications  that 
have  not  been  received. 

The  Columbus  Memorial  Library  by  1933  had  already  grown  to  sizable 
proportions  in  volume  and  in  importance.  This  was  the  year  when  the  ?**> 
Inter- American  Conference  took  place  in  Montevideo,  Uruguay,  regarded  as 
a  definite  turning  point  in  the  Inter- American  System  in  which  delegates 
of  the  American  nations  came  together  to  work  collectively  for  the  improve- 
ment of  relations  with  each  other  and  for  the  solution  of  problems  of  com- 
mon interest.  In  article  I6  of  the  resolution  on  American  bibliography, 
the  Seventh  Conference  proposed:

The  Governing  Board  of  the  Pan  American  Union  in  1956  adopted  a  plan 
for  the  organization  of  a  Center  of  Inter-American  Bibliography,  However, 
implementation  of  the  plan,  merely  resulted  in  the  addition  of  functions 
to  the  regular  program  of  the  Library.  Nevertheless,  the  action  provides 
the  impetus  for  the  establishment  of  media  whereby  the  Library  could  dis- 
seminate bibliographic  information.  Previously,  the  primary  instrument 
of  communication  was  the  Bulletin  of  the  Pan  American  Union,  general  publi- 
cation for  the  whole  organization,  and  because  of  its  general  character, 
the  dissemination  of  bibliographic  information  was  indeed  very  limited. 
Library  publications  which  appeared  were  the  Pan  American  Book  Shelf,  begun 
in  1938-19^8,  continued  by  LEA,  19^9-1950;  and  List  of  Books  Accessioned 
and  Periodical  Articles  Indexed,  1950-to  date.  The  Library  also  began  its 
Bibliographic  Series «  the  first  in  1930,  in  which  51  numbers  have  been 
published.  These  publications,  by  and  large,  a  reporting  of  acquisitions 
or  materials  on  given  subjects  available  in  the  collection,  became  welcome 
sources  to  libraries  and  institutions  having  Latin  American  interests. 

The  major  portion  of  acquisitions  by  the  Columbus  Memorial  Library  has 
been  accomplished  by  virtue  of  the  official  exchange.  I  have  already  men- 
tioned the  problem  of  the  acquisitions  librarian  in  this  connection,  that 
he  must  be  constantly  on  the  alert,  reminding  government  of f ices  to  keep, 
or  to  place,  the  Library  on  the  mailing  lists.  Although,  in  general  the 
official  exchange  has  worked  for  the  building  of  a  good  collection  of  Latin 
Americana,  nevertheless,  it  does  not  make  for  completeness,  since  the  of- 
ficial exchange  brings  into  the  Library  only  official  publications,  in  the 
main,  only  of  the  federal  governments  and  such  other  publications  available 
to  the  official  exchange  mechanism  within  each  Member  State.  Publications 
issued  privately,  commercially,  or  by  state,  provincial  or  municipal  govern- 
ments are  not  included  in  the  official  exchange. 

The  Columbus  Memorial  Library,  with  respect  to  non-government  publi- 
cations, has  found  it  expedient  to  negotiate  bilaterally  for  the  exchange 
of  publications.  It  has  over  3*200  addresses  on  its  exchange  list,  at  pre- 
sent, distributed  throughout  the  world,  most  of  them  in  Latin  America,  from 
which  publications  are  being  received.  On  the  other  hand,  commercial  publi- 
cations present  a  different  problem.  In  most  instances  they  are  available 
for  a  price  only.  This  means  that  the  Library  must  have  funds  available 
for  the  purchase  of  publications.  These  have  never  been  completely  ade- 
quate, and,  therefore,  the  lack  of  sufficient  funds  becomes  one  of  the 
major  problems  of  the  acquisitions  program.  The  Library's  recommendation 
for  the  1966/1967  budget,  totalled  $24,100,  Only  $22,100  was  appropriated. 
The  following  Table  gives  details:

In  19^8,  the  year  when  the  OAS  charter  was  adopted,  the  administration 
appropriated  $3,000  for  the  purchase  of  publications,  binding  and  other  ma- 
terial.  (See  Table  II  following).  Prior  to  these  years  the  appropriations 
were  less.  For  example,  in  1936/1937,  as  reported  by  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Pan  American  Union,  only  $3,000  was  appropriated,  and  in  19lVl915  expendi- 
tures totalled  approximately  $1,275.  By  I967  the  appropriations  climbed  to 
a  total  of  $22,100.  Of  course,  the  number  of  employees  also  has  increased 
substantially.  In  19lVl915,  86  were  on  the  payroll;  in  19^8,  1^0;  and  in 
1966/1967,  775.  With  respect  to  the  number  in  I966/I967,  only  regular  em- 
ployees are  included,  while  an  additional  number  of  258  employees  were  on 
the  payroll  on  a  contract  basis,  bringing  the  grand  total  of  employees  of 
the  Pan  American  Union  to  more  than  1,000.  The  rate  of  growth  from 
I91V1915  for  employees  was  1200^,  while  for  appropriations  for  the  purchase 
of  publications  only  700?^. 

Although  the  present  appropriation  is  $22,100  for  the  purchase  of  publi- 
cations, the  Acquisition's  Unit  of  the  Library  has  recorded  considerably  more 
activity,  supported  by  funds  coming  from  special  accounts.  In  I966  over 
$10,000  was  utilized  from  special  accounts,  signifying  an  operation  of  more 
than  $32,000  of  purchased  materials.   Of  course,  many  of  the  publications 
obtained  through  the  use  of  special  funds  are  not  entered  in  the  Library's 
collection,  but  are  forwarded  to  the  offices  for  use  in  their  own  programs. 
This  material,  in  general,  is  either  duplicate  or  of  a  content  that  does  not 
contribute  to  the  permanent  character  of  the  collection. 

In  1950  the  Library  obtained  the  approval  of  the  administration  to  adopt 
a  system  of  department  and  office  allocations,  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining 
a  more  equitable  use  of  the  funds  appropriated  for  the  purchase  of  publica- 
tions. The  system  provides  for  a  division  of  the  funds  between  so-called 
"library  purchases"  and  "purchases  for  offices".   (See  Table  III  following). 
Approximately  one-half  of  the  appropriation  is  reserved  for  the  purchase  of 
publications  that  are  concerned  with  Latin  America  or  are  necessary  refer- 
ence books.  In  this  way  ,  the  Library  can,  within  budgetary  provisions, 
continue  adding  systematically  to  the  permanent  collection,  and  preserve  the 
unique  specialty  of  the  Library  as  a  collection  of  Latin  American  materials, 
as  originally  planned  by  the  founders  at  the  First  Inter- American  Conference.

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The  other  half  of  the  appropriation  is  allocated  for  the  use  of  the 
departments  and  offices,  somewhat  proportionally  to  the  size  and  the  needs 
of  programs  in  operation.  Table  III  shows  allocations  made  for  the  year 
1966/1967*  The  amounts  allocated  to  each  department  and  office  permits  the 
directors  of  each  to  request  purchase  of  materials  needed  for  the  develop- 
ment of  programs.  Usually,  the  materials  requested  concern  topics  not  re- 
lated to  Latin  America,  but  useful  in  the  programs  operating  in  relation 
to  the  Member  States.  Topics  may  refer  to  the  European  common  market;  co- 
operatives in  Denmark;  soil  conservation;  library  science  and  organization; 
transportation  technology;  community  development  and  planning;  computer 
information;  retrieval  and  storage;  social  welfare;  housing;  statistical 
theory,  etc.,  etc. 

The  system  of  department  and  office  allocations  is  aimed  to  guide  the 
Library  in  a  fair  distribution  of  funds  among  the  various  departments  and 
offices,  so  that  one  department  or  office  may  not  benefit  at  the  expense  of 
the  others.  This  was  the  case  before  the  system  was  adopted.  The  account- 
ing of  the  use  of  the  allocations  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Library,  since 
the  disbursing  office  is  not  concerned  with  the  detailed  break-down  of  the 
appropriation.  The  Acquisition's  Unit,  therefore,  must  set  up  and  keep  the 
accounts  relative  to  acquisitions  chargeable  against  the  allocations  of  the 
departments  and   offices.  At  budget  making  time  the  department  and  offices 
are  canvassed  as  to  their  needs  in  terms  of  funds  needed  in  relation  to  the 
books  and  periodicals  they  wish  to  acquire  or  maintain  on  the  subscription 
list,  requesting  cancellation  of  those  titles  no  longer  wanted.  On  receiving 
the  information  the  Library  prepares  its  budget  recommendation,  and  records 
for  renewed  the  periodicals  that  are  to  remain  on  the  subscription  list, 
A  total  of  530  titles  were  maintained  during  the  current  fiscal  year,  of 
which  200  are  for  the  Library.  Multiple  copies  of  some  are  subscribed  to, 
of  which  the  New  York  Times  is  1?  copies.  All  are  staggered  so  that  renew- 
als do  not  come  at  the  same  time.  Agents,  such  as  Stechert-Hafner,  Inc., 
F,  W.  Faxon  Co.,  and  the  District  Delivery  Service,  are  used  whenever  feasi- 
ble. However,  many  subscriptions  are  placed  direct  to  the  publishers. 

With  regard  to  books,  most  orders  are  placed  direct  to  the  publishers. 
Nevertheless,  Stechert-Hafner,  Inc.,  and  Stevens  in  England  are  used  as 
agents  for  the  acquisition  of  European  books.  The  former  is  also  used  for 
some  Latin  American  books.  Globe,  Inc.,  Sydney  Kramer,  and  World  Affairs 
Book  Shop  are   used  for  the  acquisition  of  materials  at  the  local  market. 
With  respect  to  the  purchase  of  books  from  Latin  America,  orders,  in  most 
instances,  are  placed  direct  with  the  publishers.  However,  since  I96I,  when 
the  Latin  American  Cooperative  Acquisitions  Project  (LACAP)  was  laimched  by 
Stechert-Hafner,  Inc.,  with  the  cooperation  of  the  University  of  Texas  and 
the  New  York  Public  Library,  the  necessary  stimulant  for  the  launching  com- 
ing from  the  Seminars  on  the  Acquisition  of  Latin  American  Library  Materials, 
the  Columbus  Memorial  Library  is  able  to  obtain  information  from  the  publish- 
ed lists  and  to  fill  gaps  from  purchases  of  books  made  available  through 
LACAP,  The  Library,  furthermore,  as  an  affiliate  of  the  United  States  Book 
Exchange  often  finds  valuable  items  for  acquisition  from  this  source. 
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An  important  sector  of  acquisitions  pertains  to  the  documents  and  publi- 
cations of  international  organizations,  important  to  the  OAS  because  of  its 
own  international  character.   The  OAS  has  signed  formal  agreements  of  cooper- 
ation with  approximately  60  international  organizations,  both,  inter-govcrn- 
mental  and  non-governmental  agencies.  The  agreements  provide,  among  other 
items,  for  the  exchange  of  publications,  some  accorded  depository  status, 
like  the  United  Nations,  United  Nations  Educational,  Scientific  and  Cultural 
Organization,  and  the  International  Labour  Organizations  while  others  were 
accorded  publications  on  a  selective  basis,  of  only  those  publications  that 
would  interest  the  Organization.   In  some  instances  both  parties  to  an  agree- 
ment have  sought  ways  and  means  for  the  increase  of  copies  available  on  ex- 
change. None  have  been  successful,  except  incidentally  with  reference  to  a 
particular  publication.  Therefore,  in  general,  additional  copies  over  and 
above  the  number  specified  in  the  agreements,  if  still  available,  can  be 
obtained  by  purchase  only. 

A  further  concern  has  become  manifest  with  the  appearance  of  new  nations 
in  the  Americas,  particularly  when  any  one  of  them  becomes  a  Member  State, 
as  is  the  case  of  Trinidad  and  Tobago.   Heretofore,  when  these  new  nations 
still  had  colonial  status,  the  Columbus  Memorial  Library,  did  not  develop  a 
systematic  policy  of  acquisitions  of  publications  issued  in  or  about  these 
areas,  although  it  collected  some  materials  in  a  general  way.  Furthermore, 
the  Caribbean  Commission  when  still  in  existence,  assumed  the  responsibili- 
ties of  collecting  for  its  library  and  disseminating  bibliographic  inform- 
ation of  publications  pertaining  to  the  colonies  with  which  the  Commission 
was  concerned.  When  the  Commission  was  dissolved  its  library  was  transfer- 
red to  the  University  of  Puerto  Rico  where  it  continues  to  specialize  in  the 
publications  of  the  Caribbean.  Nevertheless,  the  OAS  recognized  its  own  re- 
sponsibility with  respect  to  the  new  nations,  particularly  with  respect  to  a 
Member  State.  Consequently,  the  Acquisition's  Unit  of  the  Columbus  Memorial 
Library  must  add  to  its  program,  not  only  the  acquisition  of  materials  from 
the  new  countries,  but  also  in  determining  the  institutions  and  government 
agencies  that  shall  serve  as  the  depository  and  authorize  the  forwarding  to 
them  the  official  records  of  the  OAS  and  publications  of  the  Pan  American 
Union. 

Finally,  a  word  about  the  volume  of  work  accomplished  by  a  staff  of  k 
in  the  Acquisition's  Unit.  It  is  Herculean.  In  addition  to  the  checking  of 
catalogs,  lists,  and  bibliographies  of  new  publications,  the  work  involves 
the  making,  processing  and  filing  of  order  cards;  the  checking  of  the  Library's 
holding  to  avoid  duplication;  constant  communication  by  telephone,  primarily 
with  the  departments  and  offices  regarding  the  supplying,  clarification,  and 
availability  of  bibliographic  data;  the  preparation  of  orders;  the  keeping  of 
accounts  relative  to  department  and  office  allocations;  taking  care  of  corre- 
spondence relative  to  orders  for  books  and  materials  concerning  gifts  and  ex- 
changes; filing  of  all  correspondence;  reporting  of  new  periodical  titles  to 
New  serials  titles;  supervising  the  recording  of  periodicals  received  and  the 
shelving  of  the  documents  of  the  United  Nations  and  other  internacional  agen- 
cies; assisting  in  the  preparation  of  orders  for  binding;  reviewing  the  peri- 
odical collection  for  withdrawal  purposes;  and  many  other  details  of  work  con- 
sidered purely  housekeeping  tasks.  Correspondence  alone  averages  not  less  than 
12  pieces  per  working  day.  Telephone  calls,  incoming  and  outgoing,  average 
from  75  to  100  per  day.  Table  IV  concerns  work  accomplished  in  the  Acqui- 
sition's Unit,

Scope  and  Organization: 

The  Caribbean  at  the  University  of  Florida  Library  is  defined  as 
The  West  Indies  and  Bermuda,  Mexico  and  Central  America,  Venezuela,  Columbia 
and  The  Guianas.  The  Caribbean  Collection  is  composed  of  all  material  pub- 
lished in  or  about  the  area  as  well  as  of  titles  by  writers  from  the  regions 
v^enever  discernible.   This  collection  is  estimated  to  contain  ^0,000  cata- 
loged volumes  in  all  formats  including  microforms,  manuscripts,  card  files, 
newspapers,  phonorecords  and  carnival  programs.  Perhaps  the  first  explana- 
tion to  be  mads  is  that  the  Caribbean  Collection  does  not  really  exist  as 
a  segregated,  separate  collection.  It  is  not  separately  housed.  In  fact, 
it  is  not  located  in  any  one  building.  A  book  on  sculpture  may  be  in  the 
Architecture  and  Fine  Arts  Libraiy,  a  title  about  coffee  may  be  in  the  Agri- 
culture Library,  and  one  on  secondary  schools  may  be  in  the  Education  Li- 
brary. This  arrangement  follows  the  teaching  pattern  of  the  University  in 
that  when  an  area  subject  course  is  taught  it  is  offered  in  the  appropriate 
college  which  may  or  may  not  have  its  own  library. 

The  University  has  a  new  Research  Library  building  and  is  completing 
the  separation  of  its  books  into  two  libraries :  one  undergraduate  and  the 
other  research.  At  this  time  it  was  also  decided  to  set  up  a  Latin  Ameri- 
ca area  collection  which  is  currently  housed  in  the  old  (undergraduate) 
building  and  is  treated  as  a  Branch  Library  with  its  own  card  catalog,  refers 
ence  and  documents  staff.  Much  of  the  Caribbean  material  will  be  included 
in  the  Latin  America  collection.  However,  since  Latin  American  literature 
in  general  is  shelved  with  European  literature  in  the  Research  Library  and 
since  the  literature  of  our  Western  Hemisphere  Faraiington  Plan^  area  is  in 
the  Latin  America  collection,  the  literature  of  the  Caribbean  will  not  be 
together  in  either  building. 

The  Caribbean  Collection  does  not  have  special  classification  or  lo- 
cation symbols  to  set  it  apart  nor  does  it  have  its  own  catalog.  There  is 
however  a  main-entry  card,  without  holdings  statements,  filed  by  call  num- 
ber and  kept  in  the  general  shelf -list  area  for  all  titles  cataloged  by  the 
Main  library.  This  is  a  duplicate  file  of  the  card  in  the  Library's  union 
catalog  and  serves  only  as  a  kind  of  classified  list  of  the  collection. 
However,  it  is  the  most  complete  record  and  only  approach  to  the  collection 
as  a  whole.  It  could,  of  course,  be  re-filed  alphabetically  to  provide  an 
author  index.  There  does  not  appear  to  be  any  need  in  the  Library  for  an 
author  approach  to  the  entire  collection  as  such.  Cards  for  current  acqui- 
sitions are  kept  at  the  end  of  this  file  and  are  used  by  the  Catalog  Depart- 
ment to  compile  the  annual  volume,  Caribbean  Acquisitions .  A  second  but 
incomplete  approach  to  the  collection  is  the  above  title  but  at  this  time 
only  the  list  of  titles  acquired  I957-I966  has  been  compiled.  It  is  hoped 
that  in  this  age  of  computers  the  retrospective  titles  may  sometime  be 
listed  and  cumulated  with  the  lists  already  printed. 


Farmington  Plan  responsibility:  West  Indies,  Bermuda,  British 
Honduras,  The  Guianas,  and  Sierra  Leone. 
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On  the  Library's  staff  are  qitalified  area  specialists  who  carry  on 
the  activities  necessary  to  select,  process,  index  and  service  Caribbean 
materials,  but  those  specialists  function  within  the  traditional  library 
departments  and  also  work  with  materials  outside  the  Caribbean.  There 
is  a  staff  of  area  specialists,  then,  but  not  a  special  staff  administra- 
tively speaking.  All  of  the  staff  may,  at  sometime  or  another,  be  con- 
cerned with  Caribbean  materials  but  no  one  devotes  full  time  exculsively 
to  the  Caribbean. 

Problems ; 

The  majority  of  problems  encountered  in  organizing  this  regional 
material  into  the  collection  described  above  centers  around:   (l)  arranging 
the  material  itself  for  use  and  (2)  absorbing  area  studies  into  a  dis- 
cipline functioning  structure.  Some  of  the  major  problems  in  each  category 
are  described  below. 

Since  the  Library  uses  Dewey  classification  it  was  decided  in  19^9 
to  classify  Caribbean  materials  accordingly.  The  exception  has  been  made, 
as  suggested  in  the  Dewey  tables,  to  prefix  special  symbols  to  the  860 's 
in  order  to  keep  together  the  Spanish  and  Portuguese  literature  of  each 
country  in  the  Western  Hemisphere.  The  Appendix  contains  a  list  of  these 
symbols  devised  by  the  Latin  America  cataloger  in  1951-   You  can  be  sure 
that  the  Library  is  not  overcrowded  with  Spanish  literature  from  Jamaica 
or  Trinidad,  and  you  can  also  be  sure  that  the  Library  has  since  had 
better  Latin  American  Catalogers.  The  pattern  of  prefixes  was  not  carried 
over  into  the  8i|-0*s  so  that  the  literature  of  the  French  Caribbean  was 
intershelved  with  that  of  Europe.   Since  the  literature  of  Haiti,  Guadeloupe, 
Martinique,  etc.  is  now  a  part  of  the  Latin  American  Collection  it  is 
automatically  segregated  from  European  French.   The  she If -list  arrangement 
of  cards  listed  earlier  provided  the  approach  to  make  this  separation. 

After  consulting  several  linguistic  authorities  it  was  decided  to 
classify  Papiaraento  in  the  860' s.   It  might  appear  as  strange  to  a  resident 
of  the  ABC  islands  to  be  told  that  he  spoke  Spanish  dialect  as  it  would 
to  a  native  of  Surinam  that  the  Library  of  Congress  does  not  recognize 
Surinamese  in  its  list  of  languages.  Florida  also  decided  to  keep  to- 
gether as  language  readers  its  titles  in  Papiamento,  except  for  literature, 
rather  than  to  classify  by  subject,  although  this  practice  is  not  generally 
to  be  recommended.  To  date  no  theses  have  been  written  on  Papiaraento  nor 
has  it  been  taught. 

During  the  early  years  of  organizing  the  Caribbean  Collection,  the 
Library  assumed  the  responsibility  of  supplying  CDP  to  the  Library  of 
Congress  for  its  Farmington  Plan  titles.   On  one  hand,  the  Library  had  put 
Caribbean  material  into  Priority  One  processing  and  at  the  same  time 
requested  the  Catalog  Department  to  send  CDP  requiring  exhaustive  searching 
to  establish  correct  forms  of  personal  and  corporate  names.  As  in  other 
libraries,  this  area  collection  started  by  focusing  on  the  contemporary. 
It  is  almost  impossible  to  learn  who  and  what  are  the  people,  societies, 
institutions,  etc.  in  this  period.  Fortunately  during  this  time  the 
Library  received  a  Rockefeller  Grant  and  several . staff  members  were  able 
to  travel  to  the  Caribbean  and  incidentally  to  become  acquainted  with 
authors  both  personal  and  corporate.   If  all  conventional  authorities 
failed,  and  area  telephone  books  soon  became  an  authoritative  source, 
a  letter  to  the  author  concerned  usually  brought  forth  the  requested 
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information  especially  when  a  personal  contact  had  been  made  previously. 
Later  we  began  to  acquire  national  gazettes  which  proved  helpful  for 
official  entries. 

No  particular  problems  arose  with  subject  indexing.  Perhaps  six  or 
eight  geographic,  literature  or  language  terms  were  added  to  our  copy  of 
L.  Cs  List  of  Subject  Headings,  i.e.,  Caribbean  area  (instead  of  Carib- 
bean sea)  Latin  America  (instead  of  Spanish  America,  etc.)  Surinamese 
language  (instead  of  Negro-English  dialects  -  Surinam)  Jamaican  poetry, 
etc.  Some  of  these  did  appear  in  later  editions  of  L.  C's  List. 

Staff  working  in  this  area,  as  well  as  those  not  directly  concerned 
with  it,  became  somewhat  demoralized  to  observe  the  special  treatment,  the 
low  scholarly  value,  the  top  priority  handling,  the  sheer  volume,  and  the 
comparative  infrequent  use  of  the  material.  Pamphlets  which  would,  from 
any  other  place,  be  considered  ephemeral  and  placed  in  a  vertical  file,  were 
now  considered  substantial  source  material  and  must  be  fully  processed  and 
indexed  in  depth  because  they  came  from  the  Caribbean.  Whereas  thirty  to 
forty  percent  of  original  cataloging  is  done  in  our  Library,  an  estimated 
fifty  to  sixty  percent  of  Caribbean  titles  require  original  cataloging. 

Periodically  the  processing  departments  became  overwhelmed  with 
microfilm  of  newspapers  and  archival  materials  as  the  Library  had  a  roving 
"microfilmer"  in  the  region.  For  several  days  at  a  time  all  staff  would 
be  required  to  edit  this  film  in  order  to  know  whether  or  not  it  was  ac- 
ceptable before  the  photographer  moved  to  another  island.  All  area  acqui- 
sitions do  not  require  rush  processing,  however.  A  manuscript  collection 
from  Haiti  was  calendared  seven  years  after  its  purchase  when  staff  time 
was  available.  Problems  in  selection  and  acquisitions  of  Caribbean  publi- 
cations must  have  been  solved  fairly  satisfactorily  since  extra  book  money 
has  been  available  and  material  continues  to  arrive.  It  should  also  be 
noted  that  there  has  been  some  outside  help  with  staff  salaries  as  well  as 
grants  for  special  projects  and  travel. 

The  Caribbean  Collection  as  such  has  been  in  existence  for  eighteen 
years  and  although  it  has  presented  certain  organizational  problems  there 
is  some  proof  that  this  type  of  regional  collection  can  function  within  a 
general  research  library  system.  Of  major  concern  is  the  lack  of  criteria 
to  know  how  well  or  how  poorly  we  are  organized  and  how  efficiently  we 
should  function.

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A  LIBRARY  ADMINISTRATOR  VIKWS  AREA  STUDY  COLLECTIONS

A  library  administrator  vie.v;ing  any  proposed  major  addition  to  liir. 
library's  collection  or  services  will  have  to  ask  himseli  some  or  all  oi  the 
following  questions:   1)  What  \<rill   it  cost?   2)  I  hat  additional  staifing 
vn'.ll  be  needed,  if  any,  and  where  can  they  be  acquired?   3)  How  vjill  the 
various  staff  members  involved  help  to  accomplish  the  program's  aims? 
4)  How  does  the  program  relate  to  the  library's  total  program?   5)  What, 
if  anything,  is  happening  outside  the  library  v;hich  might  have  a  significant 
effect  on  this  program?  These  are  by  no  means  all  the  questions  v;hich  might 
need  to  be  asked,  but  they  are  basic  ones,  and  it  might  be  enlightening  if 
we  briefly  discussed  each  of  them  in  relation  to  area  study  collections. 

1)  What  will  it  cost?  The  total  cost  of  developing  and  maintaining 
area  study  collections  varies  widely,  of  course,  depending  on  the  area  in- 
volved and  the  breadth  and  depth  of  collecting  being  done  in  the  area,  but 
two  things  are  virtually  certain:   in  any  given  instance,  that  cost  is  some- 
what greater  than  anyone  involved  thought  it  would  be  at  the  outset,  and  it 
is  a  good  deal  greater  than  the  total  amount  appropriated  for  the  program. 

It  has  been  stated  many  times  before,  but  it  cannot  be  stated  too  often: 
the  library  administrator  must  make  every  effort  to  get  as  accurate  an  esti- 
mate as  possible  of  the  total  cost  of  such  a  program  at  the  outset,  and  must 
make  every  effort  to  communicate  this  figure  to  those  faculty  and  adminis- 
trative people  who  are  pressing  for  an  area  collection,  getting  across  to 
them  at  the  same  time,  if  possible,  the  basic  but  difficult- to  convey  notion 
that  if  any  of  this  cost  must  come  out  of  the  library's  present  operating 
budget,  it  will  mean  a  diminution  of  some  present  service.   Now  this  all 
aound.s  much  too  obvious  to  even  mention,  but  it  is  so  important  that  I  v/ill 
risk  being  obvious,  and  even  belabor  the  point  further.   No  one  can  say  be- 
fore an  area  collection  program  has  begun  what  it  will  cost  to  select,  order, 
receive,  catalog,  store,  and  circulate,  to  say  nothing  of  paying  for,  all 
the  materials  which  will  be  acquired  in  a  given  length  of  time,  but  thir. 
does  not  mean  that  a  serious  attempt  should  not  be  made  to  [',et  such  a  figure 
for  withoijt  it  and  without  getting  funds  from  somewhere  which  at  least 
approach  this  figure,  the  library  will  find  itself  unable  to  fulfil  its 
conunitments  either  to  the  area  study  collection  or  to  some  other  collection 
or  service, 

2 )  What  additional  staffing  will  be  needed,  if  any ,  and  where  can  they 
be  acquired?   There  are  two  major  aspects  of  this  question  v;hJch  pose  rjcrlou.'i 
problems  for  the  library  administrator.   One  is  the  serious  shortage  of 
trained  area  bibliographers  for  all  areas;  the  other  is  the  equally  serious 
shortage  of  selection  and  processing  personnel  with  a  knowledge  of  many  of 
the  exotic  languages  of  the  Near  and  Far  East. 

Much  has  been  written  about  the  need  for  more  librarians  who  are  area 
specialists,  yet  little  seems  to  be  done  about  it.   It  has  been  suggested 
that  schools  which  have  area  study  programs  and  library  schools  develop  a 
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joint  program,  perhaps  combined  with  some  in-service  training  in  the  library, 
aimed  at  turning  out  area  specialist  librarians,  and  I  would  like  to  strongly 
second  this  proposal.   The  need  is  so  great,  and  it  is  such  a  logical  direc- 
tion for  people  with  master's  degrees  in  area  studies  to  take  (and  for 
librarians  who  want  a  challenging  field,  and  one  with  tremendous  opportun- 
ities), that  I  am  amazed  that  such  programs  have  not  been  developed  in  many 
universities.   Until  they  are,  we  can  only  go  on  picking  up  people  where 
we  can  (too  often  from  each  other),  and  making  excuses  for  the  lack  of 
qualifications  for  some  of  these  we  have  to  use. 

The  problem  of  selection  and  processing  personnel  with  knowledge  of 
the  exotic  languages  is  in  many  ways  even  more  serious;  indeed,  it  is  so 
serious  that  it  is  not  possible  to  see  a  really  effective  solution  to  it 
without  an  expansion  of  strong  centralized  programs  such  as  the  P.L.  480 
and  Title  II  programs.   We  have  long  realized  that  it  is  ridiculous  for 
hundreds  or  even  thousands  of  libraries  across  the  country  and  around  the 
world  to  catalog  the  same  booko   It  is  more  than  ridiculous  for  each  in- 
dividual library  to  attempt  to  catalog  all  the  books  it  needs  in  the 
vernacular  languages  of  India,  for  example;  it  is  patently  impossible. 
We  can  only  hope  that  the  Library  of  Congress  can  continue  to  expand  its 
coverage  of  current  publications  to  include  such  areas  as  Africa  and 
Southeast  Asia,  either  as  part  of  the  P.L.  480  or  Title  II  programs.   As 
for  retrospective  materials,  it  looks  as  though  we  will  have  to  continue 
indefinitely  on  the  make-shift  basis  we  have  all  grown  somewhat  accustomed 
to  using  graduate  students  to  transcribe  title  pages  and  getting  by  with 
minimal  cataloging. 

I  would  like  to  add  one  word,  in  connection  with  the  question  of 
staffing,  on  the  importance  of  adequate  clerical  help.   It  is  a  very 
questionable  economy  to  expect  bibliographers  (or  whatever  you  call  your 
selection  people)  to  do  all  the  checking  of  catalogs  and  bibliographies, 
as  well  as  the  typing,  filing,  and  other  essentially  clerical  chores, 
which  might  well  be  done  by  less  highly  trained  (and  less  highly  paid) 
people.   Equally  important  is  sufficient  clerical  help  for  ordering  and 
processing  the  myriad  forms  of  materials  needed,  the  books,  serials, 
government  publications,  maps,  records,  and  all  the  rest.   A  program 
which  does  not  provide  sufficiently  for  this  level  of  personnel  is 
seriously  limiting  its  effectiveness  from  the  beginning. 

-^)   How  will  the  various  staff  members  involved  help  to  accomplish 
the  program's  aims?  What  this  question  really  involves  in  terms  of  area 
study  collections  is  the  role  of  the  bibliographer  (I'll  just  settle  down 
and  call  the  person  that  who  has  selection  responsibility  for  the  collec- 
tion) ,  since  the  duties  of  the  processing  personnel  are  pretty  clearly 
defined,  and  differ  little  from  those  of  other  processing  personnel. 

The  bibliographer's  role  is  Inevitably  closely  involved  with  his 
relationship  with  the  area  study  center,  an  important  and  frequently 
delicate  relationship.   The  bibliographer  is  certainly  there  to  serve 
the  needs  of  the  center,  and  he  must  work  closely  with  the  faculty 
members  involved  in  order  to  know  the  directions  in  which  their  teaching 
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and  research  are  headed,  but  he  also  has  a  broader  responsibility)  to  the 
collection  as  a  whole,  as  it  exists  now  and  as  it  will,  or  should,  exist 
in  the  future. 

The  bibliographer's  problem,  of  course,  is  the  classic  one  of  the 
librarian  dealing  with  the  faculty  member  who  wants  everything  in  his  field 
that  has  been  published,  and  who  wants  it  right  now,  but  his  problem  is 
magnified,  for  several  reasons:   He  is  dealing  with  a  variety  of  faculty 
members  in  a  number  of  disciplines;  the  gaps  to  be  filled  are  often  much 
greater  than  in  established  fields  (indeed,  there  may  be  nothing  but  gaps 
in  some  instances),  and  therefore  the  pressure  to  buy  may  be  much  greater; 
the  difficulty  of  acquiring  some  materials  may  frustrate  his  most  deter- 
mined efforts  to  satisfy  some  professors;  and,  perhaps  most  delicate  of 
all,  the  center  may  be  paying  some  or  all  of  his  salary,  and  may  be  con- 
tributing to  his  book  budget.   In  the  face  of  all  this,  the  bibliographer 
must  earn  the  faculty's  respect  for  his  professional  ability  and  convince 
them  that  he  is  doing  everything  for  them  that  it  is  possible  to  do,  while 
actually  doing  everything  for  them  that  it  is  possible  to  do  in  the  light 
of  his  other  responsibilities  and  the  resources  of  money  and  time  available 
to  him.   This  is  the  sort  of  problem  no  library  administrator  can  ever 
afford  to  be  unaware  of,  for  a  poor  relationship  between  the  library  and 
a  center  (which  nearly  always  means  between  the  bibliographer  and  the 
center)  will  inevitably  reflect  itself  in  faculty  comment,  usually  un- 
official but  rarely  unimportant. 

The  area  bibliographer's  role  within  the  library  structure  itself  is, 
of  course,  of  great  importance,  but  it  varies  so,  in  terms  of  responsibil- 
ities in  addition  to  selection,  such  as  reference  work,  that  few  general- 
izations can  be  made  about  it  except  to  say  that  a  certain  amount  of 
resentment  by  other  staff  members,  especially  processing  personnel,  against 
these  people  "who  do  nothing  but  sit  and  look  at  catalogs  all  day"  seems 
to  be  universal  and  inevitable. 

4)  How  does  this  program  relate  to  the  library's  total  program?   This 
is  the  most  important  question  a  librarian  can  ask  about  any  new  program, 
and  it  is  particularly  significant  with  relation  to  area  study  collections, 
with  their  concepts  of  selection  by  area  rather  than  along  the  classical 
subject  and  departmental  lines.   Coming  as  it  has  at  a  time  when  many 
libraries  were  already  making  serious  attempts  to  take  a  more  active  role 
in  book  selection,  the  concept  of  the  area  bibliographer  has  played  a 
major  role  in  shaping  the  form  of  that  selection  effort.   The  question 
which  might  well  be  asked  is,  is  this  the  most  efficient  and  effective 
way  of  using  selection  personnel,  or  are  we  committed  to  this  system 
merely  because  we  were  offered  substantial  help  toward  establishing  it  in 
the  beginning,  and  it  was  too  good  to  turn  down?   In  other  words,  if  we 
had  been  given  the  same  amount  of  money  to  establish  a  corps  of  selection 
personnel  with  no  strings  attached  as  to  how  we  divided  the  responsibility, 
would  we  have  done  it  as  we  have,  and  if  not,  should  we  have  done  it  as  wc 
have? 

One  thing  that  must  be  kept  in  mind  is  that  whether  the  area  study 
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conters  contribute  anything  to  the  library  or  not,  they  are  still  an  impor- 
tant part  of  the  academic  community  today,  and  one  whose  needs  must  be 
considered  carefully  in  the  library's  total  acquisitions  program.   The 
question  is  not  whether  selection  by  area  would  have  made  sense  fifty  or 
even  twenty-five  years  ago,  but  does  it  make  sense  now,  in  an  academic 
world  which  has  definitely  and  emphatically  burst  its  English  speaking 
VJestern  European  boundaries  and  vjithin  or  without  formal  area  study  centers, 
is  committed  to  teaching  and  research  involving  every  corner  of  the  globe» 

Also  to  be  considered  is  the  fact  that  this  i£  largely  a  new  concern, 
and  thus  much  catching  up  must  be  done,  if  possible,  which  requires  special 
focus  on  an  area  or  areas.   This  might  well  be  done  using  a  strictly  sub 
ject  approach,  but  for  the  history  bibliographer,  let  us  say,  to  try  to 
figure  out  how  to  fill  in  the  terrible  gaps  in  the  African  collection  and 
the  Latin  American  collection  and  the  Southeast  Asia  collection,  while  the 
anthropology  and  economics  bibliographers  are  trying  to  do  the  same,  seems 
rather  inefficient,  since  many  of  these  problems  are  closely  related  to 
the  nature  of  the  book  trade  in  these  countries  rather  than  to  the  nature 
of  the  subjects  involved. 

There  is  also,  of  course,  the  question  of  languagf^.   Our  overworked 
history  bibliogr^jpher  laay  have  trouble  with  retrospective  materials  from 
Africa  or  Latin  America,  but  this  is  as  nothing  compared  with  his  problems 
when  he  gets  to  Eastern  Europe,  or  the  Near  East,  or  the  Far  East,  unless 
he  is  a  most  remarkable  linguist  indeed.   This  is  so  obvious,  of  course, 
that  when  we  speak  of  area  versus  subject  bibliographers  we  naturally 
exclude  from  the  discussion  those  areas  which  speak  non  Western  languages, 
well  over  half  the  world's  population. 

If  the  non-Western  language  areas  need  area  specialists,  then,  and 
if  such  areas  as  Africa  and  Latin  America  have  special  acquisitions 
problems  which  would  seem  to  be  handled  best  by  an  area  approach,  then 
we  are  left  with  the  United  States-Great  Britain-Western  European  world 
and  how  to  select  for  it.   Any  consideration  of  the  relative  advantages 
of  area  and  subject  bibliographers  in  this  all- important  area  must  take 
into  account  the  matter  of  financing,  which  is  to  say,  the  number  of 
positions  available.   If  the  other  areas  of  the  world  need  selection  by 
area  bibliographers,  and  I  am  convinced  they  do,  then  I  know  of  no  library 
in  the  country  which  feels  it  can  afford  to  devote  more  than  two  or  three 
positions  exclusively  to  Western  Europe  and  the  English  speaking  world. 
Given  this  fact,  then  we  are  only  left  with  the  decision  as  to  how  to 
apportion  this  small  number  (assuming  it  to  be  more  than  one) ,  and  here 
I  would  at  least  divide  the  positions  between  Western  Europe  on  the  one 
hand  and  Great  Britain  and  America  on  the  other,  largely  because  of  the 
problems  of  bibliographic  control  and  the  sheer  volume  of  catalogs  to  be 
perused.   UCLA  has  one  Western  European  bibliographer  (though  his  responsi- 
bilities do  go  back  only  to  1600)  and  two  United  States-Great  Britain 
bibliographers,  one  for  social  sciences  and  one  for  humanities,  and  I  am 
convinced  that  this  is  the  most  effective  use  of  these  three  positions. 
Staggering  as  the  load  Is,  to  give  each  of  them  one- third  of  the  subjects 
in  this  combined  area  would  make  each  of  their  jobs  much  more  difficult. 
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Having  sung  the  praises  of  selection  by  area  for  all  this  while,  I 
must  mention  that,  of  course,  certain  subjects  simply  do  not  lend  them- 
selves to  this  kind  of  selection,  and  an  administrator  who  can  manage  to 
apportion  among  his  area  bibliographers  the  responsibility  for  such  sub- 
jects as  geography,  classics,  philosophy,  and  folklore  V7ill  be  doing  the 
collection  and  those  departments  a  great  service. 

5 )   What,  if  anything   is  happening  outside  the  library  which  might 
have  a  significant  effect  on  the  program?   The  obvious  answer  to  this 
question  (and  the  obvious  reason  it  was  posed  in  the  first  place)  is  the 
two  major  programs  being  administered  by  the  Library  of  Congress,  the 
P.L.  480  and  the  Title  II  programs.   It  is  difficult  to  say  enough  of  the 
value  of  the  P.L.  480  program;  it  is  the  sort  of  windfall  of  which  every 
librarian  dreams,  and  its  recent  expansion  into  Poland  and  Yugoslavia, 
with  talk  of  further  expansion  in  the  future,  is  one  of  the  most  hearten- 
ing developments  in  recent  years.   This  is  not  to  say  that  it  hasn't 
presented  librarians  with  real  problems  in  relation  to  processing  and 
storage,  but  problems  arising  from  too  much  material  are  the  kind  every 
librarian  would  like  to  wrestle  with  exclusively. 

The  Title  II  program  may  be  of  even  greater  significance  to  area 
study  collections  and  to  libraries'  total  collecting  programs.   Although 
it  is  presently  concentrating  mainly  on  Western  Europe  its  plans  for 
acquisitions  centers  in  Latin  America  and  Africa  are  heartening  indeed 
to  librarians  interested  in  those  areas,  and  further  growth  is  in  the 
planning  stage.   The  Association  of  Research  Libraries  is  now  sponsoring 
legislation  which  will  permit  these  acquisitions  centers,  which  have  been 
established  in  many  major  cities,  to  be  used  for  the  acquisition  of  books 
by  research  libraries  other  than  the  Library  of  Congress,  and  this,  of 
course,  could  be  of  incalculable  benefit  to  libraries  everywhere. 

These  two  programs,  and  even  more  important,  the  favorable  attitude 
toward  libraries  which  they  represent,  enable  the  library  administrator 
to  view  area  study  collections  and  the  entire  library  program  nationally 
with  a  greater  measure  of  hope  than  ever  before  in  our  history. 
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Th«  D«velopm«nt  of  Compr«h«nsiv« 
Latin  American  Collections

Before  entering  into  the  subject  of  the  development  of  a  com- 
prehensive Latin  American  Collection,  perhaps  we  should  think  in  specific 
terms  of  its  size  and  content.   If  comprehensive  means  complete,  exhaustive, 
all-embracing,  area-wide,  such  a  collection  today  would  contain  between 
450,000  to  600,000  titles  or  between  650,000  to  800,000  volumes  of  books, 
pamphlets,  and  periodicals  of  all  kinds,  including  newspapers.   The  figures 
of  450,000  titles  and  650,000  volumes  represent  a  collection  which  would 
not  include  translations  published  in  Latin  America  of  works  in  other 
languages  and  having  no  significant  relation  to  that  area,  of  works 
published  in  Latin  America  in  Spanish,  Portuguese,  French,  etc.,  when  the 
authors  originated  in  Spain,  Portugal  or  countries  other  than  those  of 
Latin  America  unless  said  works  related  in  content  to  Latin  America. 
Also  not  included  would  be  the  most  elementary  technological  works.   The 
collection  would  comprehend  all  fields  and  all  countries  of  Latin  America 
as  well  as  all  works  published  world-wide  about  Latin  America  or  by  Latin 
American  authors  from  the  earliest  time  to  the  present.   The  larger 
figure  of  600,000  titles  and  800,000  volumes  would  include  all  works 
published  in  Latin  America  regardless  of  origin  of  author  or  type  of  work, 
all  works  published  elsewhere  by  Latin  American  authors,  and  by  non-Latin 
American  authors  if  content  relates  to  Latin  America.   Besides  the  printed 
material,  a  comprehensive  collection  would  contain  also  as  much  manuscript 
material  as  possible  in  either  the  original  or  in  photo-copy  or  other  form 
of  reproduction.   It  is  impossible  to  estimate  the  amount  of  original 
manuscript  material  that  would  be  available  to  such  a  collection,  but  an 
estimate  of  some  30,000  reels  (300,000  feet)  of  microfilm  or  other  micro- 
form would  not  be  too  large  an  estimate  in  regard  to  this  form  of  material. 
Also  Included  in  this  collection  would  be  non-book  materials — maps,  oral 
history  tapes,  recordings,  etc.;  the  quantity  of  which  is  difficult  to 
estimate  at  present. 

To  build  this  kind  of  collection  not  only  must  the  material  be 
assembled  in  quantity  and  kind  heretofore  described  but  space  and  personnel 
are  required  in  much  larger  amounts  than  generally  recognized.   These 
two  factors  are  too  rarely  considered  when  most  institutions  think  of 
accumulating  any  kind  of  Latin  American  collection  simply  because,  as  a 
rule,  these  who  request  libraries  of  this  nature  seldom  have  any  concept 
of  the  amount  of  material  to  be  collected  or  rejected  or  of  the  labor 
required  to  make  it  available. 

Most  demands  for  area-wide  library  collections  come  from  those  who 
want  to  use  the  material  of  their  special  subject  interest.   What  is 
desired  by  one  person  in  the  humanities  will  not  necessarily  serve  the 
needs  of  another  working  in  the  same  discipline.   What  is  a  gold  mine  to 
be  panned  by  one  person  will  produce  only  dross  for  another  of  the  same 
department.   For  instance,  rather  recently  someone  asked  why  the  Handbook 
of  Latin  American  Studies  had  not  paid  any  attention  to  the  vanguardist 
movement  during  its  earliest  period  of  development.   The  answer  is 
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relatively  Bimple.   When  a  movement  is  in  its  infancy,  it  attracts  little 
scholarly  interest,  but  when  it  becomes  full  blown  or  looms  dark  on  the 
horizon,  the  library  is  expected  to  have  known  of  it  even  before  it  was 
given  birth  and  to  have  the  story  of  its  infancy  and  youth  available  for 
study  when  the  scholar  learns  that  the  movement  exists.   Even  in  the  field 
of  literature,  selection  cannot  be  made  on  only  the  basis  of  literary  merit 
as  many  suggest,  for  a  scholar  in  a  period  of  social  consciousness  like 
the  |U*esent  may  wish  to  study  the  development  of  this  form  of  consciousness 
in  fiction,  poetry,  drama,  etc.   Then  he  is  not  interested  in  literary 
skill  or  style  of  the  writer  but  of  his  social  awareness  as  revealed  in 
his  writing  regardless  of  literary  merit.   To  have  a  comprehensive  collection, 
all  types  mu«t  be  assembled  in  all  fields  and  space  for  it  is  abseltitely 
essential. 

In  this  paper  the  question  under  study  is  a  comprehensive  collection, 
which  must  necessarily  contain  all;  and  all  will  take  a  tremendous  lot  of 
space  even  when,  as  many  institutions  do,  interest  is  limited  to  the  humani- 
ties and  social  sciences,  for,  in  factj,  about  eighty  per  cent  of  all  Latin 
American  library  material  produced  relates  to  those  fields. 

Since  space  is  one  of  the  great  essentials  of  a  comprehensive 
collection,  let  us  look  briefly  at  the  amount  of  space  required.   A 
library  containing  550,000  volumes  as  well  as  all  the  other  types  of 
materials  enumerated  and  the  necessary  staff  and  service  areas  will  require 
approximately  80,000  square  feet  of  floor  space  regardless  of  whether  the 
material  is  integrated  into  a  general  library  or  is  maintained  as  a  special 
collection. 

Another  essential  in  this  development  program  is  staff;  that  is, 
catalogers,  acquisitions  personnel,  bibliographers,  reference  librarians 
and  other  service  personnel.   The  cataloging  of  450,000  titles  if  all 
were  done  in  one  year  would  require  the  work  of  at  least  300  full-time 
catalogers  and  100  clerk  typists.   Of  course,  it  is  not  likely  that  the 
450,000  titles  could  be  acquired  in  a  single  year  or  in  less  than  thirty 
or  forty  years  even  if  all  other  essentials  were  available.   Over  a 
thirty-year  period,  this  size  library  would  need  an  annual  cataloging 
staff  of  ten  full-time  catalogers  and  three  te  four  clerk  typists  or 
clerks  and  one  or  more  catalogers  of  archival  materials  depending  upon 
the  amount  and  availability  of  it.   But  it  should  be  pointed  out  that 
during  this  thirty  or  forty-year  period  of  assembling  the  550,000  volumes, 
at  least  seme  500,000  additional  volumes  will  have  been  pubitahed 
requiring  both  additional  catalogers  and  additional  space,  in  proportion 
to  this  growth  of  available  current  material.   Time  will  not  reduce  the 
problems  of  space  and  cataloging;  it  will  multiply  them. 

Acquisitions  of  this  amount  of  material  ever  a  thirty-f*Kr  period 
would  require  annually  two  or  more  bibliographers,  a  serials  librarian, 
two  library  assistants  and  four  to  six  clerks  or  clerk  typists.   The 
work  of  these  aequlaitions  people  will  be  elearly  understood  when  the 
discussion  of  the  manner  of  acquisitions  is  elaborated. 

Since  in  this  paper  the  subject  is  development  of  a  comprehensive 
collection — net  its  servicing — other  activities  suoh  as  those  of  reference 
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librarians  and  of  servicing  personnel  will  not  be  discussed  more  than  to 
point  out  that  the  services  will  have  to  be  provided  whether  the  Latin 
American  material  is  integrated  into  the  general  library  or  is  serviced 
as  a  separate  unit. 

The  essentials  of  space  and  staff  have  been  given  priority  here 
because  in  almost  every  conversation  about  the  development  of  any  collection, 
these  two  factors  are  completely  ignored.   The  vast  majority  of  those 
interested  in  Latin  American  materials  think  of  them  only.   One  must 
simply  find  the  money  to  acquire  and  that  which  is  to  be  obtained  and 
nothing  else.   When  the  problem  of  processing  and  housing  is  broached, 
the  general  reaction  is  that  those  are  for  the  library  administration  to 
resolve.   Even  foundations  and  other  library  contributors  generally  hold 
a  similar  view.   Housing,  acquiring  and  processing  are  simply  forms  of 
housekeeping  and  who  wants  to  contribute  to  something  so  ordinary  and 
prosaic.   Too  much  emphasis  cannot  be  placed,  however,  on  the  importance 
of  recognizing  these  two  basic  essentials  in  the  development  of  a  compre- 
hensive Latin  American  Collection.   Their  recognition  and  consideration 
will  serve  as  brakes  to  anyone  with  the  idea  that  the  development  of 
either  a  comprehensive  or  even  a  fairly  adequate  working  collection  is 
simply  a  matter  of  getting  the  funds  to  buy  a  few  good  private  libraries 
or  a  few  large  sets  of  journals  or  documents. 

After  consideration  has  been  given  to  space  and  personnel,  what 
next?   Material,  of  course.   To  obtain  It  involves,  besides  staff, 
money,  knowledge,  labor,  persistence,  and  time. 

Money  alone  will  not  obtain  it,  for  many  items  cannot  be  purchased, 
not  because  they  are  out-of-print  but  simply  because  they  are  not  sold 
and  seldom  appear  even  in  second-hand  book  dealers'  catalogs.   Anyone 
conversant  with  the  Latin  American  publishing  scene  today  is  well  aware 
that  much  material  will  have  to  be  acquired,  not  through  direct  purchase, 
but  through  exchange  or  begging.   Exchange  and  begging  require  money, 
not  for  purchase,  but  for  the  much  more  commonplace  act  of  letter  writing 
and  the  cultivation  of  communications  with  the  many  governmental  depart- 
mental employees  or  those  of  scholarly  and  business  institutions,  all  of 
whom  play  an  important  role  in  a  library's  success  in  obtaining  their 
Important  publications.   Money  for  acquisitions  personnel,  those  un- 
obtrusive, unsung  vital  housekeepers! 

The  most  basic  materials  leaving  the  presses  of  Latin  America 
today  as  well  as  in  the  past,  are  not  commercially  published  and  are 
seldom  available  in  the  market  places  of  printed  materials.   They  come 
from  government  presses,  some  foundations,  society  presses,  banks, 
business  firms,  and  an  ever  increasing  number  of  university  presses. 
All  of  the  editions  from  those  are  usually  quite  limited  in  number  of 
copies  printed. 

Although  some  publications  from  these  bodies  are  superbly  edited  and 
published,  many  others  are  not  beautifully  produced  works  of  fine  printing 
on  good  paper  but  rather  are  mimeographed,  poorly  typed  copies  on  even 
poorer  grade  paper.   Many  modern  United  States  librarians  look  at  those 
items  with  scorn  and  question  the  judgment  of  anyone  who  dares  to  introduce 
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•r   suggest  the  aequlsitien  er  preservation  of  them.   Why  bother  with  it? 
Beeause  it  is  frequently  the  most  valuable  material  appearing  and  the 
most  difficult  to  acquire!   Its  acquisition  whether  it  appears  as  a 
periodical,  a  monograph,  or  in  a  monographic  series  requires  constant 
pursuit — hours  of  checking  periodical  literature,  duplicate  exchange 
lists,  retrospeetive  and  current  bibliographical  tools  of  every  kind 
and  letters,  letters,  letters.   Not  a  form  letter  but  rather  a  carefully 
eoneoived  personal  letter  demonstrating  a  knowledge  of  the  material 
requested  and  the  purpose  to  which  it  is  to  be  put  and  follow-up  letters 
after  receipt  of  responses. 

Some  new  to  the  field  of  Latin  American  acquisitions  will  tend  to 
scoff  at  this  method  of  obtaining  material.   There  must  be  a  simpler, 
eheaper,  less  time-eonsuming  way.   All  wish  there  were  and  perhaps  some 
day  other  methods  will  develop.   In  time  doubtless  some  will  be  offered 
for  sale  more  frequently.   Certainly  that  may  be  desirable;  but  it  is 
quite  some  time  in  the  future.   Today  one  must  look  at  the  situation  as 
it  is. 

One  method  of  acquisition  that  occurs  to  some  is  that  of  purchasing 
these  materials  via  private  libraries  or  second-hand  book  dealers. 
Naturally  everyone  developing  a  Latin  American  collection  does  buy 
private  libraries  whenever  advantageous  and  possible  and  uses  second- 
hand book  dealers;  but  the  private  libraries  reflect  the  very  special 
interests  of  the  Individual  collectors  whether  he  be  a  Jos^  Toribio 
Medina,  HaHoel  do  Oliveira  Lima,  Genaro  Garefa,  Joaquin  Garcfa  Icazbaleeta, 
Manuel  Gondra,  Simon  Lucuix,  Bernardo  Menael,  George  Earl  Church,  Hiram 
Bingham,  Idward  E.  Ayer,  Edward  S.  Harkness ,  Adolph  Sutro,  Edward  Laroque 
Tinker,  or  Hubert  Howe  Bancroft.   All  of  these  libraries  reflect  also 
primarily  the  materials  appearing  prior  to  er  during  the  period  of 
activity  of  the  individual  collector.   Their  acquisition  even  where  an 
institution  has  been  able  to  buy  fifteen  to  twenty  private  libraries  of 
this  type  will  not  provide  a  comprehensive  collection.   There  will  be 
many  lacunae. 

These  must  be  filled  and  can  be  only  by  an  adequate  staff  familiar 
with  the  field  and  with  the  current  holdings  of  the  collection  in 
development,  prepared  to  recognize  or  identify  needed  items  and  then 
pursue  them  through  purchase,  exchange  or  gift.   As  has  previously  been 
stated,  all  methods  are  time-consuming.   They  require  a  command  of  the 
languages  of  the  area  and  knowledge  of  the  idlosyncracies  of  the  Latin 
American  book  world.   It  takes  time  to  develop  facility  in  checking  book 
catalogs  against  the  holdings  of  any  library  and  when  that  facility  is 
present  the  eheeking  of  even  the  best-produced  catalog  is  tedious.   More 
time  and  effortare  required  also  to  complete  the  order  routine,  receive 
the  ordered  material,  pay  the  bills,  get  it  to  the  cataloging  department, 
have  it  bound,  and  finally  placed  on  the  shelves  of  the  library. 

In  the  case  of  exchange  another  route  must  be  followed.   The  first 
question  that  must  be  answered  is  what  material  is  available  for  exchange 
within  the  institution  developing  a  Latin  American  collection.   It  must 
be  publications  of  interest  to  the  Latin  American  institutions  and  in 
suffieient  quantity  to  meet  the  needs.   Next,  with  whom  does  one  carry  on 
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exchange?   If  one  is  building  a  comprehensive  collection,  he  will  want 
to  establish  as  many  exchange  arrangements  as  required  to  cover  that 
material  available  only  through  exchange.   And  that  is  a  very,  very 
great  deal  in  Latin  America.   One  finds  out  which  these  institutions 
are  by  obtaining  the  names  of  the  universities  of  the  area  and  all  their 
institutes,  departments  (facultades ) ,  etc.,  as  well  as  all  the  scholarly 
associations,  academies,  etc.  and  the  many  banks,  governmental  divisions, 
business  firms,  etc.   Access  to  knowledge  of  these  bodies  is  not  easy. 
The  very  commonplace  telephone  directory  is  a  useful  but  seldom  recognized 
tool.   University  and  institutional  catalogs  help  when  they  are  available 
as  well  as  the  published  guides  to  scholarly  institutes  and  societies 
which  appear  from  time  to  time  through  the  efforts  of  the  Pan  American 
Union,  Unesco,  SALALM,  and  other  bodies. 

Next  follows  the  establishment  of  the  exchange  arrangements  through 
correspondence  with  all  these  bodies  and  the  constant  renewing  of  communi- 
cations with  acknowledgements.   The  more  personal  and  individual  this 
correspondence  is  the  better.   Of  course,  a  major  task  involved  in  this 
form  of  acquisition  is  the  packing,  shipping  and  record-keeping  so 
necessary  to  a  successful  program.   And  not  to  be  forgotten  is  the  pro- 
cessing of  incoming  material.   Essential  to  success  is  a  well-trained, 
interested  staff  of  several  members.   Staff  size  will  depend  upon  the 
size  of  the  operation  which  in  regard  to  Latin  America  should  be  quite 
large,  for  at  least  a  third  of  Latin  American  material  and  probably 
more  can  be  acquired  almost  exclusively  in  this  manner,   A  good  exchange 
program  is  absolutely  essential  to  the  development  of  a  comprehensive 
Latin  American  Collection, 

Also  essential  is  the  development  of  a  gift  program.   A  surprisingly 
large  amount  of  material  may  be  received  as  gift  if  this  form  of  acquisition 
is  correctly  handled.   Some  of  this  material  will  come  from  the  same 
sources  as  those  named  earlier  in  the  discussion  of  exchange  possibilities, 
for  not  all  who  produce  library  materials  are  necessarily  interested  in 
receiving  something  in  return.   Quite  frequently  they  simply  want  to 
diffuse  knowledge  and  are  happy  to  get  their  product  into  an  active 
cultural  center  where  it  will  be  used. 

Another  source  of  gifts  is  the  individual  author.   In  Latin  America 
today  many  are  the  authors  who  print  and  distribute  their  own  works. 
Letters  expressing  an  interest  in  their  writing  brings  surprising  results — 
not  only  autographed  copies  of  the  works  they  have  available  but  also 
frequently  a  complete  bibliography  of  what  they  have  published  and  sug- 
gestions of  how  and  where  their  non-available  works  may  be  obtained. 
At  the  same  time  an  avenue  has  been  opened  for  future  communication  and 
sometimes  the  correspondence  carried  on  may  be  valuable  to  scholars 
studying  a  particular  author.   A  wealth  of  material  has  been  obtained  in 
this  manner  from  many  authors,  like  Ricardo  Levene  and  Alfonso  Reyes,  to 
mention  only  two.   Once  communication  was  established,  these  authors 
sent  n#t  only  what  titles  were  available  but  information  on  all  those 
needed  to  complete  holdings  of  their  works.   Alfonso  Reyes  even  had  positive 
photostats  made  of  the  rare  journals  he  had  edited  so  that  the  library 
would  have  copies  of  all  his  work.   A  gift  program  really  pays  if  a 
Latin  American  collection  is  being  developed. 
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There  will  be  some  doubtless  who  will  think  that  it  i4  ridlouloufl  to 
talk  of  building  this  type  of  collection.   They  will  probably  say  or 
think,  'Vho  wants  a  comprehensive  Latin  American  collection  anyway? 
All  that  is  desired  is  the  basic  materials,"  But  what  is  basic  and  to 
whom  is  it  basic?   These  are  the  hard  questions  which  few  indeed  are 
they  who  try  to  answer.   Another  reason  that  both  some  librarians  and 
scholars  who  aro  thinking  only  now  of  developing  Latin  American  holdings 
will  think  the  figures  and  ideas  expressed  in  this  paper  are  rather 
exaggerated  and  absurd  is  that  they  know  so  little  about  Latin  American 
materials  and  the  Latin  American  publiihiag  world,  which  is  so  different 
from  our  own.   Time  was  when  the  holdings  of  some  30,000  Latin  American 
titles  might  be  assumed  to  be  a  major  collection,  but  that  time  has  long 
since  passed.   Such  holdings  form  the  basis  for  a  good  beginning  perhaps. 
Major  collections  of  any  one  of  the  countries  like  Brazil,  Argentina, 
and  Mexico  would  be  major  only  if  they  contained  75,000  to  100,000  titles. 

Does  a  comprehensive  Latin  American  collection  exist  anywhere?   No, 
There  are  a  few  institutions  that  have  over  100,000  to  150,000  titles, 
but  it  will  surely  be  some  time  in  the  future,  if  ever,  when  there  will 
be  a  comprehensive  Latin  American  collection  assembled  in  a  single  place. 
Nevertheless,  it  is  probably  useful  to  recognize  what  is  comprehended  in 
a  comprehensive  Latin  American  collection  and  what  it  will  take  to  have  it.

INTRODUCTION 

This  working  paper  is  the  sixth  annual  report  on  significant 
acquisitions  by  U.S.  libraries  in  the  field  of  Latin  American  studies. 
The  survey  has  been  carried  out  as  a  result  of  resolutions  passed  at 
the  Sixth  Seminar  (1961)  and  at  the  Ninth  Seminar  (1964). 

The  data  used  in  the  following  summaries  were  obtained  by  means 
of  a  questionnaire  sent  to  interested  libraries,  together  with  the 
announcement  of  the  Twelfth  Seminar.   Replies  were  received  from  84 
libraries,  16  of  which  had  nothing  to  report.   A- list  of  responding 
libraries  is  included  as  the  final  section  of  the  working  paper. 

The  report  cannot  be  considered  definitive  nor  complete.   Not 
all  libraries  known  to  have  strong  collections  of  Latin  American 
materials  responded.   Furthermore,  some  libraries  returned  their  ques- 
tionnaires too  late  for  inclusion.   Of  the  reports  that  were  submitted, 
some  of  the  questions  were  misinterpreted  and  answers  supplied  could 
not  be  included.   Even  so,  the  survey  dees  indicate  present  trends  in 
the  building  of  collections  related  to  Latin  America  and  the  factors 
affecting  the  collecting  policies  of  the  various  institutions. 


SECTION  I 


MAJOR  COLLECTIONS  ACQUIRED  -  1966/67

problems  as  well  as  these  pertaining  directly  te  Spain  and  Portugal. 

University  of  Kansas  -  collection  of  Enrique  Alvarado  Garofa,  Honduras, 
c.  15,000  items.   The  subject  area  is  Latin  America  in  general,  with 
emphasis  on  Central  America  (history,  economics,  literature,  language). 
Mostly  unbound;  includes  many  periodicals.

The  Bancroft  Library  is  continuing  its  collecting  of  tapes  and  typed 
transcripts  of  interviews  with  men  prominent  in  the  Revolution  of 
1910.

Literature  and  social  sciences 

Columbia  University  -  gift  from  the  Brazilian  government  in  February 
1967,  About  500  items,  mainly  literature  and  social  sciences, 
including  a  set  (23  vol.)  of  Nobel  Prize  Winners*  works  translated 
into  Portuguese,  color  illustrated.

Center  for  Inter-American  Relations,  Inc.  -  Hopefully  we  shall  get  into 
our  headquarters  building  (680  Park  Avenue,  New  York,  New  York  10021) 
around  the  first  of  May.   Our  first  library  acquisitions  will  be  basic 
reference  tools  in  the  field  and  bibliographies. 

Kent  State  University  -  has  received  a  grant  of  five  hundred  dollars 

from  the  Regional  Council  for  International  Education  for  the  acquisition 
of  current  books  on  Latin  America. 

University  of  Arizona  -  As  of  July  1,  1966,  this  Library  initiated  a 
special  Latin  American  program  in  the  interests  of  building  a  special 
collection  concerned  with  Latin  America,   Since  that  time  tho  Library 
has  acquired  approximately  3,000  books,  pamphlets,  and  periodicals. 
As  this  University  has  Panama  and  Colombia  as  its  assigned  responsi- 
bility under  the  Farmington  Plan,  emphasis  has  been  placed  en  the 
publications  of  those  two  countries.   The  acquisition  of  Mexican 
publications  has  also  been  stressed  because  of  the  past,  as  well  as 
current  Interest  that  Arizona's  specialists  have  in  Mexico.   The 
University  has  also  subscribed  to  all  publications  made  available 
by  CILA.

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THE  DEVELOPMENT  OF  THE  LATIN  AMERICAN  COLLECTION 

VIEWED  BY  A  PROFESSOR 

Harvey  L.  Johnson 


The  "combination  of  government  and  private  support  has  been 
responsible  for  the  most  dramatic  development  of  academic  inter- 
est in  Latin  America  that  has  yet  taken  place  in  the  long  his- 
tory of  'boom'  and  'bust'  that  has  characterized  this  field  in 
the  United  States.   Never  before  have  so  many  libraries  been 
able  to  strengthen  their  collections  on  both  Brazil  and  Spanish 
America  . . .  Never  before  has  the  Conference  on  Latin  American 
History  of  the  American  Historical  Association  been  able  to 
sponsor  so  many  and  such  valuable  projects;  never  before  has  the 
academic  marketplace  been  so  attractive  to  graduate  students; 
never  before  have  so  many  professors  and  students  been  able  to 
visit  and  study  in  Latin  America  for  such  prolonged  periods; 
never  before  have  our  research  facilities  and  salaries  been 
able  to  pull  to  our  faculties  so  many  scholars  from  Latin  Amer- 
ica as  to  create  a  kind  of  'brain  drain'  from  those  countries. 
An  impressive  Latin  American  Research  Review  has  been  launched 
by  some  30  institutions,  and  its  generous  budget  for  its  first 
two  years  of  existence  approximates  the  budget  of  the  Hispanic 
American  Historical  Review  for  its  first  48  years.   Indeed  the 
best  single  index  to  the  booming  state  of  Latin  American  stud- 
ies and  Latin  American  affairs  generally  is  this  quarterly 
record  of  research  in  progress  and  of  information  useful  to 
investigators."-^   Evidently,  Latin  American  subjects  have 
awakened  the  research  instincts  of  numerous  North  American 
scholars  and  the  interest  apparently  grows  in  geometric  pro- 
gression, judging  by  the  many  studies  that  are  published  annually 
In  short,  the  rapid  development  of  programs  about  Latin  America 
is  starting  to  confirm  the  priority  desired  by  President  John 
F.  Kennedy  when  he  referred  to  Latin  America  as  the  most  criti- 
cal area  in  the  world  for  the  United  States. 

The  emergence  in  recent  years  of  interdepartmental  study 
programs  is  due  to  a  number  of  factors.  With  increasing  fre- 
quency problems  arise  that  require  the  use  of  several  languages.

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various  tools  of  research,  and  diverse  fields  of  knowledge.   Not 
only  is  the  human  environment  becoming  more  complex,  but  more 
complicated  questions  are  being  asked  about  familiar  subjects. 
The  growth  of  multidisciplinary,  comparative,  and  cross-cultural 
studies  is  characteristic  of  our  times.   Research  teams,  and 
other  forms  of  collaborative  scholarship  are  becoming  quite 
common.   As  new  subjects  are  being  explored  on  the  boundaries  of 
established  disciplines,  collaborative  work  is  particularly 
valuable. 

Doubtless,  the  most  far-reaching  changes  in  library  acqui- 
sitions since  World  War  II  have  occurred  in  the  foreign  field. 
Area  study  programs  present  special  problems  for  the  university 
library,  requiring  extensive  library  support  and  a  break  with 
traditional  practices  in  organization  and  services.   Often  the 
development  and  maintenance  of  area  collections  require  personnel 
with  language  competence  and  background  knowledge,  acquaintance 
with  the  bibliography  and  the  book  trade  of  the  region.   History, 
anthropology,  and  geography  in  the  social  sciences  along  with 
language  and  literature  in  the  humanities  are  particularly  con- 
cerned with  the  acquisition  of  books  for  teaching  and  research. 
Just  recently  economists,  political  scientists,  and  sociolo- 
gists have  begun  to  show  interest  in  empirical  research  in  Latin 
America.   There  is , moreover , even  some  evidence  of  a  growing 
interest  in  programs  concerned  with  the  fine  arts,  folklore, 
and  religion  of  the  area.   The  diversity  of  subjects  and  the 
interdisciplinary  approach  are  at  variance  with  traditional 
library  practices  in  the  classification  and  arrangement  of  the 
materials  acquired.   With  the  emphasis  placed  on  field  research 
and  the  resultant  orientation  toward  concreteness,  the  library 
is  confronted  with  the  storing  of  newspapers,  many  governmental 
documents,  magazines,  and  other  materials  --  all  concerned  with 
contemporary  times.   It  is  becoming  increasingly  difficult  to 
separate  the  scholarly  from  the  popular,  the  substantial  from 
the  ephemeral,  as  international  agencies  (United  Nations, 
UNESCO,  OAS ,  and  others)  pour  forth  many  new  publications,  some, 
evidently,  the  product  of  careful,  extensive  research. 

Upon  initiating  a  new  program  in  Latin  American  studies 
nearly  every  library  faces  the  problem  of  acquiring  the  major 
works  on  the  history  and  literature  of  the  region.   Inevitably 
a  desperate  scramble  develops  in  the  purchasing  of  the  few  known 
copies  of  important  works.   Too,  frequently  no  systematic  pur- 
chasing policy  has  been  formulated  and,  in  consequence,  even  the 
development  of  a  modest  undergraduate  program  entails  an  exces- 
sive expenditure  of  funds  from  the  library's  limited  resources. 
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Obviously,  the  development  of  a  graduate  program  requires  even 
more  systematic  planning.   The  problem  is  particularly  acute  in 
the  development  of  Latin  American  area  programs,  for  many 
colleges  and  universities  have  recently  inaugurated  them  or  plan 
to  do  so  in  the  near  future. 

"The  extent  to  which  Latin-American  books  do  not  get  to  the 
United  States  —  at  least  not  promptly  —  is  indicated  by  a 
recent  study  of  the  4,800  titles  cataloged  during  the  six-month 
period  May-October,  1964,  by  the  Latin-American  Collection  at 
the  University  of  Texas.   Over  63  per  cent  were  not  cataloged 
anywhere  else  in  the  United  States,  and  only  17  per  cent  of 
these  titles  had  been  cataloged  by  the  Library  of  Congress 
prior  to  or  during  that  period.   For  the  more  recent  titles, 
original  cataloging  has  been  necessary  for  as  high  as  86  per 
cent  of  books  accessioned.   These  figures,  which  are  for  books 
from  Latin  America  as  a  whole  ..., illustrate  the  generally  poor 
level  of  accessioning  in  United  States  libraries  of  books  pub- 
lished in  Latin  America." 

Publishing  in  Latin  America  differs  greatly  from  the  prac- 
tices employed  in  the  United  States.   Frequently  in  the  coun- 
tries to  the  south  an  individual  pays  the  printing  bill  and 
distributes  his  books  among  friends  or  acquaintances.   Editions 
are  quite  small,  sometimes  limited  to  three  or  four  hundred 
copies.   In  consequence,  it  is  well  nigh  impossible  at  times  to 
purchase  a  copy  one  year  after  its  publication.   Furthermore, 
one  finds  it  difficult  to  locate  the  addresses  of  the  authors 
whose  works  have  been  privately  printed  and  contract  printers 
show  no  concern  about  the  distribution  of  the  books  that  have 
come  from  their  presses.   Even  some  of  the  larger  publishing 
houses  pay  little  or  no  attention  to  distribution.   Thus  it  is 
obvious  that  North  American  libraries  cannot  count  on  publish- 
ers to  fill  their  orders.   To  complicate  matters  even  more, 
governmental  interference  frequently  raises  its  ugly  head.   For 
example,  restrictions  and  red  tape  make  difficult  the  exporta- 
tion of  books  from  Argentina.   The  same  comments  can  be  made 
about  the  acquisition  of  many  short-lived  periodicals,  journals, 
or  other  serial  literature.   Numerous  doctoral  dissertations, 
particularly  from  the  Universities  of  Buenos  Aires  and  Mexico, 
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are  important  for  research,  yet  they  are  rarely  available  through 
commercial  houses.   Unfortunately,  the  data  and  findings  which 
they  contain  often  fail  to  come  to  the  notice  of  North  American 
scholars  because  of  the  poor  system  of  distribution. 

When  a  library  launches  a  modest  program  in  Latin  American 
studies  it  will,  undoubtedly,  attempt  to  realize  coverage  of  the 
whole  region  for  its  undergraduate  collection.   For  its  research 
library  it  would  be  wise, however, to  assume  that  Latin  America  as 
a  whole  is  too  large  for  any  single  university  to  cover  in  its 
entirety.   In  brief,  it  cannot  expect  to  have  collections 
equally  strong  on  Mexico,  Central  America,  the  Andean  countries, 
Argentina,  and  Brazil.   Hence,  a  decision  should  be  made  about 
the  countries  or  regions  before  an  intensive  acquisitions  pro- 
gram is  initiated.   Too  often  in  its  eagerness  to  buy  large 
collections  the  library  finds  itself  in  a  competition  that 
results  in  the  waste  of  funds.   Frequently,  one  feels  that  the 
quantity  of  materials  has  become  more  important  than  the  quality. 
From  the  start,  certain  guidelines  should  be  set  up:   inevitably 
preference  in  building  new  collections  must  be  given  to  the  pur- 
chase of  current  publications.   Nevertheless,  older,  out-of-print, 
and  rare  materials  cannot  be  forgotten.   In  the  selection  of  the 
latter,  the  library  personnel  ought  to  count  heavily  on  the 
special  knowledge  and  experience  of  the  faculty.   Here  unassigned 
funds  will  have  to  be  relied  on  to  fill  in  gaps  in  broken  files. 
The  scope  of  the  holdings  will  necessarily  be  broad,  for  they 
will  cover  history,  literature,  biography,  geography,  economics, 
sociology,  political  science,  art,  basic  bibliographies  and 
reference  works.   The  most  efficient  form  of  inter-library  loan 
can  never  serve  as  a  substitute  for  having  extensive  collections 
at  the  scholar's  elbow.   Where  the  university  is  desirous  of 
acquiring  "instant  libraries,"  it  will  find  it  helpful  to  embark 
on  a  program  for  the  acquisition  of  private  libraries.   In  such 
cases  it  is  usually  the  faculty  that  ferrets  them  out.   Buying 
funds  should  be  made  available  to  faculty  members  who  on  their 
journeys  to  Latin  America  are  willing  to  devote  part  of  their 
time  to  building  the  library  holdings. 

The  expertise  required  today  in  a  library  to  build  area 
collections  is  rarely  available  for  new  programs.   Nor  can  the 
library  always  depend  on  the  faculty  for  assistance  to  a  signifi- 
cant degree.   The  ideal  arrangement  is  to  find  a  specialist  in 
library  science  with  bibliographic  training  in  the  Latin  American 
field.   It  is  becoming  more  frequent  for  the  staff  member  to 
hold  a  dual  appointment,  sharing  his  time  between  the  library 
and  teaching.   In  this  way,  the  acquisition  program  can  operate 
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in  a  methodical,  effective,  and  continuing  way;  such  a  program 
will  produce  significant  results  over  a  period  of  time. 

Useful  aids  in  developing  the  Latin  American  holdings  of  a 
library  are  known  to  most  librarians,  but  it  may  not  be  amiss  to 
cite  a  few  of  them  in  this  paper.   The  Handbook  of  Latin  American 
Studies  always  contains  a  selective  and  annotated  guide  for  most 
of  the  good  material  published.   The  critical  contents  come 
from  the  pens  of  competent  contributing  editors.   The  Fichero 
bibliograf ico  hispanoamericano ,  now  published  monthly  by  R.  R. 
Bowker  Company,  offers  much  bibliographical  information  about 
books  published  currently  in  Spanish  on  the  American  continent. 
Its  on-the-spot  editing  in  Buenos  Aires  brings  about  closer  con- 
tact with  the  American  publishers  and  fairly  comprehensive  list- 
ings.  The  large  tome  Libros  en  venta,  also  published  by  R.  R. 
Bowker  Company,  lists  approximately  40,000  books  currently 
available  from  Spanish  America.   The  largest  portion  of  titles 
falls  in  the  social  sciences.   A  list  of  publishers  and  the 
names  and  addresses  of  their  principal  agents  add  to  the  useful- 
ness of  this  important  work.   It  contains  lists  and  addresses 
of  publishers  and  useful  reference  tools.   Current  bibliograph- 
ical information  is  also  provided  through  the  Pan  American 
Union's  quarterly,  Inter-American  Review  of  Bibliography  (Revista 
interamericana  de  bibliograf la) .   The  Indice  general  de  public a- 
ciones  periodicas  latinoamericanas :   humanidades  y  c i enc i a s 
sociales  (Index  to  Latin  American  Periodicals :   Humanities  and 
Social  Sciences) ,  prepared  by  the  Columbus  Memorial  Library  of 
the  Pan  American  Union,  is  arranged  in  dictionary  style  with  its 
subject  headings  given  in  Spanish.   Several  changes  in  format 
were  introduced  with  the  publication  of  volume  III.   A  comple- 
ment to  the  aforementioned  Indice  general  is  a  retrospective 
Index  to  Latin  American  Periodical  Literature ,  1929-1960 ,  8 
volumes . 

The  Diccionarios  de  la  literatura  latinoamericana ,  now  con- 
sisting of  some  seven  volumes,  are  published  by  the  Pan  American 
Union;  unusually  comprehensive  and  valuable,  they  contain  biog- 
raphy, critical  evaluation,  and  bibliography.   This  publication 
merits  greater  support  that  it  has  received  in  the  past.   Unfor- 
tunately, national  and  international  bibliographies  are  almost 
totally  non-existent  or  very  inadequate.   The  only  Spanish 
American  nation  that  can  claim  to  have  anything  approaching  com- 
prehensiveness in  its  inventories  of  publications  from  the 
Colonial  Period  to  the  present  is  Mexico. 
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The  inventories  of  literary  reviews  have  taken  on  greater 
impetus  in  the  past  three  or  four  years:   Boyd  G.  Carter's  Las 
revistas  literarias  de  Hispanoamerica  (Mexico,  Ediciones  de 
Andrea,  Coleccion  Studium,  num.  24,  1959);  Sturgis  E.  Leavitt ' s 
Revistas  hispanoamericanas ,  indie e  bibliograf ico :  1843-1935  (con 
la  colaboracion  de  Madaline  W.  Nichols  y  Jefferson  Rea  Spell) , 
Santiago  de  Chile,  Fondo  Historico  y  Bibliograf ico,  1960;  John 
E.  Englekirk's  "La  literatura  y  la  revista  literaria  en  Hispano- 
america" (Revijta^JCber^am^ri^^    XXVI,  1961,  num.  51,  pp.  9-79; 
XXVII,  1961,  num.  52,  pp.  219-279;  XXVIII,  1962,  num.  53,  pp. 
9-73);  Nelida  Salvador's  "Revistas  literarias  argentinas  (1893- 
1940) :  aporte  para  una  bibliograf la"  (Bibliograf ia  argent ina 
de  artes  y  letras,  Buenos  Aires,  1961,  num.  9,  2?  seccion,  pp. 
47-117);  Nelida  Salvador's  Revistas  argentinas  de  vanguardia 
(1920-1930)  (Buenos  Aires,  Universidad  de  Buenos  Aires,  Facul- 
tad  de  Filosofia  y  Letras,  1962);  Hector  Rene  Lafleur,  Sergio  D. 
Provenzano  y  Fernando  Pedro  Alonso ' s  Las  revistas  literarias 
argentinas  (1893-1960)  (Buenos  Aires,  Ediciones  Culturales 
Argentinas,  Ministerio  de  Educacion  y  Justicia,  1962) ;  Las 
revistas  literarias  de  Mexico  (Mexico,  Departamento  de  Litera- 
tura, Institute  Nacional  de  Bellas  Artes,  1963),  composed  of 
eight  lectures  given  in  1962;  and  Merlin  H.  Forster's  An  Index 
to  Mexican  Literary  Periodicals  (New  York  and  London,  The 
Scarecrow  Press,  1966) . 

The  Inter-American  Scholarly  Book  Center  (Centre  Inter- 
americano  de  Libros  Academicos) ,  jointly  sponsored  by  The  Asso- 
ciation of  American  University  Presses  and  the  National  Univer- 
sity of  Mexico  began  operations  in  1964.   Some  of  its  commend- 
able objectives  are:   to  maintain  an  extensive  exhibit  or 
reference  library,  purchase  and  stock  copies  of  books  for  retail 
trade,  supply  scholarly  books  at  standard  discounts  to  other 
bookstores  and  libraries,  sell  Latin  American  scholarly  books 
directly  by  mail  to  professors  and  libraries  of  the  United  States 
and  Canada,  maintain  a  complete  catalog  and  order  service  for 
cooperating  publishers,  work  toward  the  development  of  a  Latin 
American  version  of  Scholarly  Books  in  America ,  provide  advice 
on  scholarly  publishing,  and  assist  publishers  to  obtain  trans- 
lation rights  to  scholarly  books.   Doors  to  Latin  America  pub- 
lished quarterly  since  1954  by  the  Inter-American  Bibliograpical 
and  Library  Association,  University  of  Florida  Library,  is  very 
useful  as  a  current  bibliographical  source  for  recent  books  and 
pamphlets  published  in  the  United  States.   The  bi-monthly 
bulletin  in  English,  Recent  Books  in  Mexico,  now  in  its  sixteenth 
year  of  publication,  is  one  of  the  several  worthwhile  projects 
carried  on  by  the  Centre  Mexicano  de  Escritores,  a  non-profit 
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writers'  organization  which  counts  on  the  active  collaboration 
of  several  distinguished  authors.   This  bulletin  contains  brief 
notes  on  new  books,  lists  those  of  permanent  interest  recently 
republished,  brings  cultural  news  items,  comments  on  young 
writers,  and  publishes  fragments  of  their  novels,  a  short  story 
or  a  poem. 

Claude  L.  Hulet ' s  Latin  American  Prose  in  English  Transla- 
tion: A  Bibliography  (Basic  Bibliographies,  !_)  ,  1964  and  Latin 
American  Poetry  in  English  Translation:  A  Bibliography  (Basic 
Bibliographies ,  II) ,  1965,  incorporate  many  more  items  than  the 
previous  bibliographies  of  English  translations. 

LACAP,  the  Latin  American  Cooperative  Acquisition  Program, 
supported  by  Stechert-Hafner  to  purchase  on  the  spot  and  in 
bulk  the  titles  that  its  agents  feel  will  have  a  market  in 
United  States  libraries,  needs  no  comment  to  people  concerned 
with  the  purchase  of  Latin  American  books.   It  has  been  reason- 
ably successful  in  achieving  its  objectives. 

At  present  I  am  reading  a  manuscript  entitled  Manual  of 
Hispanic  Bibliography,  compiled  by  David  William  Foster  and 
Virginia  Ramos  Foster,  which  represents  the  attempt  to  provide 
for  Spanish  and  Spanish  American  literature  a  comprehensive 
bibliographical  guide  to  the  major  research  and  reference  tools 
and  important  secondary  sources.   The  handbook  is  unique  in 
bringing  together  in  one  publication  materials  dealing  with 
both  the  Peninsula  and  the  New  World.   Descriptive  annotations 
accompany  each  entry.   The  work  also  includes  items  in  linguis- 
tics.  Upon  its  publication  it  will  make  it  easier  for 
libraries  to  build  their  collections. 

Perhaps  it  may  not  be  inappropriate  to  mention  here  the 
Basic  List  of  Latin  American  Materials  for  New  Collections 
that  the  Ad  Hoc  Committee  of  SALALM  has  in  preparation. 
Although  it  will  be  of  particular  value  to  colleges  and  univer- 
sities with  undergraduate  area  programs,  it  will  be  equally 
useful  as  a  buying  guide  for  Latin  American  materials.   Some 
1,000  titles  of  works  in  Spanish,  Portuguese  or  French,  e^rclusive  of 
periodicals,  will  be  broken  down  as  follows:   history  and  geog- 
raphy, 250-300;  literature,  300;  linguistics,  25;  political 
science,  sociology,  and  economics,  150;  philosophy,  religion, 
and  fine  arts,  50-100;  archeology  and  anthropology,  50;  refer- 
ence and  general  works,  100.   The  most  important  works,  always 
in  the  best  edition,  will  be  included  even  though  they  may  not 
be  presently  in  print.   The  inclusion;  of  out-of-print  materials 
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may  serve  as  an  incentive  to  publishers  to  reprint  them.   The 
annotations  will  be  short  and  indicate,  wherever  this  is  the 
case,  that  the  entry  appears  in  the  Handbook  of  Latin  American 
Studies .   The  list  is  not  intended  to  satisfy  the  advanced 
research  requirements  of  the  university  in  any  field.   In  con- 
cluding this  section  on  bibliography,  it  seems  opportune  to  cite 
those  published  annually  in  the  PMLA.   Nor  should  one  overlook 
The  Year ' s  Work  in  Modern  Language  Studies  and  the  bibliography 
that  appears  in  Hispania .   Of  necessity  the  library  will  sub- 
scribe to  books  published  by  the  major  university  presses. 
Incidentally,  several  academic  presses  have  been  extremely 
active  in  the  publication  of  translations  into  English  of  Latin 
American  masterpieces. 

There  are  too  many  journals  of  interest  to  Hispanists  to 
cite  here.   As  examples,  one  might  list  Artes  de  Mexico,  His- 
panic American  Historical  Review,  Bulletin  of  Hispanic  Studies , 
Hispania,  Caribbean  Studies,  Cuadernos  Americanos,  Economic 
Bulletin  for  Latin  America,  Journal  of  Inter-American  Studies , 
Luso  Brazilian  Review,  Revista  Iberoamericana ,  Revista  Sur, 
Revista  Latinoamericana  de  Sociologia ,  Thesaurus ,  Revista 
Nacional  de  Cultura,  Trimestre  Economico. 

As  a  final  observation,  the  following  recommendations  seem 
relevant  in  developing  a  Latin  American  collection: 

(1)  employment  of  a  bibliographer  who  is  knowledgeable 
in  the  subject  area, 

(2)  development  of  a  continuing  program  to  determine 
the  lacunae  in  the  library's  resources, 

(3)  define  the  areas  in  which  the  library  wishes  to 
have  comprehensive  coverage, 

(4)  standing  orders  with  key  publishers  for  certain 
types  of  materials 

(5)  greater  involvement  of  faculty  in  the  acquisition 
of  restrospective  material, 

(6)  systematic  planning  by  departments  and  area  committees 
in  a  long-range  growth  pattern, 

(7)  development  of  an  exchange  program.

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State  Library  Services  To  The  Spanish-Speaking  Population

Library  service  to  the  non  English-speaking  population  of  the  United 
States  is  not  as  much  a  statement  of  what  is  being  done,  but  more  a  statement 
of  services  that  are  not  being  rendered.    Few  showcase  examples  of  library 
service  can  be  put  on  display.    A  look  at  the  existing  services  will  be  taken 
first  and  then  some  suggestions  for  improved  services  will  be  given  in  con- 
clusion. 

State  libraries  located  in  states  with  large  Spanish-speaking  populations 
have  long  been  faced  with  the  challenge  of  serving  these  people,  if  not  di- 
rectly, then  through  local  public  libraries.    Some  of  the  services  rendered  by 
the  Texas  State  Library  typify  those  of  other  state  libraries.    Though  nearly 
all  of  its  services  in  some  way  reach  Spanish-speaking  citizens  the  following 
are  specifically  designed  for  this  area: 

1.  Book  collections  selected  for  use  in  adult  litercy  programs  are  sent 
to  local  public  libraries  sponsoring  such  programs. 

2.  "Libros  en  Venta"  (the  Spanish  counterpart  of  "Books  In  Print")  is 
distributed  to  libraries  in  areas  of  the  State  with  Spanish-speaking 
populations . 

3.  Field  consultants  work  directly  with  public  librarians  in  solving 
local  problems  of  service. 

4.  Librarians  are  brought  together  in  workshop  settings  to  discuss 
problems  of  library  service  and  materials  acquisition. 

5.  Requests  from  blind  Spanish-speaking  persons  for  material  are  trans- 
ferred to  regional  blind  libraries , 

The  American  Library  Association's,   "Standards  for  Library  Functions  at 
the  State  Level,  "  calls  for  each  state  to  have  a  plan  for  developing  the  total 
subject  and  reference  resources  which  affect  the  economic,  political,  intel- 
lectual, and  cultural  life  of  the  state.    This  leaves  little  doubt  as  to  the 
attitude  state  libraries  should  take  in  developing  their  collections .    Since 
most  state  libraries  have  the  policy  of  developing  collections  which  supple- 
ment those  of  local  public  libraries,  the  state  collections  must  contain 
material  of  interest  to  the  Spanish-speaking  citizens . 

The  California  State  Library  collects  foreign  language  materials  in  its 
fields  of  interest  but  not  exclusively,  though  it  does  attempt  to  get  the  most 
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significant  literature  in  the  languages.    Its  interest  in  fiction  is  largely  in 
current  foreign  material  to  insure  their  availability  outside  of  the  large  cities 
of  the  state.    California,  from  funds  made  available  by  the  Library  Services 
and  Construction  Act,  has  made  large  grants  to  the  cities  of  Oakland  and  Los 
Angeles  for  the  development  of  library  service  to  culturally  disadvantaged 
persons,  with  special  emphasis  on  the  Spanish-speaking  citizens  of  the  city. 

The  Los  Angeles  special  project  is  carried  out  through  two  branches  and 
a  bookmobile  of  the  Los  Angeles  Public  Library.    The  staffs  of  these  units 
administer  programs  designed  to  reach  people  living  in  culturally  disad- 
vantaged areas.    Staff  members  work  and  give  service  directly  to  the  people 
themselves  and  indirectly  through  public  and  private  agencies  who  work  in 
their  neighborhoods .    An  increase  in  book  circulation  has  been  noted,  as 
well  as,  more  awareness  of  contemporary  problems  on  the  part  of  staff  members, 
more  staff  involvement  in  community  affairs,  and  more  community  dependence 
upon  help  from  the  libraries. 

In  1966  the  Oakland  Public  Library  was  given  a  grant  for  the  development 
of  the  Latin-American  Library.    The  Library  is  providing  a  wide  variety  of 
books  and  magazines  in  both  Spanish  and  English,  records,  films  and  film 
strips.    The  collection  is  primarily  designed  for  those  having  a  limited  reading 
ability  in  the  English  language  and  they  are  purchasing  considerable  material 
in  both  fiction  and  non-fiction  that  have  been  designated  as  being  suitable 
for  slow  readers,  books  with  large  print,  juvenile  and  young  adult  materials 
for  use  with  adults.    Emphasis  is  also  being  placed  on  obtaining  vocational, 
educational,  and  informational  materials  that  will  be  of  assistance  to  people 
in  their  daily  lives.    Such  materials  as  vocational  and  career  books;  books 
on  child  care;  books  on  home  economics  and  consumer  information;  how-to- 
do-it  self  improvement  books  such  as  how  to  write  letters,  how-to-do-it 
books  on  home  repair  and  improvements,  and  auto  repair  are  being  purchased. 
Difficulties  in  locating  this  type  of  Spanish  material  are  being  experienced. 
This  library  demonstration  is  one  of  the  most  outstanding  in  the  country. 

New  Mexico  has  a  large  Spanish-speaking  population,  with  the  largest 
concentration  found  in  the  Northern  part  of  the  state.    Many  of  these  people 
use  the  bookmobile  facilities  provided  by  the  New  Mexico  State  Library, 
since  they  live  in  small  rural  communities. for  the  most  part.    A  high  per- 
centage of  the  population  of  Santa  Fe  and  Albuquerque  is  Spanish.    The  State 
Library  maintains  a  Spanish  book  pool  that  serves  Regional  Libraries  needing 
more  material  than  is  available  locally. 

The  Economic  Opportunity  Act  of  1964  provides  the  means  for  state  and 
local  libraries  to  attack  the  problems  of  poverty  and  illiteracy.    The  Spanish- 
speaking  illiterate  benefits  from  Title  IIA  of  this  Act  when  he  takes  advantage 
of  the  literacy  programs  offered.    He  benefits  under  Title  IIB  when  he  takes 
advantage  of  state  educational  agencies'  programs  of  instruction  for  indi- 
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viduais  18  years  of  age  and  over  whose  inability  to  read,  write  and  speak  the 
English  language  and  to  master  simple  computational  skills  prevents  employ- 
ment. 

The  shortage  of  suitable  books  for  use  in  meeting  the  needs  of  Spanish- 
speaking  patrons  has  been  one  of  the,  if  not  the  major,  problems  facing 
librarians  throughout  the  United  States.     Now  that  large  sums  of  money  are 
available  to  purchase  needed  materials  the  situation  is  even  more  acute. 
Cvery  state  or  public  library  program  underway  at  this  time  is  being  seriously 
effected  by  this  shortage  of  materials. 

The  Texas  State  Library  first  became  aware  of  this  problem  when  it  began 
setting  up  bookmobile  demonstrations  in  areas  of  the  State  that  had  inadequate 
or  no  library  service.    The  need  for  special  books  for  the  Spanish-speaking 
residents  was  immediately  apparent,  but  few  titles  could  be  found.    The 
bindings  and  paper  used  in  the  production  of  those  books  was  of  low  quality 
and  rendered  the  book  unusable  within  a  very  short  time. 

At  the  Texas  State  Library  in  our  Library  of  Congress  collection  of  braille, 
Talking  Books,   and  books  recorded  on  magnetic  tape  the  number  of  titles  in 
the  Spanish  language  is  very  limited--not  more  than  a  dozen  or  so.    Only 
two  Regional  Libraries  have  Spanish  collections  of  any  size — Iowa  and  New 
York  Public  Library.    These  have  been  acquired  by  special  purchase  and  are 
available  to  all  blind  persons  throughout  the  country. 

Requests  for  Spanish  material  received  at  this  library  are  forwarded  to 
lov/a  or  New  York--or  to  one  of  several  Volunteer  agencies  who  are  producing 
Spanish  books.

The  Hadley  Correspondence  School  for  the  Blind,  700  Elm  Street, 
Winnetka,  Illinois  provides  Spanish  courses,  along  with  their  fifty  or  more 
other  home  study  courses  and  supplies  students  with  all  required  textbooks. 
This  service  is  without  cost  to  the  blind.    The  American  Printing  House  for 
the  Blind  has  Spanish  textbooks  and  other  material  available  for  purchase. 

American  cities  located  along  the  border  of  Mexico  are  finding  their 
libraries  extensively  used  by  Mexican  nationals.    The  largest  number  of  this 
group  are  students  wishing  to  use  the  reference  materials  in  relation  to  their 
school  studies.    Most  of  these  libraries  are  seeking  additional  support  from 
state  libraries  to  meet  the  demand,  since  no  tax  support  is  derived  from 
these  users.    Most  public  libraries  along  the  border  to  not  discourage  these 
students,  but  do  not  permit  them  to  check-out  material  from  the  library. 

If  state  libraries  are  to  meet  the  challenge  of  serving  the  non  English- 
speaking  segments  of  our  population  they  must  consider  the  following  points:

I.      Basic  to  all  good  library  service  is  a  state-wide  plan  that  coordinates 
all  aspects  of  library  users  needs.    Well  developed  public  library 
systems  play  a  key  role  in  providing  materials  and  services  to 
specific  segments  of  the  population.    It  is  through  those  libraries 
meeting  the  standards  that  services  will  be  given  that  meet  the 
needs  of  the  Spanish-speaicing  citizen. 

2  ,      State  libraries  as  well  as  local  public  libraries  should  have  a 
written  policy  concerning  services  and  collection  development. 
Administrators  and  staff  will  be  able  to  budget  and  plan  for  long 
range  programs  if  they  have  a  clear  understanding  of  what  services 
their  agency  will  provide  in  these  special  areas.     Economic  Oppor- 
tunity Act  programs  can  also  be  more  closely  integrated  into  the 
overall  library  operation  when  policies  are  written  out  in  the  library's 
policy  manual. 

3.  The  special  population  to  be  served  must  be  identified  so  that  ade- 
quate programs  can  be  developed.     There  are  perhaps  five  million 
Spanish-speaking  persons  in  the  United  States. 

The  Mother  Tongue  figures  from  the  Census  indicate  that  we  are  a 
highly  variegated  people,   but  they  also  allow  us  to  observe  clearly 
some  dramatic  trends  regarding  the  disappearance  of  most  immigratjt 
groups.    The  only  significant  increase  in  a  Mother  Tongue  Category 
in  recent  years  has  been  "Spanish",  which  more  than  doubled  its 
percentage  over  the  past  twenty  years.,  from  3.9%  to  7.9%  of  the 
foreign-born  population. 

The  rise  of  Spanish  in  the  census  classification  as  a  Mother  Tongue 
of  the  Foreign  Born  reflects  primarily  Mexican  immigration.     Another 
Spanish-speaking  group  -  Puerto  Ricans  -  is  growing  even  faster 
than  the  Mexicans.    In  1960,  nearly  90%  of  the  Puerto  Rican  popu- 
lation lived  in  the  Northeast,  and  over  85%  within  the  city  limits  of 
New  York  City.    They  comprised,  then,  close  to  10%  of  the  popu- 
lation of  the  nation's  largest  city.    A  third  source  of  Spanish- 
speaking  immigration  to  the  United  States  has  been  from  Cuba,  with 
the  number  of  immigrants  and  refugees  increasing  not  long  after 
Castro's  rise  to  power. 

4.  Special  consultants  must  be  employed   at  the  state  level  to  provide 
guidance  for  local  programs  of  service  to  specific  groups  of  the 
population.    These  consultants  need  not  necessarily  be  professional 
librarians,   since  training  in  working  with  and  understanding  of  these 
patrons  are  of  more  value  in  reaching  these  people.    ALA  Standards 
call  for  state  library  consultant  services  which  extend  to  guidance 
in  special  aspects  of  library  service,  and  which  is  strong  enough  to 
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help  those  libraries  meeting  standards  to  move  on  to  more  advanced 
programs . 

5.  State  libraries  must  sponsor  workshops  to  study  problems  of  service 
to  non-English  speaking  persons.    These  should  be  real  work  situ- 
ations and  not  just  image  building  sessions  for  the  state  library. 

A  parade  of  big  name  speakers  will  not  always  produce  a  solution 
to  existing  problems. 

The  Texas  State  Library  is  proposing  such  a  workshop  to  study  the 
problem  of  acquisition  of  materials  in  Spanish,    The  materials  under 
study  would  be  those  used  with  children,  young  people,  slow 
readers ,  litercy  programs  and  that  of  general  interest  to  adults . 
Mrs .  Marietta  Shepard  of  the  Pan  American  Union  is  giving  her 
valuable  assistance  in  the  planning  of  this  workshop »    It  should 
take  place  this  Fall  in  Austin,  Texas. 

6.  A  book  review  service  of  national  scope  needs  to  be  created. 
Critical  reviews  of  Spanish  materials  would  then  be  rapidly  availa- 
ble to  libraries  wishing  to  build  collections.    Some  organization, 
either  commercial  or  professional  ^  would  have  to  act  as  information 
gatherer  and  publisher.    Obtaining  review  copies  of  books  published 
in  Spanish  would  be  a  major  problem  in  an  undertaking  such  as  this. 
Mrs.  Marguerite  B„  Cooley,  Director  of  the  Arizona  Department  of 
Library  and  Archives,  has  pointed  out  the  fact  that  the  Spanish 
used  in  most  books  is  not  the  language  of  many  of  the  people  we 
are  trying  to  reach.    Those  people  who  cannot  read  English  items 
usually  cannot  read  the  so-called  Spanish  language  books  either. 
Book  selection  lists  and  aids  must  take  this  into  account  and  persons 
working  in  the  programs  must  have  special  training  to  develop  skills 
in  using  the  materials.    State  libraries  could  serve  as  coordinators 
for  training  these  persons  to  carry  out  local  programs.    Teachers, 
librarians  and  workers  with  educational  programs  in  the  South- 
western part  of  the  United  States  find  that  much  of  the  available 
Spanish  material  is  unsuitable »    Most  turn  to  books  published  in 
Mexico  City  rather  than  those  coming  out  of  Puerto  Rico  and  Miami, 
because  the  Spanish  used  is  closer  to  the  Spanish  used  in  the 
Southwest,    However,  great  care  in  selection  must  be  exercised, 
since  text  published  in  Mexico  may  be  slanted  towards  socialism. 

It  is  a  common  practice  to  purchase  original  text  from  sources  out- 
side the  United  States  and  then  transcribe  the  work  into  the  Spanish 
being  used  locally. 

7.  It  is  the  responsibility  of  state  libraries  to  assume  the  leadership 
role  for  effective  library  development.    This  is  doubly  true  in  regard 
to  service  to  non-English  speaking  citizens.    State  libraries  must 
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work  with  each  other  and  with  local  libraries  to  create  new  concepts 
in  book  buying,  pre-binding,  relations  with  publishers,   book  jobbers 
and  governmental  agencies . 

In  this  brief  overlook  at  existing  library  services  and  some  suggestions 
for  improvements,  we  see  a  problem  that  is  national  in  scope.     Until  such 
time  as  books  are  readily  available,  services  to  meet  the  needs  of  Spanish- 
speaking  people  will  not  be  developed.     In  an  era  of  the  acceptance  of  a 
bilingual  culture  in  the  United  States  books  play  a  vital  and  dynamic  role.

In  our  culture  libraries  are  more  than  mere  collections  of  books;  they 
are  a  way  of  life.   From  that  glorious  day  when  our  first  grade  teacher  lined 
us  all  up  and  we  marched  into  that  nostalgic  and  musty  room  filled  with  tales 
of  King  Arthur's  Court  and  Alice  in  Wonderland,  to  the  day  we  proudly  closed 
our  hands  on  our  first  library  card  from  the  public  library,  we  have  partici- 
pated in  a  way  of  life  as  American  as  apple  pie  and  ice  cream. 

When  we  begin  to  compare  this  with  a  culture  almost  devoid  of  public 
libraries  and  with  school  libraries,  which  when  they  do  exist,  contain  per- 
haps up  to  one°hundred  poorly  selected  books,  generally  kept  in  locked  cases 
and  almost  never  circulated,  the  differences  in  orientation  and  philosophy 
can  readily  be  realized. 

When  we  think  of  libraries  in  Colombia  we  have  to  think  in  general  of 
closed  stacks  with  little  circulation.   Due  to  the  lack  of  public  libraries 
and  the  inaccessibility  of  their  collections,  building  private  collections 
has  been  the  rule  of  the  day.   There  are  few  libraries  in  Colombia  which  have 
attained  a  respectable  size  judging  by  American  standards.  The  National  Libr- 
ary in  July  1966  had  only  256,687  books  and  was  acquiring  less  than  2,000 
new  books  per  year.   The  library  owned  by  the  Banco  de  la  Republica  (Luis 
Angel  Arango)  had  only  71,000  books  and  was  acquiring  approximately  200  new 
books  per  month.   It  is  interesting  to  note  that  both  of  these  libraries  ac- 
quire their  books  principally  by  deposits  or  by  donation  and  do  not  have  a 
very  large  acquisition  fund.   Neither  these  nor  any  other  library  in  Bogota 
with  an  adequate  collection  will  loan  books  to  the  general  public  for  home 
use,  nor  will  they  loan  books  on  inter-library  loan. 

There  have  been  few  serious  attempts  made  to  build  strong,  useful  libr- 
aries.  This  can  be  attributed  to  a  number  of  reasons,  but  principally  be- 
cause no  strong  need  has  been  felt  before  this  time.   (An  outstanding  excep- 
tion is  the  library  of  the  Institute  Caro  y  Cuervo.)   Secondly,  the  head  libr- 
arian has  often  been  a  person  of  prestige  rather  than  a  librarian.   For  ex- 
ample, the  director  of  the  National  Library,  as  well  as  the  directors  of  the 
general  library  of  the  University  of  Antioquia  and  the  library  of  Luis  Angel 
Arango  are  literary  figures  rather  than  librarians.  Two  examples  where  the 
directors  have  been  librarians  are  the  directors  of  the  libraries  of  the  Un- 
iverdidad  Nacional  and  Universidad  de  los  Andes.   Professional  librarians, 
in  the  libraries  which  have  them,  are  customarily  not  given  the  responsib- 
ility necessary  to  allow  them  to  build  a  good  library  system.   Even  in  aca- 
demic libraries,  the  actual  director  is  often  a  faculty  member  (many  times 
nearing  retirement)  who  maintains  control  over  the  staff  and  the  book  col- 
lection.  The  problems  that  have  resulted  and  the  inefficiencies  could  alone 
fill  a  paper  much  longer  than  this  one.  Librarians  (particularly  female) 
are  often  considered  little  more  than  bookkeepers  and  secretaries  and  their 
salaries  reflect  this. 
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Colombia  is  fortunate  in  having  one  of  the  finest  library  schools  in 
Latin  America  (Escuela  Interamericana  de  Bibliocecoiogia)  with  the  result 
that  librarians  are  not  in  short  supply  as  in  so  many  other  countries.   For- 
merly these  librarians  received  a  degree  after  three  years  of  university  study 
which  included  two  years  of  library  science  and  one  year  of  general  studies. 
Because  of  this  fact,  the  librarians  were  weak  in  general  background  although 
quite  sound  technically.   (This  has  recently  been  changed  to  two  years  of  gen- 
eral studies  and  two  years  of  library  science,  thus  improving  their  background.) 
Because  of  the  newness  of  the  development  of  centralized  collections  in  Colo- 
mbia, the  library  school  faculty  is  not  oriented  towards  developing  librar- 
ians for  this  type  of  university  work,  and  unfortunately »  the  faculty  has 
also  had  little  practical  experience  in  this  aspect.  Two  points  should  be 
emphasized  here.  The  faculty  included  many  U,  S.  library  teachers  and  Col- 
ombian graduates  of  U.  S.  library  schools „  Their  orientation  and  education 
has  not  included  the  unique  experience  or  understanding  of  the  peculiar  prob- 
lems of  Colombian  libraries  and  was  based  on  the  U  S.  library  situation.  Al- 
though the  graduates  from  the  school  were  technically  trained,  their  philos- 
ophy had  to  be  reshaped  to  the  actual  needs  and  circumstances  of  the  country. 
Secondly,  these  graduates  were  not  well  aware  of  their  position  in  the  overall 
picture  of  the  national  problem  of  libraries  and  how  they  should  take  part 
in  a  plan  for  influencing  library  growth  and  understanding  in  the  country  as 
a  whole.   Those  who  did  understand  the  problem  were  not  aware  of  the  hard  work 
and  slow  process  necessary  in  reaching  some  national  understanding  among  them- 
selves and  the  country  and  of  the  ways  of  reaching  these  goals.   Other  points 
could  be  cited  but,  in  spite  of  these  handicaps,  the  library  school  has  turned 
out  many  excellent  librarians  who  are  gradually  assuming  commanding  posts  on 
the  library  scene  and  hold  great  promise  for  future  development  of  libraries 
in  Colombia. 

One  of  the  most  distressing  items  in  Colombia  is  a  lack  of  uniform  stat- 
istics.  Even  when  statistics  are  provided,  they  often  cannot  be  accepted. 
Library  directors  are  likely  to  augment  their  statistics  sometimes  by  more 
than  one -hundred  percent  to  make  it  appear  that  they  are  doing  more  than  they 
really  are.   Even  the  Colombia  Institute  of  Statistics  (D.  A.  N.  E,)  has  caused 
a  disparity  in  the  statistics  by  stating  that  the  number  of  readers  should 
be  the  same  as  the  number  of  books  consulted.  Also  they  require  an  annual 
total  of  the  number  of  books  consulted--a  figure  which  leads  to  inaccuracies. 
I  had  a  continuing  argument  with  the  Office  of  Statistics  because  I  would  not 
provide  staff  to  count  the  number  of  books  which  people  pulled  off  the  shelves. 
Having  open  stacks  and  a  large  circulation  in  the  library,  this  would  have 
been  a  full-time  job.   Nevertheless,  most  of  the  libraries,  when  they  give 
the  data  on  the  number  of  readers  of  books  are  actually  supplying  only  the 
number  consulted,  which  would  of  course,  be  a  highly  inflated  figure.  Also, 
there  is  no  rule  as  to  what  constitutes  a  book  and  many  libraries  will  include 
pamphlet  material,  issues  of  magazines,  et  cetera.   Thus  it  is  not  possible 
to  ascertain  with  any  degree  of  accuracy  the  growth  of  libraries  or  collec- 
tions in  Colombia.  Many  libraries  and  library  directors  require  that  all 
books  be  accessioned  regardless  of  value  in  order  to  give  an  inflated  figure. 
Thus  in  the  data  given  for  libraries,  many  include  a  high  percentage  of  use- 
less material. 
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UNIVERSIDAD  DEL  VALLE 

I  was  fortunate  in  coming  to  the  Universidad  del  Valle  in  that  I  was 
named  as  director  rather  than  consultant  as  so  often  happens.   Secondly,  I 
was  endowed  by  the  Board  of  Regents  of  the  University  with  all  the  authority 
to  direct  the  library  as  I  saw  fit.   Furthermore,  as  the  representative  of 
the  Rockefeller  Foundation,  I  had  some  influence  in  how  their  grant  money 
would  be  spent.   In  retrospect,  I  was  even  more  fortunate  in  that  I  acted 
before  some  of  the  dissident  faculties  could  have  time  to  counteract  some 
things  which  I  felt  had  to  be  done.   Shortly  after  my  arrival,  with  the  aid 
of  the  librarians  and  the  library  personnel,  we  began  to  unite  physically 
the  six  faculty  collections  into  one  location  and  one  library.   In  general 
the  librarians  and  staff  all  helped  in  moving  and  shelving  the  various  col- 
lections, but  several  considered  this  physical  labor  beneath  them  and  would 
not  participate.   Two  of  the  faculties  which  were  somewhat  opposed  to  this 
centralization  found  their  libraries  already  moved  before  they  had  time  to  act 
upon  it.   Some  of  the  faculty  and  students  were  bitter  about  losing  their 
own  departmental  libraries,  but  fortunately,  soon  found  the  new  library  system 
offered  so  many  more  benefits  that  they  were  placated,  and  in  most  instances 
became  strong  friends  and  supporters  of  the  centralized  library.  On  the 
other  hand  some  never  would  enter  the  library  because  they  no  longer  knew 
where  to  find  their  books  and  were  somewhat  hesitant  about  learning  to  use 
the  new  facility. 

Acquisitions  Once  physically  centralized,  the  first  job  was  to  build  an 
organization  out  of  the  new  structure.  An  Acquisitions  Department  had  to 
be  formed  so  it  could  work  with  the  faculty  in  book  selection  and  acquire  the 
materials  the  faculty  thought  were  essential.   In  this  there  were  many  prob- 
lems.  One  of  the  greatest  was  due  to  the  fact  that  nearly  all  foreign  coun- 
tries were  requiring  payment  in  U.  S.  dollars  rather  than  in  Colombian  pesos. 
Fortunately,  we  worked  out  a  system  which  allowed  us  to  approve  the  invoices 
and  then  send  them  to  New  York  for  payment.  Secondly,  as  soon  as  the  books 
started  coming,  we  had  difficulty  getting  them  through  the  Customs  Office. 
After  several  discussions  emphasizing  that  the  books  were  being  paid  for  by 
a  foreign  entity,  the  customs  agents  agreed  to  allow  importation  as  long  as 
the  boxes  were  kept  under  twenty  pounds  each. 

A  serious  drawback  to  our  effort  to  inform  the  faculty  as  to  what  was 
available  was  the  lack  of  selection  tools.  We  acquired  five  copies  of  Libros 
en  Venta  and  made  great  use  of  this,  particularly  the  subject  entries,  in 
circulating  to  the  faculty  for  their  book  selection.  We  purchased  several 
copies  of  Ficheros  Bibliograf icos  which  we  also  circulated  to  the  faculty. 
Even  with  these  an4  a  number  of  blurbs  from  the  various  Spanish  language 
publishing  houses,  the  selection  tools  were  quite  limited  and  not  as  up-to- 
date  as  we  would  have  liked.  We  purchased  the  more  common  English  language 
bibliographies  and  in  fact,  found  that  the  faculty  in  the  more  technical  sub- 
jects, and  especially  in  medicine,  were  buying  a  high  percentage  of  their  books 
in  English  rather  than  in  Spanish  due  to  the  lack  of  current  Spanish  material 
in  the  pertinent  subjects.   (The  ratio  was  approximately  1:1  Spanish  vs.  Eng- 
lish) Another  point  that  soon  became  important  to  us  was  the  comparatively 
high  cost  of  foreign  books  in  Colombia.  The  booksellers  are  well-orgatiized 
and  have  set  uniform  prices  whid^  can  be  as  much  as  one-hundred  percent  over 
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the  cost  in  the  country  of  origin.   If  the  same  book  was  ordered  from  the 
publisher,  he  would  refer  it  to  his  agent  in  Colombia  so  that  it  was  still 
necessary  to  pay  the  high  markup.   Finally  we  found  that  by  using  a  jobber 
in  each  country  for  our  purchases  we  were  able  to  avoid  these  high  costs  charged 
by  Colombian  dealers.   When  Colombian  book  agents  called  on  us,  we  often  show- 
ed them  the  difference  in  price  of  the  books  they  offered  as  compared  with 
Libros  en  Venta.   In  response  to  their  answer  that  they  were  the  sole  author- 
ized agents,  we  showed  them  how  books  could  be  bought  through  the  bookstores 
in  foreign  countries  and  the  money  that  could  be  saved.   Usually  the  Colom- 
bian agent  would  not  return  to  bother  the  library  again. 

Many  of  the  faculty  members  complained  of  the  high  costs  and  the  delay 
in  getting  books  they  wanted  to  buy  personally.   With  the  small  salaries  they 
received  and  their  desire  to  build  a  respectable  personal  library  as  well 
as  to  obtain  the  basic  books  for  their  professions,  they  had  often  been  con- 
cerned with  the  high  local  costs  and  delays.   Book  stores  in  Colombia  were 
not  allowed  to  import  freely  but  were  required  to  obtain  an  import  license 
for  each  shipment  of  books.   The  license  often  was  very  slow  in  coming  (three 
months  or  more).   As  the  faculty  became  aware  of  the  speed  of  the  Acquisitions 
Department  in  acquiring  material,  and  the  lower  costs,  they  increasingly  re- 
quested that  the  faculty  be  allowed  to  order  their  personal  books  through  the 
library.   Although  this  represented  some  extra  work,  the  results  of  providing 
this  service  were  most  gratifying  and  built  up  considerable  good-will.   As 
an  aftermath,  the  students  began  requesting  daily  that  they  be  allowed  the 
same  privilege,  but  since  the  University  had  decided  that  this  was  to  be  con- 
sidered the  domain  of  the  Dean  of  Students,  the  library  was  not  allowed  to 
help  in  ordering  their  books  except  in  a  very  limited  way. 

I  might  also  mention  that  many  donations  were  received  by  the  Acquisi- 
tions Department,   Formerly  in  the  faculty  libraries,  the  librarians  had  been 
required  to  process  gift  material  irrespective  of  its  value  since  this  helped 
build  up  statistics.   The  librarians  were  very  pleased  to  be  able  now  to  sel- 
ect and  process  only  those  gift^  which  they  felt  were  pertinent  to  our  col- 
lection.  Incidentally,  the  gift  material  which  we  decided  not  to  keep  could 
be  offered  at  special  sales  by  the  library  from  time  to  time  to  increase  the 
limited  budget.   Colombians  are  great  book-lovers  and  are  eager  to  build  per- 
sonal collections,  even  with  outdated  material. 

Cataloging  After  assigning  a  crew  to  work  on  cataloging,  the  biggest  task 
was  to  unite  the  catalogs  from  the  various  departments.   Because  of  inequities 
in  the  cataloging  done  in  the  various  libraries,  this  was  extremely  trouble- 
some.  Two  large  problems  were  establishing  an  authority  file  and  a  uniform 
set  of  subject  entries.   Since  most  of  the  books  were  out  of  date,  it  was 
felt  that  re-processing  them  was  secondary  in  comparison  to  processing  the 
newer  material.   Misplaced  books  and  books  in  two  different  numbers  were  not 
unusual,  but  since  they  could  all  be  found,  the  problem  was  not  too  serious. 
It  was  fortunate  there  were  on  hand  several  people  with  language  facilities 
who  were  able  to  handle  English,  German,  and  French  books  almost  as  well  as 
Spanish  language  materials.   One  special  problem  was  the  lack  of  expansive- 
ness  in  the  Dewey  Decimal  Code  for  literature  of  the  various  Latin  American 
countries.   Various  systems  have  been  developed  to  overcome  this  deficiency 
which  I  will  not  relate  here. 
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Reference  Reference  personnel  were  assigned  two  rather  challenging  tasks 
right  from  the  beginning.   One  consisted  in  trying  to  survey  the  collection 
and  find  its  weaknesses.  With  a  scarcity  of  guides  available,  this  was  es- 
pecially trying.  After  using  the  basic  reference  tools  for  English  language 
material,  how  does  one  develop  a  well-rounded  Spanish  language  reference  col- 
lection? Libros  en  Venta,  Ficheros  Bibliograficos,  LACAP  lists,  current  and 
retrospective  bibliographies  were  all  checked,  as  well  as  calling  on  the  ad- 
vice of  the  faculty  and  various  other  librarians  who  have  been  building  Latin 
American  collections,  but  there  still  was  plenty  of  room  for  additional  help 
in  the  selection  of  material. 

Secondly,  because  a  unified  library  system  was  so  unique  in  Colombia, 
faculty  members  who  were  accustomed  to  smaller  faculty  collections  which 
they  could  know  almost  intimately,  were  lost  and  confused  in  dealing  with 
a  large  library.   The  students  were  even  more  so.   I  had  particular  pity 
for  incoming  freshmen  who  had  not  even  the  beginning  knowledge  of  how  to 
look  for  something  in  the  library. 

In  order  to  provide  an  effective  teaching  service,  the  reference  staff 
had  to  prepare  a  series  of  meetings  with  the  faculty  and  students  to  orient 
them  to  the  new  facility.   Incidentally,  we  did  offer  the  use  of  the  library, 
although  without  borrowing  privileges,  to  the  city  in  general.   Business 
people  made  ever  greater  use  of  this  service,  but  we  found  the  greatest  ac- 
ceptance among  the  high  school  students.  We  were  particularly  pleased  that 
they  soon  learned  with  little  training  how  to  find  the  necessary  books,  and 
we  were  gratified  in  knowing  they  would  come  some  day  to  the  University  with 
no  problem  in  adjusting  themselves  to  using  the  library.  Unfortunately,  this 
service  to  the  general  populace  has  recently  been  discontinued. 

Circulation  Circulation  in  the  library  presented  a  problem  which  is  quite 
different  from  U.  S.  circulation  problems.  When  books  were  overdue  there 
was  no  way  of  informing  the  student  so  that  he  might  get  the  book  back.  Lo- 
cal mail  service  was  not  operational.  As  an  experiment  overdue  notices  were 
sent  to  the  faculty  in  which  the  student  was  registered.  The  notices  generally 
remained  in  a  secretary's  office,  and  the  student  would  never  get  the  notice. 
The  only  recourses  were  to  post  a  list  of  students  with  overdues,  and  to  re- 
fuse to  loan  more  books  to  these  students.  The  students  were  also  required 
to  get  a  release  from  the  library  before  they  could  get  their  final  grades. 
This  worked  fairly  well,  but  no  successful  way  was  ever  found  to  retrieve  the 
books  from  "dropouts",  (less  than  one  of  four  students  graduated)  who  just 
decided  not  to  come  back  to  the  University  and  who  might  have  some  books  on 
loan.  The  attitude  of  some  Colombians  towards  loaning  books  might  best  be 
described  by  quoting  a  high  official  at  the  National  University  in  Bogota 
who  said  with  tongue  in  cheek:   "The  only  person  who  is  more  a  fool  than  the 
one  who  takes  a  book  out  of  the  library,  is  the  one  who  brings  it  back."  It 
was  interesting  to  note  that  even  in  circulation,  and  particularly  in  the 
reserve  collection,  personnel  needed  some  language  facility  since  one  out  of 
every  three  books  circulated  was  in  English.  An  extensive  survey  of  book 
loans  by  language  and  subject  was  made,  and  the  difference  over  the  three 
year  period  was  made.  The  conclusions  were  surprising,  but  not  pertinent 
to  this  paper. 
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Audio-Visuals  The  library  was  chosen  as  an  ideal  spot  to  build  up  a  collec- 
tion of  audio-visual  materials  and  equipment  for  loaning  to  the  University 
faculty  and  students.   The  collection  was  made  possible  by  a  special  grant  from 
the  Foundation.   In  this  grant  the  University  was  very  fortunate  since  the 
Foundation  had  a  special  license  for  importing  equipment.   It  would  have  been 
nearly  impossible  to  import  otherwise.  A  considerable  part  of  the  work  of 
this  unit,  once  the  librarian  in  charge  had  been  trained,  consisted  in  training 
the  faculty  in  the  use  of  the  equipment.  The  number  of  breakdowns  of  proj- 
ectors, motion  picture  machines,  record  players  and  recorders  was  unusually 
high  due  to  inexperienced  operators,  and  perhaps,  to  a  trait  of  the  Colom- 
bians who  delight  in  experimentation.  Another  contributing  factor  to  these 
breakdowns  was  the  fluctuation  of  the  voltage  in  Cali  (and  in  all  of  Colombia) 
which  could  increase  from  105  to  125  volts  and  burn  out  many  electric  bulbs 
and  small  motors.   Unfortunately,  the  University  had  little  money  for  repairs, 
and  usually  parts  were  not  available  in  Colombia.   Consequently,  when  equip- 
ment broke  down,  it  often  stayed  broken  for  three  months. 

Students  In  general  the  students  were  very  interested  and  extremely  cooper- 
ative in  the  library  and  took  pride  in  what  was  being  accomplished.   Their 
use  of  the  library  was  beyond  expectation.   Perhaps  this  can  be  explained  by 
the  fact  that  most  of  the  students  were  part  of  a  changing  society  growing 
from  a  moderately  poor  into  a  middle  class  group,  therefore  very  conscientious 
in  their  assignments.   They  had  neither  the  space  nor  the  atmosphere  for  ser- 
ious study  in  their  home  situations  and  found  that  they  had  to  use  the  libr- 
ary for  all  studying.   Our  statistics  indicated  that  seating  space  in  a  gen- 
eral library  might  have  to  be  planned  to  accommodate  up  to  fifty  percent  of 
the  student  body  at  any  given  time.  Also  they  had  always  been  accustomed 
to  studying  together  in  small  groups,  and  as  a  result,  the  noise  level  in  the 
library,  particularly  in  the  beginning  months,  approached  near  pandemonium. 
It  was  incredible  seeing  and  hearing  the  difference  when  one  entered  the  libr- 
ary a  year  later.   In  fact,  the  students  increasingly  complained  that  the 
librarians  were  too  noisy  as  they  themselves  became  more  cognizant  of  the 
need  for  a  quiet  atmosphere  for  studying.   In  spite  of  this  fact,  it  is  nec- 
essary to  plan  for  a  substantially  larger  number  of  small  seminar  rooms  if 
a  library  is  to  be  a  complete  success  in  Colombia. 

The  generally  low  financial  status  of  the  students  resulted  in  a  great 
demand  for  multiple  copies  of  texts  in  the  libraries,  which  the  library  could 
ill-afford  to  supply.  As  an  alternative,  the  library  was  responsible  for  what 
was  called  a  "revolving  fund"  through  which  the  students  could  rent  books  gen- 
erally amorticized  over  a  five-year  period.  They  could  also  buy  from  this 
fund  the  necessary  texts  with  substantial  discounts.   This  "revolving  fund" 
was  restricted  by  University  regulations  to  medical  students,  and  later  on, 
extended  to  economics  students,  and  showed  promise  of  bccom'ng  a  university- 
wide  service. 

Search  for  Funds  At  times  the  University's  operating  expenses  were  so  lim- 
ited there  was  not  even  money  to  buy  pencils,  paper,  or  other  necessary  items. 
To  supplement  the  income  of  the  library  and  to  buy  such  necessities,  many 
money-making  ventures  were  developed.   Some  of  these  ventures  consisted  in 
collecting  fines  for  overdue  books,  selling  duplicate  books,  selling  borrow- 
er's cards,  renting  phonograph  records,  and  selling  and/or  renting  reproduc- 
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tions  of  paintings  which  were  imported  from  the  U.  S.   The  library  also 
bought  worthwhile  books  published  by  local  authors,  and  acted  as  a  book 
jobber,  generally  selling  these  to  the  U.  S.  at  substantial  profit.  We  al- 
so found  that  we  could  publish  directories  of  the  faculty,  guides  to  the  use 
of  the  library,  and  include  advertisements  from  local  firms  with  the  result 
that  the  advertisements  paid  more  than  the  cost  of  publishing.   Other  recourses 
were  tried  with  varying  degrees  of  success. 

School  Libraries  One  very  satisfying  experience  was  working  with  school  libr- 
aries. Many  schools  showed  an  interest  in  what  we  were  doing  in  the  Univer- 
sity and  in  finding  out  how  they  too  could  form  better  libraries.  Fortunately, 
the  American  school  in  Call  (Colegio  Bolivar)  had  a  good  library  and  even  more 
surprisingly  had  a  professional  librarian  in  charge.   I  believe  at  that  time 
it  was  the  only  primary/secondary  school  library  in  Colombia  with  a  professional 
librarian.  We  invited  librarians  and  principals  to  take  field  trips  with  us 
to  this  library  so  they  could  appreciate  what  a  school  library  could  be.   In 
all,  some  one  hundred  and  fifty  people  were  taken  over  a  period  of  months  to 
see  this  library  and  all  were  impressed  and  enthusiastic  over  the  possibility 
of  building  their  own  library  in  the  same  way. 

Secondly,  classes  were  offered  especially  geared  for  school  librarians 
giving  them  basic  ideas  in  collection  formation,  cataloging,  circulation,  et 
cetera.   These  classes  attracted  librarians  throughout  the  state.   Fifty  to 
seventy  people  would  often  attend  these  classes.   Demands  on  the  time  of  the 
University  librarians  soon  became  too  much  with  the  large  number  of  requests 
for  additional  instruction  from  the  school  librarians.   Thus,  in  conjunction 
with  the  education  faculty  of  the  University,  a  new  position  of  "school  assis- 
tant" for  libraries  was  created.  The  librarian  in  this  position  now  spends 
all  of  her  time  visiting  libraries,  offering  classes  and  promoting  school 
libraries.  As  a  result  this  one  state  in  Colombia  (El  Valle)  has  become  a 
forerunner  in  the  development  of  primary  and  secondary  school  libraries.   Sev- 
eral librarians  from  local  industries  also  attended  these  classes  and  libr- 
arians were  able  ultimately  to  see  a  healthy  growth  In  specialized  collections, 
as  well  as  to  earn  extra  money  in  their  free  time  as  consultants  to  technical 
libraries . 


In  order  to  develop  the  library  system  in  Call  it  was  necessary  to  re- 
view the  restrictions  which  we  all  tend  to  bring  from  our  former  environments 
into  a  new  system  since  these  can  present  a  deterrent  to  effective  library 
operation.   It  was  necessary  to  reevaluate  previous  Ideas  of  library  opera- 
tion carefully  considering  Colombia's  needs  and  resources.   The  lack  of  stab- 
ility and  the  Insecurity  of  continued  support  are  two  of  the  most  difficult 
facets  to  realize  and  to  counteract.  There  are  many  libraries  throughout  the 
world  which  were  helped  by  some  special  grant,  which  flourished  and  built 
good  collections  for  the  duration  of  the  grant,  and  which,  when  the  grant 
ended,  returned  to  their  former  somnambulance.   To  avoid  this  relapse  in 
Call,  it  seemed  necessary  to  build  up  support  in  the  administration,  to  train 
the  Colombians  to  run  their  own  library,  and  to  look  for  possible  ways  to 
finance  the  operation  in  case  outside  support  was  withdrawn.   Fortunately 
administrative  support  was  easy  to  obtain  since  a  high  percentage  of  the  ad- 
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ministratlve  officers  were  U.  S.  graduates  and  very  library-oriented.   A  great 
deal  of  training  and  close  observation  (which  gradually  diminished  as  the  per- 
sonnel grew  into  their  positions)  was  necessary  to  prepare  the  Colombians 
for  their  future  responsibilities.  It  was  fortunate  that  the  administration 
of  the  University  was  agreed  that  any  measure  that  would  increase  the  ufse  of 
the  library  and  create  more  interest  in  reading,  was  of  value  to  the  Univer- 
sity.  With  this  in  mind,  and  also  looking  for  financial  stability,  the  libr- 
ary developed  into  a  bookstore,  a  publisher,  a  book  jobber,  a  school  for  libr- 
arians, a  pool  of  library  consultants,  a  profit-making  institution,  as  well 
as  a  library  in  its  more  restricted  sense   These  functions  combined  with  a 
library  fee  as  part  of  the  tuition  expense,  guaranteed  some  income  for  the 
library's  continuing  operation. 

I  think  it  is  indicative  of  the  great  need  for  adequate  libraries  that 
the  total  daily  average  of  library  users  in  the  decentralized  libraries  at 
the  Universidad  del  Valle  grew  from  approximately  500  in  October  of  1963  to 
an  average  of  2,300  daily  using  the  centralized  library  in  June  of  1966. 

The  Universidad  del  Valle  library  system  grew  and  became  a  model  for 
other  university  libraries  in  Colombia.  As  a  direct  result  of  the  develop- 
ment in  Cali,  many  other  university  libraries  are  now  developing  along  simil- 
ar patterns.   Some  that  can  be  cited  are  the  libraries  of  the  Universidad  de 
Tolima,  Universidad  Nacional,  Javeriana,  and  Universidad  de  Antioquia.  Un- 
fortunately, in  Cali  the  library  is  suffering  under  a  change  of  leadership; 
the  better  clerical  and  professional  people  have  resigned,  and  the  other  un- 
iversities no  longer  look  to  Universidad  del  Valle  as  an  example.  Neverthe- 
less, the  attitude  towards  libraries  in  all  of  Colombia  has  changed  substan- 
tially and  the  larger  universities  have  made  libraries  a  focal  point  in  their 
growth . 

As  a  general  rule  the  librarians  were  keenly  interested  in  every  way  of 
promoting  the  use  of  books  and  they  enjoyed  participating  in  any  scheme  to 
increase  the  general  usage.   Even  though  their  concepts  had  not  included  the 
very  broad  areas  in  which  we  found  it  necessary  to  operate,  and  though  their 
education  had  not  fully  prepared  them  for  a  more  encompassing  plan  of  libr- 
ary operations,  both  the  librarians  and  the  staff,  in  nearly  all  cases,  enter- 
ei»finto  the  work  with  enthusiasm  and  a  sincere  desire  to  improve  the  library 
and  their  community. 

At  the  same  time,  a  significant  change  in  teaching  patterns  has  taken 
place.   The  faculties  are  giving  up  their  traditional  methods  of  teaching 
which  have  been  based  only  upon  lectures  with  the  students  parroting  back 
what  they  have  learned.  Most  universities  are  now  emphasizing  independent 
study  and  research,  which  is  causing  greater  demands  on  libraries  for  strong 
collections. 

I  would  like  to  close  emphasizing  the  importance  of  preparation  of  the 
professional  librarians  who  will  work  in  foreign  libraries  or  foreign  libr- 
ary schools.   There  is  a  tremendous  need  for  help  in  establishing  and  improv- 
ing library  schools  in  the  developing  countries  and  for  special  orientation 
of  the  foreign  librarians  who  do  their  graduate  work  in  the  U.  S.  preparatory 
to  returning  to  work  in  their  country.  The  problems  in  their  countries  are 
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quite  different  from  ours  and  the  emphasis  in  the  course  work  must  be  based 
more  on  their  actual  needs.   Personally  I  would  prefer  that  more  emphasis  be 
placed  on  training  the  library  personnel  and  the  faculties  of  the  library 
schools  in  their  own  countries  since  even  the  most  dedicated  seem  to  lose 
their  enthusiasm  once  they  have  enjoyed  the  comforts  of  the  U.  S.   When  one 
considers  that  seven  out  of  eight  Colombians  who  have  gone  on  for  master's 
degrees  in  librarianship  in  the  past  five  years  have  since  returned  to  live 
permanently  in  the  U.  S.,  it  can  be  readily  seen  that  some  changes  must  be 
made.   If  courses  could  be  offered  in  the  various  countries  and  more  emphasis 
placed  on  thinking  along  national  lines  with  more  orientation  toward  the  ac- 
tual local  situations,  I  believe  library  training  and  development  would  be 
greatly  improved  for  these  countries.

INTRODUCTION 

One  of  the  most  difficult  tasks  confronting  a  large  library  is  that  of 
accounting  for  the  origin  and  growth  of  a  part  of  its  collection--origin  may 
have  been  by  accident;  growth,  the  efforts  of  unrecorded  multitudes.  These 
difficulties  are  illustrated  in  the  accompanying  sketches  by  Messrs.  Michel 
and  Becker.   A  specific  aspect  of  a  general  collection  is  seldom  distinct  and 
separable  from  the  mass  in  which  it  is  inbedded.   At  Berkeley  the  records  of 
Spanish  and  Portuguese  history  and  culture  as  they  have  affected  the  United 
States  and  as  they  exist  in  Mexico,  Central  and  South  America  are  shared  by 
the  Bancroft  Library  and  the  General  Library.   In  both  they  form  only  a  part 
of  larger  wholes.   In  Bancroft,  Latin  America  ia  a  large  fraction  of  a  rich 
and  varied  collection  whose  geography  extends  from  Alaska  to  Tierra  del  Fuegq. 
Based  on  the  library  of  Hubert  Howe  Bancroft,  its  Latin  American  strength  comes 
into  focus  on  Mexico  and  Central  America  and  elsewhere  through  Spanish  and 
Portuguese  colonization  activities.   In  the  General  Library,  these  holdings 
are  more  diverse  and  extended  in  time  and  space.   In  both  libraries  they  have 
reflected  the  personal  interests  and  enthusiasms  of  many  scholars.

THE  GENERAL  LIBRARY 

Collections  of  the  University  Library  at  Berkeley  have  been  minutely 
listed  in  published  book  catalogs  of  1928-30  and  1964*,  which  provide  de- 
tailed information  about  books  and  serials  on  Latin  America.  The  Guide  to  the 
Manuscript  Collect ■■* ons  of  the  Bancroft  Library,  of  which  a  second  volume  is  to 
appear,  provides  comparabl-i  detail  for  the  University's  most  interesting  col- 
lection of  primary  sources.   Well-known  guides  by  Hamer,  Hilton,  Jackson,  and 
most  recently  Bartley**,  give  useful  summaries,  which  the  following  remarks

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are  designed  to  supplement.   The  attempt  to  express  or  to  learn  in  a  summary 
way  what  is  at  Berkeley  outside  the  Bancroft  continues  to  involve  frustration. 
The  General  Library  collections  in  the  field  are  both  scattered  through  a  com- 
plicated system  of  distinct  branches  and  service  units   and  very  numerous. 
They  consist  primarily  of  printed  materials  in  the  usual  sense--books,  pam- 
phets,  periodicals,  and  other  serials.   Collections  of  other  kinds  of  materials, 
though  already  very  copious,  are  still  in  a  process  of  development,  mainly 
through  film. 

Subject  strengths,  typically  in  fields  not  normally  associated  with 
Luso-Hispanic  studies  until  recently,  can  be  listed  briefly:   in  pure  science, 
the  collections  are  strong  in  botany,  entomology,  geology,  and  zoology;  in  ap- 
plied sciences,  very  strong  in  agriculture  and  strong  in  civil  and  mining  en- 
gineering; in  language  and  literature,  very  strong  in  linguistics  and  literature 
in  Spanish  and  in  the  indigenous  languages  of  the  Western  Hemisphere;  in  the 
descriptive  social  sciences,  strong  in  archeology,  geography,  colonial  and 
political  history  and  relations  between  states;  in  applied  social  sciences, 
strong  in  statistics  of  populations  and  trade,  of  agricultural  and  industrial 
development,  strong  in  cultural  anthropology  and  ethnology,  in  the  sociology 
of  conflict  and  change,   especially  among  agricultural  and  mixed  populations, 
and  in  fields  of  education,  psychology,  and  law  most  closely  related  to  such 
social  environments.   In  subject  bibliography  of  all  these  fields,  the  collec- 
tions are  excellent. 

For  the  developments  described,  accidents  of  geography  and  local  interest 
have  been  influential.   Like  Latin  America,  California  has  been  isolated  from 
densely  populated  main  centers  during  much  of  the  period  of  development; 
Mexico,  most  easily  accessible  and  involved  closely  in  the  regional  culture 
of  the  State,  has  provided  an  early  and  strong  focus  of  interest;  Spanish, 
rather  than  Portuguese,  has  been  the  dominant  language  of  colonization  in  both 
California  and  in  Central  and  South  America.   It  can  be  assumed  that  Brazil 
rapidly  became  a  focus  of  collection  building  because  of  similarity  of  problems 
of  development  and  growth  to  those  of  California;  at  least,  the  early  emphasis 
on  agriculture,  social  analysis,  demographic  analysis,  and  some  fields  of  en- 
gineering suggest  so. 

Other  factors  have  shaped  the  collections,  especially  since  the  1930's. 
The  Lowie  Museum  and  the  Giannini  Foundation  have  both  bred  on  and  nourished 
developing  collections  in  archeology,  anthropology,  economics,  agriculture, 
and  applied  social  sciences.   National  interest  in  Berkeley  seismology  and 
pressing  State  need  in  mining  and  civil  and  hydraulic  engineering  have  been  in- 
fluential.  Since  World  War  II,  national  interest  in  Latin  American  development 
and  national  involvement  in  higher  education  and  research  have  provided  dominant 
direction  and  stimulus. 

All  of  these  factors  have  been  influential  on  the  organization  of  the 
Library  and  its  collections.   Early  geographical  isolation  stimulated  strong 
centralization  of  acquisitions  work,  development  of  comprehensive  bibliograph- 
ical collections,  use  of  film  and  copy,  and  reliance  on  information  brought 
back  by  traveling  faculty  about  collection  opportunities.   Faculty  advice  is 
still  dominant  in  retrospective  purchasing  and  gap-filling,  and  closely  geared 
to  current  research. 
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In  these  patterns  of  organization,  two  major  changes  have  occurred  and 
are  still  in  progress:   decentralization  of  collections  has  been  inevitable  as 
the  system  of  branches  has  grown  and  the  Library  has  begun  to  store  volumes 
off  campus;  a  corresponding  centralization  of  selection  activities  formerly 
scattered  has  occurred  around  the  focus  of  a  growing  Acquisition  Department, 
now  strongly  centralized.   As  a  result,  some  functions  of  reference  have  either 
withered  or  been  combined  with  other  functions  of  circulation  and  maintenance, 
while  in  Acquisition  Department,  new  positions  of  bibliographic  specialization 
have  been  developed.   For  five  years,  Latin  American  acquisition  has  been  cen- 
tered through  specialist  Acquisition  bibliographers  and  related  clerical  staffing. 

Within  faculty  departments,  comparable  changes  in  organization  can  be  ob- 
served; intra-departmental  library  committees  have  been  developed  in  a  number  of 
the  most  effectively  interested  departments,  graduate  students  are  increasingly 
involved  in  departmental  searching  of  catalogs,  scans  of  collections,  and  reviews, 
and  the  main  middle-man  contacts  between  Library  and  faculty  in  matters  of  rou- 
tine communication  now  occur  at  intermediate  sub-administrative  and  student  levels. 

These  new  patterns  of  administrative  centralization  of  a  decentralized 
system  of  maintenance  and  service  units  have  most  recently  been  reinforced  by  a 
reorganization  of  the  budget,  in  which  particular  allocations  are  reserved  not 
only  for  particular  programs  but  also  for  particular  library  service  units.   The 
change  aims  to  provide  for  adequate  distribution  of  available  funds  by  ensuring 
opportunities  for  review  and  control  by  the  administrative  head  of  the  distant 
unit  in  conjunction  with  appropriate  faculty  that  constitutes  the  normal  clien- 
tele of  the  unit. 

Current  Facts  and  Estimates 

Special  collections  recently  acquired  and  not  yet  listed  in  handbooks  in- 
clude part  of  the  Roscoe  Hill  Collection,  of  which  the  General  Library  retained 
the  books  and  periodicals  on  Latin  America  exclusive  of  Mexico  and  selected  sub- 
ject areas  in  Central  America;  these  brought  strength  to  existing  specialization 
on  the  Caribbean  and  the  Empire  of  Bolivar.   The  Library  of  Antonio  Santamarina, 
books,  pamphlets,  periodicals,  and  broadsides  mainly  of  Argentinian  publication 
included  a  very  large  proportion  of  very  rare  and  scarce  works  with  little  dupli- 
cation of  existing  resources.   Revelant  elements  of  the  Nunez  de  Arenas  Collec- 
tion, acquired  last  summer,  have  been  noticed  in  the  report  of  Mrs.  Keller  to 
this  Committee. 

Original  manuscripts,  archives,  and  other  non-book  items  have  been  acquired 
mainly  on  film,  except  for  incidental  unanalyzed  coverage  in  the  Chesterfield 
Papers,  Boscovich  Archive,  and  Dominic  Saudino  clippings,  on  resistance  to  facism. 

Filmed  archives,  periodicals,  newspapers  have  been  added  in  large  quan- 
tity to  General  Library  collections  during  the  past  five  years,  mainly  according 
to  the  requirements  of  continuing  programs  of  specific  collection  development. 
Most  prominently  involved  are  the  programs  for  filming  British  Foreign  Office 
consular  despatches  and  State  Department  correspondence  with  ministers  and  con- 
suls.  The  British  series  on  Brazil  is  complete  as  represented  in  F.O.  6  and 
the  F.O.  13  one  on  Argentina  is  about  one-third  complete  at  present.   State 
Department  filming  has  been  more  selective.   Programs  for  the  filming  of  nine- 
teenth and  early  twentieth  century  periodicals,  mainly  literary  journals  and 
little  magazines,  and  of  selected  late  eighteenth  and  early  nineteenth  century 
European  and  Latin  American  newspapers  have  been  begun  and  some  files  are  al- 
ready acquired.  The  main  published  records  of  legislative  assemblies  not  already 
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represented  in  the  originals  here  is  being  undertaken  gradually.   An  estimate 
of  the  total  additions  of  these  film  sources  is  probably  of  a  total  present 
collection  of  between  2  and  3  million  frames. 

Exchanges  maintained  with  Latin  American  institutions  are  now  at  a 
level  of  850  institutional  titles.   Argentina,  Brazil,  Colombia,  and  Peru  ac- 
count for  half  the  exchanges  received. 

Newspaper  collections,  mainly  on  film  and  developed  strictly  on  the 
basis  of  short  files  needed  for  current  research,  have  accumulated  to  57 
Mexican  titles,  plus  an  additional  27  split  between  Bancroft  and  General 
Libraries  at  a  policy  1905  cut-off,  and  166  non-Mexican  titles,  plus  an  addi- 
tional 3  split.   Except  for  Peru,  which  has  holdings  mainly  from  an  earlier 
period,  the  bulk  of  chronological  coverage  for  these  total  files  is  for  the 
period  1850-1940. 

Government  documents.   The  present  all-campus  collection,  as  represented 
by  the  Documents  Department  geographical  indexes,  is  of  an  estimated  7,500 
titles,  including  1,500  titles  of  (not  in)  series.   About  two-thirds  of  the 
overall  collection  are  maintained  by  the  Documents  Department;  about  one-third 
are  publications  of  Mexico.   Subject  representation  is  most  comprehensive  for 
Brazil.   Coverage  includes  English  and  French  publications  on  the  Caribbean. 

Maps .   The  Main  Building  Map  Room  collection  now  numbers  900  titles,  in- 
cluding 22  Latin  American  publications  of  series,  mainly  of  sets  begun  after 
1940  and  now  totaling  1,100  sheets.   The  Guianas,  Paraguay,  and  Uraguay  are 
represented  only  by  single  sheet  maps.   The  collection  is  comprehensive  for 
Central  America  and  the  Caribbean,  but  is  generally  weak  in  holdings  of  ex- 
pensive large-scale  sets,  few  of  which  are  larger  than  the  scale  1:100,000.

THE  BANCROFT  LIBRARY 

The  Bancroft  Library  had  its  beginning  in  the  bookstore  of  Hubert  Howe 
Bancroft  in  San  Francisco  in  1859.   At  first  it  was  a  group  of  books  relating 
to  California,  taken  from  the  store's  stock  for  the  convenience  of  the  editor 
of  a  guide  book  to  the  Pacific  States  that  Bancroft  planned  to  publish.   Years 
later,  Bancroft  recalled  that  after  a  decade  of  collecting,  "Gradually  and  al- 
most imperceptibly  had  the  area  of  my  efforts  enlarged.   From  Oregon  it  was 
but  a  step  to  British  Columbia  and  Alaska;  and  as  I  was  obliged  for  California 
to  go  to  Mexico  and  Spain,  it  finally  settled  to  my  mind  to  make  the  western 
half  of  North  America  my  field,  including  in  it  the  whole  of  Mexico  and  Central 
America. " 

This  was  the  Bancroft  Library  as  its  founder  came  to  see  it,  and  as  a 
matter  of  fact  as  it  still  is:   a  collection  of  research  materials--books, 
pamphlets,  manuscripts,  maps,  and  newspapers,  designed  originally  to  produce 
the  greatest  amount  of  available  information  on  two-thirds  of  a  continent 
for  a  period  of  several  centuries.   However,  Bancroft  was  only  moderately 
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successful  in  his  efforts;  gaps  did  exist  in  his  collection.   For  example 
he  relates  that  he  and  his  agents  examined  the  archives  of  Spain,  Italy, 
France,  and  Great  Britain  for  information  concerning  the  New  World.   But 
Spain  was  represented  in  the  collection  only  by  printed  sets,  such  as  Martin 
Fernandex  Navarrete's  Coleccion  de  los  Viages  ^  Descubrimlmtos  que  Hicieron 
los  Espanoles  desde  Fines  del  Siglo  XV,  Madrid,  1825-37.   The  massive  re- 
sources of  the  Archivo  General  in  Mexico  City  were  copied  only  to  the  extent 
of  less  than  a  score  of  transcripts  and  the  several  published  series  of 
Documentos  para  la  Historia  de  Mejico.   Other  lacunae  existed  in  the  collec- 
tion when  it  came  to  the  University  by  purchase  in  1905.   Some,  like  the 
above  have  proved  to  be  remediable. 

In  1948,  George  P.  Hammond,  then  newly  appointed  Director,  undertook  a 
program  of  microfilming  documents  in  the  archives  of  foreign  countries,  re- 
sulting in  a  collection  of  film  from  the  archives  of  Great  Britain,  France, 
Germany,  Spain,  Portugal,  Mexico,  Panama,  Colombia,  Brazil,  and  Peru.   The 
total  of  negative  exposures  purchased  on  the  project  to  date  is  just  over 
4.5  million.  Most  of  the  material  was  copied"  two  pages  to  the  exposure, 
giving  us  nearly  9  million  pages  of  archival  source  material  available  to 
scholars. 

From  Brazil's  Biblioteca  Nacional  in  Rio  de  Janiero  we  have  approximately 
20,000  pages  of  the  records  of  the  Portuguese  colonial  administration.   From 
Colombia  we  have  about  130,000  pages.  From  France  we  have  the  records  on  film 
of  the  French  companies  operating  in  California  during  and  after  the  Gold  Rush, 
and  selected  documents  and  correspondence  of  diplomatic  agents  in  California, 
Panama,  Colombia,  Mexico,  and  Hawaii. 

The  filming  program  in  Great  Britain  was  inaugurated  in  1950  under  the 
direction  of  Dr.  Robert  E.  Burke.   From  the  British  Museum  we  have  film  of 
long  files  of  Mexican,  Central  and  South  American  newspapers.  There  are  also 
films  of  documents  pertaining  to  British-Dutch  relations,  1576-1764;  Portuguese 
manuscripts  concerning  the  exploration  and  settlement  of  Brazil,  and  transcripts 
relating  to  the  boundary  dispute  between  Venezuela  and  British  Guiana.  From 
the  Companies  Registration  Offices  in  London  and  Edinburgh  we  have  the  corporate 
records  of  all  joint  stock  companies  registered  for  operation  in  the  western 
United  States,  Canada,  Mexico,  and  Central  America.   From  the  Public  Records 
Office  we  have  the  Foreign  Office  records  of  ministers  and  consuls  in,  among 
others:  Guatemala,  1824-1902;  Mexico,  1822-1902;  and  the  Republic  of  Texas, 
1840-1845. 

From  Mexico,  over  a  period  of  eighteen  years,  we  have  acquired  approx- 
imately 3  million  pages  of  documents,  extending  in  time  from  the  Conquest  to 
the  mid-1930's.  The  Archivo  General  de  la  Naci6n  has  provided  film  of  43 
ramos,  including  Californias,  Historia,  Indios,  Misiones,  Padrones,  Provincias 
Internas,  Archivo  del  Hospital  de  Jesus,  and  Inquisicion.   We  have  acquired 
as  well  film  from  other  Mexican  archives:   selected  documents  from  the  Archivo 
de  la  Secretaria  de  la  Defensa  Nacional ,  the  Biblioteca  Nacional,  the  Archivo 
del  Hidalgo  de  Parral,  and  the  Archivo  Municipal  de  Ciudad  Juarez . 

From  Peru  we  have  nearly  100,000  pages  of  documents  concerning  Negro 
slavery  and  slave  trade,  1535-1650,  and  from  Portugal  have  come  about  200,000 
pages  of  records  of  the  colonial  history  of  Brazil. 
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Finally,  we  have  received  from  Spain  more  than  one  thousand  reels  of 
film  prepared  over  the  years  for  specific  research  projects.   The  Archivo 
General  de  Indias  is  the  principal  repository  for  records  of  colonial  adminis- 
tration; we  have  copies  of  documents  from  the  ramos  Audiencia  de  Guadalajara, 
Audiencia  de  Mexico,  Casa  de  Contratacion,  Escribania  de  Camara,  Indiferente 
General,  and  Papeles  de  Estado.   We  have  also  received  film  from  the  Academia 
de  la  Historia,  Archivo  General  de  Simancas,  Museo  Naval,  Biblioteca  Nacional, 
and  the  Archivo  Historic©  Nacional. 

The  Latin  American  countries  from  Panama  north  have  passed  increasingly 
stringent  laws  regarding  the  export  of  documents,  printed  or  manuscript, 
having  historical  significance,  and  we  anticipate  that  retrospective  collect- 
ing will  have  to  confine  itself  to  photocopying.   The  Bancroft  Library  was 
fortunate  in  recent  years  in  acquiring  the  personal  and  public  papers  of  the 
late  Silvestre  Terrazas  of  Chihuahua  and  El  Apso,  a  leader  of  the  Mexican 
Revolution  and  publisher  of  E^.  Correo  de  Chihuahua.   This  collection  consists 
of  extensive  correspondence  of  a  period  of  forty  years,  extensive  files  of 
newspapers,  and  a  personal  library  containing  a  substantial  number  of  Revolu- 
tionary pamphlets  and  other  ephemera.   In  this  case,  the  papers  were  in  the 
possession  of  Don  Silvestre 's  family  in  the  United  States  at  the  time  of  the 
purchase. 

Bancroft's  major  Latin  American  gap  at  the  present  time  is  in  acquiring 
film  copies  from  Central  American  archives,  particularly  from  Guatemala.   We 
are  currently  attempting  to  raise  funds  for  a  major  project  in  this  area. 

Our  acquisition  of  printed  materials  depends  in  part  on  LACAP,  supple- 
mented with  our  own  contacts  with  dealers  and  distributing  agencies  in  the 
countries  within  our  field.   Approximately  one-half  of  our  funds  allocated  for 
the  purchase  of  books  is  expended  for  Latin  American  materials,  in  addition  to 
the  funds  devoted  to  the  microfilming  program.   The  majority  of  government  re- 
positories have  been  generous  in  permitting  the  filming  of  large  blocks  of  ma- 
terial for  deposit  in  the  United  States.   Spain  is  more  restrictive,  however, 
permitting  the  filming  only  of  selected  documents  for  specific  research  projects 
Unfortunately  for  the  scholar  of  recent  Latin  American  history,  archival  records 
generally  are  not  available.   For  example,  British  Foreign  Office  Records  are 
not  opened  for  filming  until  a  lapse  of  50  years.   The  student  of  the  more  re- 
cent period  must  therefore  rely  largely  on  printed  sources,  monographs,  govern- 
ment reports,  and  newspapers  and  periodicals.   One  development  in  which  the 
Bancroft  Library  was  able  to  participate  to  alleviate  this  problem  was  a 
series  of  tape-recorded  interviews  with  leading  figures  of  Mexican  political 
life,  conducted  by  Professor  James  Wilkie,  now  of  Ohio  State  University,  and 
his  wife.   Entitled  Voices  of  the  Revolution,  this  series  will  furnish  great 
insight  into  the  past  half  century  of  Mexican  history.

The  82  Branch  Libraries  of  The  New  York  Public  Library  serve  a  resident 
population  of  three  and  one -half  million  persons  in  Manhattan,  The  Bronx  and  Staten 
Island,  and  hundreds  of  thousands  more  who  are  entitled  to  use  the  resources  of  The 
Branch  Libraries  through  courtesy  privileges  to  residents  of  the  metropolitan  area  and 
all  of  New  York  State. 

By  1960,  the  Spanish -speaking  population  of  New  York  City  had  increased  to 
1, 600, 000.    A  number  of  branches  are  located  in  areas  where  there  is  a  high  concentra- 
tion of  Spanish -speaking  New  Yorkers,  and  over  a  number  of  years  some  units  have 
established  minor  holdings  in  Spanish  materials.    These  vary,  of  course,  according  to 
the  size  of  the  branch  and  the  needs  of  the  community,  but  such  permanent  collections 
are  relatively  few  in  number.    Development  of  the  collections,  naturally,  must  be 
framed  within  allotted  book  budgets  for  each  branch,  which  usually  serves  a  quite  heter- 
ogeneous population.    The  emphasis  on  strictly  Spanish,  Latin  American  or  Puerto  Rican 
writing  depends  on  the  preferences  and  interest  of  the  neighborhood. 

To  supplement  branch  holdings,  a  number  of  "circuit"  collections  of  twenty-five 
to  several  hundred  volumes  rotate  among  the  branches.    Any  single  circuit  collection 
consists  of  books  in  one  of  the  following  languages:   Spanish,  French,  German,  Italian, 
or  Yiddish.    At  the  request  of  a  branch,  a  circuit  collection  is  sent,  usually  for  a  period 
of  four  months.    If  the  collection  "moves"  rapidly  the  branch  librarian  may  ask  for  more 
volumes  from  the  Central  Reserve  Collection,  or  if  little  interest  arises  on  the  part  of 
the  public,  the  collection  may  be  returned  in  whole  or  in  part  before  the  four -month 
period  ends.    Branch  libraries  which  receive  requests  for  specific  works  from  its 
readers  forward  these  to  the  Interbranch  Loan  Office  if  the  branch  itself  is  unable  to 
provide  the  item. 

In  what  is  presently  the  largest  single  unit  of  The  Branch  Libraries,  the  Donnell 
Library  Center  on  West  53rd  Street,  a  very  sizable  collection  in  a  variety  of  foreign 
languages  is  available.    The  Spanish  collection  consists  of  almost  five  thousand  volumes, 
and  includes  standard  reference  works  as  well  as  three  current  periodicals  (Mundo 
Hispanico,  Madrid;  Hispano  Americano,  Mexico  City;  and  Mundo  Nuevo,  Paris). 
Fiction  and  non- fiction  from  Spain  and  the  Latin  American  countries  are  represented. 
The  collection  here  tends  to  be  oriented  toward  standard  or  basic  literary  works  while 
somewhat  more  ephemeral  titles  are  more  often  in  evidence  among  branch  and  circuit 
collections. 

Other  activities  of  The  Branch  Libraries  directed  toward  the  Spanish -speaking 
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population  have  included  a  flyer.  La  Biblioteca  Publica  de  Nueva  York  para  los  Ninos, 
and  the  work  of  a  Spanish -speaking  children's  specialist,  who  is  available  to  branches 
throughout  the  system  for  story  telling  and  library  classes  in  Spanish.    A  few  titles  in 
special  adult  education  collections  in  the  branches  offer  help  to  Spanish -speaking  readers 
learning  English. 

The  Library  has  recently  announced  a  pilot  project  to  implement  new  services 
and  programs  in  eight  branch  libraries  with  large  Spanish -speaking  populations  in  the 
South  Bronx.    The  project,  scheduled  to  begin  June  1,  1967,  has  been  made  possible  for 
a  one -year  period  by  a  grant  of  $200,445  to  the  Library  under  the  Federal  Library 
Services  and  Construction  Act.    The  money  will  be  used  to  establish  additional  local 
collections  of  books  and  other  materials  in  Spanish  for  all  age  levels  in  the  communities 
covered.    Existing  collections  will  be  reassessed  with  a  view  to  meeting  community 
reading  needs  in  Spanish  and  In  English.    Spanish  and  bilingual  materials  such  as  regis- 
tration forms,  letters  to  parents,  brochures  and  reading  lists  will  be  compiled  for  wide 
distribution. 

The  eight  branches  will  add  bi -lingual  staff  members  to  represent  the  Library  in 
local  schools,  churches,  and  community  organizations  as  well  as  to  provide  more  effec- 
tive library  services  in  the  branches  themselves.    Programs  will  include  library  classes 
conducted  in  Spanish;  guidance  in  the  use  of  library  materials  and  in  the  selection  of 
books  for  leisure  and  practical  needs;  story  telling  and  puppet  shows  for  children;  film 
programs  and  speakers  of  special  interest  to  the  community  and  events  which  the 
Library  will  plan  jointly  with  other  neighborhood  agencies. 

This  plan  is  somewhat  similar  in  concept  to  the  North  Manhattan  Project  which 
has  experimented  and  tested  library  services  geared  to  the  needs  of  new  readers  in  the 
Countee  Cullen  Branch  and  the  Schombury  Collection  of  Negro  Literature  and  History 
located  in  the  central  Harlem  area.    This  project  has  operated  successfully  for  the  past 
two  years,  and  has  been  extended  for  another  year  through  the  allocation  of  additional 
funds  under  LSCA.    The  Library  is  hopeful  that  the  South  Bronx  demonstration  project 
will  be  equally  effective  in  breaking  down  barriers  and  in  offering  Spanish -speaking 
individuals  and  groups  in  the  community  a  greater  awareness  of  the  Library's  potential 
value  to  them.

LATIN  AMERICAN  RESEARCH

One  year  ago  this  month  at  the  Eleventh  Seminar  on  the  Acquisition  of  Latin 
nerican  Library  Materials,  held  in  New  York,  I  presented  an  historical  synopsis  of 
\e   multifaceted  bibliographic  and  service  problems  which  are  faced  by  university 
Lbraries  in  connection  with  published  materials  dealing  with  Latin  America.   This 
)praisaL  showed  that  the  difficulties  are  well-rooted  and  far-reaching  in  scope  -- 
le  reasons  why  the  inter-related  problems  affect  every  major  university  library 
1  some  way  or  another;  the  only  difference  seems  to  be  in  the  degree  of  impact 
lich  they  have  on  the  researcher.   But  I  need  not  dwell  on  a  subject  that  is  generally 
;ll-known  to  all  those  here  today.   I  will,  however,  for  the  sake  of  emphasis  quote 
le  words  of  Henry  E.  Adams  taken  from  his  article  "Bibliography  and  General  Works" 
lich  appeared  in  the  Handbook  of  Latin  American  Studies,  No.  27;.  I965: 

"Documentation  of  Latin  American  scholarly 
publications  continues  to  prove  one  of  the 
most  difficult  gaps  to  close;  some 
improvement  has  been  evident  in  the  past 
five  years  due  to  the  international  interest 
the  area  as  a  whole  has  generated,  but  the 
pace  of  production  still  outdistances  any 
semblance  of  bibliographic  control." 


The  overwhelming  amount  of  printed  materials  which  are  progressively  flooding 
braries  forewarn  that  unless  the  challenge  is  met  in  time  the  researcher  stands  to 

drowned  in  oceans  of  information.   Let  it  be  said,  however,  that  it  is  not  the 
antity  of  data,  not  even  the  labyrinthine  foreign  publishing  industry  that  is 
manding  that  new  schemes  be  devised  to  keep  abreast  of  an  era  of  change  and  rapid 
ogress;  rather  it  is  that  libraries  need  to  gear  themselves  for  more,  better  and 
ster  service  if  they  are  to  contribute  effectively  toward  curriculum  upgrading, 
ecialization  and  advancement  in  research.   To  cope  successfully  with  the  challenge, 

is  evident  that  local,  regional,  national  and  international  programs  will  have  to  be 
anned  and  implemented  to  systematize  and  streamline  the  procurement,  organization, 
orage,  retrieval  and  dissemination  of  information.   In  line  with  the  realization  of 
e  magnitude  of  this  problem,  the  idea  of  creating  and  operating  an  automated  system  is 
fered  for  your  consideration.   The  system  envisioned  would  include  a  Latin  American 
formation  center,  which,  as  the  hub  of  a  Latin  American  information  netx>?ork,  would  ha\ 

its  eventual  aim  the  job  of  properly  filling  the  gap  existing  in  the  national  scheme 
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of  library  services.   In  1964  when  the  Center  for  Research  Libraries  was  surveyed, 
the  recommendation  was  made  that  it  "should  explore  fully  the  possibility  of  programs 
of  decentralized  collecting  and  storage  by  its  member  libraries".^  The  proposed 
center  would  not  only  collect  and  store,  but  would  also  be  equipped  to  retrieve, 
repackage  and  disseminate  specialized  information  to  support  foreign  area  study 
programs,  and  in  this  manner  make  possible  higher  quality  of  subject  analysis  to 
specialists.   The  development  of  such  a  system  might  also  help  lighten  the  already 
heavy  work  load  carried  by  the  national  library.   As  the  technical  processing  of 
Latin  American  information  would  be  the  responsibility  of  the  proposed  Center,  the 
Library  of  Congress  would  be  free  to  devote  greater  attention  to  other  problems  in 
which  it  is  already  involved. 

For  years  the  problem  of  gathering  and  making  the  large  amount  of  raw  data 
meaningful  to  the  researcher  has  been  one  of  the  greatest  concern  to  university 
libraries.   The  spectrum  covered  by  Latin  American  materials  has  been  further 
complicated  because  the  problems  they  present  cover  the  gamut  --  from  publication  to 
organization,  and  from  storage  to  the  dissemination  of  information.   Despite  the 
magnitude  and  involvement  of  these  problems,  the  attack  on  them  has  been  light  and  the 
combatants  have  not  only  been  few  in  number,  but  seemingly  have  preferred  to  fight 
single-handedly.   Each  academic  unit  has  moved  in  its  separate  way  in  terms  of  plans 
and  resources. 

We  are  at  the  threshold  of  a  revolution  where  record  keeping  will  be  performed 
through  the  implementation  of  electrical  impulses  impregnated  on  various  types  of 
magnetic  media.   Libraries  can  now  engage  in  two-way,  multi-media  communication  with 
other  libraries  and  their  users.   The  increased  production  of  raw  data  coupled  with 
the  availability  of  highly  developed  electronic  equipment  calls  for  a  re-evaluation  of 
library  methods  and  long  range  planning. 

Considering  the  sameness  of  problems  in  the  academic  libraries  that  have 
sizable  Latin  American  holdings  --  the  economics  involved  in  building  and  keeping  these 
collections  current,  and  the  specialized  handling  which  they  require  --  it  appears  that 
a  core  of  specialists  working  with  automated  system  would  offer  the  means  to  relieve 
libraries  of  many  of  the  clerical  tasks  that  are  hampering  not  only  the  quantity  and 
quality  of  research  accomplished,  but  also  the  over-all  radius  of  coverage.   Readily 
available  up-to-date  information  would  encourage  research  on  phases  heretofore  neglected, 
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New  findings  might  well  have  an  impact  on  studies  concerned  with  the  economic,  social 
and  political  development  of  the  republics  beyond  the  Rio  Grande,  and  help  create  new' 
and  more  realistic  images. 

Surely  the  exchange  of  information  between  a  specialized  focal  point  and  its 
affiliates  would  open  an  almost  unlimited  number  of  unexplored  resources  which  have 
remained  unknown,  or  at  least  inaccessible  to  the  scholar.   Distance  is  no  longer  a 
barrier,  and  messages,  whether  oral,  digital  or  graphic  can  be  transmitted  back  and 
forth  between  libraries.   In  the  hope  of  engendering  enthusiasm  for  the  proposed  Latin 
American  information  center,  we  shall  venture  to  share  with  you  its  plans,  methodologies 
and  specifications.   You  may  not  always  agree  with  the  ideas  expounded,  but  they  are 
brought  to  you  in  a  spirit  which  we  trust  will  inspire  you  to  help,  improve,  expand 
and  invigorate  the  concepts  herein  stated.  ' 

PROJECTED  LATIN  AMERICAN  INFORMATION  CENTER 

I.   OBJECTIVE 

To  support  Latin  American  area  studies  in  the  universities  of  the  United  States 
through  new  avenues  of  approach  in  which  computer  methodology  merges  with  traditional 
techniques  to  provide  information  more  rapidly  and  efficiently  for  utilization  in  study 
and  research.  ai-uuy 

II.    ORGANIZATION  AND  IMPLEMENTATION  OF  PILOT  NETWORK 

A.  Purpose. 

1.  To  improve  Latin  American  area  study  programs  by  aiding  researchers 
in  locating  information  as  well  as  by  providing  specific  data. 

2.  To  make  possible  efficient  sharing  of  information  within  the  inter- 
university  network. conceived  along  the  lines  of  EDUCOM  and  Edunets 

3.  To  advance  research  without  having  to  duplicate  unnecessarily  effort 
and  costs.  ^ 

B.  Approach  to  the  implementation  of  the  network. 

1.  Solicit  the  collaboration  of  such  institutions  as  the  Council  on  Library 

Resources,  the  Center  for  Research  Libraries,  the  Association  of  Research 
Libraries,  the  Pan  American  Union,  the  Hispanic  Foundation,  etc. 

2.  Determine  the  scope  of  the  network  at  its  initial  stage  and  plan  for  its 
subsequent  development.

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k.  Determine  the  area  of  responsibility  for  the  participating  members 
and  their  relationship  to  the  Center. 

C.  Description  of  pilot  network. 

1.  In  the  initial  stage  the  pilot  network  would  consist  of  the  Center 
and  appropriate  libraries  belonging  to  the  Association  of  Research 
of  Libraries. 

2.  The  institutions  selected  for  the  initial  network  would  be  chosen 
on  the  basis  of  interest  in  Latin  American  area  studies,  the  cost 
involved  in  connecting  them  to  the  network,  and  the  geographic  location 
of  the  institution. 

3.  The  ultimate  objective  of  the  network  would  be  eventually  to  include  at 
least  all  university  libraries  interested  in  obtaining  information  in  th< 
field. 

k.        Participating  libraries  would  be  connected  by  leased  channels  and  any 
other  circuit  deemed  appropriate. 

5.   The  center  and  participating  libraries  would  have  the  hardware  and 

software  necessary  to  carry  on  satisfactory  computer-type  informational 
services. 

III.    ORGANIZATION  AND  ADMINISTRATION 

A.  Organization. 

In  terms  of  organization  the  center  would  function  as  an  affiliate  of  a 
university  library.   The  common  goals  of  both  institutions  would  insure  that  mutual 
benefits  would  be  derived.   The  function  of  one  would  supplement  and  complement  the 
other.   The  Center  must,  of  necessity,  have  access  to  a  strong  bibliographical  collection, 
and  the  research  library  can  best  serve  its  patrons  through  a  direct  and  closed  channel 
which  would  link  one  institution  with  the  (Other.  As  the  center's  effectiveness  would  in 
large  part  depend  on  its  capability  to  transmit  and  receive  information  on  a  nation-wide 
basis,  it  would  function  as  a  focal  point  of  a  well-established  inter-university  communics 
tion  network  with  on-line  connections  with  such  institutions  as  the  Library  of  Congress, 
Center  for  Research  Libraries,  the  Pan  American  Union,  etc. 

B.  Funding. 

The  amount  of  money  required  to  establish  a  center  that  can  effectively  meet 
these  needs  on  a  national  basis  is  not  small  and  no  one  institution  should  be  expected  tc 
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underwrite  such  an  expenditure,  however,  because  of  the  type  of  endeavor  involved  it 
should  not  be  impossible  to  attract  the  interest  of  national  and/or  foundation  monies 
for  the  creation  and  operation  of  a  pilot  system  that  might  become  a  model  for  other 
informational  services  interested  in  the  mechanization  of  their  manual  tasks.   Once  the 
operation  is  underway  its  service  and  products  should  make  it  self-sustaining.   Its 
operating  expenses  might  be  met  through  membership  fees  paid  by  the  cooperating 
institutions.  The  actual  amount  of  the  fee  might  be  apportioned  on  a  service  basis. 
The  Center  could  also  develop  an  income  by  contracting  to  sell  its  services  and  biblio- 
graphical printouts  to  private  and  governmental  concerns. 

C.  Staff. 

The  Center  personnel  would  consist  of  a  clerical  staff  and  two  types  of 
professionals:   area  specialists  and  systems  analysts.

D.  Staff  Orientation.

The  course,  in  addition  to 
giving  the  staff  a  general  background  on  the  aims  and  objectives  of  the  system,  would 
also  teach  basic  data  and  information  processing  to  the  area  specialists,  and  the 
information  specialists  would  in  turn  learn  the  principles  of  librarianship,  stressing 
methodology  of  bibliography  and  indexing  as  well  as  the  needs  of  the  researchers  they 
are  expected  to  serve.   Further,  emphasis  will  be  placed  on  the  role  played  by  the  Center, 
the  cooperating  institutions,  and  the  function  of  each  individual  member  in  the  overall 
national  scheme. 

IV o   PROCUREMENT  OF  LATIN  AMERICAN  MATERIALS 

Under  the  Farmington  Plan  some  sixty  American  libraries  have  voluntarily  accepted 
the  responsibility  for  collecting  foreign  materials.   This  plan  provides  for  American 
libraries  to  acquire  at  least  one  copy  of  each  new  foreign  publication  that  might 
reasonably  be  expected  to  interest  a  research  worker  in  the  Unifeed  States.   After  the 
material  is  received,  it  is  processed  and  reported  to  the  Library  of  Congress  for  entry 
in  the  National  Union  Catalog.  Thereafter,  the  material  is  made  available  by  inter- 
library  loan  or  photographic  reproduction.  The  Library  of  Congress,  under  its  expanded 
foreign  acquisitions  program  together  with  its  increased  cataloging  of  foreign  publication 
has  greatly  complemented  the  goals  of  the  Farmington  Plan.   In  this  regard  we  would  be 
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remiss  not  to  recognize  the  excellent  work  of  the  Latin  American  Cooperative 
Acquisitions  Program  (LACAP)  sponsored  by  Stechert-Harner  in  cooperation  with  a  number 
of  leading  libraries  in  this  country.  No  one  can  deny  that  the  researchers  can  now 
expect  to  locate  a  much  higher  percentage  of  the  more  important  foreign  publications 
than  was  formerly  possible,  either  in  the  Library  of  Congress  or  in  the  various  univer- 
sity libraries  participating  in  the  Farmington  Plan. 

There  is,  however,  still  the  problem  of  being  able  to  determine  with  the  least 
amount  of  delay  who  has  what.   Some  of  the  information  can  be  obtained  by  consulting 
the  National  Union  Catalog,  but  by  the  time  the  Catalog  is  published,  its  information 
is  often  too  late  to  be  of  any  real  use  to  the  researcher,  or  to  the  libraries  which 
should  have  it  available  quickly  for  reference  use  or  to  prevent  their  having  to 
duplicate  L  C's  original  cataloging.   Further,  the  National  Union  Catalog  is  not  all- 
inclusive  since  not  all  foreign  publications  cataloged  in  the  American  libraries  are 
included. 

V.   BIBLIOGRAPHIC  CONTROL 

In  an  effort  to  alleviate  the  problem  of  not  knowing  what  has  been  published  and 
where  to  locate  the  material  that  is  available  in  the  United  States,  the  Center  would 
endeavor  to  function  as  a  bibliographic  control  laboratory  for  available  data  in  the 
United  States  either  in  printed  format  or  in  machine  readable  form.   In  performing  this 
function  the  Center  would  reduce  and  eventually  eliminate  much  of  the  unnecessary  or 
unproductive  effort  that  inadvertently  takes  place  whenever  libraries  do  original 
cataloging  of  the  same  publications.   Bibliographic  control  would  be  accomplished  by 
the  Center  receiving  the  computer  tapes  made  possible  by  the  Library  of  Congress,  MARC 
Project  and  a  copy  of  every  main  entry  reflecting  original  cataloging  from  all  appropriat 
university  libraries  belonging  to  the  Association  of  Research  Libraries,  and  such 
institutions  as  the  Pan  American  Union.  To  assure  the  inclusion   of  all  other  material 
in  the  field,  cooperating  libraries  would  also  be  requested  to  provide  the  Center  with 
the  L  C  card  numbers  for  titles  not  requiring  original  cataloging,  but  which  are  concerne 
with  Latin  America.   The  combination  of  the  two  measures  should  make  it  possible  to  have 
a  comprehensive  national  union  catalog  of  publications  in  the  U.  S,  dealing  with  Latin 
America.   It  is  important  to  emphasize  that  all  or  as  many  as  possible  of  the  eligible 
libraries  should  participate  in  the  plan,  because  only  through  consolidated  cooperation 
could  comprehensive  bibliographical  representation  be  achieved. 

The  cards  received  would  be  sorted  by  subject  and  their  data  transcribed  into  a   lli 
form  compatible  with  the  format  that  the  Center  would  use  for  storage  and  retrieval.      « 
The  unit  records  would  be  punched  on  paper  tape  of  Hollerith  cards  in  a  form  suitable 
for  computer  input.  The  paper  tapes  and  punched  cards  would  be  read  into  the  computer 
which  would  receive,  process,  compress  and  store  the  data  on  magnetic  tapes  or  discs.

Acquisitions  Program  (LACAP)  sponsored  by  Stechert-Harner  in  cooperation  with  a  number 
of  leading  libraries  in  this  country.  No  one  can  deny  that  the  researchers  can  now 
expect  to  locate  a  much  higher  percentage  of  the  more  important  foreign  publications 
than  was  formerly  possible,  either  in  the  Library  of  Congress  or  in  the  various  univer- 
sity libraries  participating  in  the  Farmington  Plan. 

There  is_,  however,  still  the  problem  of  being  able  to  determine  with  the  least 
amount  of  delay  who  has  what.   Some  of  the  information  can  be  obtained  by  consulting 
the  National  Union  Catalog,  but  by  the  time  the  Catalog  is  published,  its  information 
is  often  too  late  to  be  of  any  real  use  to  the  researcher,  or  to  the  libraries  which 
should  have  it  available  quickly  for  reference  use  or  to  prevent  their  having  to 
duplicate  L  C's  original  cataloging.  Further,  the  National  Union  Catalog  is  not  all- 
inclusive  since  not  all  foreign  publications  cataloged  in  the  American  libraries  are 
included. 

V.   BIBLIOGRAPHIC  CONTROL 

In  an  effort  to  alleviate  the  problem  of  not  knowing  what  has  been  published  and 
where  to  locate  the  material  that  is  available  in  the  United  States,  the  Center  would 
endeavor  to  function  as  a  bibliographic  control  laboratory  for  available  data  in  the 
United  States  either  in  printed  format  or  in  machine  readable  form.  In  performing  this 
function  the  Center  would  reduce  and  eventually  eliminate  much  of  the  unnecessary  or 
unproductive  effort  that  inadvertently  takes  place  whenever  libraries  do  original 
cataloging  of  the  same  publications.  Bibliographic  control  would  be  accomplished  by 
the  Center  receiving  the  computer  tapes  made  possible  by  the  Library  of  Congress,  MARC 
Project  and  a  copy  of  every  main  entry  reflecting  original  cataloging  from  all  appropriati 
university  libraries  belonging  to  the  Association  of  Research  Libraries,  and  such 
institutions  as  the  Pan  American  Union.  To  assure  the  inclusion  of  all  other  material 
in  the  field,  cooperating  libraries  would  also  be  requested  to  provide  the  Center  with 
the  L  C  card  numbers  for  titles  not  requiring  original  cataloging,  but  which  are  concernec 
with  Latin  America.  The  combination  of  the  two  measures  should  make  it  possible  to  have 
a  comprehensive  national  union  catalog  of  publications  in  the  U.  S.  dealing  with  Latin 
America.  It  is  important  to  emphasize  that  all  or  as  many  as  possible  of  the  eligible 
libraries  should  participate  in  the  plan,  because  only  through  consolidated  cooperation 
could  comprehensive  bibliographical  representation  be  achieved. 

The  cards  received  would  be  sorted  by  subject  and  their  data  transcribed  into  a    | 
form  compatible  with  the  format  that  the  Center  would  use  for  storage  and  retrieval. 
The  unit  records  would  be  punched  on  paper  tape  of  Hollerith  cards  in  a  form  suitable 
for  computer  input.  The  paper  tapes  and  punched  cards  would  be  read  into  the  computer 
which  would  receive,  process,  compress  and  store  the  data  on  magnetic  tapes  or  discs. 
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This  information  would  then  be  manipulated  for  possible   retrieval  in  such  forms  as 
printed  lists,  punch  cards,  magnetic  tapes,  discs  or  through  direct  on-line  connection. 

Cooperating  libraries  would  in  return  for  their  original  cataloging  receive 
from  the  Center  magnetic  tapes,  print-outs  by  subject  and/or  subject  or  area,  and 
copies  of  the  printed  union  catalog  of  Latin  American  materials.   Before  catalog  copy 
information  vjt... Id  be  made  available,  the  Center's  specialists  would  prepare  from  the  total 
cards  received  copy  for  cataloging  which  would  seek  to  suit  the  style  requirements  of 
the  majority  of  cooperating  libraries.   The  amount  of  free  information  that  a  University 
Library  would  receive  from  the  Center  would  be  in  proportion  to  the  amount  of  catalog 
copy  submitted;  additional  material  would  be  purchased  on  a  subscription  basis.   Since 
the  bulk  of  printed  cards   received  from  the  cooperating  libraries  would  also  include 
iaformation  on  other  foreign  area  studies,  as  a  side-benefit  the  Center  could  possibly 
also  provide  print-outs  and  magnetic  tapes  on  area  studies  other  than  those  bearing 
directly  on  Latin  America. 

The  idea  of  libraries  providing  a  copy  of  every  main  entry  card  for  all  original 
cataloging  at  first  might  appear  both  impractical  and  costly,  but  practice  may  prove 
that  such  a  measure  is  more  economical  than  if  libraries  were  asked  to  submit  one  copy 
of  all  main  entry  cards  concerned  with  Latin  America.   By  having  libraries  submitting 
bulk  instead  of  having  to  bother  with  the  intellectual  decision  which  would  be  involved 
when  pulling  cards  on  a  given  field,  there  would  be  a  savings  in  manpower  and  thus  in 
monies.    Since  no  procedure   can  be  completely  divorced  from  reasoning,  the  Center 
can  only  try  not  to  over   tax  the  human  resources  of  the  libraries, 

VI.    PROCUREMENT  OF  MATERIALS 

To  help  libraries  with  the  procurement  of  materials,  the  Center  would  prepare 
and  distribute  current  information  on  the  Latin  American  book  industry  such  as  lists  of 
publishers,  book  dealers^  and  scholarly  organizations.   Some  of  this  information  we 
know  is  available  in  various  bibliographical  sources.   However,  its  usefulness  is 
limited  because  often  the  data  is  so  out-dated  and  scattered. 

As  the  Center  would  work  in  close  contact  with  libraries  and  their  book  suppliers, 
it  is  reasonable  to  expect  that  some  services  of  mutual  benefit  could  be  devised.   For 
example,  book  dealers  handling  Latin  American  publications,  could  receive  main  entry 
print-outs  from  the  Center  to  accompany  the  books  which  are  being  sent  to  libraries  on 
blanket  orders. 
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With  the  aim  of  getting  a  greater  number  of  Latin  American  imprints  into  the 
United  States,  it  may  be  that  the  Center  could  also  assist  in  formulating  a  revised 
Farmington  Plan  for  Latin  America.  Under  the  new  plan  the  objective  would  be  to  strive 
for  a  much  finer  subject  allocation  breakdown  than  is  now  the  case.  The  assignments 
might  be  according  to  the  subject  areas  which  are  already  strong  in  the  universities 
participating  in  the  Farmington  Plan.  Those  subjects  in  which  there  is  little  research 
would  be  divided  arbitrarily  among  all  the  participating  libraries  to  assure  broader 
coverage  of  materials  in  all  fields  of  knowledge.  This  plan  would  discourage  proliferaticl 
of  collections  and  promote  in  depth  collecting  in  defined  subjects.  A  concerted  inter- 
university  procurement  plan  of  this  type  would  allow  university  libraries  to  strengthen 
one  area  collection  dispersed  throughout  the  country,  yet  united  through  the  various 
media  of  communication  that  technology  makes  possible. 

It  is  believed  that  subject  assignments  would  be  more  easily  carried  out  than 
under  current  plan  which  in  some  cases  includes  one  or  more  countries  per  library.   The 
problem  of  acquiring  material  is  difficult  enough  when  collecting  on  one  specific  subject 
but  becomes  even  more  complex  as  the  area  of  responsibility  broadens.   Specialization, 
on  the  other  hand,  lends  to  better  familiarity  with  the  book  industry  in  a  defined  area. 
Closer  ties  are  more  likely  to  develop  with  book  dealers  and  publishers  when  a  common 
interest  is  shared.  Then,  too,  once  a  university  library  becomes  known  for  its  specialize 
tion  there  is  a  basis  for  exchange  of  materials  among  libraries  to  help  build  each  others' 
collections. 

V.    STORAGE  AND  RETRIEVAL  OF  INFORMATION 

At  the  input  stage  all  literature  pertinent  to  Latin  American  studies  program 
would  be  received,  analyzed  in  depth,  and  indexed.   Journals  would  be  distributed  to 
a  staff  of  subject  specialists  who  would  select  articles  to  be  indexed  and  considered  for 
translation.  Their  selection  would  be  made  on  the  basis  of  personal  knowledge  and 
awareness  of  the  needs  of  current  research.  The  chosen  articles  would  then  be  treated 
by  the  data  specialists  or  translators. 

The  specialists  would  receive  and  screen  queries,  and  assist  with  the  searches 
before  relaying  them  to  the  data  processing  personnel  charged  with  the  translation  of  the 
input  into  machine  readable  language.  These  technicians  would  be  responsible  for 
interrogating  the  computer  and  furnishing  elicited  data  to  the  specialists  who  would  be 
handling  the  specific  problem. 

An  incoming  request  would  be  examined  by  the  applications  indexer  who  would  devise 
the  search  strategy  giving  the  maximum  amount  of  information  concerning  the  particular 
request  which  the  Center  would  have  in  its  files.   The  information  would  be  transmitted 
to  the  requester  in  the  format  made  possible  by  the  automated  pre cedures   once  the  data  case! 
is  founded  and  refined. 
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SUMMATION 

In  summary^  we  are  proposing  the  establishment  of  an  automated  system  that  is 
to  provide  comprehensive  specialized  information  on  Latin  America^  including  article 
citations  for  periodicals  with  the  appropriate  subject  heading  and  other  tags^  literature 
searches  and  screening.   Initially  the  more  important  function  of  the  Center  would  be  to 
compile  and  maintain,  with  the  collaboration  of  an  inter-university  network,  a  union 
catalog  of  Latin  American  holdings  in  U.  S.  Libraries.   As  the  staff  acquires  experience 
and  perfects  its  skills,  the  Center  would  expect  to  extend  its  bibliographical  coverage 
in  an  attempt  to  document  all  materials  published  in/or  concerned  with  Latin  America. 
With  the  Center  having  this  information  at  its  disposal  it   would  have  the  capability 
to  compile  and  distribute  national  bibliographies  for  the  various  Latin  American  countrie 
Only  then  may  we  have  relatively  complete  documentary  evidence  of  the  adequacy  of  U.  S. 
acquisition  efforts  pertinent  to  the  literature  of  that  region.

Although  the  implementation  of  this  proposal  is  designed  primarily  to  solve 
certain  problems  relating  to  one  geographic  region,  there  is,  too,  the  potential  for  the 
Center  to  become  a  multi-service  unit  which  would  support  other  area  programs  such  as 
African,  Asian,  Near  Eastern  and  the  like.  A  move  in  that  direction  shows  particular 
promise  when,  as  Gordon  Williams  points  out:   "materials  published  within  any  area  are 
not  by  any  means  all  those  pertinent  to  a  study  of  the  area,  while  many  of  those  publishe 
within  the  area  are  pertinent  to  other  area  studies,  or  to  other  subject  fields". 2  Were 
the  Center  eventually  to  expand  its  bibliographic  control  to  other  areas,  expertise  in 
foreign  studies  may  again  enjoy  the  individuality  and  special  services  that  even  the 
large  research  libraries  can  no  longer  afford  to  provide.   As  the  spectrum  of  the  Center 
broadens  so  does  its  operational  cost,  but  its  overhead  should  reduce  as  its  equipment, 
locale,  and  to  some  extent,  its  personnel  are  utilized  to  a  greater  capacity.   Here  then, 
lies  the  basis  for  reducing  expenditures. 

The  aspirations  contained  in  this  proposal  may  not  all  be  fulfilled;  not  over 
night  to  be  sure,  nor  even  in  a  span  of  a  few  years.   However,  the  succesful  experience 
or  organisms  such  as  Medlars,  or  more  recently,  EDUCOM  is  convincing  enough  for  us  to 
suggest  that  we  move  forward.

Letter  from  Gordon  Williams,  Director  of  the  Center  for  Research  Libraries, 

Chicago,  Illinois,  October  I7,  I966. 
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Efficient  use  of  human  and  electronic  resources  should  be  able  to  surmount  even  the 
most  persistant  difficulties  that  have  left  the  researcher  frustrated  and  less  productive 
than  he  should  be.  The  timetable  that  we  have  kept  in  mind  for  establishing  and  putting 
the  system  into  operation  encompasses  a  five-year  period.  The  first  year  would  be  taken 
mainly  with  the  organization  of  the  Center  itself,  the  hiring  and  training  of  staff  and 
the  running  the  pilot  model  to  debug  the  system.  By  the  second  year  the  Center  would 
be  ready  to  commence  operation.  While  the  second  and  third  years  would  be  devoted  to 
compiling  and  maintaining  a  union  catalog,  the  Center  would  also  be  engaged  in  capturing 
data  from  journals  and  documents  in  the  field  so  as  to  be  prepared  to  offer  an  SDI 
program  (Selective  Dissemination  of  Information)  on  the  basis  of  interest  profiles  provide 
by  the  participating  institutions.   By  the  end  of  the  five-year  period  the  Center  and 
its  network  should  be  in  a  position  to  reap  the  advantages  that  come  from  sharing  informa- 
tion made  possible  through  an  effective  inter-university  consortium  —  bound  by  the  common 
interests  of  an  area  study  and  by  the  expanding  ideas  and  ideals  which  accompany  the 
pursuit  of  knowledge. 
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
